Section  1216  of  the  Revise<l  Statut4*8  provides  that  "  Wlien  any  private 
iM>ldier  shall  have  distinguished  himself  in  the  service,  the  President 
may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  conunanding  officer  of  llie  regiment 
to  which  such  private  soldier  helongs,  grant  hhu  a  certificate  of  merit." 

Section  12S5  provides  that  "A  certificiiie  of  merit  granted  to  a  private 
soldier  by  the  President  for  distinguished  services,  shall  entitle  him  to 
additional  pay,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  month,  while  he  remains 
I'outinuouslv  in  the  service." 

CertificateM  of  merit  will  only  be  issued  for  acts  of  extrsiordinary  gul- 
hmtry  in  presence  of  the  enemy.  The  soldier  must  be  of  good  stand- 
ing and  of  undoubte<l  counige.  The  act  for  which  the  certificate  of  merit 
in  given  muHt  be  specific,  and  certified  to  by  an  eye-witnesa — preferably 
by  his  inunediate  conmianding  officer. 

Hach  application  for  a  certificate  of  merit  must  contain  a  full  record  of 
the  specific  case,  and  nuist  be  in  behalf  of  only  one  person.  Such  appli- 
cation must  be  forwarded  thnxigh  the  regular  channel,  and  nuist  be  en- 
dorst'd  with  an  approval  and  nn'onunendation  in  every  office  through 
which  it  p^isses,  and  especially  in  that  of  the  regimental  commander. 

If  officers  will  only  make  recommendations  in  cases  of  extraordinary 
merit,  the  General  «>f  the  Annv  believes  that  such  certificates  will  be 
highly  prized  and  of  great  value,  and  will  accomplish  the  result  contem- 
plates! by  th(*  statute  of  substunticilly  rewardin<r  thr  honorable  and  meri- 
torious privates  of  the  Army.

Orders  No.  Ill,  December  7,  1877,  from  this  office,  consisting  of — 

Major  General  W.  S.  Hancock,  U.  S.  Army, 

Colonel  D.  S.  SUinley,  22d  Infantry,  and 

Colonel  W.  D.  Whipple,  Aide-de-Canjp, 
having  been  ap])roved  by  the  President,  the  following  extract  therefrom 
is  published  for  the  information  of  the  Anny  : 

The  Board  procei^led  to  tlie  consideration  of  the  questions  submitted 
to  it,  viz : 

First.  *' What  shall  be  considered  as  being  a  'battle,'  within  the  spirit 
of  the  Regulations  f" 

Answer.  Battles  are  important  engagements  between  independent 
armies  in  their  own  theatres  of  war,  in  contradistint^tion  to  conflicts  in 
which  but  a  small  portion  of  the  opposing  forces  are  actually  engaged — 
the  latter  being  called,  according  to  their  nature,  "aifairs,"  "combats," 
"skirmishes,"'  &c.  A  battle  hiis  for  its  object  the  determination  of 
important  questions  of  policy  or  strategy ;  an  engagement  may  be  partial , 
and  yet  if  it  tend  to  these  ends,  it  is  also  entitled  to  the  dignity  of  being 
tenned  a  battle. 

Second,  "What  portion  of  a  regiment  must  be  en^agefl  in  a  battle  to 
entitle  tlie  regiment  to  have  inscribed  upon  its  eoloi*s,  and  upon  the  Army 
Register,  the  name  of  the  battle  ?" 

Answer.  That  ninnber  of  companies  which  by  tactics  and  regulations 
is  entitled  as  a  battalion.  Imbitually,  to  carry  the  colore  of  the  regiment. 
Regulations  indicate  what  may  be  inscribed  upon  the  guidons  of  batteries 
of  Artillery.  (If  the  battles  which  regiments  are  entitled  to  place  on 
tlieir  colore  are  also  borne  on  the  Army  Register,  it  would  seem  that 
batteries  having  guidons  and  entitled  to  bear  the  names  of  independent 
battles  thereon  might  properly  have  those  names  placed  on  the  Army 
Register,  with  the  letter  of  eatih  battery.  This  would  not  include  honore 
to  which  the  retjiment  is  entitled,  but  honore  won  separately  by  detached 
batteries.  Now,  that  the  legal  designation  of  every  company  of  Artillery 
is  a  "battery,"  which  was  not  the  case  when  the  Regulations  of  1863,  in 
question,  was  issued,  it  would  seem  proper  that  it  should  be  determined 


whether  all  batterit*  of  Artill**ry,  serving  as  Infantry  or  Field  or  Horse 
Artill<jry.  are  n<)\v  entitled  to  carry  guidons,  and  to  emblazon  the  name?* 
of  battles  on  them,  or  whether  the  rule  refers  to  mounted  batteries  only, 
or  to  what  batteries.) 

Third.  "  What  record  should  be  made  in  the  cases  of  regiments  con- 
solidated, as  in  1815  and  1869  f" 

Anttcer.  When  regiments  are  consolidated,  which  are  entitled  to  honors 
by  the  rule  laid  down  for  regiments,  the  new  organization  is  entitled  to 
the  combined  honors  of  the  battalions  consolidated;  but  when  a  battalion 
which  had  no  existence  during  the  war,  or  had  not  sufficient  number  of 
companies  to  entitle  it  to  bear  the  colors,  subsequently  became  a  regiment^ 
and  then  was  consolidated,  it  carries  w^ith  it  no  honors. 

II..  With  i-eference  to  the  question  in  the  answer  under  the  second 
head,  it  is  decided  that  the  rule  refers  only  to  mounted  batteries.

'witness.  And  his  fiiilure  to  make  such  request  shall  not  create  any  pre- 
sumption against  him.

n..AN  ACT  for  the  lellef  of  John  Pal/ord. 
Be  it  enotcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  ofAm^erica  in  Congress  assembled,  That  John  Pulford,  who  was,  on 
December  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  duly  retired  from  the 
active  service  and  placed  upon  the  list  of  retired  officers  of  the  United 
States  Army,  with  the  full  rank  of  colonel,  on  account  of  wounds  received 
in  battle  while  performing  the  duties  of  colonel  in  command  of  his  regi- 
ment, he,  and  hereby  is,  excepted  and  relieved  from  the  operation  of  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  relief  of  Qeneral  Samuel  W. 
Crawford,  and  to  fix  the  rank  and  pay  of  retired  officers  of  the  Army," 
approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  solely  because 
the  injuries  received  by  him  in  battle  are  more  severe,  dangerous,  and 
disahling,  and  more  fully  incapacitate  and  disqualify  him  for  any  service, 
than  the  loss  of  an  arm  or  leg,  or  the  permanent  disability  of  an  arm  or 
leg  by  resection,  and  is  hereby  restored  upon  the  list  of  retii-ed  officers  of 
the  Army  to  the  full  rank  of  colonel,  held  by  him  from  the  date  of  his 
retirement  up  to  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  with 
the  pay  of  such  rank  Irom  the  day  of  the  postage  of  this  act,  and  shall 
hereafter  hold  and  receive  the  rank  and  pay  of  colonel  upon  the  list  of 
the  retired  officers  of  the  Army.

Be  it  tnaeUd  hy  the  Senate  and  Hou§e  of  Bepreientative*  of  ike  UniuA 
Statee  of  America  in  Congreee  a»$emhUdf  That  an  j  corporation  existing, 
or  which  may  be  orgauiznl,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  be, 
and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  construct  and  maintain  a  bridge,  and  ap- 
proaches thereto,  over  the  Missouri  River,  at  or  near  Glasgow,  in  the 
county  of  Howard,  in  said  State.  Said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  to 
provide  for  the  passage  of  railway-trains,  and,  at  the  option  of  the  cor- 
poration by  which  it  may  be  built,  may  be  used  for  the  passage  of  wagons 
and  vehicles  of  all  kinds,  for  the  transit  of  animals,  and  for  foot-passengers. 

Skc.  2.  That  any  bridge  built  under  this  act,  and  subject  to  its  limita- 
tions, shall  be  a  lawful  structure,  and  shall  be  recognized  and  known  as 
a  post-route,  upon  which  also  no  higher  chaise  shall  be  made  for  the 
transmission  over  the  same  of  the  mails,  the  troops,  and  the  munitions  of 
war  of  the  United  States  than  the  rate  per  mile  paid  for  the  transporta^ 
tion  over  the  railroad  or  public  highways  leading  to  the  said  bridge;  and 
it  shall  enjoy  the  rights  and  privileges  of  other  pobt-roads  in  the  United 
States. 

Sbc.  3.  That  if  said  bridge  shall  be  made  with  unbroken  and  continu- 
ous spans,  the  spans  thereof  shall  not  be  lees  than  three  hundred  feet  in 
length  in  the  clear,  and  the  main  span  shall  be  over  the  main  channel  of 
the  river.  The  lowest  part  of  the  superstructure  of  said  bridge  shall  be 
at  least  fifty  feet  above  extreme  high-water  mark  as  understood  at  the 
point  of  location,  and  the  bridge  shall  be  at  right  angles  to,  and  its  piers 
parallel  with,  the  current  of  the  river :  Frovided,  That  if  the  same  shall 
be  constructed  as  a  draw-bridge,  the  draw  or  pivot  shall  be  over  the 
main  channel  of  the  river  at  an  accessible  navigable  point,  and  the  spans 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  in  length  in  the  dear, 
and  the  piers  of  said  bridge  shall  be  parallel  with,  and  the  bridge  itself 
at  right  angles  to,  the  current  of  the  river,  and  the  spans  shall  not  be  less 
than  ten  feet  above  extreme  high- water  mark,  as  understood  at  the  point 
of  location,  to  the  lowest  part  of  the  superstructure  oi  said  bridge:  Fro* 
vided  alto,  That  said  draw  shall  be  opened  promptly,  upon  reasonable 
signal,  for  the  passing  of  boats ;  and  said  company  or  corporation  shall 
maintain  at  its  own  expense,  from  sunset  till  sunrise,  such  lights  or  other 
signals  on  said  bridge  as  the  Light-House  Board  shall  prescribe.  No 
bridge  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  under  the  authority  of  this  act 
which  shall  at  any  time  substantially  or  materially  obstruct  the  free  nav- 
igation of  said  river;  and  if  any  bridge  erected  under  such  authority 
shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  obstruct  such  navigation. 


he  18  hereby  authorized  to  cause  Buch  change  or  alteration  of  said  bridge 
to  be  made  aa  will  effectually  obviate  BUch  obetruction;  and  all  Buoh 
alterationB  shall  be  made  and  all  such  obBtructions  be  removed  at  the  ez- 
penae  of  the  ovmer  or  ownerB  of  said  bridge.  And  in  case  of  any  liUgft- 
tion  arising  from  any  obatruotion  or  alleged  obstruction  to  the  free  navi- 
gation of  said  river,  caused  or  alleged  to  be  caused  by  said  bridgSi  the 
case  may  be  brought  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  of  the  State 
of  Missouri,  in  which  any  portion  of  said  obstruction  or  bridge  may  be 
located:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  repeal  or  modify  any  of  the  provisions  of  law  now  existing  in  refer- 
ence to  the  protection  of  the  navigation  of  rivers,  or  to  exempt  this  bridge 
from  the  operation  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  That  aU  railroad  companies  desiring  the  use  of  said  bridge 
shall  have  and  be  entitled  to  equsJ  rights  and  privileges  relative  to  the 
passage  of  railway-trains  over  the  Bame,  and  over  the  approaches  thereto, 
upon  payment  of  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such  use;  and  in  case 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  bridge  and  the  several  railroad  companies, 
or  any  one  of  them,  desiring  such  use,  shall  fall  to  agree  upon  the  sum 
or  sums  to  be  paid,  and  upon  rules  and  conditions  to  which  each  shaH 
conform  in  using  said  bridge,  all  matters  at  issue  between  them  shall  be 
decided  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  upon  a  hearing  of  the  allegations  and 
proofs  of  the  parties. 

Sec.  5«  That  any  bridge  authorized  to  be  constructed  under  this  act 
shall  be  built  and  located  under  and  subject  to  such  regulations  for  the 
security  of  navigation  of  said  river  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  pre- 
scribe ;  and,  to  secure  that  object,  the  said  company  or  oorporation  shall 
submit  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  his  examination  and  approval,  a 
design  and  drawings  of  the  bridge,  and  a  map  of  the  location,  giving, 
fot  the  space  of  one  mile  above  and  one  mile  below  the  proposed  location,, 
the  topography  of  the  banks  of  the  river,  the  shore-lines  at  high  and  low 
water,  the  direction  and  strength  of  the  currents  at  all  stages,  and  the 
Boundings,  accurately  showing  the  bed  of  the  stream,  the  location  of  any 
other  bridge  or  bridges,  and  shall  fbmlsh  such  other  information  as  may 
be  required  for  a  full  and  satisfactory  tmderstanding  of  the  subjebt;  and 
until  the  said  plan  and  location  of  the  bridge  are  approved  by  ihe  Secre- 
tary of  War,  the  bridge  jhall  not  be  built;  and  should  any  change  be 
made  in  the  plan  of  said  bridge  during  the  progress  of  construction,  such 
change  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  is  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserved.

The  Chief  of  Ordnance,  under  the  direction  of  the  .Secietary  of  War,  may  establish 
depots  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  in  such  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  in  such 
oumbers,  at  may  he  deemed  necessary. — Section  1165,  Sevised  Statuta. 

In  view  of  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  8,  of  the  Ordnance  Regulations 
of  1877,  based  on  the  above-quoted  section  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and 
to  secure  a  more  prompt  supply  of  Ordnance  and  Ordnance  stores  for  the 
use  of  the  troops  serving  in  the  field,  where  emergencies  are  at  times 
likely  to  arise,  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  will,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Commanding  Generals  of  Military  Geographical  Divisions  and  Depart- 
ments, transmitted  through  the  General  of  the  Army,  and  endorsed  with 
his  views,  and  upon  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  establish 
Ordnance  Depots  at  such  points  (preferably  one  in  each  Department)  as 
may  be  determined  on  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  where  Ordnance  stores 
will  be  accumulated  in  bulk,  and  afterwards  distributed  to  their  com- 
mands, under  such  regulations  as  the  Commanding  Generals  thereof 
may  establish.  When  practicable  these  def>ots  will  be  under  the  charge 
of  an  Ordnance  officer,  who  will  be  provided  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance- 
with  tools  and  appliances  to  make  such  repairs  of  arms,  equipments,  &,c.,. 
as  may  be  needed  and  which  cannot  be  made  by  the  troops  themselves, 
and  to  do  which  at  an  '^ arsenal"  would  involve  an  unnecessary  expense 
for  transportation.  Upon  the  establishment  of  such  a  dejK)t  in  any  Mili- 
tary Department,  all  requisitions  for  Ordnance  supplies  for  its  posts  and 
troops  will  be  filled  from  it  upon  the  order  of  the  Commanding  General^ 
or  otherwise  as  he  may  direct,  and  the  officer  in  charge  will  be  respon- 
sible under  the  Commanding  General  that  sufficient  stores,  procured  by 
timely  requisitions  upon  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  are  always  on  hand  to 
meet  the  probable  wants  of  the  troops  in  the  Department.

WAR  DEPARTMENT. 

Transportation.  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to  pay  for 
transportation  of  the  Army,  including  baggage  of  the  troops  when  mov- 
ing either  by  land  or  water;  of  clothing  and  camp  and  garrison  equipage 
from  the  depots  of  Philadelphia  and  Jeffersonville  to  the  several  posts 
and  Army  depots,  and  from  those  depots  to  the  troops  in  the  field;  of 
horse-equipments  and  of  subsistence  stores  from  the  places  of  purchase 
and  f^om  the  places  of  delivery,  under  contract,  to  such  places  as  the 
cireomstances  of  the  service  may  have  required  them  to  be  sent;  of  ord- 
nance, ordnance  stores,  and  small-arms  from  the  founderies  and  armories 
to  the  arsenals,  fortifications,  frontier  posts,  and  Army  depots;  fireights, 
wharfage,  tolls,  and  ferriages;  the  purchase  and  hire  of  horses,  mules, 
oxen,  and  harness,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  wagons,  carts,  and 
drays,  and  of  ships  and  other  sea-going  vessels  and  boats  required  for 
the  transportation  of  supplies  and  for  garrison  purposes ;  for  drayage 
and  cartage  at  the  several  posts;  hire  of  teamsters;  transportation  of 
funds  for  the  pay  and  other  disbursing  departments ;  the  expense  of  sail- 
ing public  transports  on  the  various  rivers,  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific;  for  procuring  water  at  such  posts  as,  from  their 
eitoation,  require  it  to  be  brought  from  a  distance;  and  for  clearing  roads, 
and  for  removing  obstructions  f^m  roads,  harbors,  and  rivers,  to  the 
extent  which  has  been  required  for  the  actual  operations  of  the  troops  in 
the  field,  one  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  being  a  deficiency 


for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  serentj- 
seven :  Provided,  howevtTf  That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  paid  to  any 
railroad  company  or  to  its  assigns  on  account  of  freights  or  transportAtion 
over  their  respective  roads  unless  there  be  an  excess  due  such  oompany 
after  charging  the  amount  of  payments  made  by  the  United  States  for 
interest  upon  bonds  of  the  United  States  issued  to  any  such  company; 
but  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasuiy,  to  be  by 
him  witliheld,  as  directed  by  existing  law. 

Subsistence.  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollarsi  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  and  may 
be  applied  by  the  Commissary-General  of  Subsistence,  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  to  the  purchase  of 
subsistence  supplies  intended  for  the  poets  supplied  through  the  Upper 
Missouri,  and  for  other  distant  posts ;  y^hich  amount  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  appropriations  for  subsistence  of  the  Army  for  the  next  fiscal 
year.  And  this  appropriation  is  hereby  made  available  fi*om  the  passage 
of  this  act. 

To  pay  the  current  expenses  of  operating  the  Des  Moines  Rapids  Canal

Section  1331,  Revised  Statutes,  is  as  follows  : 

"  Schools  shall  be  established  at  all  posts,  garrisons,  and  i>ennanent  camps  at  wbicb 
troops  are  stationed,  in  which  the  enlisted  men  may  be  instructed  in  the  common 
English  branches  of  education,  and  especially  in  the  history  of  the  United  States;  and 
the  Secretary  of  War  may  detail  such  officers  and  enlisted  men  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  this  provision.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  post  or  garrison  commander  to 
sot  apart  a  suitable  room  or  building  for  school  and  religious  purposes." 

To  carry  out  any  elaborate  system  of  education  under  this  statute  would  require 
oonmdemble  annual  appropriation  for  teachers,  boolcs,  and  other  applianoes.  To 
enforce  compulsory  attendance  upon  schools  would  add  new  penalties  for.  its  infraction, 
which  might  engender  discontent  among  men  not  inclined,  from  want  of  capacity  or 
other  cause,  to  attend  school,  and  might  increase  or  lead  to  desertion. 


Again,  (lome  u.eu  whu  would  voluntarily  embrace  such  op)>ort unities  of  improving' 
themselves  as  were  offered  might  resist  any  attempt  to  com)>el  them. 

It  is  also  to  be  bonie  in  mind  that  the  active  movements  of  troops  will  often  al^to- 
lutely  prevent  any  regular  system  of  schools  during  the  season  for  such  movements. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  the  Board  has  concluded  to  recommend  the  use  <»f 
the  means  already  provided  in  the  fonn  of  Post  Funds  ;  a  more  liberal  application  of 
the  (juartermasTer's  Department  appropriations  to  the  erection  of  school^moms.  and 
certain  changes  in  the  Regulations  now  in  existence  which  govern  those  subjects,  to 
give  a  wider  discretion  in  the  use  o(  means  now  available,  trusting  that  the  offioers  ot 
the  Army,  on  whom  so  much  depends,  will  heartily  enter  into  the  spirit  of  the  law 
and  apply  themselves  to  an  cconomioal  and  judicious  use  of  those  means  for  the  benefit 
of  the  enlisted  men. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  following  rules  be  adopted  for  the  support  and 
government  of  |K>st  schools,  libraries,  and  reading-rooms.  As  their  support  depends  in 
a  great  mcHSure  upon  the  amounts  accumulated  in  the  post  treasuries,  the  BooLrd 
recommends  that  so  much  of  the  following  rules  as  refers  to  post,  regimental,  and 
company  funds,  bo  substituted  for  those  now  in  force :  (Q.  O.  No.  22,  of  War  Dept.,  A.

POeX  FLNDS 

1.  When  there  is  a  post-trader  with  troops  stationed  at  a  post,  he  shall,  for  the 
privilege  enjoyed,  be  assessed  and  held  to  pay,  at  a  rate  to  be  determined  by  the  post 
council  of  adminiMratiou,  not  excee<ling  ten  cents  a  month  for  every  ofBoer  and  enlisted 
soldier  serving  at  the  post — the  monthly  average  number  of  such  (»er8onstobe  de- 
termined e<iuitably  by  the  said  council. 

2.  The  troops  will  bake  their  own  bread,  when  practicable;  and  as  the  difference 
between  bread  and  flour  is  about  33^  per  cent,  in  favor  of  flcur,  the  saving  produced 
thereby  will,  with  the  assesNment  on  the  post-trader,  as  meutioned  above,  be  carried  to 
the  credit  of  and  constitute  the  post  fund. 

3.  The  post  fund  shall  be  under  the  administration  of  the  tM>st  council,  and  shall  be 
collected  by  and  held  in  the  hands  of  a  post  treasurer,  (an  officer  appointed  by  the 
post  commander,)  who  will  also  act  as  post  librarian. 

4.  The  |»ost  treasurer  shall  oi>en  an  account  with  the  fbnd,  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  commander  of  the  post  and  the  council.  He  shall  make  {wyments  or  pur- 
ohaseson  the  warrants  of  the  commnnding  ofBcer,  which  warrants  shall  only  be  drawn 
in  pursuance  of  sivecific  resolves  of  the  council. 

5.  The  commanding  officer  who  n[)proves  the  appropriations  of  the  council  will  be 
held  acc«)untable  for  all  expenditures  of  the  fund  not  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Kegulati<»ns. 

6.  The  sums  received  and  expen<ied  by  the  post  treasurer,  and  the  balance  on  hand, 
shall  be  reported,  afVer  the  session  of  the  council  of  administration,  every  four  months, 
viz:  on  the  last  days  of  April,  August,  and  December,  to  the  Adjutant  General, 
through  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post,  and  the  Department  Commander,  in  the 
manner  directed  on  the  blank  forms  furnished  for  that  purpose.  These  accounts  will 
be  accompanied  by  a  return  of  poat-fund  prtiperty.  (similar  in  form  to  the  quarterly 
returns  of  pro|>erty  required  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department, )  the  articles  on  hand 


reeeived  by  pmchafe  or  otherwise  will  be  mentioned  by  name.  All  articles  lost, 
damaged,  or  destroyed,  will  be  covered  by  Touchers,  itatingr  value  of  article  and  name 
and  rank  of  person  responsible.  The  return  will  be  verified  and  approved  by  the 
post  oomouftnder. 

7.  The  following'  (exclusive  of  sums  transferred  to  the  regimental  ftind)  are  the 
objects  to  which  the  post  Aind  shall  be  appropriated,  and  councils  will  give  them 
precedence  in  the  order  named : 

1st.  Expenses  of  bake  house. 

Sd.  Garden  seeds  and  utensils,  (for  all  trx>ps  serving  at  the  post.) 

3d.  Post  schools. 

4th.  Post  library  and  reading-room. 

5th.  Gymnasium.  When  the  necessary  material  and  labor  are  in  the  Post  Quarter* 
master's  Department,  and  can  be  spared  from  more  important  work,  the  necessary 
sppamtua  for  the  gymnasium  and  for  such  games  and  exercises  as  the  council  mny 
ooosider  desirable  for  the  health  and  amusement  of  the  soldiers  at  the  post  may  be 
constmoted  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

6th.  Chapel. 

7th.  For  fruit  and  shade  trees. 

6th.  For  fruit-bearing  vines  and  bushes. 

9th.  For  printing  press. 

6.  The  several  councils  of  administration  at  posts  ocsnpied  by  companies  of  the 
regiment  shall,  at  regular  meetings,  (on  muster  days,)  set  aside  and  cause  to  be  paid 
over  to  the  regimental  treasurer  flfly  per  cent,  (after  deducting  the  expenses  of  the 
bakery)  of  the  whole  amount  accruing  to  the  post  fund  during  the  preceding  two 
months,  which  amount  will  be  carried  by  him  to  the  credit  of  and  will  constitute  the 
regimental  fund.  Should  a  post  be  garrisoned  by  companies  of  different  regiments, 
the  council  will  make  an  equitable  division  of  the  siura  (flfly  per  cent )  allotted  to  ih*i 
regimental  fhnd,  and  cause  it  to  be  poid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  each  regiment  or 
corps. 

9.  In  transmirting  sums  set  aside  for  regimental  ftinds  the  po<»t  treasurer  shall  name 
the  months  for  which  each  sum  was  appropriated,  and  the  regimental  treasurer  shall 
enter  each  amount  separately  upon  his  own  account,  naming  the  posts  at  which  and 
the  months  for  which  it  was  appropriated. 

10.  The  necessary  chairs,  tables,  desks,  lamps,  and  book-shelves  for  post  schools, 
libraries,  reading-rooms,  and  chapels  will  be  supplied  by  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment. 

IL.  The  Qoortermaster  General  will,  uailer  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  pro- 
cure and  forward  to  the  post  librarian  such  periodicals  as  his  appropriation  for  inci- 
dental expenses  can  afford  to  pay  for. 

12.  The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  furnish  the  fuel  neceisary  for  heating 
sehoolSf  libraries,  reading-rooms,  chapels,  and  gymnasiums. 

13.  The  necessary  candles  for  lighting  the  evening  school,  post  library,  reading- 
room,  and  chapel  will  be  furnished  by  the  Subsistence  Department,  on  requisitioa 
approved  by  the  post  commander. 


14.  At  any  post  where  building  material  can  be  obtained  without  expense  to  the 
Goremment,  and  enlisted  men  desire  to  erect  buildinfcs  by  their  own  labor  for  ose  as 
bowUnjB^-alleys  and  other  places  of  amusement,  the  poet  commander  is  authorised  to 
use  the  necessary  teams,  tooln,  window-sash,  and  doors,  when  such  articles  can  be 
spared. 

15.  Articles  made  or  supplied  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  for  post  kIkm^, 
reading-rooms,  chapels,  gymnasiums.  &c.,  will  be  dropped  from  the  returae  of  Quar- 
termaster's Department,  and  accounted  for  by  the  post  treasurers  as  post*fund  property- 

16.  Post-ftind  property  becoming  unserviceable  by  ordinary  wear  can  be  dropped 
from  the  returns  by  the  post  treasurer  on  the  approval  of  the  post  commander. 

17.  When  poat  library  or  school  books  are  damaged  or  lost,  the  person  responitible 
for  the  damage  or  loss  will  be  allowed  to  pay  to  the  post  treasurer  the  money  value,  as 
determined  by  the  post  council,  or  to  replace  the  book  by  a  new  copy.  In  case  of 
fiUlure  to  do  either,  the  post  treasurer  will,  in  dropping  the  book  from  his  next  property 
return,  state  the  name  and  rank  of  the  person  responsible,  and  money  value  of  book. 

18.  All  post-frmd  property,  including  libraries  and  money,  will  be  considered  a^ 
fixtures  at  posts.  Companies  and  regiments  changing  station  will  not  carry  with  them 
any  poet -fund  property  or  money. 

19.  When  a  post  is  abandoned  all  money  and  serviceable  post-fund  property  will  be 
sent  to  the  new  poet  established,  or  old  one  reocoupied  in  lieu  of  the  one  abandoned. 

20.  If  a  new  post  is  not  immediately  established,  or  an  abandoned  one  reoccupitHi. 
the  Department  Commander  will  direct  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  post-Ajod 
property  and  money  for  the  best  interests  of  the  troops  in  his  department.  It  will  be 
sent  for  use  to  another  post  or  divided  among  other  posts ;  in  the  latter  case  the 
division  should  be  made  by  an  inspector  or  by  a  board  of  officers.  In  no  case  will  it 
be  divided  among  concpanies  and  regiments. 

21.  Post-fund  property  will,  in  all  cases  of  necessary  removal,  be  transported  at  the 
expense  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  Company  and 
r^menta)  libraries  will  not  be  transported  except  in  special  oases  ordered  by  the 
Department-  Commander. 

22.  Books  and  other  property  purchased  by  pt>»t  ftind  will,  when  necessary,  he 
transported  by  Quartermaster's  Department  from  place  of  purchase  to  posts. 

REGIMRN'TAL    FUNDH. 

23.  The  Adjutant  shall  l»e  treasurer  of  the  fund  for  hi.*  reariment.  which  he  will  dis- 
burse on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Colonel  or  commanding  officer,  under  specific  resolves 
of  the  regimental  council  of  administration.  He  will  render,  through  the  Colonel, 
periodical  returns  of  the  state  of  the  fund  and  of  the  property  purchased  therefrom,  in 
the  same  manner  as  prescribed  for  the  post  treasurer,  and  his  accounts  will  always  be 
open  to  the  insi>ection  of  the  Colonel  and  regimental  council. 

24.  The  musical  instruments  and  everything  pcrtuining  to  the  band  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Adjutant.  The  Colonel  or  commanding  officer,  who  approves  the  appropriations  of 
the  council,  will  be  held  accountable  for  all  expeixlirures  of  the  fund  not  made  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations*. 


Tbe  followinfr  are  the  objects  to  whicli  the  re|i^imental  fund  is  appropriated  ezolu- 
Bively : 

lit  The  maintenance  of  a  band. 

2d.  When  not  needed  for  the  band,  ft  may  be  transferred  to  the  companies  of  the 
regiment  as  oompony  fund. 

3d.  When  the  regiment  does  not  have  access  to  a  post  library  a  portion  of  the  Aind 
may  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  booiis  and  newspapers. 


COMPANY  FUNDS.

25.  The  savings  arising  from  nn  economical  use  of  the  rations  of  the  company  (ex- 
ceptini^  the  saving  of  floxir)  will  constitute  the  company  ftind,  which  will  be  kept  in 
the  hands  of  the  Captain  or  other  commander  of  the  company,  and  disbursed  by  him 
txclusivtly  far  the  henffit  nf  iht  enliitfd  men  of  the  company,  as  follows : 

Ist.  For  enlisted  men's  mats. 

2d.  For  garden  seeds  and  utensils. 

3d.  For  such  exercise  and  amusements  as  may  be,  in  the  Judgment  of  the  company 
commander,  for  the  benefit  or  comfort  of  the  majority  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  com- 
pany. 

4th.  For  purchase  of  books  or  newspapers  when  tbe  company  does  not  have  access 
to  a  poet  library  or  reading-room. 

26.  An  account  of  the  company  fund  will  be  kept  by  the  ofBoer  in  whose  hands  it  'n 
depoeited,  which  will  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  commanding  ofBoer  of  the 
post  or  regiment,  and  returns  nf  it  will  be  rendered  quarterly  for  oftener  if  required)  to 
the  commander  of  the  regiment.  After  examination  at  regimental  headquarters  of 
these  returns,  an  abstract,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  through  the  Department  Commander. 

27.  The  baking  nf  bread  by  companies  at  posts,  in  order  that  the  saving  may  ensue 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Company  fund,  is  expressly  forbidden. 

26.  The  company  commander  will  be  held  accountable  for  all  expenditures  of  the 
fund  not  made  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 

POST  SCHOOLS. 

29.  At  all  posts  and  all  permanent  camps  likely  to  be  occupied  for  several  years,  and 
not  already  provided,  the  poet  commander  will  make  requisition  on  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  chapel,  school.  po»t  library,  and 
reading-room. 

30.  The  teat'hers  and  schools  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  post  commander,  or 
such  officer  as  the  post  commander  may  designate. 

"  SKC.  1124,  Revised  Statutes.    The   duty  of  chaplains  of  regiments  of  colored 
*  troops  and  of  post  chaplains  shall  include  the  instruction  of  the  enlisted  men  in  the 
common  English  branches  of  education." 

31.  School  teachers  will  b^  detailed  from  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Army.  The 
number  of  teachers  detailed  will  not  exceed  one  for  each  company  serving  at  the 
post. 


32.  At  any  post  at  which  there  are  no  »o]dien  suitable  for  detail  aa  •chool  t49achera. 
application  will  be  made  to  the  Adjutant  (ienerul  of  the  Array  by  the  post  commaoder 
for  the  ntK^esnary  nuntber  of  teachers. 

'^3.  A  soldier  while  serving  os  fsohool  teacher  w  ill  be  rated  a*  oTeiveer  «»f  sebools, 
and  receive  the  extra-duty  pay  (S.'*  oents  per  day)  from  the  Quartermaater'^  Depart- 
ment. 

34.  Soldiers  while  detailed  as  school  teachers  will  attend  such  parades,  inspections, 
and  drills,  as,  in  the  judgrment  of  the  jMijit  oommnnder,  are  necessary  to  keep  them  well 
instructed  in  their  conipjmy  duties. 

35.  While  it  is  left  optional  with  soldiers  whether  to  attend  school,  or  not,  yet  thev 
are  advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  afforded  to  improve  themselves, 
and  commanding  nlBcers  will  not  only  afford  them  all  possible  opportunities,  but  are 
charged  to  ndvise  and  encoumjie  them  to  use  them.. 

36.  The  children  of  soldiers  will  be  required  to  attend  the  post  school  for  childrvD, 
unless  s{>ecia11y  excused  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  schools. 

37.  The  children  of  citi/.cns  living  near  a  post  maybe  allowed  to  attend  the  p«i8t 
school  for  children  For  the  instruction  given  them  they  may  be  required,  if  able,  to 
pay  a  *>mall  rate  into  the  post  fund. 

38.  The  necessary  school-books  for  soldiers  and  for  soldiers*  children  will  be  pur- 
chase^l  from  the  fwst  fund. 

39.  Officers  and  citizens  shall  furnish  the  school  books  necesaary  for  iheir  own 
children. 

40.  The  post  council  of  adminintnition  \YilI  decide  whether  it  is  advisable  or  practi- 
cable to  have  seinirate  children's  schools. 

41.  An  officer  will  be  detailed  to  visit  and  in8(»ect  regularly  the  various  post  schools. 
It  will  be  made  his  duty  to  examine  into  the  system  of  instruction ;  to  advise  com- 
manders of  posts  of  defcH'ts  which  he  miiy  discover,  and  to  suggest  methods  of  im- 
provement ;  to  endeavor  to  bring  about  uniforndty  in  the  method*  of  management  and 
instruction,  and  to  make  known  throughout  the  Army  the  best  methoils  and  sj-stem^^ 
in  existence  at  any  military  post.  He  will  rej>ort  the  rei^ults  of  his  inspection  fully  to 
the  War  Dei»artment  from  time  to  time.  His  in.«pecti(ms  will  not  dispense  with  or 
interfere  with  those  of  the  Inspector  (Jenerals  of  the  Army,  but  will  be  specially  and 
directly  addressed  to  the  schools  alone.  Inspector  Generals  of  the  Army,  in  their 
official  visits  to  posts,  will  include  the  schools  in  their  regular  inspections. 

43.  All  existing  regulations  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing  are  rescinded. 

The  following  rules,  having  given  satisfactory  results  in  ]»ractice,  are  suggested  as  a 
guide  for  post  schools : 

School  for  Children  of  Officers  and  Enlisted  Men. 

This  school  wa«i  organized  by  fitting  up  a  comfortable  room  in  the  headquartera 
building  of  the  post,  with  desks,  seats,  blackboanls,  &c.,  detailing  an  intelligent 
enlisted  man  at  teacher. 

The  text  books  were  foraished  flrom  the  pott  library. 

This  school  was  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  officer,  assisted  by  the  post 
adjutant  and  teacher — none  other  allowed  to  exercise  control. 


The  atteodance  of  ofBcen'  children  was  optional  with  the  parents.  The  nttendanoe 
^>f  the  children  of  enlisted  men  was  oompulsor}'. 

Before  coming  to  school  all  the  children  vtere  required  to  be  waiihed  and  cleanly 
•dressed. 

School  boms  :  from  9.30  a.  m.  to  12  m.;  from  1  to  3  p.  m  ,  each  day— Saturdays  and 
Sundaj's  excepted. 

Fifteen  minutes  before  the  stated  schotil  hour  a  call  was  sounded  by  the  orderly 
bugler,  at  headquarters,  when  the  children  were  assembled  in  the  school-room,  the  roll 
called,  and  absentees  reported.  If  pn^per  excuses  from  parents  were  not  sent,  ex- 
plaining absence  of  their  children,  the  orderly  at  Leadquarters  was  dispatched  to  in- 
form parents,  requesting  officers  to  send  their  children  to  the  school-room,  and  requir- 
ing th<*  enlisted  perentA  to  send  their  children  to  the  school.  Should  an  officer  not  send 
his  children  to  theschool,  the  post  order  organizing  it  required  him  to  keep  his  children 
from  playing  upon  or  making  any  noixe  on  the  parade  ground  during  school  hours. 

The  cbiMren  were  divided  into  elates,  according  to  intelligence  and  progress  in 
studies. 

No  ftivoritism  was  allowed  toward  children  of  officers. 

The  commanding  officer's  children  attended  the  school,  and  were  induced  to  set  an  ex- 
ample— in  obedience  to  the  teacher  and  in  deportment  (renerally. 

There  were  rewards  and  punishments  in  this  school,  but  whipping  was  not  allowed* 
The  teacher  had  authority  to  inffict  stif^ht  punishments :  making  the  scholars  sit  face  to 
the  wall,  stand  in  corner,  and  on  several  occa«ioris  the  **dunee<op''  was  introduced 
with  good  results. 

The  rewards  were  :   presents  of  bu<iks  and  toys — generally  furnished  by  parents. 

Should  a  child's  behavior  be  bad,  the  teacher  called  the  Adjutant's  attention  to  the 
>ame  ;  if  an  officer' j»  child,  the  Ad)utant  addressed  a  note  to  the  }>arent8.  requesting  cor- 
riMTtion  ni)d  pniniiseof  future  ||roo<I  conduct.  Did  this  tuil.  the  child  was  suspended  for 
a  week,  and  on  a  recurrence  of  bad  behavior  was  exj^elled  from  the  school. 

In  cnse  the  children  belonged  to  soldiers,  the  imrents  were  sent  for  by  the  Adjutant, 
and  instructions  given  to  prevent  a  recurrence.  The  children  of  enlisted  men  were 
not  expelled  from  school,  but  corrected,  fh>m  time  to  time,  until  good  behavior  was 
secured. 

School*  fftr  Solfhen. 

The  command,  consisting  of  white  and  colored  troops,  necessitated  two  schools  or 
two  separate  rooms.  The  teacher  of  the  children's  school  taught  the  white  soldiers, 
and  an  assistant  was  detailed  from  the  white  troops  to  teach  the  colored  soldiers,  in  an 
adjoining  room  equally  well  fitted  up.  and  as  comfortable  as  the  room  uied  for  the 
white  soldiers. 

The  attendance  at  each  of  these  schools  was  good,  and  many  of  the  men,  white  and 
colored,  showed  great  anxiety  to  learn,  and  their  progress  wes  good.  The  hours  of 
this  school  varied  with  the  seasons  of  the  year. 

Half  hour  after  "  retreat'^  the  school  call  for  enlisted  men  was  sounded,  when  the 
scholars  repaired  to  their  respective  rooms  for  study  and  recitation,  until  first  call  for 
tattoo.  They  were  allowed  to  take  their  text  books  to  their  quarters,  for  studj-  during 
any  idle  hour  they  might  have  during  the  day. 

The  post  commander  visited  these  schools  daily,  and  noted  progrress  of  children  and 
ooldiers  and  made  suggestions  to  teacher,  when  necessary. 


The  Board  doe4  not  desire  to  recommend  any  teriet  of  school  books,  bat  siigfe«t8 
that  the  following  books,  used  in  the  public  schools  of  Washington,  D.  C,  might  be 
safely  selected ,  if  others  be  not  preferred :

Arithnutie. — Davies  Series.    Primary,  Intellectual,  Practical,  and  UniTerstty. 
Writing. — Spencerian  Copy  Books.    Charts  of  writing  and  theory  of  penmanship.

JTtifory .—Campbell's  United  States,  or  Lo»sing's.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  Opinion  of  the 
Attorot'y  General  of  the  United  States  is  published  for  the  information  of 
the  Ann  J : 

DEPARTMENT  OP  JUSTICE, 

Washinoton,  May  15,  1878. 
Hod.  Oborge  W.  McCrabt, 

Stcretarjfof  War. 
Sir  :  Bj  your  letter  of  the  12th  ultimo,  enoloting  a  oommanicslkm  from  the  Jod^ 
AdToeste  Oeneml  dated  the  10th  of  the  tame  month,  my  attention  U  directed  to  the 
qaestioa  whether  olTilian  clerks  employed  by  Quartermasters,  and  also  Saperlntend- 
eDts  of  National  Cemeteries,  are  amenable  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  a  court-martial,  which 
qaestion  had  some  time  preTiousIy  been  presented  to  me  by  your  Department  fbr  an 
opinioo  thereon.  I  now  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  In  response  to  that 
Inquiry  : 

On  the  2d  of  June,  187f!,  my  predecessor,  Judge  Taft,  gave  an  opinion,  upon  a  call 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  dated  the  5th  of  May,  1876,  in  which  he  held  "that  the 
clerk  of  a  Quartermaster  Is  so  employed  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  as 
to  be  amenable  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  a  court-martial  for  any  Tiolation  of  the  60th  Arti- 
cle of  the  Articles  of  War." 

It  would  seem,  howeyer,  that  he  subsequently  contemplated  a  reconsideration  of  that 
opinion ;  for  I  find  that  on  the  t>th  of  December,  1876,  a  letter  was  addressed  to  him  by 
the  Secretary  of  War,  asking  his  adrice  as  to  whether  Superintendents  of  National 
Cemeteries  are  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  a  court-martial,  in  which  the  Secretary 
requests  this  qnestiim  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  question  of  the  amena- 
bility of  a  Qnartfrmaster's  clerk  to  the  same  Jurisdiction,  then  "understood  to  be  under 
re-escamination."  But  nothing  fhrther  having  been  done  by  Judge  Taft  in  connection 
with  the  tatter  question,  and  be  having  given  no  opinion  upon  the  other  question  men- 
tioned, up  to  the  time  of  his  retirement  from  ofBce,  a  renewal  of  the  request  for  an 
ejrpression  of  the  views  of  the  Attorney  Oeneral,  in  regard  to  the  amenability  to  court- 
martial  Jurisdiction  of  both  Quartermaster's  clerks  and  Superintenderts  of  National 
Cemeteries,  was  made  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  20th  of  April.  1877.  I  shall, 
in  dealing  with  this  subject,  regard  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  above  referred  to, 
as  If  it  had  been  pending  here  for  reconsideration,  and  had  not  in  fact  been  reconsid- 
ered, when  h)s  incumbency  as  the  head  of  this  Department  terminated. 

The  question  proposed  is,  whether  a  Quartermaster's  clerk  (i.  e.,  a  civilian  employed 
In  that  capacity)  is  amenable  to  court-martial  Jurisdiction,  and  whether  the  Superin- 
tendent of  a  National  Cemetery  is  amenable  to  the  same  Jurisdiction.  In  other  words, 
are  the  clerk  and  the  Superintendent,  or  either  of  them,  subject  to  the  Rules  and  Arti- 
cles of  War  t 

In  passing  upon  this  question,  it  Is  proper  to  inquire,  at  the  outset,  whether  either 
or  both  of  the  persons  described  therein  belong  to  any  of  those  classes  of  persons  who 
are  by  the  terms  of  the  ttatute*  in  force  made  liable  to  military  law  ;  as  the  inclusion 
of  an  individual  in  some  one  of  such  classes  is  essential  to  bring  him  under  court- 
martial  Jurisdiction. 


By  iMtioo  1343  of  the  RavlMd  Statutes,  U  is  declnred  that  "the  ArmietaOhe  Uaitcd 
States  shall  be  norerned  by  the  folloiriiic  rules  and  article  ;*'  then  follow  the  articles, 
known  as  the  Articles  of  War,  numbered  from  1  to  126. 

Section  1094  declares  what  the  "  Army  of  the  United  States  shall  consist  of/'  There 
does  not  at  present  exist  any  military  force  belonfrinir  to  or  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  other  than  that  which  Is  here  described.  All  persons  comprehended 
by  this  section  are,  by  force  of  section  1342.  subject  to  the  said  rules  and  articles. 

Section  4894  subjects  all  persons  admitted  into  the  Soldiers'  Home  to  the  same  rules 
and  articles,  "  in  the  same  manner  as  soldiers  in  the  Army." 

Section  4635  subjects  all  inmates  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Vola&tcer  Bol- 
dlers  to  the  same  rules  and  articles,  "  in  the  same  manner  as  If  they  were  in  the 
Army." 

Section  1361  makes  all  prisoners  under  confinement  in  the  military  prison  referred 
to  therein,  undergoing  sentence  of  courts*martial,  liable  to  trial  and  punishment  by 
oourf-martial  under  the  Rules  ard  Articles  of  War  for  offenses  committed  dnrii^  the 
said  confinement.  The  next  preceding  section  (Sec.  13t>0)  provides  for  trial  by  oourt- 
martial,  for  certain  offenses,  of  any  soldier  or  other  person  employed  in  the  priaoo ; 
but  the  "other  person''  here  mentioned  (as  appears  from  section  1347)  can  only  be  an 
enlisted  man. 

These  sections,  namely,  sections  1094,  4824,  4835,  and  1361,  indicate  thoee  persons 
who  are  by  the  existing  statutes  ordinarily  amenable  to  trial  by  court-martial  under 
the  Rules  and  Articles  of  War. 

In  time  of  war,  or  of  rebellion,  the  military  Jurisdiction  is  by  section  1343  extended 
over  all  persons  "  found  lurking  or  acting  as  *pi€*." 

Furthermore,  by  the  63d  Article  of  War,  "all  retainers  to  the  camp,  and  all  persons 
serving  with  the  Annies  of  the  United  States  in  the  field,  though  not  enlisted  soldien, 
are  to  be  subject  to  orders,  according  to  the  rules  and  discipline  of  war."  This  pro- 
yision,  like  that  contained  in  section  1343,  comes  into  play  only  at  a  particular  time, 
namely,  when  the  Army  is  in  the  field ;  and  by  virtue  thereof  persons  of  that  descrip- 
tion, though  not  otherwise  suiiject  to  military  law,  become  for  the  time  amenable  to 
court-martial  jurisdiction  for  any  breech  of  good  order,  whether  as  affecting  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  Army  or  the  rights  of  individuals.     (Benet,  p.  '.29  ) 

But  the  question  under  consideration,  as  I  understand  it,  does  not  relate  to  persons 
coming  within  the  terms  of  the  63d  Article  of  War ;  and  it  does  not  call  for  any  fur- 
ther notice  of  sections  i:)43, 1361,  48*24  and  4835.  These  sections,  together  with  that 
article,  will  accordingly  be  passed  by  as  unimportant  in  this  connection. 

Leaving  out  of  view,  then,  the  provisions  just  adverted  to,  the  limits  of  military 
furisdiction  under  the  Rules  and  Articles  of  War,  with  respect  to  pertons,  is  definitely 
and  precisely  fixed  by  section  1094,  and  the  other  sections  which  follow  and  supple- 
ment it,  declaring  the  constituents  or  components  of  the  various  branches  or  depart- 
ments of  the  military  establishment  described  in  that  section.  Persons  who  do  not 
belong  to  that  establishment — who  are  not  apart  of  the  Army,  as  thus  fixed  and  de- 
fined— are  not  subject  to  such  Jurisdiction,  excepting,  of  course,  where  they  come 
within  the  f?d  article,  or  within  either  of  sections  1343.  13^)1,  iSi-l  and  483:\ 

This  results  from  the  langv  age  of  section  IS*!*.;,  declaring  tliat  the  "Armies  of  the 
United  States  *'  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  articles  thereinafter  set  forth.  The 
word  "Armies,''  here  a«ed,  must  be  underiitood  as  now  comprehending  thcMC  persons, 
and  those  persons  only,  who  comp<  se  the  Army  as  elsewhere  defined  in  the  statute 


<8ee  MOtioD  1094.)  It  ii  true  that  certain  ezpretilonf  in  the  Article  of  War,  de- 
•eiiptiye  of  thoM  who  are  punifhable  for  oflSensefl  therein  mentioned,  are  in  themaeWei, 
abstraetly  coniidered,  safBcient  to  comprehend  other  peraoni  than  the  penon*  Jtut  re- 
ferred to.  Thai, by  the  60th  Article,  "any  penon  in  the  military  tenrioe  of  the 
United  States  "  may  be  tried  by  court-martial  for  the  offenMi  deecribed  in  that  aitiole. 
Bat  the  words  "in  the  military  senriee,"  there  used,  are  not  to  l>e  taken  in  so  general 
a  sense  as  to  include  all  who  are  employed  in  connection  with  that  service  in  any 
capacity  whatever.  They  must  be  construed  with  the  provision  by  which  the  articles 
are  preoeded,  and  which  declares  that  the  latter  shall  govern  "the  Armies  of  the 
United  States."  So  construed,  they  properly  include  only  such  as  belong  to  and  serve 
in  the  Army  llzed  by  law.  Hence,  the  question  of  the  amenability  of  an  individual  to 
«oart-martlal  jurisdiction  under  that  article  is  not  to  be  determined  according  to  Mie 
nature  of  his  employment,  that  is  to  say,  whether  it  is  military  or  not,  but  solely  ac- 
cording to  the  circumstance  of  his  belonging  or  not  belonging  to  the  military  estab- 
lisbment  as  defined  in  section  1094,  etc. 

On  examination,  I  find  that  neither  a  civilian  employed  as  a  Quarxermaster's  clerk 
nor  a  Superintendent  of  a  National  Cemetery  belongs  to  the  military  establishment  as 
Used  by  Congress.  The  Quartermaster's  Department  Is  a  branch  of  that  establish- 
ment (see  section  1094 ;)  but  the  Quartermaster's  Department  is  defined  by  section 
1132,  and  the  clerk  of  a  Quartermaster,  though  in  Its  employ,  is  not  a  part  of  the  de- 
partment as  there  defined.  Superintendents  of  National  Cemeteries  are  appelated 
ander  section  4673,  and  are  by  section  4874  required  to  be  selected  from  meritorious 
and  trustworthy  ofllcen  or  soldiers  who  have  been  honorably  mustered  out  ur  dis- 
charged from  the  military  service ;  but  they  are  not  within  the  military  establishment, 
or  impressed  with  a  military  character,  or  in  any  way  made  subject  to  the  military 
code. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  civilian  clerks  employed  by  Quartermasters,  and 
Superintendents  of  National  Cemeteries,  are  not  liable  to  trial  by  court>martial  under 
the  Rules  and  Articles  of  War.

The  following  Opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General  has  beea 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  bv  whose  direction  it  is  published 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  officere  of  the  Anny : 

Bureau  of  Military  Justice, 

May  9,  1878 

RupectfuUy  returned  to  the  Adjutant  Oeneral. 

The  Jadicial  power  of  a  Territory  is  vested  in  courts  established  direotl}'  by  Con- 
grw»,  or  indirectly,  by  Its  authority,  through  the  Territorial  Legfislature,  and  no  doubt 
is  entertained  that  the  local  courts  of  a  Territory  are  fully  empowered  to  cite  officers 
or  soldiers  of  the  Army,  stationed  within  the  Territory,  to  appear  before  them  as 
defendants  in  civil  actions,  as  well  as  to  attach  or  take,  in  replevin  or  execution  in  such 
actions,  personal  property  held  by  such  officers  or  soldiera,  and  not  specially  exempted 
from  attachment,  See.  Nor  can  it.  in  my  opinion,  affect  the  exercise  of  this  power 
that  the  defendant  is  quartered,  or  the  property  is  held,  upon  a  Military  Reservation. 

In  Vn  Opinions,  574-'5,  Attorney  General  Gushing  says:  "What  is  a  Military 
Reservation?  Simply  an  act  of  the  President  under  authority  of  law,  withdrawing 
■o  many  acres  of  the  public  domain  from  the  immediate  administration  of  the  Com- 
znissioner  of  Public  Lands — that  is,  ttom  sale  at  public  auction,  aad  by  pre-emption 
or  general  private  entry— 4ind  appropriating  it  for  the  time  being  to  some  special  use 
of  the  Oovemraent."  And  in  another  opinion,  in  the  same  volume,  p.  563-'4,  he  holds 
in  substance  that  the  fiiot  that  a  crime  is  committed  upon  a  Military  Reservation 
established  within  a  Territory  does  not  give  to  the  Federal  courts  Jurisdiction  of  such 
•crime,  bu\  that  the  same  remains  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Territorial  courts ;  and 
the  same  rule  would  appear  to  apply  with  even  more  force  to  civil  proceedings  of  the 
nature  of  those  described  in  the  papers. 

In  the  present  case,  therefore,  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  Territorial  Justice's 
court  had  Jurisdiction  of  the  action  instituted  to  try  the  title  to  the  article  of  personal 
property  (a  sewing  machine)  mentioned,  as  also  authority  to  cite  the  soldier  directly 
before  it,  in  the  usual  manner  as  a  defendant  in  said  action,  and  to  issue  its  writ  for 
the  caption  of  the  property,  upon  a  Judgment  against  the  defendant.  Further,  that 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  post  —though  it  would  have  been  no  more  than  courtesy 
to  have  advised  him  of  the  proceeding's,  and  invited  his  co-operation — was  not 
authorized  to  resist  or  obstruct,  in  any  manner,  the  execution  of  the  summons  or 
process  of  the  court.  He  should,  in  my  Judgment,  upon  the  soldier  being  cited  to 
appear  as  within  specified,  have  caused  or  allowed  him  to  be  excused  firom  duty  for 
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the  puzpoM,  and  apon  th«  MnriM,  by  the  Sheriff,  of  the  writ  reqniriog  him  to  take 
the  property,  should  not  haye  aMumed  to  exeieite  any  oontrol  whatever  over  the 

lame,  or  otherwise  to  Interfere  with  the  due  coarse  of  law.

The  following  orders,  received  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  are  pub- 
lished to  the  Army : 

As  it  appears  from  reports  and  returns  received  at  the  War  Depart- 
meDt  and  the  office  of  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  that 
existing  regulations  and  orders  with  reference  to  the  responsibility  for 
and  care  and  preservation  of  Subsistence  supplies  are,  in  many  cases, 
either  misunderstood,  overlooked,  or  compliance  therewith  neglected, 
the  following  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  con- 
cerned: 

I.. By  General  Orders  No.  48,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Adjutant 
GeneraVs  Office,  series  of  1869,  it  is  required  that  **  once  in  each  calendar 
month,  usually  at  its  close,  an  accurate  and  detailed  inventory  of  the 
stores  actually  on  hand  will  be  taken  by  the  Commissary ;"  and  that  the 
commanding  officers  shall  see  ''that  the  inventory  is  taken,  and  when 
practicable,  to  cause  it  to  be  made  under  their  personal  supervision." 

II..  Ret  urns  transmitted  to  the  office  of  the  Commissary  General 
should  show  the  exact  amount  of  supplies  found  to  be  on  hand  by  these 
inventories,  which  should  be  taken  by  the  officer  in  person,  and  not  by 
a  Commissary  Sergeant  or- a  clerk;  but  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Commis- 
sary is  unable  to  take  the  inventory  in  person,  the  fact  should  appear 
upon  his  certificate,  with  the  reason  for  the  omission — although  this  will 
in  no  manner  relieve  him  from  any  responsibility  for  the  supplies 

III.. Paragraph  5,  General  Orders  No.  38,  War  Department,  Adjutant 
Generars  Office,  series  of  1873,  prescribes  the  duty  of  a  Commissary 
Sergeant  to  be  ''to  assist  the  Commissary  in  receiving,  storing,  preserv- 
ing, transferring,  issuing,  selling,  and  accounting  for  the  Subsistence 
supplies  at  the  post,  according  to  the  i*egulationH  of  the  Subsistence  De- 
partment." The  presence  of  a  Commissary  Sergeant  at  a  post  in  no 
manner  relieves  the  Commissary  from  the  responsibility  for  and  proper 
care  of  Subsistence  supplies. 


I  v..  The  following  extract  from  a  General  Order  recently  ieeued  from 
the  Headquarters  of  the  Department  of  the  Platte  ie  adopted  by  the  War 
.Department: 

Comminary  Serf^eante  should  beer  in  mind  that  their  gnde  was  recently  oreated 
ibr  the  purpoee  of  attaching  to  the  fiahilsteaoe  Department  an  intelligont  ooipa  of 
non-commiwioned  ofBcers  whose  ezperieuee  would  be  of  volae  to  the  Department, 
and  whose  services  woold  compensate  the  Government  for  their  employBMiit.  It  is 
their  duty  to  act  for  the  Government  with  intelligence  and  honesty,  and  ttaair  expe- 
rience should  be  used  for  guarding  the  Government  against  loss. 

Where  post  commissaries  may  have  virtually  abdicated  their  duties  and  remitted 
them  into  the  hands  of  Commissary  6er]geHnts,  or  other  assistants,  they  should  resume 
them  at  once,  and  use  all  proper  restrictions  for  their  honest  performance,  bearings  in 
mind  that  public  business  is  not  to  be  made  dependent  on  confidence  in  subordinates 
of  whatever  capacity,  but  that  it  should  be  regulated  by  business  rules  and  watcbfbl 
supervision 

v.. When  CommUsary  Sei^geanta  fail  to  properly  perform  their  dutiea 
they  should  be  recommended  for  diacharge.  The  position  is  an  honor* 
able  and  important  one,  for  which  there  are  many  Wi>rthy  applicants, 
and  those  who  may  be  found  negligent,  incompetent,  or  dishonest,  should 
not  be  continued  in  service.

I— -AN  ACT  making  fiirther  appropriations  for  oontinoinfif  the  improvements  of  Oal- 

vMton  Harbor,  State  of  Texas. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  ana  House  of  Represfntatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  C<mgre»»  atneuthled,  That  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
thoiwand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriate<l,  out  of  any 
moneys  not  othenvii»e  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the 
improvements  of  Galveston  Harbor,  in  the  State  of  Texas ;  which  im- 
provements are  now  being  prosecuted  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  and  the  appropriation  for  which  is  substantially  exhnuisted ;  and 
that  the  said  sum  be  expended  under  his  direction. 

Approved  June  7,  1878. 


II— JOINT  RESOLUTION  providing  for  issue  of  arms  to  Terrilories. 
Be  it  re$olved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprctentatires  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Canffress  assemhledf  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  issued  to  each  of  the  Territories  of  the 
United  States  (in  addition  to  arms  and  ammunition  the  issue  of  which 
has  been  heretofore  provided  for)  such  arms  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
in  number  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  ammunition  for  the  same  not 
to  exceed  fifty  ball  cartridges  for  each  anu  :  Provided,  That  such  issue 
shall  be  only  from  arms  owned  by  the  Govenunent  of  the  United  States 
which  have  been  superseded  and  no  longer  issued  to  the  Army :  And 
provided  further.  That  said  arms  shall  be  issued  only  in  the  follow^ing 
maimer  and  upon  the  f(r»11owing  conditions,  namely,  upon  the  ref]uisition 
of  the  governors  of  said  Territories  showing  the  absolute  necessity  for 
arms  for  the  protection  of  citizetis  and  their  property  against  hostile 
Indians  within  or  of  Indian  raids  Into  such  Territories:  And  provided 
further.  That  the  said  governor  or  governors  of  said  Territories  to  whom

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the  said  arms  may  be  issued  shall  give  good  and  suflicieDt  bond  or  bonds 
for  the  return  of  said  arms,  or  payment  therefor,  at  such  time  as  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  may  designate,  as  now  provided  for  by  law.

Bj  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  decieion  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  is  published  for  the  information  of 
tlie  Army :

John  T.  Morrison.  S 

Mr.  Chief  Justice  WAITE  delivered  tlie  opinion  of  the  Court. 

MorriflOD,  the  appellee,  a  lieutenant  in  the  tenth  r^ment  of  cavalry,  was  appointed 
reffimental  quartermaster,  and  his  appointment  approved  June  30, 1875.  On  the  same 
day,  Hunt,  a  second  lieutenant  In  the  rejpinent,  was  promoted  to  be  first  lieutenant  in 
the  place  of  Morrison,  '*  appointed  regimental  quartermaster."  On  the  22d  October, 
1^5,  Morrison,  "  in  addition  to  his  other  duties,"  wns  "  assijipied  to  duty  as  assistant 
commissary  of  post,"  and  t>y  yirtue  of  that  appointment  served  as  acting  assistant 
commissary  from  November  1, 1675,  to  and  including  February  28,  1877.  He  has  been 
paid  in  full  as  quartermaster,  but  nothing  in  addition  as  acting  assistant  commissary. 
This  action  is  brought  to  recover  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  the  extra 
service. 

The  single  question  presented  is  trhether,  since  the  revised  statutes,  a  regimental 
qaart«rmaster  serving  also  as  acting  assistant  commissary  is  entitled  to  additional  pay 
oo  that  account^ 

By  section  1,103,  revised  statutes,  each  regiment  of  cavalry  is  to  have  among  its 
officers  one  quartcrrmnster,  who  is  to  be  an  "  extra  lieutenant,  selected  from  the  first 
and  second  lieutenants  of  the  regiment."  Such  has  been  the  law  since  1 866. — (12  Stat., 
599.  sec.  1 1 ;  14  Stat.,  Si^,  sec.  3.)  The  selection  is  made  by  the  colonel  or  permanent 
commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Until  1870,  the  pay  of  regimental  quartermasters  was  "ten  dollars  per  month  in 
addition  to  their  pay  in  the  line.''  and  forage  (2  Stat,  482,  sec.  21) ;  but  the  act  of  July 
15.  1870  (16  Stat.,  320,  si*c.  24),  provided  that  the  "pay  of  regimental  quartermaster 
•hall  be  eightoen  hundred  dollars  [ii  j'ear] ;  the  pay  of  first  lieutenant,  mounted,  shall 
be  sixteen  hundred  dollars ;  the  pay  of  first  lieutenant,  not  mounted,  shall  be  flAeen 
hundred  dollars;  the  pay  itf  second  lieutenant,  mounted,  shall  be  fifteen  hundred 
dollars ;  the  pay  of  second  lieutenant,  not  mounted,  shall  be  fourteen  hundred  dollars ; 
*  *  *  *  the  pay  of  acting  assistant  commissary  shall  be  oni»  hundred  dollars  in 
addition  to  pay  of  bis  rnnic.*'  This  provision  has  been  reproduced  in  the  revised 
statutes.— (Sec.  1,261.) 


A  regimental  quaHermaster  is,  therefur*),  eitlier  a  firHt  or  second  lieutenant  in  rank, 
and  his  iiay  eifrltteen  hundred  dollars.  There  is  no  proviMioii  for  the  |«y  of  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  disconnected  f^om  the  MTvice  to  be  performed,  but  the  pa}'  of  the  rank 
is  graduated  by  the  ser\'ice.  The  compensation  is  not  for  rank  and  servioe,  but  for 
rank  accordinK'  to  ser\'ice.  Thus,  a  lientenant  in  cavalry  service  is  paid  more  than  in 
infantry,  and  in  reirimental  aenrice  more  than  in  cavalry*.  Whether  in  one  serriee  or 
another,  his  rank  is  that  of  lieutenant,  and  consequently  his  pay  is  that  of  his  rank. 
I'nder  the  law  as  it  was  before  1  tiTO,  he  was  paid  for  his  service  upon  the  staff  in 
addition  to  that  for  his  rank,  but  now  the  pay  of  his  rank  includes  all.  Belnff  an 
extra  lieutenant  in  the  regiment  as»ig-ned  to  duty  as  quartermaster,  and  consequently 
performing  regimental  service,  his  pay  as  lieutenant  Is  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 
When,  therefore,  the  additional  duty  of  acting  assistant  commissary  is  put  upon 
him,  it  would  seem  to  lie  clear  that,  looking  at  the  statute  alune,  he  is  entitled  to  the 
additional  pay  allowed  for  that  service. 

It  is  contended,  however,  that  he  is  not,  because  b}'  the  army  regulations,  '*  no  officer 
shall  receive  iwy  for  two  staff  appointments  at  the  same  time." — <Army  Reg.,  1863, 
par.  1,345)  If  it  be  conceded  that  both  the  quartermaster  and  acting  assistant  com- 
missary are  now  staff  appointments,  the  result  claimed  does  not  necessarily  follow. 
When  these  regulations  were  adopted,  the  compensation  of  a  quartermaster  for  his  staff 
service  was  by  a  specific  addition  to  his  jiay  in  the  line.  At  that  time,  therefore,  it 
might  well  be  said  that  the  addition  was  pay  for  the  staff  appointment.  Hut  now  there 
is  no  compensation  for  staff  servioe  separate  from  that  of  rank,  and,  in  our  opinion,  it 
cannot  be  said  that  within  the  meaning  of  the  regulation  a  quartermaster  receives  {lay 
for  his  staff  appointment.  He  gets  more  pay  as  lieutenant  by  reason  of  his  transfer  to 
a  new  service,  but  nothing  se])arate  for  his  apimintment.  This  being  the  case,  the 
additional  compensation  which  the  law  gives  an  acting  ai^sistant  commissar}*  is  not,  in 
the  case  of  a  quartermaster  performing  that  service,  (lay  for  a  second  staff  appointment. 

Judgment  affirmed.

The  following  act  of  Congi*et*8  \»  piiblislied  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned : 

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  .\riuy  for  thu  fltfi>al  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  Hevouty-uiue,  and  for  otiier  purposea. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  Tliat  the  following  sums  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  appropriate<l,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appmpriate<l,  for  the  support  of  the  Army,  for  the  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- nine,  as  follows: 

For  ex})enses  of  the  commanding  generalV  office,  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  ex|)en8es  of  recruiting  and  transpoilation  of  recruits,  seventy- five 
thousand  dollars.  And  no  money  appropriate<I  by  this  act  shall  be  paid 
for  recruiting  the  Anny  beyond  the  number  of  twenty-five  thousand 
enlisted  men,  including  Indian  t^couts  and  hospital-stewanls.  Nothing, 
however,  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  enlistments  for  the 
Signal  Service,  which  shall  hereat\er  be  maintained,  as  now  organized 
and  as  provided  by  law,  with  a  force  of  enli8te<l  men  not  exceeding  four 
hundred  and  fifty,  after  present  terms  of  enlistment  have  expired. 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  Adjutant  Generars  Department  at  the 
headquarters  of  military  divisions  and  departments,  three  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  expenses  of  the  Signal  Service  of  the  Anny,  purchase,  equipment, 
and  repair  of  electric  field-telegraphs  and  signal-equipments,  ten  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars. 

Pay  Department. — For  pay  of  the  commissioned  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  privates,  (including  those  employe<l  as  Indian  scouts,) 
storekeepers,  musicians,  and  veterinary  surgeons,  artificers,  farriers,  and 
saddlers,  except  as  hereinafter  enumerated,  nine  million  three  hundred 
and  eighty-four  thousand  dollars. 

Mi$CBLLAKE0U8. — For  the  pay  of  contract-surgeons,  one  hundred 
and  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  fifty-four  paymasters'  clerks,  sixty-four  thousand  eight 
handre^i  dollars. 


Fur  tht*  pay  of  two  hundred  hospital -etewards,  seventy-two  thousand 
dollan*. 

For  the  ]>ay  of  two  hundred  hospital-niatronH,  twenty-four  thousand 
dollars. 

For  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  oounuissary  sergeantB,  sixty  thousand 
three  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars. 

For  messengera  to  paymasters,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  extra-duty  pay  to  enlisted  men,  thirty  thousand  dollars^. 

For  travel-pay  and  commutation  of  subsistence  to  discharged  soldier^^ 
three  hundred  and  fortv  thousand  two  hundred  and  nixtv-three  dollars 
and  sixty-ftve  cents. 

For  retained  pay  to  discharged  men,  two  hundivd  and  fifty-five  thou- 
sand eight  huiidre<l  and  thirteen  dollars  and  twenty  cents. 

For  commutation  of  ofticei's'  quarters  at  places  whei'e  there  are  no  pub- 
lic (quarters,  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand  dollars. 

For  pay  to  soldiers  for  clothing  not  drawn,  three  hundred  and  foiiy- 
tlii-ee  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  thirty-three- 
cents. 

For  additional  pay  to  enlisted  nien,  three  himdivd  and  ninety-five 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  tlollars. 

For  mileage  of  ofticei's  of  the  Anny  wlien  traveling  under  orders,  two 
iumdred  thousand  dollars. 

For  cost  of  telegrams ;  compensation  of  citizen  witnesses  attending- 
upon  courtjs-martial.  military  commissions,  courts  of  inquiry;  travel- 
ing expenses  of  paymasters'  clerks,  eighty  thousand  dollars:  Provided, 
That  the  ap|>ropriations  under  the  head  of  "Pay  Department"  in  this- 
act,  amounting  to  eleven  million  five  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand 
two  hundi*ed  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  eighteen  cents,  shall  be  ac- 
counted for  by  disbursing  office!*s  imder  the  title  of  "Pay,  and  so  forth^ 
of  the  Army,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine;"  and  in  case  any  iteui 
of  the  said  appropriations  shall  prove  insufficient  for  its  purpose,  the 
excess  in  any  other  item  or  items  thereof  may,  with  the  written  consent 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  be  applicnl  thereto:  Provided^  however^  That  the 
total  amount  appropriateil  under  tliis  head  shall  not  be  exceeded. 

Subsistence  Department. — For  subsistence  of  regular  trooj)?*, 
Indian  scouts  and  guides,  and  Indian  prisoners,  which  shall  include  coffee 
and  cooked  rations  for  troops  traveling  on  cars  and  other  conveyancet^, 
two  million  three  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  less  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  heretofore  appropriated,  leaving  a  net  appropi-i- 
ation  under  this  act  of  two  million  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 
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<jUARTERMA8TBR'8  Dkpartment. — For  the  regular  supplies  of  the 
^iiart«nnast«r'(}  Department,  consisting  of  stoves  for  heating  and  cook- 
ing :  of  fuel  for  officers,  enlisted  men,  guards,  hospitals,  storehouses, 
and  offices;  of  forage  in  kind  for  the  horses,  mules,  and  oxen  of  the 
Qaartennaster  s  Department  at  the  several  posts  and  stations  and  with 
the  armies  in  the  field;  for  the  horses  of  the  several  regiments  of  cavalry, 
the  hatteries  of  artillery,  mounted  men  of  the  Signal  Service,  and  such 
companies  of  infantry  and  scouts  as  may  be  mounted,  and  for  the  author- 
ize^l  number  of  officers'  horses,  including  bedding  for  the  animals;  of 
«tra\v  for  soldiers'  bedding;  and  of  stationery,  including  blank  books 
fur  the  Qiiartermaater  s  Department,  certificates  for  <lischarge<l  soldiers, 
blank  forms  for  the  Pay  and  Quartermasters  Departments,  and  for 
printing  of  division  and  department  orders  and  reports,  three  million 
three  hundred  and  fifty  thousaml  dollars.

sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  l>e  necessary, 
in  the  construction  of  suitable  buildings  for  storehouses  and  offices  at 
Omaha,  Nebraska;  and  in  case  any  item  of  the  said  appropriations  for 
"regular  supplies,  ''incidental  expenses,"  ''barracks  and  quarters,*'  and 
"army  transportation,*'  shall  prove  insufficient  for  its  purpose,  the  excess 
in  any  other  of  these  items  may,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  be  applied  thereto:  Provided^  however.  That  the  total 
amount  appropriated  under  these  heads  shall  not  be  exceeded. 

For  construction  and  repair  of  hospitals,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  manufacture  of  clothing  and  camp  and  garrison 


H]in()a|re.  and  for  pr«*8«*rTiiig  and  r«*packing  tlit*  stook  of  clothing  and 
camp  and  garrimm  eqnipage  and  niaterialfi  on  hand  at  the  Philadelphia, 
J«'ffeniW)n villi*,  and  other  de|>ot8  of  the  Quart ennaster's  Depaitnient,  nine 
liuutlred  thousand  dollars. 

For  maintaining  and  improving  national  cenieterieB,  one  hundred 
thousand  dollare. 

For  pay  of  seventy-one  superintendents,  lifty-nine  thousand  dollars. 

F'or  all  contingent  expenses  of  the  Army  not  provided  for  by  other 
('sthuatet*.  unci  embracing  all  branches  of  the  military  service,  to  be  ex- 
pendeii  under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  forty  thou- 
t«aod  dollars. 

Mkdical  Department. — For  purchase  of  medical  and  hospital  sup- 
pliei*,  medical  care  and  treatment  of  oflicei's  and  soldieri*  on  detached 
duly,  expenses  of  purveying  depots,  advertising,  and  other  miscellaneous 
t'xpenses  of  the  Medical  Department,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  Army  Medical  Museum,  and  for  medical  and  other  workn  for 
tiie  library  of  the  Surgeon-General's  Office,  ten  thousand  dollar. 

And  there  is  hereby  reappropriated  the  unex])ended  balance  for  com- 
pleting the  Medical  and  Surgical  History  of  the  War  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents. 

And  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  act  of 
Karch  ihini.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  for  preparation  of 
illustrations  to  complete  the  second  edition  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Histon'  of  the  War,  Part  Three,  amounting  to  seventeen  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents,  is  hereby  reappro- 
priated and  made  available  for  the  preparation  of  illustrations  for  any 
part  of  the  work. 

Enginber  Department. — For  engineer  depot  at  Willets  Point,  New 
York,  namely :  For  purchase  of  engineering  materials  to  continue  the 
present  course  of  instruction  of  the  engineer  battalion  in  field  engineer- 
ing, one  thousand  dollars. 

For  incidental  expenses  of  the  depot,  remodeling  {)onton-trains,  repair- 
ing instruments,  fuel,  forage,  stationery,  chemicals,  extra-duty  pay,  and 
ordinary  repairs,  four  thousand  dollars. 

Ordnance  Department. — For  the  ordnance  service,  requireil  to 
defray  the  current  expenses  at  the  arsenals;  of  receiving  stores  and 
issuing  amis  and  other  ordnance  supplies ;  of  police  and  office  duties;  of 
rents,  tolls,  fuel,  and  lights;  of  stationery  and  office  furniture;  of  tools 
and  instruments  for  use;  of  public  animals,  forage,  and  vehicles;  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  ordnance  service,  including  compensation  of  work- 
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men  in  the  armory  and  museum  building  connected  with  the  ordnance 
office,  and  those  attending  practical  trials  and  tests  of  ordnance,  small* 
arms,  and  other  ordnance  supplies,  one  hundrwl  thousand  dollars:  Pro- 
vided.  That  none  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  expended, 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  use  not  strictly  necessary  for,  and  directly 
connected  with,  the  military  service  of  the  government;  and  this  restric- 
tion shall  apply  to  the  use  of  public  animals,  forage,  and  vehicles:  And 
provided  further ,  That  none  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated  shall  be 
expended  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  buildings. 

For  manufacture  of  metallic  ammunitiou  for  small-anns,  seventy-fire 
thousand  dollars. 

For  overhauling,  cleaning,  and  preserving  new  oitinance  stoi-es  on 
hand  at  the  arsenals,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  in  the  han<ls  of  tix>ops  and 
for  Issue  at  the  araenals  and  depots,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  manufacture  of  ordnance  stores,  to  fill  rerjuisitions  of 
ti'oops,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery  equipments,  consisting  of  clothing- 
bags,  haversacks,  canteens,  and  great-coat  straps,  and  repairing  horse 
equipments  for  cavalry  troops,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  manufacture  of  amis  at  national  armories,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

And  should  the  board  of  ordnance  officers  now  in  session  under  pro- 
vision of  law  recommend  a  magazine  gun  for  the  military  service,  the 
Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to  expend  not  more  than  twenty  thousand 
dollars  of  this  amount  in  its  manufacture. 

For  quarters  and  accommodations  for  the  ordnance  board  at  the  prov- 
ing ground  at  Sandy  Hook,  New  Jersey,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred 
dollara. 

For  conversion  of  ten  inch  smooth-bores  into  rifles  and  carriages  there- 
for, fifty  thousand  dollars. 

That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  em 
may  be  necessary,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriate<i  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  military  post  or  garrison  at  the  foot-hills  near  the 
Black  Hills,  in  either  of  the  Territories  of  Wyoming  or  Dakota,  at  such 
point  in  that  region  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  be^<t 
adapted  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  the  Black  Hills  country  from 
the  hostile  incursions  of  the  Sioux  and  other  Indian  tribes  congregated 
or  operating  in  that  locality. 

That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  m 
may  be  necessary,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  for  the  pur- 


po0e  uf  building  a  inilitarj  po«t  or  garrison  near  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  Territory  of  Montana,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  point  where  the  Milk 
River  croeseB  Baid  boundary  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  or  at  such 
other  point  in  that  region  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President, 
l>«8t  adapted  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens  of  Montana  from  the 
hostile  incursions  of  the  Sioux  and  other  Indian  tribes  congi*egate<l  in 
That  rt^ion. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  every  Official  Army  Register  hereafter  issued,  the 
lineal  rank  of  all  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Army  shall  be  given  sepa- 
rately for  the  different  arms  of  the  service;  and  if  the  officer  be  promoted 
from  the  ranks,  or  shall  have  served  in  the  volunteer  anny,  either  as  an 
eiilii»ted  man  or  officer,  his  service  as  a  private  and  non-commissioned 
officer  shall  be  given,  and  in  additirm  thereto  the  record  of  his  service  as 
volunteer. 

Sec.  3.  That  hereafter  all  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant 
phall  be  filled  by  apiwintment  from  the  graduates  of  the  Military  Acad- 
emy 80  long  as  any  such  remain  in  service  unaMsigned;  and  any  vacan- 
cit«  thereafter  remaining  shall  be  filled  by  promotion  of  meritorious  non- 
<-0)iimi6.4ioned  officers  of  the  Army,  recommended  umler  the  j>n»vi8ions  of 
the  next  section  of  this  act:  Provided  that  all  vacancies  nnnaiuing,  after 
exhausting  the  two  classes  named,  may  be  filled  by  appointment  of  per- 
»K)ni§  in  civil  life. 

Sec.  4.  That  to  insure  the  selection  of  piH)per  candidates  for  promotion 
from  the  grade  of  non-commissioned  officers,  company  and  battery  com- 
manders will  report  to  their  regimental  commanders  such  as,  in  their 
opinion,  by  education,  conduct,  and  services,  seem  to  merit  advancement, 
.ind  Avho  have  served  not  less  than  two  years  in  the  Anny;  the  reports 
to  !*«*t  forth  a  description  of  the  candidate,  his  length  of  service  as  non- 
rouimissioned  officer  and  as  private  soldier,  his  character  as  to  fidelity 
Hud  sobriety,  his  physical  qualifications  and  mental  abilities,  the  extent  to 
which  his  talents  have  been  cultivated,  and  his  fitness  generally  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  a  commissioned  officer.  If  recommended  on  account 
of  meritorious  services,  the  particular  services  referred  to  must  be  stated 
in  detail.  On  receiving  the  reports  of  company  or  battery  commanders, 
the  regimental  commander  will  forward  the  same  to  the  department  com- 
manders, with  such  recommendation  of  non-commissioned  regimental 
lAiaff  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  promotion ;  and  the  department  com- 
mander shall  annually  assemble  a  board  to  ccmsist  of  five  officers  of  as 
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high  rank  as  the  convenience  of  the  eervice  will  admit,  to  make  a  piv- 
liminary  examination  into  the  claims  and  qualifications  of  ouch  non- 
commiMione<l  officers.  The  board  constituted  as  above  shall  submit  a 
full  statement  in  tlie  case  of  each  candidate  examined ;  and  on  the  said 
statements,  the  department  commander  shall  indorse  his  remarks  and 
forward  them  to  the  Secretary  of  War  by  the  first  day  of  June  in  each 
year.  The  Chief  of  Engineers  and  of  other  staff  corps  may  make  simi- 
lar recommendations  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  their  respective 
commands  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  convene  a  board  of  officers 
for  like  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  That  hereafter  women  shall  not  be  allowed  to  accompany 
troops  as  laundresses;  Pivvided,  That  any  such  laundress,  being  the 
wife  of  a  soldier  as  is  now  alloweci  to  accompany  troo}>s,  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  regimental  commander,  be  retaine<l  until  the  expiration  of 
such  soldierV  present  term  of  enlistment. 

Sec.  6.  That  hereafler,  in  time  of  peace,  all  military  headquart«r8. 
except  Army  headquarters,  shall  be  established  and  maintained  at  points 
where  the  government  own  buildings  or  barracks,  within  the  several 
departments  and  divisions,  and  in  such  buildings  or  bairacks,  and  not 
otherwise,  unless  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  by  an  order  in  writing 
othenvine  direct. 

Skc.  7.  That  on  and  at\er  the  passage  of  this  act,  all  officere  of  th«* 
Anny  of  the  United  States  who  have  served  as  officeiv  in  the  volunteer 
forces  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  or  as  enlisted  men  in  the  armies 
the  United  States,  regular  or  volunteer,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby, 
cre<lited  with  the  full  time  they  may  have  served  as  such  officers  and  tit*. 
such  enlisted  men  in  computing  their  service  for  longevity  pay  and  retire- 
ment. And  the  retirwl  list  shall  hereafter  be  limited  to  four  hundivd  in 
lieu  of  the  number  now  fixed  by  law. 

SbC  8.  Allowance  of  or  commutation  for  fuel  to  commissioned  officers 
is  hereby  ])rohibite<l ;  but  fuel  may  In*  furnishe<l  to  the  officers  of  the 
Army  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  for  the  actual  use  of  such 
officers  only,  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  j>er  cord  for  standard  oak  wckkI, 
or  at  an  equivalent  rate  for  other  kinds  of  fuel,  according  ti)  the  regula- 
tions now  in  existence ;  and  forage  in  kind  may  be  furnished  to  the  officers 
of  the  Army,  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  only  for  horses  ownefi 
and  actually  kept  by  such  officers  in  the  performance  of  their  official 
military  duties  when  on  duty  with  troo^m  in  the  field  or  at  such  military 
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[K>»t«  west  of  t)ie  Mi(««iM»ippi  River,  &»  may  be  from  time  to  time  depig. 
j^ted  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  not  otherwise,  an  follows :

To  the  Lieutenant  General,  four  horses ; 

To  a  major-general,  three  horses ; 

To  a  briga<lier-general,  three  horses ; 

To  a  colonel,  two  liorsen ; 

To  a  lieutenant-colonel,  two  horses;

To  a  captiun  (mounte^l),  two  horses ; 

To  a  lieutenant  (mounted),  two  horsen; 

T»  an  adjutant,  two  h<»n»es; 

To  a  it^nientul  <juartemi aster,  two  ljoi>ie8. 

Sec.  9.  That  nt  all  posts  and  stations  where  there  are  public  quarters 
liflonjring  t^  the  United  States,  officers  may  be  furnished  with  quartei*s 
ill  kind  in  such  publi«*  <jnartei*>«,  and  not  elsewhere,  by  the  Quartemiaster's 
Department,  assigning  to  the  officers  of  each  grade,  renpectively,  such 
iiuniber  of  rooms  as  is  now  allowed  to  such  grade  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Anuy  :  Provided,  That  at  places  where  theie  are  no 
jjublic  quartei-s,  commutation  therefor  may  be  paid  by  the  Pay  Depart- 
ment to  the  officer  entille<l  t«>  the  r*ume  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  dolhirs 
|>er  room  i>er  mouth*  and  the  connnutation  for  <|uarters  allowed  to  the 
Geiiend  shall  Im»  at  the  rate  of  one  hundnMl  and  twenty-five  dollars  per 
iiionth,  anil  to  the  Lieutenant  General  at  the  rate  of  neventy  dollars  per 
month. 

Sec.  10.  That  three  Senators,  to  be  a|>pointed  by  the  l're>»i<lent  of  the 
Senate,  and  five  niembei"s  of  the  House  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
<»f  the  House,  are  hereby  constituted  a  joint  couuuittee,  to  whom  the 
whole  !<ubj«*<*t  mutter  of  refonn  and  reorgiuiization  of  the  Army  of  the 
I'jiitwl  States  hIiuII  Ik»  and  is  hereby  referred,  and  said  committee  shall 
have  power  to  send  for  j)eivons  and  papers,  to  employ  a  clerk  and  steno- 
j^rjtpher,  and  shall  have  leave  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  Congresn ;  and 
the  S^H-H'tary  of  War  is  hereby  authorize*!  to  detail,  upon  the  re<pieKt  of 
the  coiumittee,  one  or  more  officei-s  to  act  as  htn'retarien  there<if.  The 
Publie  Printer  shall  print  such  dwuments  as  the  couuuittee  may  require. 

Sec.  1L  That  said  cimunittee  shall  carefully  and  thoroughly  examine

conKiHtently  witli  the  public  service,  having  in  view  a  just  and  reawniable 
economy  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money,  the  actual  nece8»itiei»  of  tli** 
military  Bervice,  and  in  the  capacity  for  rapid  and  effective  increaw  in 
time  of  war. 

Sec.  12,  That  Kaid  connnittee  shall  atuienible  an  t«oon  at*  practicable  At 
Kuch  place  ai»  they  may  select,  and  proi'ee<l  to  the  conftidenition  of  the 
matters  with  which  they  are  chaiyeil.  and  make  reiMjii  to  Coufpvfis  by 
the  first  ilay  of  January,  1H79,  with  all  the  eviilence,  of  reconl  or  other- 
wise, which  thev  shall  have  re<*eiv«*d  and  considerwl.  An^l  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollaiv,  or  so  much  theivof  as  may  Im*  n«»cessaiy,  is  hei^by 
appnipriated.  out  of  a»iy  money  in  the  Treasmy  not  otherwise  tt]>propn- 
ated,  to  defray  tlie  expenses  of  said  c<nnmittee,  to  be  expended  under  the 
dire<?tion  of  the  chainuan  theitH)f. 

Skc.  Vi.  That  fnun  and  atler  the  passajre  of  this  act.  all  pix>nn»tions  iu  the 
Army,  in  each  and  every  ^rnide,  arm,  corps  and  department  theivof,  shall 
cease  ;  and  thereafter  no  promotions  or  appointments  shall  be  made  to  fill 
anv  vacancv  which  mav  occur,  or  be  crealwl  theivin,  until  after  such  re- 
port  shall  be  made  and  actnl  upon  by  Congress :  Provided,  That  thi?' 
limitation  shall  not  a])ply  to  the  line  of  the  Army  below  the  nuik  of 
captain.

And  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  nmch  thereof 
as  nuiy  be  ne<essarv,  is  hereby  appntpriatetl  out  <»f  any  ujoney  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  ilefray  the  exj>en8es  of  said  c«>ni- 
mittee.  to  be  ex]>ended  under  the  direi'tion  of  the  chairman  theiv<»f. 

Skc.  15.  From  and  at^er  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
to  empbiy  any  jiart  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  as  a  |)osse  conii- 
tatus.  or  otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  exe<'uting  the  laws,  except  in  such 
cases  and  under  such  ciivumstances  as  such  employment  of  said  force 
may  be  expri'ssly  autlunized  by  the  Constitution  or  by  act  of  Congres.-* ; 
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Hiiil  no  iiioii«'y  appi-upnate<l  bv  tli'm  iict  Hiiall  \h.'  uhhI  to  pay  any  uf  tlit* 
fXjH'nww*  iiicuiTwl  in  th**  employment  of  any  troops  in  violation  of  this 
!*ntion;  ami  any  j)enMm  wilfully  violatin^r  the  provisions  of  this  section 
>ha]l  \n*  (leeuHHi  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall 
he  piiniHhe<l  by  fine  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment 
not  exceefling  two  years  or  by  ln)th  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  16.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
(»f  this  act  he,  and  they  are  hereby,  repealed.

By  headquartere  is  meant  tlie  Com- 
manding General  thereof,  together  with  all  the  Staff  officers  (personal 
and  General)  borne  on  his  Division  and  Department  Returns.  Each 
Commanding  General  may  select  out  of  the  posts,  subject  to  his  com- 
mand, a  pla<;e  for  his  headquarters,  and  report  the  same  by  telegraph  for 
c»»nfirmation  to  Army  Headquai'ters.  When  there  exists,  in  their  judg- 
ment, no  suitable  place,  the  Commanding  Generals  may  report  their 
prefei'ences  and  reconnnendations  for  the  special  decision  of  the  Secretary 
of  War.

LAN  ACT  making  ai»pru|iriatiuiM  fur  tlio  Hupport  uf  the  Military  Academy  for  the 
flflcal  yi>ar  ending  June  tliirtieth,  cightet^n  hundred  ami  »cvonty-nine,  and  for 
other  purpofiee. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  SetuUe  and  House  of  Ji^preaenttttivet  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assetnMedj  That  the  following  sums  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  appr'ipriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  support  of  the  Military  Academy  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine: 

For  pay  of  three  professors,  at  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  each,  ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  six  professors,  at  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum  each, 
eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  additional  ))ay  of  professors  for  length  of  service,  seven  thousand 
dollars. 

For  pay  of  one  instructor  of  practical  military  engineering,  in  addition 
to  pay  as  first  lieutenant,  nine  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  one  instructor  of  ordnance  and  science  of  gunnery,  in  addi- 
tion to  pay  as  first  lieutenant,  nine  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  eight  assistant  professors,  in  addition  to  pay  as  first  lieu- 
tenants, four  thousan  i  dollars. 

For  pay  of  three  instructors  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry  tactics, 
in  addition  to  pay  as  first  lieutenants,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
(lollare. 

For  pay  of  four  assistant  instructors  of  tactics,  commanding  companies, 
in  addition  to  pay  as  second  lieutenants,  two  thousand  four  hundred 
dollars. 

For  pay  of  adjutant,  in  addition  to  pay  as  first  lieutenant,  three  hun- 
dred dollars:  Provided,  The  sum  paid  to  said  officer  shall  not  exceed  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 


For  pay  of  one  inaHter  of  the  Hwoni,  one  tliouiiand  five  hundred 
doUars. 

For  pay  of  cailetH,  one  huiidn^d  and  fifty  thousand  dollan;  and  no 
cadet  shall  receive  more  than  at  the  rate  of  five  hundred  and  forty  dullaiv 
a  vear. 

For  pay  of  the  teacher  of  tiumic,  one  thousand  and  eighty  dollars. 

For  pay  of  th«  Military  Academy  hand,  eight  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  dollarn,  which  shall  l>e  in  full  fur  the  pay  of  the  said  band 
for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine, 
any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

For  repuirisi  und  improvementjK.  timber,  plank,  boards,  joists,  wal]- 
strips,  latliH.  shingles,  slate,  tin,  sheet-lead,  nails,  screws,  locks,  butt^, 
hinges,  glass,  paint,  turpentine,  oils,  bricks,  vaniish,  stone,  lime,  cement, 
plaster,  hair,  sewer  and  drain  pipe,  blasting-powder,  fuse,  iron,  Blkx], 
tools,  mantels,  and  other  similar  materials,  and  for  pay  of  citizen 
meohanics  and  labor  employed  upon  repairs  tliat  cannot  be  done  by 
enlisted  men,  and  for  refiooring  mineralogical  and  geological  section- 
nioms,  and  repairing  the  same,  also  the  drawing  academy  sectiou-n>oRis. 
twelve  thousand  dollars. 

For  fuel  and  apparatus,  coal,  w(km1,  st(;ves,  gi*ates,  furnaces,  ranges, 
fire-bricks,  and  repaira  of  steam-heating  apparatus,  thirteen  thousand 
dollars. 

For  gas-pipes,  fixtures,  lamp-posts,  gas-lamps,  gasometers,  and  ivtort^. 
and  annual  repairs  of  the  same,  six  hundre<l  dollars. 

For  fuel  for  cadets'  mess-hall,  shops,  and  laundry,  thi>;e  thousand 
dollars.

The  following  extract  from  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  18, 
1878,  and  regulations  for  carrying  the  same  into  effect,  liaving  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  are  published  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

Sbc.  H.  Allowance  of  or  cctmiiiutation  for  fuel  to  commimioncd  ofHcerw  Ik  Iiereliy  pro- 
hibited ;  but  fuel  may  txf  furnished  to  tho  offlcers  of  the  Army  by  the  Quarto nn«Hter*(i 
Department,  for  the  artoal  use  of  iiuch  offlrers  only,  at  the  rat4>  of  three  dollara  per 
cord  for  »taodanl  oak  w(mm1,  or  at  an  equlralent  rate  for  other  klndu  of  fuel,  acrording 
to  the  regulationn  now  in  exidteuce ;  and  forage  In  kind  may  lie  furninheil  to  the  offlcera 
of  the  Army,  by  tho  Quartennaster'n  Department,  only  fur  horiM'H  owned  and  at'tually 
kept  by  luch  {>fflcere  in  the  performance  of  their  official  military  dutieM  when  on  duty 
witli  truops  in*the  field  or  at  such  military  poets  west  of  the  Missiwippi  River,  as  may 
be  from  time  to  time  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  not  otherwise,  as  follows: 

To  the  General,  five  horses ; 

To  the  Lieutenant  General,  four  horses ; 

To  a  m^or  general,  three  horses ; 

To  a  brigadier  general,  three  horses ; 

To  a  colonel,  two  horses ; 

To  a  lieutenant  cxdonel,  two  horses ;      * 

To  a  major,  two  horses ; 

To  a  captain,  (moante<1,)  two  horses; 

To  a  lieutenant,  (mounted,)  two  horses ; 

To  an  adjutant,  two  horses ; 

To  a  regimental  quartemiastor,  two  horses. 

I.. No  issue  of  fuel  to  commissioned  officers  of  the  Army  or  of  forage 
to  officers  serving  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  will  be  made  after  June 
30, 1878. 

II  -On  and  after  July  1, 1878,  fuel  may  be  sold  to  officers  of  the  Army, 
m  accordance  with  the  law  above  quoted,  at  $3  per  cord. 

III.. Mounted  officers,  to  whom  the  issue  of  forage  in  kind  has  been 
prohibited  by  law,  may  purchase  from  the  Quartermaster's  Department, 
at  contract  price,  such  forage  as  they  need  for  the  horse8  owned  and 
actually  kept  by  them  at  the  place  where  they  are  on  duty,  not  to  exceed 
the  number  authorized  bv  law. 

IV.. Officers  desiring  to  purchase  fuel  or  forage  from  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  will  make  requisition  therefor  on  Fonn  No.  '.i3^, 
(hereto  annexed,)  and  such  fuel  and  forage  will  be  delivered  by  the 
Quartermaster. 


V..Pajnient  will  be  made  at  time  of  sale,  and  the  purchaaing  officer 
will  be  furnished  with  a  receipt  for  the  money  on  Form  No.  49,  (hereto 
annexed.) 

VI.. Vouchers  for  the  sale  of  fuel  and  forage  will  be  entered  together 
on  Abstract  G,  preceding  all  other  vouchers. 

y II.. Abstract  G  will  be  changed  to  correspond  with  the  form  hereto 
annexed. 

VIII.. Receipt 8  from  sales  of  fuel,  forage,  and  of  all  other  Quarter- 
master's property  authorized  by  the  War  Department  to  be  sold  to 
officers  of  the  Army,  will  be  entered  on  Abstract  Z,  (form  hereto  annexed. ) 
Abstract  Z  will  be  filed  with  the  account  current,  and  the  amount  thereof 
will  be  taken  up  as  '^  Received  from  sales  to  officers  per  Abstract  Z.'' 

IX . .  Money  received  from  sales  to  officers  will  be  deposited  in  the 
nearest  United  States  Depository  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States 
Treasurer,  on  account  of  the  appropriation  to  which  it  belongs,  and 
receipts  taken  therefor — the  original  receipt  to  be  forwArded  immediately 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  Quartenuaster  General  notified 
of  the  fact  and  of  the  speciiic  appropriation  to  which  the  money  belongs. 

X..The  new  blank  forms  herein  prescribed  will  be  obtained  by  requi- 
sition on  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  Army.

That  the  lieiifbt  (»f  sairl  bridge  sluiU 
be  at  least  sixty-eight  feet  alx)ve  high-water  mark,  and  that  a  »]»an  of  at 
least  two  hundred  feet  in  the  clear  be  provide*!  from  the  right  or  Fort 
Snf'lling  bank  of  said  river  toward  the  let\  bank  thereof:  Provided 
farther,  That  said  bridge  shall  be  and  foi-ever  i^main  a  public  highway, 
free  to  the  United  States  of  America  and  to  all  the  peoi)le  thereof. 

That  the  l<K*ation  of  said  bridge,  and  the  plans,  specifications,  and 
estimates  for  the  construC'tiim  and  com]>letion  tliereof,  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  War.  And  whenever  the  said  bridge  shall  have  been 
ftilly  completed,  as  hereinbefore  pi'ovided,  opened  to  travel,  and  irre-

The  present  buildings  at  the  depot  will  be  utilized,  as  far  as  practicable, 
until  other  arrangements  can  be  made.

— The  headquarters  will  be  trans- 
ored  from  New  Orleans  to  Newport  Barracks,  Kentucky. 

Military  Division  of  the  Pacific  and  Department  of  California. — ^The 
headquarters  will  be  transferred  from  the  city  of  San  Francisco  to  the 
PreKdio. 

Military  Department  of  the  Columbia. — The  headquarters  will  be  trans- 
erred  to  Fort  Vancouver,  Washington  Temtory. 

Military  Department  of  Arizona. — The  headquarters  will  remain,  as  at 
pment,  in  public  buildings  in  Prescott.  The  poet  at  Prescott  will  here- 
after be  known  as  Prescott  Barracks. 


II.. The  transfers  above  ordered  must  go  into  effect  July  1, 1878,  after 
which  no  rents  can  be  paid  in  the  cities  for  offices  or  quarters.  In  cases 
where  buildings  have  been  leased  for  public  offices,  and  notice  is  required 
to  terminate  the  lease,  the  Quai-termaster's  Department  must  make  the 
best  arrangements  possible  for  the  interests  of  the  Government  and  ter- 
minate the  leases  at  the  soonest  possible  moment.

Fiom  and  alter  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  employ  aay 
part  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  as  a  posse  comitatus,  or  otherwise,  for  the  pur- 
|n«e  of  exoeoting  the  laws,  except  in  such  cases  and  under  such  circumstances  as  such 
vmployment  of  said  force  may  be  expree^ly  authorized  by  the  Constitution  or  by  act  of 
Congress;  axul  no  money  appropriated  by  this  act  shall  be  used  to  pay  any  of  the  ex* 
pensss  incorred  in  the  employment  of  any  troops  in  violation  of  this  section,  and  any 
person  witfully  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
nisdemeaaor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  taa 
thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  both  such  fine  aad 
imprisonment 

The  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  ot  acts  of  Congress  understood 
as  intended  to  be  excepted  from  the  opemtion  of  the  above  section, 
authorizing  the  employment  of  the  military  forces  for  tlie  purpo-se  of 
executing  the  laws,  are  as  follows :

wanants  shall  run  and  be  estecut^d  any  where  in  the  State  or  Territory  ^ithiu  whi  jii 
they  are  issued. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  8uoh  pei-eon 
as  he  may  empower  for  that  purpoee,  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces 
«f  the  United  States,  or  of  the  m^ilitia,  ae  may  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  execution  of 
judicial  process  issued  under  any  of  the  preceding  provisions,  or  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  prevent  the  violation,  and  enforce  the  due  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  Title. 

Sic.  1991.  Every  person  in  the  military  or  civil  service  in  the  Territory  of  New

In  preTenting  the  introduction  of  persons  and  property  into  the  Indian 
country  contrary  to  law;  which  persons  and  property  shell  be  proceeded  against 
according  to  law ; 

Fourth.  And  also  in  destroying  and  breslcing  up  any  distillery  for  wannfactoiing 
anient  spirits  set  up  or  continued  within  the  Indian  country. 

Sec.  2161.  No  person  apprehended  by  military  force  under  tiie  preceding  sectton 
shall  be  detained  longer  than  five  days  after  arrest  and  before  remoral.  All  offlcera 
and  soldiers  who  may  haye  any  euch  person  in  custody  shall  treat  him  with  all  th» 
humanity  which  the  circumstances  will  permit.

Whenever  insurrection,  domestic  violence,  unlawful  combinations,  or 
ccs^racies  in  any  State  so  obetructe  or  hinders  the  execution  of  the  laws  thereof,  and 


of  the  United  States,  an  to  deprtre  any  portioa  or  cIms  of  the  people  of  such  State  of 
any  of  the  lights,  prlvlleget,  or  immunities,  or  protection,  named  in  the  Oonstitatlon 
and  secored  by  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  such  rights,  privileges,  or  immuolties, 
and  the  constituted  authorities  of  such  State  are  unable  to  protect,  or,  from  any  cause,

Officers  of  the  Army  will  not  permit  the  uae  of  the  troopa  under  their 
command  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  as  a  po»S€  comUatua  or  in  execution 
of  the  laws,  except  aa  authorized  in  the  foregoing  enactments.  Whe&

**I  hvre  the  honor  to  request  your  opinion  as  to  a  question  of  rank,  under  the  law, 
aridng  in  the  cue  of  Dr.  Archibald  B.  Campbell,  Assistant  Surgeon  with  the  rank  of 
Cftptsin  in  the  United  State-*  Army.  This  of&cer  accepted  his  commission  as  Assistant 
Surgeon  October  14, 1867,  and  having  before  served  as  Medical  Officer  of  Volanteers 
for  more  than  three  yean,  his  rank  as  Oaptain  is  noted  in  the  Army  Eegist*^r  as  of  the 
suMdate^  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  act  of  July  M,  1866.  c.  299,  a.  17; 
2d  Xarch,  1867,  c.  145.  s.  5,  Revised  Statutes,  sec.  1170. 

"  His  naase,  however,  has  heretofore  be^n  borne  on  the  Army  Register  below  the 
nsmes  of  twenty-three  Captains  and  Assistant  Surgeons,  the  dates  of  whose  appoint- 
n«nts  ss  Aasistant  Surgeons  with  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant  in  the  regular  Hedical 
Corps  were  prior  to  his  appointment  in  the  same  corps  as  Captain. 

''Theqneation  whir h  I  would  propound  tu  you  is  whether  Dr.  Campbell's  relative 
rank  with  other  AasiMant  Surgeons  in  the  Medical  Corps  and  his  rank  in  the  Army  in 
to  be  determined  by  the  date  of  his  appointment  as  Captain,  or  by  the  date  of  hla 
appointment  and  comiuiiMion  as  Assistant  Surgeon,  without  reference  to  the  grades  of 
CH>tain  or  First  Lieutmant  attached  by  law  to  that  office? 

**  The  accompanying  pap*TS  present  the  grounds  of  Dr.  Campbell's  claimji,  and  the 
views  of  the  Jadge  Advo<:at>*  General  and  the  .\c^utant  General  upon  the  question." 

The  act  ai  1866  cited  b>  you — which  alone  it  is  necessary  here  to  consider^^ter 
W'.rffMMg  the  number  of  A!«tiiitant  Surgeons  in  the  Army,  thus  creating  in  that  claMH 
what  are  called  in  the  act  "original  vacan(:ie»,"  and  after  providing  that  officers  of 
thin  class  should  have  the  rank,  Ac,  of  LieuieiianU  of  Cuvairy/or  Out  firA  \krt%  y«ar« 
ttrtiiMy  and  of  Ooftam*  of  iCuvalry  after  thre^  years'  service,  enacted  that  '*  all  the  original 
vscancies  in  the  grade  of  Assistant  Surgeon  tthall  be  filled  by  selection  by  examination 
from  among  the  persons  who  have  served  at  Atitf  or  R^^gimental  Surgeons  or  Assistant 
Surgeons  of  Volunteers  in  the  Army  of  The  United  States  two  years  during  the  late 
WflkT,  and  persons  who  have  served  an  Assistant  Surgaons  tiiree  years  in  the  Voluatetic 
Hrvice  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion  to  th<»  gnule  of  Captain.** 

<^n  other  words,  the  act  pruvidtni  that  all  persons  ordinarily  belonging  to  the  class  of 
Aasi»taat  Surgeons  should,  for  three  yuars'  service,  rank  as  Lieutenants  and  after- 
wards as  Captains ;  and  that  <:umpetition  for  admLtnion  in  the  flr.it  imitance  to  the 
vacancies  thereby  created  should  be  limited  to  pt^r^ons  who  had  served,  Ac.,  for  two 
jears  in  the  late  war — persons  having  so  st-rvod  for  tkre«  yearn  to  be  eligible  to  pro- 
nii>tlon  as  Captains :  L  «.,  sudi  three  years*  service  entitling  the  person  upon  HiuccessfuUy 
a«i«fyM»;  acoflUMcrfJon,  instanter,  and  by  more  operation  of  law,  to  rauk  as  Oaptain. 
ThnM  years'  service  in  this  cliui.**  being  by  this  act  the  ordinary  standard  of  merit  for 
tht  rank  of  Captain,  it  prixo**!^'!  t*)  rvcofi^nizn  thr^e  ytiurH'  service  in  a  like  class  during 


tho  ItAf  war  M  an  equiTalent  tberoof ;  the  word  *'  promotion  '*  in  that  conDexion  bein^ 

to  ttie  tame  effect,  and  Bignifying  a  recognition  of  the  tervice  amongtt  the  Yolunteera 

aa  to  lama  extent  performed  in  the  Regular  Army. 

After  eareltiUy  ooniidering  the  papers  communicated  by  yon,  I  aoawer  the  qoesHon 

aboT«  propounded  by  eaylng  that,  under  the  circumstance  of  Dr.  Campbell^  preTJooa 

three  years*  service  in  the  late  war,  his  relativf  rank  as  Ci4>ta{n  began  at  the  dat«  of  his 

i4>pointment  and  commission  as  Assistant  Hiirgeon  in  the  Regular  Army.

8ra:  Applying  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  cane  of  Dr.  Archibald  B.  Oampbell,  io 
the  opinion  given  to  you  by  the  Attorney  General  upon  the  6th  ult,  to  tiie  questiona 
•aked  in  the  same  connexion  in  yours  of  to-day,  I  beg  to  say : 

1.  Dr.  Campbell  is  entitled  to  precedence  over  all  Captains  of  later  rank  in  the 
Medical  Corps,  notwithstanding  the  latter  may  have  been  appointed  Assistant  Surgeona 
in  the  Regular  Army  with  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant  before  Dr.  Campbell  entered 
the  same  service  with  his  present  commission :  L  e.,  adopting  the  names  and  datea 
which  you  present.  Dr.  Robert  B.  White,  who  was  appointed  Assistant  Surgeon  and 
First  Lieutenant  14th  of  May,  1867,  and  Captein  31st  of  May,  1870,  is  " ranked**  by  Dr. 
Campbell,  who  entered  thu  service  in  his  present  commission  as  Assistant  Sniigeon  with 
the  rank  of  Captain  14th  of  October,  1867. 

2.  Referring  to  alternative  language  used  by  you  in  the  same  connexion,  under  the 
act  of  1866,  oh.  299,  sec.  17,  an  Assistant  Surgeon  with  the  rank  of  Captain  takes  pre- 
cedence of  every  Assistant  Surgeon  with  rank  of  Captain  of  later  date,  and  of  every 
Assistant  Surgeon  with  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  without  reference  merely  to  the 
date  of  their  entry  into  service  as  Aspistant  Surgeon c.

8ii :  By  your  letter  of  the  21iit  nltijnn,  encloaing  a  communication  from  Captain  Chas. 
H.  HoTt,  AwivtHnt  Quartermaster,  and  otiior  papem,  you  inform  me  that  that  oQcer 
^'kaTlDg  aerted  continuously  fince  June  9,  lb62,  under  commiMions  as  Captain,  first  as 
Awistaut  Qnartermaster  of  Volunteers  from  Jane  9, 18C2,  to  March  22, 18C7,  and  from 
the  latter  date  to  the  present  time  as  Assistant  Quartermaster  United  States  Army, 
rUims  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the  3d  section  of  the  act  of  August  3, 1861,  chap. 
42  (12  Sut.,  287),  and  of  the  123d  Article  of  War  (Be v.  Stat.,  p.  241),  he  is  entitled, 
after  fourteen  years'  continuous  service  with  the  rank  of  Captain  in  the  Quartermaster'! 
Department,  to  be  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Mc^jor,  as  pruvided  in  the  first  of  tite  above 
dasignated  enactments.*^  You  remark,  further,  that  tlie  prohibition  of  section  4  of  tlie 
•ct  of  March  3, 1875  (18  Stat.,  338),  stands  directly  in  the  way  of  his  immediate  pro- 
notion,  and  request  my  oiiiuion  npon  the  following  question,  vis:  '*  Whether,  under 
existing  lav.  Captain  Hoyt  hiis  such  precedence  in  rank  as  to  entitle  him,  upon  the 
oext  happening  of  a  vacancy  in  Uae  grade  of  M%)or,  to  promotion  in  preference  to  any 
cpther  Captain  of  less  than  his  length  of  continuous  service  as  a  (Japtaiu  and  Assistant 
Qvartermaster,  either  in  the  Regular  or  Volunteer  force.^* 

The  8d  section  of  the  act  of  Aug.<d,  1861,  to  which  you  refer,  declared  that  "  when- 
ever any  Army  Captain  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  shall  have  served  fourteen 
ysan*  eontinuous  service  he  shall  be  promoted  t»  the  rank  of  Higor."  This  provision 
vas  intended  to  apply  solely  to  the  permanent  military  establishment,  known  as  tha 
Begular  Army,  of  which  the  Quartermaster's  Department  then  contained,  a«  it  now 
conMns,  officers  in  each  of  the  grades  of  CTaptain,  Mi^or,  Lieutenant  Colonel,  and 
Colonel,  with  one  chief  ofiicer  holding  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General.  At  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  tliat  act,  all  vaetmciet  in  that  department  occurring  in  the  grade  of 
IK^r  (so,  likewise,  all  vacancies  in  the  grades  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  Colonel) 
were  required  to  be  filled  by  prumotion  from  the  next  lowest  grade  in  the  same  depart- 
Jaeat,  according  to  aeiUority  of  commission,  except  in  case  of  disability  or  other  incom- 
petent (sec.  1,  act  of  Mar.  S,  1851, 9  State.,  618 ;  Army  Beg.,  par.  19).  The  effect  of  the 
above  provifioD  was  to  enable  the  senior  C^tain,  and  those  of  the  same  grade  standing 
Acxt  to  him  in  the  line  of  promotion,  upon  the  completion  of  fourteen  years'  continu- 
ous service  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  to  be  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Major 
ahhoQgh  no  vacancies  in  the  latter  grade  might  at  the  time  exist. 

anhaequently,  however,  by  the  6th  section  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1B69  (16  Stat.,  318), 
pru&QUons  in  that  department  were  forbidden  "  until  otherwise  directed  by  law."  Thlfi 
enactment  snapendad  indefinitely  the  operation  of  the  provision  in  the  3d  section  of 
the  act  of  Aug.  3, 1861,  adverted  to,  which  at  leiigth  became  formal^  repealed  by  eeo- 
tton  K66  of  the  Bevised  fitatntee. 

I  haTejtalad  that  this iiro vision  vaaappUcAble  only  to  the  B^gular  Anny.  But  t^ 
■actioBg,af  tb».«ct  of  Mar«hj2,  lfl67,.«ntttkil  "An  act  declaring  and  iUing  the  rights 
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of  YolnnUMn  u  a  pwt  of  th«  Army  '*  (14  Stat,  434),  It  wm  prarldod  **  tbAt  ia  all  natten 
relating  to  pay,  allowancee,  raak,  duties,  pririlegee,  and  rigtits  of  offlcen  and  aoldien 
of  the  Anny  of  the  United  Sutea,  the  aame  nilee  and  regulationa  shall  ^ply  wttfioot 
distinction  for  snch  time  as  they  m»j  be  or  hare  been  in  the  serviee,  alike  to  Umm 
who  belong  permanently  to  that  senrioe,  and  to  those  who,  as  Tolunteen,  maj  b«  or 
hare  been  commissioned  or  mastered  into  the  military  service  nnder  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  fbr  a  limited  period.**  Here  three  descriptions  of  persons  are  mentioned : 
(1)  those  ottceis  and  soldiers  who  belong  permanently  to  the  serrioe ;  (2)  those  who,  as 
Tolunteers,  ma^  be  commissioned  or  mnsterad  into  the  serrice  for  a  limited  period;  (3) 
those  who,  as  Yolnnteers,  may  knv«  been  commissioned  or  mustered  into  the  serrioe  tar 
a  Umited  period.  **  For  snch  time  as  they  may  be  or  have  been  in  the  serrioe,**  so  the 
section  declares,  the  same  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  pay,  allowancea,  rank, 
duties,  priyllegee,  and  rights  of  offlcers  and  soldiers  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States 
are  to  apply  to  these  seTeral  descriptions  of  pereons  without  distinction.  The  prori- 
sion  extends  to  no  persons  but  those  who  ana  in  the  military  serrice;  and  the  Incloalon 
of  offlcers  and  soldiers  who  may  **  have  been  '*  oommlssioned  or  mustered  Into  the  ser- 
Tice  as  YoluDteera  aflbrds  ground  for  the  construction  that  where  officers  and  soldien 
belonging  to  the  Regular  Army  fall  within  the  terms  of  that  description  (i.  «.,  where 
they  hare  been  In  the  Volunteer  service  before  entering  the  Regular  Army),  their  past 
service  as  Volunteera  must  be  esflmateil  in  all  cases  in  which,  under  the  rules  and  regn- 
latioiis  referred  to,  it  would  be  estimated  bad  it  been  performed  by  them  as' Regulars. 

Admitting,  then,  tliat  this  section  might  have  entitled  those  Assistant  Quartermasters 
in  the  Regular  Army  who  were  selected  and  appointed  trota  the  Volunteer  Qiiarter^ 
master  service  under  the  ISth  section  of  the  act  of  July  28, 1866  (14  Stat.,  3S4),  to  have 
the  ported  of  their  service  as  Volunteer  Quartermasters  taken  Into  account  In  deter* 
mining  their  right  to  promotion  for  length  of  service  under  the  provision  in  theju^  of 
18C1,  Vliilst  the  latter  was  in  force  and  opemtion,  yet  it  has  undergone  very  material 
modificHtion  in  the  revlsfen  of  the  statutes.  Part  of  it  appears  In  section  1292  of  the 
Revittcd  Statutes  in  the  following  form :  **  In  all  matters  relating  to  the  pay  and 
alluwanceff  of  offlcers  and  soldiers  of  the  Anny  of  the  United  States,  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  shall  apply  to  the  Regular  Army  and  to  Volunteer  forces  mustered  into  the 
•service  of  the  United  States  for  a  limited  period.**  Part  of  it  also  appears  in  the  128d 
Article  of  War,  In  the  Revised  Statutes,  in  this  shape:  "In  all  matters  relating  to  the 
Tank,  dutled,  and  rights  of  offlcers,  the  same  rules  and  regulations  shall  apply  to  officers 
of  the  Regular  Army  and  to  Volunteers  commissioned  in,  or  mustered  into  said  service 
(t.  0.,  the  service  of  the  United  States),  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  for  a  limited 
period.*'  It  will  be  jjercelved  that  in  neither  of  these  provisions  is  there  any  reference 
to  the  past  service  of  an  officer  who,  as  a  Volunteer,  may  have  been  commissioned  In 
the  military  service,  such  as  is  found  in  section  2  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1867. 

Section  129*2  provides  8im))ly  this :  that  the  offlcers  and  soldiers  of  the  Regular  Army, 
and  the  offlcers  and  soldiers  of  Volunteer  forces,  mustered  into  service,  shall,  in  the 
matter  of  pay  and  allowances,  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations.  In  that 
matter  the  Regular  and  the  Volunteer  are  to  stand  on  an  equal  footing  relatively  to  each 
other.  The  provision  comes  into  play  when  there  are  in  the  military  service  twth  Vol- 
unteers and  Regulars,  and  it  appears  to  be  intended  for  such  a  state  of  things  only. 

The  123d  Article  of  War  ("ooi  nothing  more  than  provide  that  Regular  officers  and 
Volunteer  officers  shall,  in  the  matter  of  rank,  duty,  and  rights,  be  governed  by  the 
same  rules  and  regulations.  Like  section  1292,  It  would  seem  to  be  only  Intended  for 
a  condition  of  the  military  service  in  which  both  Volunteers  and  Regulan  exist  as 
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dirtiact  organlnaHom.  Sven  if  the  prorUoD  d  the  act  of  1861,  ftathorfzlng  promotion 
in  the  QoarteniMter*!  Department  for  length  of  serrlce  therein,  were  itill  in  fi»ce» 
thie  nrtlcle  wonld  not,  I  think,  confer  upon  an  Aeiiitnnt  Qonrtennaater  in  the  Begnlnr 
Army,  eeleeted  and  appointed  ttom  the  Yolonteen  nnder  the  act  of  Jnlj  28,  I860,  the 
right  to  hftTe  tiie  period  of  hia  Mrrioe  aa  a  Tolnnteer  Aariatant  Qnnrtermaater  oonnted 
in  deCerminlag  hia  chUma  to  promotion  under  tiie  Ibrmer  act. 
Vtom  tiM  ahotre  rerlew  of  the  atatntea  I  deduce  the  following: 

1.  That  no  law  nowexisti  authoriring  promotion  in  the  QnartermaBter*B  Department 
from  the  grade  of  Oaptain  to  that  of  Mi^or  for  oontinuona  aerrice  in  the  former  grade 
•f  fourteen  yean.  The  only  law  of  promotion,  applloahle  to  thia  Departeent,  which  ia 
at  preaent  in  force,  ia  that  relating  to  the  filling  of  voeoMoiii  therein,  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned: The  latter,  howerer,  ia  enfaject  to  the  proTiilona  of  the  4th  lection  of  the  act  of 
March  3, 1875,  ch.  186. 

2.  That  thoui^  the  2d  section  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1867,  may  hare  entitled  an  Aa- 
aiatant  Quartennaater  in  the  Begnlar  Army,  appointed  from  the  Volunteer  foroea  undw 
the  act  of  July  28, 1866,  to  have  the  time  he  eerred  a^  a  Yolnnteer  Quartermaater 
counted  for  the  purpoae  of  determining  hia  right  to  promotion  nnder  the  prorialona  of 
the  3d  aection  of  the  act  of  Aug.  3, 1861,  yet  the  proviaiona  of  the  former  aection,  aa 
modified  by  the  Beriied  Statutes,  do  not  authorize  such  time  to  be  counted  in  hia  fover 
for  any  purpoae.  I  may  ad<l  here  that  section  1219  of  the  revisioB,  which  embodiea  4m 
prorislona  of  the  Ist  section  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1867,  authorises  such  time  to  be 
ODimpnted,  aa  between  officers  of  the  same  grade  and  date  of  appointment,  for  the  pnr^ 
poee  of  fixing  their  relative  rank ;  and  this  is  believed  to  be  the  ealy  provision  now  in 
force  anthorlzing  the  computation. 

Accordingly,  in  direct  answer  to  your  inquiry,  I  have  the  honor  to  reply  that  under 
existing  law.  Captain  Hoyt  (whose  cemmieeion  as  Assistant  Quartermaster  is  Junior  to 
the  eommiasions  of  twenty-two  other  Assistant  Quartermasters)  has  not  such  precedence 
in  rank  as  to  entitle  him,  upon  the  next  happening  of  a  vacancy  in  the  grade  of  Major, 
Ut  promotion  in  preference  to  any  other  Captain  of  less  than  his  length  of  continuous 
service  aa  a  Captain  and  Assistant  Quartermaster  in  both  the  Regular  and  Yolunteer 
foreea.  On  the  contrary,  the  right  to  promotion  in  such  case  would,  under  the  existing 
law,  be  governed  by  seniority  of  commission  irrespective  of  the  past  service  of  the 
officer.

Sn :  Tour  letter  of  the  I2th  Instant  inquires  whether  by  section  8  of  the  act  approTed 
June  18, 1878,  entitled  **An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1879,  and  for  other  purposes,**  the  Quartermaster^  Depart- 
ment is  authorised  to  sell  fuel  to  retired  offlcers  of  the  Army,  or  whether  the  prlrllege 
of  porcliasing  was  intended  by  the  law  to  be  confined  to  such  officers  as  were  preTiously 
sntitled  to  certain  allowances  fer  fael  and  qaartors,  which  the  act  operates  to  modify. 

Ton  also  inquire  ss  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  in  this  section  ** equivalent  rates;'* 
whether  It  is  thereby  intended  that  coal  may  be  sold  at  a  price  bearing  the  same  rela- 
tion to  its  market  or  contract  value  as  three  dollars  per  cord  does  to  market  or  contract 
price  of  wood,  or  whether  the  language  of  the  act  implies  that  the  quantity  of  coal  fixed 
by  regnlations  as  the  equivalent  of  a  cord  of  wood  in  the  gratuitous  allowance  to  officers 
noder  pre-existing  law  is  to  be  the  only  quantity  that  Is  to  be  sold  for  the  sum  of  three 
doUan  irrespective  of  any  fluctuation  in  the  contract  price  of  coal. 

In  answer  to  your  first  inquiry,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  section  in  question  does  not 
asthorlie  sales  of  fuel  to  retired  officers  of  the  Army.  An  examination  of  its  provisions 
•bowi  that  it  does  not  relate  to  them,  but  to  those  Army  officers  who  have  been  here- 
tofore entitled  to  allowanoe  of  ftieL  This  allowance  is  for  the  future  prohibited,  and 
the  privilege  accorded  of  purchasing  fliel  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  cord  for 
■taadard  oak  wood  is  designed  as  a  oompensatiou  in  some  degree  for  the  withdrawal  of 
tiM  aUowanoe  of  Atel  heretofore  Aimished  to  them.  As  retired  officen  not  on  active 
duty  have  never  been  entitled  to  this  allowance,  a  provision  intended  to  compensate  for 
the  withdrawal  of  snch  allowance  cannot  be  construed  as  extending  to  them. 

In  answer  to  your  second  questton,  I  would  say  that  the  oonstmction  that  Gongreas 
intended  to  permit  the  lale  of  other  kinds  of  fiiel  at  prices  bearing  the  same  proportion 
to  the  re^eetive  market  prices  of  these  other  kinds  as  three  dollan  per  cord  would  bear 
t»  the  current  market  price  of  oak  wood,  would  perhaps  be  admissible  were  it  not  for 
flie  distinct  nibrenoe  to  the  regnlations  now  in  existence.  By  the  regulations,  ss  they 
•taad  at  present,  coal  at  the  rate  of  1,600  pounds  anthracite,  or  thirty  bushels  bitu- 
BinoQs,  is  ftimished  in  lien  of  a  oord  c^  hard  wood.  The  cord  of  hard  wood  is  made 
the  itandard  by  which  other  grades  of  ftiel  are  tested.    In  view  of  this  provision  of  the 


regnUtloni  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  words,  **or  at  an  equiTalent  rate  for  other  kindi 
of  fuel  according  to  the  regulatiou  now  in  exlBtence/'  mnat  be  conitrued  at  only 
aathoriaing  the  Qnartermaater'i  Department  to  furnish  the  quantity  of  other  fiid  for 
three  dollan,  which  by  the  regulations  Is  made  the  equivalent  of  a  cord  of  standard 
oak  wood.

Ist,  Wben  tb«  j^ientence  is  pilent  as  to  tbe  date  of  commenceuient  of  tbe 
forfeiture,  it  will  begin  witb  tbe  date  of  promulgation  of  tbe  sentence  in 
onlers,  and  will  not  apply  to  pay  accrued  previous  to  tbat  date.  Tbis 
will  bold  good  wlietber  tbe  sentence  impoHes  a  forfeiture  of  a  specified 
sum  or  one  of  a  certain  amount  per  niontb. 

2d.  An  order  remitting  forfeiture  of  pay  operates  only  a»*  to  tinie  sub- 
setju^nt  to  its  date.  Tbe  forfeiture  i-ontiiim's  ojnTative  for  tbe  time 
between  date  of  promulgation  of  sentence  and  date  of  order  of  reniitiBion, 
and  at  tbe  rate  fixed  in  the  sentence  if  tbe  foifeiture  be  one  of  a  certain 
amount  per  niontb;  or,  if  it  be  of  ii  t*pwiHed  sum,  at  tbe  rate  of  tlie  sol- 
diers current  pay.  less  deduction  for  .Soldiei*s'  Home.  To  tbis  extent  a 
remitteil  foHeiture  must  ttand  as  a  cbarge  against  the  soldier's  pay  until 
satisfieii. 

3d.  Wbere  tbe  same  time  is  covered  by  two  or  more  forfeitures,  tbey 
mui*t,  as  to  sucb  time,  apply  togctber,  each  under  tbe  foregt»iug  rules, 
Qiitil  all  are  satisfied.  Tbe  rate  of  forfeiture  for  a  given  time  will  tli»Mi 
be  tbe  aggregate  of  the  rates  of  lliesev**ral  forfeitures  applicable  thereto, 
whether  the  actual  rate  of  pay  for  the  time  b«  greater  or  less. 

4tb.  In  case  of  a  sentence  contemplating  payment  of  a  stated  sum  to  a 
soldier  upon  bis  release  from  confiuement.  sucb  payment  will  be  made 
only  in  case  there  is  a  sutfirient  balance  to  his  credit  at\er  deducting  all 
authorizeil  stoppages. 

5th.  Company  conimanders  sfi()uld  be  careful  in  noting  sentences  upon 
muster-rolls  to  give  all  of  tbe  data  afi^i^ting  pay,  including  tbe  date.^  of 
the  several  orders  of  sentence  and  remisRjion.  Where  one  or  nujre  pay- 
ments have  been  made  to  tbe  S(»ldier  for  time  subse«juent  to  date  of  an 
order  of  sentence,  the  muster-roll  should  be  ma«le  to  sli(»w  the  amount 
that  has  been  de<lucted  on  account  of  the  forfeiture.     The  data  required 


hy  this  paragraph  riiould  continue  to  be  borne  on  successive  uuister-ro  6 
until  the  entire  amount  of  the  forfeiture  for  time  between  dates  of  orclem 
of  flentences  and  remission  shall  have  Ix^n  deducted.

If,  is  computing  circuits,  there  shall  be  found  one  or  more  circuits  and  a  fraction  of 
s  circuit,  such  fhu;tion  shall  be  deemed  a  circuit. 

If  a  communication  shall  be  sent  a  distance  less  than  five  hundred  miles,  that 
diataoce  shall  be  deemed  a  circuit. 

AU  words  of  the  communication  transmitted  are  to  be  counted,  excepting  the  date 
tnA  pUce  at  which  such  couimunlcatiou  is  filed. 


All  meefH^c^  uf  low  than  tweiity-flve  wonls,  addrofi«  aud  niguature  included,  ahall  (« 
rated  ait  if  containing  twcnty-flve  wordi»,  and  all  mcHMigc«  exceeding  tventy-five  words 
■hall  be  rated  by  the  exact  number  of  worcU  they  coutain,  address  and  aigDAture 
Included. 

The  rate  for  all  telegraphic  communications  known  as  the  Signal  Service  weather 
reports  shall  not  exceed  three  cents  for  each  word  of  said  reports  for  each  circnit  over 
which  they  may  patis,  la  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  circuits  and  plans  of  the 
Chief  Signal  Otficer  of  the  Army,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by  him 
for  transmitting  these  reports,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  he  may  designate,  in  aach  words 
or  ciphers  as  may,  fn>m  time  to  time,  be  directed  by  him.  The  amount  thus  estimated 
is  to  be  tttken  in  full  i«yment  for  said  reports;  no  additional  allowance  to  be  made  fur 
drops,  office  messages,  or  other  services  or  special  facilities  required  by  the  Chief 
Signal  Officer  for  the  correct  and  prompt  transmission  of  said  Signal  Service  reports. 

If,  at  any  time,  from  competition  or  other  cause,  telegraph  rates  should  be  reduced 
so  that  a  message  of  ten  words  may  be  sent  for  the  public  at  a  lesa  rate  than  that  above 
mentioned  for  a  twenty-five  word  message,  then,  and  in  that  case,  this  order  shall  be 
changed  to  meet  such  lower  public  rate;  it  being  intended  by  this  proviso  thai  in  no 
case  shall  the  Government  be  compelled  to  pay  more  for  a  twenty-five  word  message, 
including  address  and  signature,  than  the  public  is  required  to  pay  for  a  ten-word 
message,  exclusive  of  such  address  and  signature.

I.. The  frequent  applications  for  the  modification  of  the  provisions  of 
80  much  of  General  Orders  No.  38,  current  series,  from  these  Headquar- 
ters, as  relates  to  the  remoTal  of  Dirision  and  Department  Headquarters 
to  posts  within  their  geographical  limits,  in  so  far  as  they  affect  officers 
of  the  General  Staff  serving  in  Military  Divisions  and  Departments, 
make  it  necessary  to  announce  officially  that  such  officers  of  the  Staff  as 
are  directly  connected  and  doing  duty  with  a  Commanding  General  at  a 
DiTieion  or  Department  Headquarters,  and  who  form  in  fact  the  Division 
or  Department  Staff,  must  take  quarters  at  the  posts  or  places  at  which 
the  Headquarters  have  been  estahliehed  unless  specially  excepted  by 
name  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  If  the  quarters  at  the  poet  are  insuffi* 
cient  to  furnish  the  full  allowance  to  officers,  a  pro  rata  reduction  shall 
be  made  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  1071,  Revised  Regulations. 

n..As  it  is  the  evident  intention  of  recent  legislation  that,  as  far  as 
practicable,  officers  shall  occupy  public  quarters,  it  is  directed  that,  when- 
ever it  can  be  done  in  the  interest  of  the  public  service,  officers  of  the 
General  Staff  serving  under  the  command  of  a  Division  or  Department 
Commander,  and  who  are  not  properly  a  part  of  the  Division  or  Depart- 
ment Staff,  shall  be  established  at  posts  or  places  within  their  command 
at  which  there  are  public  quarters.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  order  i«  publishnl 
to  the  Army: 

I.. The  following  iMues  may  be  made  to  troope  traveling  upon  cars  or 
tnnnports,  or  in  the  field,  when  it  is  impracticable  to  cook  their  rations, 
Tis:  Seventy-five  pounds  of  canned  firesh  or  corned  beef,  and  sixteen 
three-pound  cans  or  six  one-gallon  cans  of  baked  beans,  or  fifteen  pounds 
of  cheese  per  hundred  rations — ^the  issues  of  canned  beef  to  be  in  lieu  of 
the  meat,  and  the  beans  and  cheese  in  Hen  of  the  vegetable  ration 
aothoriied  by  existing  regulations  and  orders.  None  of  the  above-men- 
tioned articles  will  be  sold  by  companies  or  detachments  as  savings. 

n..When  enlisted  men  are  traveling  without  an  officer,  and  cooked 
rations  are  issued  to  them,  funds  for  the  purchase  of  hot  coifee  (ss  au- 
thoriaed  by  Paragraph  lY,  General  Orders  No.  86,  Headquarters  of  the 
Army,  Adjutant  General's  OfBoe,  series  of  1877,)  may  be  turned  over  to 
them,  and  their  receipts  therefor  taken  and  transmitted  to  the  Commis- 
lary  General,  with  the  accounts  of  the  officer  making  the  issues.  The 
tmoants  turned  over  to  the  enlisted  men  should  not  exceed  the  amount 
Allowed  by  Gkneral  Orders  No.  86,  above  referred  to,  for  the  number  of 
days  for  which  rations  are  issued. 

UI.. Commutations  of  rations  to  enlisted  men  traveling  under  orders 
will  not  be  allowed  when  it  is  practicable  for  them  to  carry  cooked 
ntions.

B/  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  the  following  rules  in  relation 
to  tbe  manner  and  form  of  keeping  certain  accounts,  having  been  reported 
to  the  Secretary  by  the  Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  are  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

Funds  approprUted  for  any  Kiron  flsciil  year  cannot  be  used  to  liquidate  liabilities 
incurred  in  any  other  flucal  yoor  without  a  violation  of  law,  nor  can  fuudH  be  used  for 
any  other  claw  of  expenditure  than  that  for  which  they  were  appropriated. 

The  accounts  of  disbursing  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  are  kept  in 
tbe  office  of  the  Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  by  fiscal  years,  therefore  no  account 
current  should  contain  mixed  accounts,  and  no  item  should  be  entered  thereon  unless 
it  pertains  to  the  fiscal  year  to  which  the  funds  are  chargeable,  and  aU  aecomU»  carraii^, 
oMrocifl,  and  rondkri,  ittrktding  tra4U{ftn  on  **  Bbt'*''  mtd  reJuiidmeHUj  should  have  noted 
in  rsii  ink  on  the  face,  as  well  as  endoned  in  the  brief  on  the  back,  the  fiscal  year  to 
vlilch  the  funds  pertain. 

All  public  funds  on  hand  at  the  close  of  a  fiscal  year,  except  such  as  are  required  to 
pay  outstanding  liabilities  incurred  during  such  fiscal  year  (a  schedule  of  which  lia- 
bilities must  accompany  the  last  account  current  rendered  for  the  fiscal  year),  imut  bs 
dfepo4U«d,uid  the  disbursing  officer's  account  must  be  closed  by  a  credit  for  such  deposit. 

Balances  retained  after  the  close  of  a  fiscal  year,  because  a  designated  depository  of 
the  Cnited  States  is  not  accessible  for  the  time  being,  or  for  the  purpose  of  paying  out- 
standing liabilities  incurred  during  the  fiscal  year  then  closed,  must  be  carried  to  a 
mqfpltfmmUal  aeeommt  cwreiU  for  the  fiscal  year  to  which  the  funds  pertain.  When  dia* 
bursements  of  the  character  indicated  above  are  made  ftt)m  such  balances,  accounts 
should  be  rendered  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  but  invariably  as  mtpple- 
■MaCol  acoom»U  for  the  ilscal  year  to  which  the  funds  pertain,  and  in  no  instance 
•boold  such  disbursements  be  accounted  for  in  an  account  for  a  subsequent  fiscal  year 

Admitted  errors,  to  be  refunded,  must  not  be  taken  up  except  on  an  account  current 
for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  errors  occurred.

I...There  being  no  appropriation  to  the  credit  of  the  Pay  Department 
for  postage  on  letters  and  packages  received  and  sent  by  officers  of  the 
Annj,  on  public  service,  paragraph  I  of  General  Oi'ders  No.  75,  from 
this  office,  dated  July  15, 1873.  is  hereby  revoked,  and  the  Circular  dated 
War  Department,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Washington,  June  25, 1^7, 
republished  for  the  information  and  government  of  all  concerned: 

**  Each  Military  Department  will  be  furnlBhed  the  official  stamps  required  for  it» 
eommaDd, except  aa  hereinafter  provided,  upon  requisition  up<m  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army,  such  requiFition  to  l>e  made  quarterly  by  the  Aic^iHtant  Ai^utant  General 
of  the  Department.    Military  Divbions  will  l*e  supplied  in  a  similar  manner. 

"  Adjutants  of  posts  and  of  tnxips  serving  in  the  field  will  draw  upon  the  Assistant 
At^utant  General  at  Department  Headquarters. 

'*  Heads  of  bureaus  and  officers  in  the  War  Department  will  supply  officers  of  their 
respective  corps,  both  in  and  out  of  Washington  City. 

*'The  Adjutant  General  and  other  heads  of  bnr(>aus  will  cause  snitalilo  rules  to  be 
established  for  the  accountability  of  the  stamps  iMiied,  and  will  make  requisition 
therefor  quarterly,  in  advance,  on  the  Secretary  of  War  for  tran«ml«iif>«  to  the  Post- 
msster  General,  and  such  requisition  should  be  s^'nt  to  tliis  office  not  later  than  the 
twentieth  (20th)  of  the  month  preceding  the  quarter  to  \w  drov-n  Tor."

Similar  requisitions  will  be  made  by  Ar^Jutants  of  ))ORts  or  tro«>ps  in  the  field,  u)Hin 
the  Assistant  Ai^utant  General  at  Department  Headquarters,  for  use  on  all  offlciiil 
matter  not  coming  fW>m  offlcen  belonging  permanently  or  temporarily  to  the  several 
Stair  corps  or  Departments  of  the  Army.

necessary  for  his  official  use.  This  will  obviate  the  expenditure  of  pri- 
vate funds  for  public  postage. 

VI.. .When  officers,  accountable  for  official  postage  stamps,  find  it 
necessary  to  exchange  stamps  of  a  high  denomination  for  a  like  amount 
^<»f  a  lower  denomination,  the  stamps  so  received  in  exchange  will  be 
accounteil  for  in  the  denomination  exckamjed;  thus,  if  100  30-cent  stamps

Tlie  fuJlowing  regiilatioiiH  are  eHtablinhed  to  carry  into  effect  the  3d 
and  4th  j»ectio!i«  of  the  act  approved  June  IH,  1K78,  which  i)rovide  for 
the  '"prohioiion  of  meritorious  non-commissioned  officers:" 

8ei\  3.  Tlmt  horeafter  h11  Tacaocim  iu  the  grmle  of  sfcond  lieutenant  shaU  be  filled 
l>r  appointniout  from  the  graduates  of  tlio  Military  Academy  so  louf?  im  any  such  remain 
in  si>nric9  uiuwai^^ned;  and  any  racanciea  thereafter  remaining  sliall  be  filled  by  pn> 
motion  of  merUcrUm*  mm-commimoned  offirt^rm  of  the  Arnni,  rccomnieuded  under  the  pn)- 
TiAoiid  of  the  next  miction  of  this  act:  I*n.»vided  that  all  vacanrieii  remaining,  after 
exiiaiutiag  the  two  claMie«  named,  may  be  fillet!  by  appointment  of  persons  in  civil  life. 

Sec.  4.  Tluit  to  insure  the  Helection  of  proper  cawtuUtteM  for  protnotiou  from  the  grade 
of  ano-commlflrioned  oflBcera,  company  and  battery  commandem  mtIU  report  to  their 
regimental  commanderi  such  a«,  in  tiieir  opinion,  by  education,  conduct,  and  nenrices, 
seem  to  merit  advancement,  and  who  have  wr^'od  not  lens  than  two  yearn  In  the  Anny; 
the  reix>rt«  to  set  forth  a  description  of  the  candidate,  his  length  of  Hervice  as  non- 
^tnuuiMioDed  ofHcer  and  as  private  soldier,  his  character  as  to  fidelity  and  sobriety,  hin 
phvsica]  qualifications  and  mental  abilities,  the  extent  to  which  hie  talents  have  l»een 
-cultivated,  and  his  fitnesii  generally  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  commissioned  officer. 
If  recommended  on  acc4)unt  of  meritorious  services,  the  partictilar  services  referred  to 
most  be  stated  in  detail.  On  receiving  the  reports  of  comitany  or  l»attery  commanders, 
the  regimental  commander  will  forward  the  same  to  the  department  commanders,  with 
sa«!h  recommendation  of  non-commissioned  regimental  staff  aa  lie  may  deem  worthy 
<^  prumotion ;  and  the  department  commander  shall  annually  asaemble  a  board  to 
ojD3i«t  of  five  ofHcers  of  as  high  rank  as  the  convenience  of  the  service  will  admit,  to 
make  a  preliminary  examination  into  the  claims  and  qualifications  of  such  uon*com- 
miMioned  officers.  Tlie  iMXird,  constituteil  as  almve,  sthall  submit  a  full  statement  iu 
the  case  of  each  candidate  examined;  and  on  the  said  statementn,  the  Deiwrtment 
Comaiander  shall  indnrse  liis  remarlcs  and  forwanl  them  to  the  Secretary  of  War  by 
ttie  first  day  of  June  in  each  year.  The  Chief  of  Engineers  and  of  other  staff  corps 
may  make  similar  recommendations  of  the  n(m-commissioned  officera  of  their  respective 
c^ioiinands  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  convene  a  Iniani  of  officers  for  like  purptwe. 

I.. The  mode  of  making  recommendations  and  examinations  is  set 
forth  iu  the  law  above  quoteil.  Deimrtment  Counnanders  and  Examin- 
ing Buardit  will  require  that  all  proceetiingn  in  this  matter,  under  their 
i^u]ien'ir(i<m,  conform  to  the  law.  Examining  Boanltji  will  make  all  pa- 
l)ei>i  a  part  of  tlieir  record  in  v\ii}y  case,  each  being  ujade  up  separately. 

II.. As  a  rule  such  promotions  will  not  hv  nuide  of  ^tersons  under 
twenty -one  or  over  thirty  years  of  age,  or  who  are  married,  at  the  time 
<if  making  the  appointiuent. 


Ill . .  Examining  Boards  in  examining  non-commipsioned  officii  i^  recom- 
mended for  promotion  will  examine  each  separately,  the  questioua  and 
answers  to  be  in  writing,  and  to  form  a  part  of  tlie  record  of  the  Board. 
The  examination  of  each  person  as  to  qualifications  should  embrace  the 
following  subjects : 

First.  In  his  knowledge  of  English  grammar,  and  his  ability  to  read 
and  write  with  facility  and  correctness. 

Second.  In  his  knowledge  of  arithmetic,  and  his  ability  in  the  applica- 
tion of  its  rules  to  all  practical  questions.  In  his  knowledge  of  the  use 
of  logarithms,  and  ability  to  apply  them  to  questions  of  practice.  In  his 
knowledge  of  algebra,  to  the  solution  of  simple  equations,  and  in  his 
knowledge  of  plane  and  solid  geometry  and  the  elements  of  surveying. 

Third,  In  his  knowledge  of  geography,  particularly  in  reference  to  the 
northern  continent  of  America,  and  in  his  ability  to  solve  the  usual  prob- 
lems on  the  terrestrial  globe.  Also,  in  his  knowledge  of  what  is  usually 
denominated  popular  astronomy. 

Fourth.  In  his  knowledge  of  history,  particularly  in  reference  to  his 
own  country. 

Ftfth.  In  his  knowledge  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  the  ot^anizatiou  of  the  Government  under  it,  and  of  the  general  prin- 
ciples which  regulate  international  intercourse. 

Of  all  the  above  subjects  successful  candidates  should  possess  a  good 
knowledge. 

Sixth.  Examination  into  mental  and  moral  qualification  should  cover 
the  history  of  the  person  examined,  from  the  age  of  eighteen  years  to 
date  of  examination,  and  establish  for  a  successful  candidate  a  continu- 
ously sound  mental  condition,  excellent  moral  character,  a  good  character 
for  sobriety  and  fidelity,  as  well  as  an  intelligent,  energetic,  judicious, 
and  faithful  perfoimance  of  such  duties  as  may  have  been  devolved  upon 
him  in  the  Army. 

Seventh.  Examination  as  to  physical  qualification  should  include  a  cer- 
tificate of  physical  examination,  of  recent  date,  by  an  Army  Sui*geon,  to 
accompany  the  pi*oceedings  of  the  Board,  and  embrace  all  the  information 
required  in  the  form  for  the  examination  of  recruits. 

Eighth.  When  an  Examining  Board  passes  upon  more  than  one  can- 
didate, the  order  of  relative  merit  of  all  tlie  candidates  examined  by  the 
Board  will  be  reported. 

• 

IV . .  The  duty  of  making  recommendations  and  examination  of  candi- 
dates is  one  involving,  in  a  high  degree,  the  welfiire  and  character  of  the 
service,  and  all  officers  are  enjoined  to  exercise  the  utmost  circninspectiou 


and  care,  not  only  that  uo  unworthy  candidate  is  recommended,  but  alao 
that  the  most  worthy  are  recommended.  All  statements  not  based  on  the 
personal  knowledge  of  officers  themselves  they  should  be  careful  to  verify 
by  disinterested  evidence.  As  far  as  practicable  candidates  will  be  pro- 
moted in  their  own  regiments. 

v..  As  the  number  of  vacancies  for  candidates  is  limited,  and  will  not 
probably  equal  one  to  a  regiment,  Commanders  and  Examining  Boards 
should  bear  this  in  mind,  that  expectations  of  promotion  be  not  raised 
which  cannot  be  realized. 

YI.. Company  and  battery  commanders  will  forward  their  i*ecommend- 
ation  under  this  law  to  Regimental  Headquarters  by  the  Ist  of  February 
in  each  year,  and  regimental  commanders  will  forward  them  to  Depart- 
ment Headquarters  by  the  end  of  the  same  month,  that  there  may  )>e 
ample  time  to  enable  the  Examining  Boards  to  be  convened  and  complete 
their  work  in  the  time  required  by  law. 

VII..T0  meet  the  wants  of  service  prior  to  June  next,  the  proceedings 
required  by  law  will  be  commenced  at  once,  that  Department  Command- 
tfTB  may  forward  the  papers  of  some  of  the  candidates  by  the  1st  of 
December  next,  as  well  as  in  J  une. 

YIII..'' Meritorious  non-commissioned  officera  of  the  Army  recom- 
mended,'' under  the  provisions  of  law  above  quoted,  will  receive  a  cer- 
tificate to  that  effect  from  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  and  will  be 
known  in  the  service  as  ''  candidates  for  promotion,'^  and  will  have  the 
title  of  "  candidate''  prefixed  to  that  of  their  rank  on  all  rolls,  returns, 
orders,  and  correspondence.  They  will  be  entitleil  to  wear  on  each 
»ieeve  of  their  coat  a  single  stripe  of  gilt  lace,  similar  to  that  worn  by 
commissioned  officers,  but  will  be  entitled  to  this  pnvilege  so  long  only 
as  they  maintain  the  specially  honorable  position  of  "  candidate." 

IX.. Hie  privileges  of  a  candidate  tenuinate  with  the  calendar  year 
next  succeeding  that  in  which  he  receives  his  *'cei1ificate,"  unless  his 
recommendation  shall  be  continued  by  the  succeeding  Boards  of  Exam- 
ination, but  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  re-examine  candidates  under  the 
first  five  sections  of  the  third  paragraph  of  this  order.  Candidates  who 
become  ineligible  by  reason  of  over-age  shall  be  entitled  to  •  wear  the 
candidates'  stripe  on  the  left  sleeve  only,  so  long  as  they  maintain  the 
>^ame  standing  and  good  conduct  as  non-commissioned  officers  in  the 
Kcrvice  as  at  their  examination.

X . . '' Caiuiidates "  who  may  be  guilty  ot  uiiscoiuliict  will  l»e  proniptlj 
rt?ported  to  the  Adjutant  General  ol  the  Anny,  through  Regimental  and 
Department  Headquarters,  the  report  giving  a  full  statement  of  the  mis- 
conduct allege<l,  with  names  of  witnesses.  Before  lorwarding  such  report 
to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  the  Department  Commander  will 
see  tliat  the  "  candidate"  has  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing,  that  the  merib^ 
of  the  case  may  be  carefully  and  accurately  determined  and  reported  on 
for  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  Any  candidate  who  loses  his 
]>osition  of  non-commissioned  officer  ceases  to  be  a  candidate  and  forfeits 
his  privileges  as  such. 

XI.. ''Candidates''  who  think  themselves  wronged  in  the  lo«8  of  that 
ftosition  shall  have  a  right  to  trial  by  General  Court-Martial  on  appeal, 
within  two  mouths,  to  the  Department  Couunander,  and  no  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  while  holding  the  fmvileges  of  a  **  candidate,''  shall  be 
brought  before  a  Field  officers'  court,  or  a  garrison  or  regimental  court- 
maitial.

SiB:  The  «{ii(«tionH  af<ke<l  by  yon  of  the  Attorney  General,  in  comniiinicAtionn  dated  on 
the  aotli  and  *2f»th  ultimm,  concern  t!ie  conHtniction  of  uectloni*  7  and  0  of  the  Army 
Appropriation  Act  of  June  18th,  1H78.  i 

Tile  former  of  tlieso  soctionii,  so  far  a«  niaterinl  here,  provides,  **  That  all  ofBcers  of 
the  Army  of  the  l'nite<l  Staton  who  have  Berved  aa  offlcerH  in  tiie  Volunteer  forces 
•luring  the  war  of  the  reljellion,  or  a«  enlinted  men  in  the  armieH  r»f  tlie  Tniteil  State*, 
Resiviar  or  Volunteer,  shall  lie,  and  are  hen'by,  credited  with  the  full  time  they  may 
tuTc  served  a«  nuch  offlceni  and  as  such  enli»te<1  men,  in  computing  their  service  for 
longevity  pay  and  retirement. 

The  qii<'«tionfl  a«ked  in  this  connexion  are,  (1)  whether  OideU  (U  Went  Poitti  are  to 
^^  ivgarded  aa  "enlisted  men;"  and  (2)  whether  service  performed  l>y  enlisted  men 
fmitmtltf  to  /*«  war  of  tke  rebeUkm  is  to  be  taken  into  acconnt. 

1.  Upon  consideration  it  seems  to  me  that  Cadets  are  not  "  enlisted  men  "  within  the 
Jertion  aboxe  quoted. 

A  perusal  of  other  sections  of  the  act  of  June  IHth,  last,  shows  that  Conjn^ss  was  at 
that  time  making  special  provision  for  the  l>eneflt  of  privates  and  non-commissioned 
••fflcers  who  had  lieen  or  might  l)e  promoted  as  ofRcera ;  section  2  enacts  that  every 
</fficial  Army  Register  htrea/ler  ismied  shall  state  the  previous  iterrioe  m  a  private  or  non- 
^yimmmiimed  oficer  of  all  oillceni  promoted  from  the  ranks  or  having  served  in  the  Vol> 
QDtf^er  Army  either  as  enlisted  men  or  as  officers ;  section  3  enacts  that  all  vacancies 
in  the  grade  of  Second  Lieutenant  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  from  the  graduates  of 
tttp  Military  Academy,  or  fkiling  those,  by  promotion  of  meritorious  non-commissioned 
uflk'ere  of  the  .\nny;  and  that  only  after  the  exhaustion  of  the  alN)ve  classes  shall 
aplMriatments  l>e  made  ftt>m  civil  life ;  and  section  4  makes  detailed  provision  for  such 
prriiuotions  of  oon-commiMioned  officers. 

It  sieems  to  me  that  section  7  is  plainly  an  exhibition  of  the  same  |>olicy.  The  officers 
''I'ok<;n  of  in  section  2  are  such  as  have  t)een  promoted  from  the  rank*  of  the  Retjulnr  Army^ 
or  an  have  served  <u  emtuted  men,  or  tit  oficem  in  the  VoluHteer  Army;  those  sp«jkun  of  in 
•^"tJon  7  are  such  as  have  served  lu  qfieen  in  the  Vi}lHiUeer  forces,  or  «*  enlified  men  »n  the 
Armg,  JUfular  or  Vobuiterr.  In  the  former  section  the  two  classes  mentioned  are 
«n«nged  with  reference  to  the  branch  of  the  service  (Regular  or  Volunteer)  from 
viiich  they  come ;  ttie  two  classes  in  the  latter  section  are  arranged  with  refer(*iice  to 
thnr  previous  rank,  viz:  as  officers,  or  as  enlisted  men. 

Tlie  itersons,  however,  who  are  to  bo  registered  in  a  particular  way,  under  section  2, 
*re  the  Mune  that  are  to  receive  a  particular  credit  under  section  7.^  Indeed  section  2  • 
<<■  preliminary  to  section  7,  and  provides  the  evidence  needed  for  its  ready  administra- 
thjn.  Therefore  as  officers  who  were  primarily  cadets  cannot  1>e  described  as  "promoted 
trom  the  ranks"  under  section  2,  it  follows  that  such  previous  condition  is  not  included 
niuler  the  phrase  "  enlistecl  men  "  in  section  7. 


I  add  that  the  meaning  of  the  phnMe  "enlisted  men/*  derived  m  alwve  fnini  couMd- 
ering  different  proTision«  in  the  act  liefore  na,  is  also  that  ordinarily  in  use.  Wliatert^r 
may  be  wUd  a«  to  tlie  vlrtnal  effect  of  the  pruceos  by  which  civilians  lieconie  Cadets.  it» 
technical,  specific  name  is  not  eni/MmeN/,  but  admimiott;  and  in  the  same  way.  after 
admiafdon  tiiey  are  not  ineN,  but  (hded  of  the  Army. 

I  have  in  this  connection  read  and  considered  the  opinion  referred  to  iu  the  ]taiH'n>- 
transmitted,  viz:  those  to  he  fonnd  in  1  Op.,  27<l,  ?f4^,  and  4491;  2  Op.,  'iol.  and  T  i}\:, 
.')£).  It  is  true  that  in  one  instance  (1  Op.,  2!M»  3Ir.  Wirt,  arguendo,  culls  OMleti^ 
"enlisted  soldieni.'*  The  conclusion  to  wliich  he  came,  liowever.did  not  turn  uit«)n  that 
expression,  and  the  sulMiequent,  i»eIl-considere(i  dlsctihsiou  of  the  topic  by  Mr.  Curbing 
(7  Op.,  323),  in  which  the  view  now  adopted  is  clearly  maiutainerl,  may  well  l>p  clitir- 
acteriaod  as  making  sulwtantially  an  end  of  controversy  ther(>u)K>u. 

2.  The  second  question  above  stated  presents  no  8i)ecial  diiBculty.  The  plirane. 
"during  the  war  of  the  reltellion,"  i#  introduced  as  a  limitation  uiion  the  clau;^-  i>n>- 
viding  for  <i^lr«ni,  but  is  omitted  from  that  which  refers  to  euliiiM  mem. 

I  therefore  answer  this  question  affirmatively. 

Section  0  of  the  act  (»f  June  18th  last  enacts,  "That  at  all  iio!$ts  and  stations  u litre 
there  are  public  quarters  belonging  to  the  United  states,  officers  may  be  fumislifd  with 
quarters  in  kind  in  such  public  quarters,  and  not  elsewhere,'"  Ac:  "Pn.*vided,  Th-ii  tt 
plact$  where  there  are  no  pHbiir  tjuart^m^  coinumtntiou  therefor  may  l»e  (laid  l»y  the  Psy 
I>ei)«rtment  to  the  officer  entitled  to  the  same,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding,"  <!l(c.,  dc. 

In  connection  with  this  provision  it  occurs  to  you  as  a  question,  whether  at  a  iM.«it 
where  there  are  public  quarters,  umitffivie$U  hotreeer  in  qnattfitfi,  c<»mmutatiou  may  be 
allowed  to  such  officers  as,  l>ecause  of  such  deficiency,  cannot  he- junuAed. 

1  answer  this  question  affirmatively.  For  at  such  stations,  in  regard  to  all  ttffic^n 
necessarily  excluded  from  public  quarters,  there  are,  within  the  meaning  of  tlie  in-itti**. 
"  m)  public  quarters.''

I.. By  din*ctiou  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  regulatioiiB, 
based  on  the  proviaions  of  the  9th  aection  of  the  act  making  appropria- 
tions for  the  Anuy  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1879.  (approved 
June  18,  1878,)  and  which  reads  as  follows,  are  announced  for  the  infor- 
mation and  government  of  all  concern e«l : 

^Kc.  9.  That  at  all  poets  and  itatioiu  where  there  are  pnblic  quarters  tielong^ug  to 
the  United  States,  officers  may  be  furnished  with  quarters  in  kind  In  such  public 
quarters,  and  not  elsewhere,  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  assigning  to  the 
officers  of  each  gnwle,  respectively,  such  number  of  nxims  as  is  now  allowed  to  such 
grade  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Army:  Provided^  That  at  places  where  there 
are  no  public  quarters,  commutation  therefor  may  be  paid  by  the  Pay  Department  to 
the  officer  entitled  to  the  same  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  per  room  per  month, 
and  the  commutation  for  quarters  allowed  to  the  General  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  month,  and  to  the  Lieutenant  (Seneral  at  the  rate 
of  seventy  dollars  per  month. 

II.. Commutation  for  quarters,  on  ac^count  of  an  insufficiency  of  quar- 
ters,  will  not  be  paid  until  the  pro  rata  reduction  of  quarters  has  been 
made,  as  required  in  paragraph  1071  of  the  Regulations,  and  in  General 
Orders  No.  57,  current  series,  from  the  Headquarters  of  the  Army.  De- 
partment Commanders  must  decide  which  officers  shall  be  entitled  to 
commutation,  and  llieir  onlers  will  be  authority  for  the  Paymaster  to 
pay  the  same. 

III. -Commutation  of  quarters  will  be  paid  only  at  the  station  for 
which  it  is  claimed,  and  by  the  senior  disbursing  Paymaster  thereat,  or, 
if  there  be  no  Paymaster  at  the  station,  by  the  Chief  Paymaster  of  the 
Department,  or  such  of  his  subonlinates  as  he  may  designate  upon  the 
officer's  application. 

IV.. The  first  voucher,  in  each  case,  for  conunutation  at  any  station 
must  be  accompanied  with  a  copy  of  the  order,  or  other  authority,  assign- 
ing the  officers  to  duty  thereat.  On  subsequent  vouchers  for  commutation 
at  same  station,  under  the  same  order,  the  Paymaster  will  make  refer- 
ence, by  number,  &c.,  to  the  voucher  and  account  with  which  the  order 
is  filed. 
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v..  When  a  Pavniaster  i*  I'elieved  fi'om  dutv  at  a  Btation,  or  hi  cai«e  of 
his  prolonged  aWence  therefrom,  he  will  furnish  to  his  successor,  6r,  if 
the  station  he  hroken  up,  to  his  Chief  Paymaster,  a  certified  statenient 
settinf^  foi-th  t)ie  uame  and  grade  of  each  otHcer  who  is  then  upon  Ids  list 
for  coumuitation  of  quarters,  togetlier  wuth  the  number,  Ac,  of  bis 
voucher  with  wldch  the  oflBcer*s  order  is  filed.

Inquiry  having  been  made  as  to  whether  officers  could  purchase, 
at  the  contract  price,  fuel  in  excess  of  the  regulation  allowance,  and  also 
whether  officers,  not  mounts,  could  purchase  forage  from  the  Quarter- 
master's Department,  the  following  is  the  dei'isioii  <m  the  subject : 

Officers  are  authorized  to  purchase  forage  and  fuel  for  their  own  use, 
ai  contract  price,  provided  the  price  of  fuel  does  not  fall  l>elow  that  pre- 
scribed by  the  act  approved  June  18,  1878,  making  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  in  which  the  rate  to 
W  paid  is  fixed  so  far  as  regular  allowance  is  concerned.

From  and  after  the  iwaeage  of  thii  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  employ  any 
put  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  as  a  posse  comitatas,  or  otherwise,  for  the  par- 
pose  of  executing  the  laws,  except  in  such  cases  and  under  such  circumstances  as  such 
onployment  of  said  force  may  be  expressly  authorised  by  the  Constitution  or  by  act 
of  Congrass;  and  no  money  appropriated  by  this  act  shall  be  used  to  pay  any  of  the 
upensas  Incurred  in  the  employment  of  any  troops  in  rlolatlon  of  this  section,  and 
aj  perwn  wllftally  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conTictlon  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  ten 
thoonnd  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
impriionment. 

The  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  acts  of  Congress  understood 
as  intended  to  he  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  above  section,  au- 
thorizing the  employment  of  the  military  forces  for  the  purpose  of  exe- 
cuting the  laws,  are  as  follows:

8eo.  5275.  Whenever  any  person  is  delivered  by  any  foreign  government  to  an  agent 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  being  brought  within  the  United  States  and 
tried  for  any  crime  of  which  he  is  duly  accused,  the  President  shall  have  power  to  take 
all  necessary  measures  for  the  transportation  and  safe-keeping  of  such  accused  person,

taking  possession  of  and  detaining  any  such  vessel,  with  her  prises,  if  any,  in  order  to

The  foUowing  is  the  subetanoe  of  a  recent  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral on  the  subject  of  the  payment  of  expenses  of  officers  and  enlisted 
men  Bummoned  to  appear  as  witnesses  before  United  States  courts,  which 
iiy  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  published  for  the  informaiion 
and  goyemment  of  those  concerned:

Officers  and  enlisted  men  lippearing  as  witnesses  for  the  Government 
before  any  court  of  the  United  States  are  entitled,  under  the  Statutes 
(860,  K.  S.)y  to  receive  their  necessary  expenses  in  going,  returning,  and 
attendance  on  the  court;  but,  as  they  continue  to  reoeive  pay  for  their 
ordinary  services  as  officials  of  the  Government,  they  are  not  entitled  to 
reoeiTe  any  mileage  or  witness  fees.  Accounts  for  necessary  expenses 
must  be  itemized  and  sworn  to,  when,  upon  the  orders  of  the  Department 
of  Justice,  they  will  be  paid  by  the  United  States  Marshal  who  served 
the  summons. 

In  any  case  where  the  witness  has  been  paid  mileage  or  furnished 
transportation  in  kind  by  the  military  authorities,  to  enable  him  to  per- 
fonn  the  requisite  journey,  the  account  of  such  expenditure  should  be 
forwarded  to  the  War  Department  for  reimbursement  of  the  amount  by 
the  Department  of  Justice.

^11  be  dropped  from  the  return  on  "  statement  of  charges  *^  in  tlie  same  manner  tliat 
camp  and  gvrison  equipage  lost  by  soldiers  is  charged  and  dropped.  When  worn  out  in 
ttrrice  they  will  be  presented  for  inspection. 

Company  officers  who  have  issued  such  caps  and  gauntlets  to  their  men  will  take 
them  up  again  on  their  returns,  and  enter  the  amounts  to  the  credit  of  the  soldiers  on 
their  clothing  accounts.— O.  0.,  A.  G.  0.,  No.  31, 1877.

Bv  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  Decinion  of  the 
Sapivme  Court  of  tlie  United  States,  October  term,  1877  (5  Otto,  204), 
i«  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned  : 

Bati»  r.  Claek. 

1.  In  the  ftbaeuco  of  any  diflcrent  prorisioa  by  treaty  or  by  act  of  Congress,  all  the 

coantry  deecribed  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  June  30, 1834  (4  Stat.  72y),  as 
Indian  coantry,  remains  such  only  as  long  as  the  Indians  retain  their  title  to 
the  soil. 

2.  Whatever  may  be  the  rule  In  time  of  war  and  In  the  presence  of  actual  hostilities, 

military  officers  can  no  more  protect  themseWes  than  ciTlliaua  for  wrongs  com* 
mitted  in  time  of  peace  under  orders  emanating  from  a  source  which  is  itself 
without  authority  in  the  premises.  Hence  a  military  officer,  seldng  liquors 
supposed  to  be  in  Indian  country  when  they  are  not,  is  liable  to  an  action  as  a 
trespasser. 
X  The  difference  between  the  value  of  the  goods  so  seized,  at  ihe  place  where  they 
were  talcen  and  the  place  where  they  were  returned  to  the  owners,  is  the  proper 
measure  of  damages. 

Euoa  to  the  Supreme  Ck>urt  of  thd  Territory  of  Dakota. 
Th«  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court. 

Mr.  JtWTics  MxLLKB  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  Court. 

The  plaintiff  in  error,  Bates,  was  a  captain  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  in  com- 
mand at  Fort  Seward,  in  the  Territory  of  Dakota,  near  the  crossing  of  the  James  River 
bjTthe  North  Pacific  Ridlroad ;  and  Teckley,  the  other  plaintiff  in  error,  was  a  lieutenant 
onder  him  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  trespass  for  which  the  Judgment  in 
this  case  was  recoTsred  against  them.    The  defendants  in  error,  plaintifis  below,  were 
doing  a  general  mercantile  business  on  the  James  KlYer,  also  near  said  crossing,  when 
&  bt  of  whiskey,  part  of  their  stock  of  goods,  was  seixed  by  defendants.    They  brought 
this  action  to  recover  damages  for  the  trespass.    The  defendants  pleaded  their  official 
character,  that  the  place  where  the  seizure  was  made  was  Indian  country,  and  it  was, 
therefore,  their  duty  to  seize  the  whiskey  which  was  kept  there  for  purpose  of  sale, 
vkI  that,  in  accordance  with  the  acts  of  Congress  on  that  subject,  they  had  delivered 
the  whiskey  to  the  marshal  of  the  United  States,  under  a  writ  from  the  proper  court, 
on  a  proceeding  instituted  by  the  United  States  attorney  for  that  district.    They  further 
pleaded,  that  before  the  commencement  of  this  action  the  goods  had  been  delivered  to 
pUintiflji  by  the  marshal,  and  that  plaintiffs  had  suffered  no  damage.    They  also  set  up 
an  order  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  department  of  Dakota. 

The  act  of  June  ^,  1834,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  trade  and  intercourse  with  the 
Indian  tribes  and  to  preserve  peace  on  the  ftx)ntier,'*  which  is  a  very  long  and  Impor* 
tant  act,  begins  by  describing  in  its  first  section  the  country  or  territory  In  which  that 
set  shall  be  operative.  It  is  in  these  words:  ** Be  it  enacted,  that  all  that  part  of  the 
rnjt«l  States  west  of  the  Miasiaslppl,  and  not  within  the  States  of  Mississippi  and 


Louisiana,  or  the  Territory  of  Arkansaa,  and  alao  that  part  of  tho  Uuited  States  east  of 
the  Mlasisiiippi  River,  and  not  within  any  State  to  which  the  Indian  title  ha«  nut  been 
oxtinKnished,  for  tho  purpo&es  of  thie  act,  be  taken  and  deoniod  Indian  Conntry/' 
4  Stat.  729 

The  twentieth  eection  of  that  act  forbids  the  introduction  of  wluea  or  ttpirltnona 
liqnors  within  this  Territory.  By  the  act  of  18G4,  amending  this  section,  it  is  made 
lavrful  for  any  Indian  agent  or  commanding;  officer  of  a  military  poet,  who  baa  reason 
to  8iiHi)ect  that  Npirituous  liquors  or  wines  have  been,  or  are  about  to  be,  Introdaced 
Into  Indian  country  in  violation  of  law,  to  search  for  and  seize  the  same,  to  be  delivered 
over  to  the  proper  officer,  and  proceeded  against  by  libel  in  tho  proper  court,  and  for- 
feited, one-half  to  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  Uie  United  States. 
13  Id.  29. 

If  this  whiskey  was  seized  lu  Indian  country,  within  tho  meaning  of  the  act  of  1S34 
and  tlio  amendment  ol  7864,  the  plea  which  set  up  that  the  defendants  acted  In  good 
faith  under  that  statcte  ought  to  bo  sustained.  This,  the  princi^ial  qceetiou  in  the 
caso,  is  raised  by  the  action  of  the  Court  below  in  striking  out  the  plea  which  set  up 
these  defences  as  sham  and  frivolous,  and  because  the  locm  in  quo  was  not  Indian 
country.  This  mode  of  disposing  of  a  plea  which  fairly  raises  a  most  important  issne 
of  law  seems  to  be  growing  in  favor  in  the  territorial  courts.  It  is  an  unscientific  and 
unprofessional  mode  of  raising  and  deciding  a  pure  issue  of  law.  This  sliould  always 
be  done,  when  it  can,  by  a  demurrer,  which  is  the  recognised  and  appropriate  mode  in 
the  common  law;  or  by  exception,  which  amounts  to  the  same  thing  in  the  civil  law, 
as  it  is  applied  to  answers  in  chancery  pxuctlce.  A  motion  to  strike  out  a  plea  Is  prop* 
erly  made  when  it  has  been  filed  irregularly,  is  nut  sworn  to,  if  that  is  required,  or 
wants  signature  of  counsel,  or  any  defect  of  that  character;  but  if  a  real  and  important 
issue  of  law  is  to  be  made,  that  issne  should  be  raised  by  demurrer. 

In  the  present  case,  this  is  unimportant,  as  the  same  question  is  presented  by  the 
prayer  for  instructions  and  by  the  charge  of  the  court. 

What,  tlieu,  is  Indian  country  within  the  meaning  of  the  acts  of  Congreas  regulating 
Intercourse  with  the  Indians? 

The  first  act  of  Congress  on  the  snbject  is  that  of  March  30. 1802.  2  SUt.  139.  The 
first  section  of  that  act  describes  a  boundary,  tho  description  occupying  over  a  page  of 
the  statute-book,  and  declares  tliat  this  shall  be  distinctly  marked  under  ordera  of  the 
President,  and  considered  as  the  line  of  the  Indian  territory,  or  Indian  countiy  as  it  i» 
called  indifTerently  in  several  sections  of  the  act.  The  country  west  of  the  Mindssippi 
then  belonged  to  France  or  Spain.  Tlie  boundary  above  mentioned,  commencing  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Cayahoga  River,  on  Lake  Erie,  now  Cleveland,  runs  in  a  wonderfully 
tortuous  course  through  the  country  northwest  of  the  Ohio  River  to  the  falls  of  that 
river,  now  Louisville,  then  down  that  river  to  a  point  between  tlie  months  of  the  Cum- 
berland and  Tennessee  Rivers,  and  thence  through  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Georgia, 
to  the  St.  Mary's  River,  pursuing  all  the  way  the  lines  represented  by  treaties  with 
various  Indian  tribes. 

Though  many  statutes  concerning  intercourse  with  the  Indians  and  prescribing 
ofiences  within  the  Indian  countiy  were  passed,  no  other  attempt  to  define  what  was 
Indian  country  was  made  by  Congress  until  the  act  of  1834,  the  first  section  of  which 
yte  have  given  vfrbutim.  In  the  mean  time,  we  had  purchased  the  country  west  of  the 
Mississippi,  and  had  organized  two  States  and  a  Territory  there,  and  most  of  the  Indians 
vith  whom  we  hail  to  deal  lived  there.  The  country  east  of  the  Mississippi,  and  not 
within  any  State,  was  the  region  north  of  Illinois  and  Indiana,  and  northwest  of  Ohio, 


now  constitntlng  the  States  of  Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  and  then  nnder  the  gOTem- 
ment  of  the  Michigan  Territoi7.  • 

Notwithstanding  the  immense  changes  which  have  since  taken  place  In  the  vast  re- 
gion covered  by  the  act  of  1834,  by  the  extinguisliment  of  Indian  titles,  the  eroation  of 
States  and  the  formation  of  territorial  governments,  C-ongress  has  not  thought  it  necee- 
sarj  to  make  any  new  definition  of  Indian  country.  Tet  dnring  all  this  time  a  large 
body  of  laws  liaa  been  in  existence,  whoso  operation  was  confined  to  the  Indian  country, 
whatever  that  may  be.  And  men  have  been  punished  by  death,  by  fine,  and  by  Im- 
priaonment,  of  which  the  courts  who  so  punished  them  had  no  Jurisdiction,  If  the 
offences  were  not  committed  in  the  Indian  country  as  established  by  law.  These  facts 
afford  the  strongest  presumption  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stat<>8,  and  the  Judges 
who  administered  those  laws,  must  have  found  in  the  definition  of  Indian  country,  in 
the  act  of  1834,  such  an  adaptability  to  the  altered  circumstances  of  what  was  then 
Indian  oountry  as  to  enable  them  to  ascertain  what  it  was  at  any  time  since  tlien. 

If  the  section  which  we  have  given  verbatim  be  read  with  a  comma  or  semicolon 
inoerted  after  the  word  *'State,*^  or  If,  without  the  insertion  of  any  point  there,  we  read 
St  scr  aa  to  apply  the  words,  "  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  not  been  extinguished,*^  to 
an  the  region  mentioned  In  the  section,  we  have  a  criterion  which  will  always  distin- 
goiah  what  is  Indian  country  tpom  what  is  not,  so  long  as  the  existing  system  govern- 
ing oar  relations  with  Indians  is  continued.  Read  hastily,  it  might  appear  that  these 
words  were  limited  In  their  application  to  that  part  of  the  United  States  east  of  the 
Misriasippi  River.  But  a  strict  reading  in  that  sense  is  that  it  is  the  State  to  which  the 
Indian  title  has  not  been  extinguished  that  governs  the  matter.  **And  not  within  any 
State  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  not  been  extinguished,"*  Implies  that  Indians  had 
title  to  some  State  then  in  existence,  and  that  there  were  other  States  to  which  their 
title  had  been  extinguished.    This  meaning  is  too  absurd  to  be  consideriHl. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  section  be  read  as  describing  lands  west  of  the  MlHsissIppI, 
OQtside  of  the  States  of  Louisiana  and  Missouri,  and  of  the  Territory  of  Arkansas,  and 
laoda  east  of  the  Mississippi  not  included  In  any  State,  but  lands  alone  to  which  the 
Indian  title  ha«  not  been  cxtlngtiished,  wo  have  a  description  of  the  Indian  country 
which  wae  good  then,  and  which  is  good  now^,  and  which  is  capable  of  easy  application 
at  any  time. 

The  simple  criterion  Is  that  as  to  all  the  lands  thus  described  it  was  Indian  country 
whenever  the  Indian  title  had  not  been  extinguished,  and  it  continued  to  be  Indian 
country  eo  long  as  the  Indians  had  title  to  it,  and  no  longer.  As  ».k>i\  as  they  iwrted 
whh  the  title,  it  ceased  to  be  Indian  country,  without  any  further  act  of  Congress, 
nnleaa  by  the  treaty  by  which  the  Indians  parte<l  with  their  title,  or  by  some  act  of 
GongresH,  a  different  rule  was  made  applicable  to  the  cose. 

In  the  case  of  The  American  Fur  Ormpany  v.  The  United  Stateit,  2  Pet.  358,  decided  in 
1820,  the  goods  of  ttie  company  had  been  seized  for  violating  the  laws  by  their  intro> 
doction  into  tlie  Imlian  country  nnder  the  act  of  1802.  This  court  hold  that  if,  by 
treaties  made  with  the  Indians  after  the  passage  of  that  act,  their  title  to  the  region 
where  tlie  offence  was  committe<l  had  been  extinguished,  it  had  thereby  ceased  to  be 
Indian  country,  and  the  statute  did  not  apply  to  it. 

So  in  tlie  case  of  Inited  fUatea  v.  Forty-three  GaUotu  of  Whidcey,  decided  at  the  last 
term,  93  U.  8. 188,  where  this  act  of  1834  was  fully  considered;  while  the  court  holds 
that  by  a  certain  clause  in  the  treaty  by  which  the  Iocua  in  quo  was  ceded  by  the  Indians, 
it  remained  Indian  country  until  they  removed  ft-om  it,  the  whole  opinion  goes  upon 
the  hypothc«is  that  when  the  Indian  title  is  extinguished  it  ceases  to  be  Indian  country. 


aules6  tiome  such  resenratlon  takefi  it  out  of  the  rule.  When  this  treaty  vu  made,  in 
1864,  the  land  ceded  was  within  the  terr^rial  limits  of  the  State  of  Minnesota.  The 
opinion  holds  that  it  was  Indian  country  before  the  treaty,  and  did  not  cease  to  be  so 
when  the  treaty  was  made,  by  reason  of  the  special  clause  to  the  contrary  in  the  tresty 
though  within  the  bonndario}  of  a  State. 

It  follows  from  this  that  all  the  country  described  by  the  act  of  1834  as  Indian  country 
remains  Indian  country  so  long  as  the  Indians  retain  tlieir  original  title  to  the  suil, 
and  ceases  to  be  Indian  country  whenever  they  lose  that  title,  in  tlie  absence  of  any 
different  provision  by  treaty  or  by  aot  of  Congress. 

The  plaintiffs  below  violated  no  law  in  having  the  whiskey  for  sale  at  the  place 
where  it  was  seized;  and  the  twentieth  section  of  the  act  of  1834,  as  amended  by  the 
act  of  18C4,  conferred  no  authority  whatever  on  the  defendants  to  seize  the  property. 

It  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  plea,  that  the  defendants  were  8ulK)nlinate  officers 
acting  under  orders  of  a  superior,  to  say  that  whatever  may  be  the  rule  in  time  of  war 
and  in  the  presence  of  actual  hostilities,  military  officers  can  no  more  protect  themselTes 
than  civilians  in  time  of  peace  by  orders  emanating  from  a  source  which  is  it«elf  with- 
out authority.  The  authority  of  the  commandant  of  the  post  in  the  case  was  precisely 
the  same  as  the  Indian  agent  or  sub-agent,  or  superintendent;  and  It  will  hardly  be 
maintained  that  if  either  of  them,  wholly  mistaking  their  ix>werB,had  seized  thegoodd, 
he  would  have  incurred  no  liability. 

So  the  plea  that  they  had  good  reason  to  believe  that  this  was  Indian  country,  and 
that  they  acted  in  good  faith,  while  it  might  excuse  theiw  officers  from  punitoiy 
damages,  is  no  defence  to  the  action.  If  it  had  been  Indian  country,  and  it  had  turned 
out  that  the  plaintiffs  had  a  license,  or  did  not  intend  to  sell  or  introduce  the  gooils, 
the  fact  that  defendants  acted  on  reasonable  ground  w^ould  have  exempted  them  from 
liability. 

But  the  objection  fatal  to  all  this  cla^ts  of  defences  is  that  in  that  locality  they  were 
utterly  without  any  authority  in  the  premises;  and  their  honest  belief  that  they  had 
is  no  defence  in  Uieir  case  more  than  in  any  other,  where  a  party  mistaking  his  rights 
commits  a  trespass  by  forcibly  seizing  and  taking  away  another  ^an's  property. 

There  was  here  no  process  from  a  competent  court,  nor  any  order  from  any  source 
liaving  authority,  and  there  is,  therefore,  no  defence. 

As  the  damages  found  in  the  verdict  are  measured  l^  the  difference  in  value  of  the 
property  at  the  time  and  place  where  seized,  and  the  time  and  place  where  returne<I  to 
the  possession  of  the  plaintiffs,  we  see  no  error  in  the  rule  by  which  they  were  ascer- 
tained. Judgmeni  qffirmtd.

Sib  :  I  have  th«  honor  to  inform  yoo  that,  under  the  provigions  of  the  Univenal 
Poetal  Union  Conventionf  concluded  at  Paris  on  the  Ist  of  June  last,  the  prepayment 
of  postage  on  every  kind  of  correspondence  exchanged  in  the  mails  between  countries 
of  the  Postal  Union  can  only  be  effected  by  means  of  postage  stamps  ralid  In  the 
country  of  origin  for  the  corr«iq;)oudence  of  private  individuals ;  and  that  the  only 
correspondence  exempted  from  this  requirement  is  official  correspondence  relative  to 
the  postal  service  and  exchanged  directly  between  Postal  Administrations.  As  the 
revised  Postal  Union  Convention  will  be  carried  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  April 
aext,  the  correspondence  from  your  Department  addressed  to  Postal  Union  countries 
and  colonies  can  only  be  prepaid  by  means  of  the  ordinary  United  States  postage 
stamps  which  are  fornished  to  the  public.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  tu  make  pro- 
vision for  supplying  your  Department  with  such  stamps  for  use  In  prepaying  postage 
on  the  correspondence  which  it  may  address  to  Postal  Union  countries  on  and  after 
April  1st,  1879.

L. General  Orders  No.  1,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  of  1862,  prohibit- 
ing transportation  by  express  on  public  account,  except  in  cases  of  great 
emergency,  is  so  modified  as  to  authorize  transportation  by  expi^ess  when 
it  can  be  provide<i  as  cheaply  as  by  ordinary  freight  lines. 

Vouchers  on  which  payments  may  be  made  for  express  transportation 
should  set  forth  either  the  emergency  that  required  it  or  that  the  cost  is 
not  greater  than  ordinary  freight. 

n.. For  small  packages  of  public  property,  weighing  not  more  than 
four  pounds,  the  mails  should  be  used,  as  authorizeil  by  law.  provided 
the  cost  of  treight  is  not  less  than  the  postage  at  legal  rates.  ^:)uch  pack- 
ages may  be  prepaid  with  official  postage  stamps  at  the  rates  require<l  by 
law  for  the  niatl«r  encloBe<l;  and  by  authority  of  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment packages  containing  public  property  mat/  he  teaUd,  provided  a 
written  certificate  is  affixed,  signed  by  the  officer  mailing  the  same,  that 
they  contain  no  matter  subject  to  a  higher  rate  of  postage  than  has  been 
prepaid  thereon. 

Officers  are  cautioned  not  to  use  freight  or  express  lines  for  transmit- 
ting correspondence  or  any  written  matter,  however  bulky,  such  use 
being  forbidden  by  law  (Section  ^84,  Revised  Statutes). 

III.. The  following  description  of  the  three  classes  of  mailable  matter, 
and  the  present  rates  of  postage  thereon,  modifying  postal  laws  and  reg-

My  opinion  if  re«tueiite<l  a«  t<»  whetlier  tliiii  Injunction  should  be  ul>eye<l,  or  >\hether 
t'olonel  Easton  ahonld  be  instnu-ted  to  pay  the  contractor  without  regard  to  the  injunc- 
tion as  recommended  by  the  Jadge  Advocate  <ieneral. 

Itha«  tieen  decided  that  the  State  courta  c<ml<l  not  enjoin  the  United  States  courts 
from  executing  their  Judgments  or  proceedings)  with  their  pending  actions  at  law. 
[)IcKim  r.  Voorhles,  7  ('ranch,  270;  City  Bank  r.  Skeltou,  2  Blatcbford,  2(;.]  The 
principle  of  this  decision  retiuires  it  to  )>e  lield  that  it  is  not  in  t)ie  {tower  of  the  State 
conrtf  to  ei^oin  tlie  Executive  Departments  of  tlie  United  States,  or  suliordinate  olB* 
c«r«of  such  Departments,  from  executing  any  Ic^l  orders  thereof,  whether  they  con- 
cern the  payment  of  money  for  the  performance  of  contracts  witli  the  United  States, 
ur  otherwise. 

Money  in  tlie  handu  <»f  a  diHliurning  officer  of  the  United  States,  due  and  )iayal*le  by 
him  to  a  private  perM>n,  cannot  )>e  atta(-he«i  by  procem  out  of  the  State  court^.  [Bu- 
chanan r.  Alexander,  4  How.,  20.]  As  remarkeil  by  Mr.  Justice  McLean  in  that  case : 
*'  The  funds  of  the  <}overnnifBt  are  specifloally  appropriated  to  certain  national  objects, 
4Dd  if  such  appnipriations  may  )»e  diverted  and  defeated  by  State  pnH'esi«  or  otherwise, 
the  fnncttons  of  the  (lovemment  may  be  sufipendeil.  So  long  as  money  remains  in  the 
hands  of  a  disbursing  oflieer,  it  is  as  much  Ihe  money  of  the  United  States  u»  if  it  had 
n«>t  been  drawn  from  the  Treasury." 

The  Ii^unctlon.  so  far  as  it  osMumes  to  affect  Tot.  Kuston,  therefore,  oonld  nut  h^ 
oyteratlre  as  against  him.  It  may,  Iiowever,  )»e  entirely  operative  as  regards  Mr.  K  eeuey, 
o&less  some  public  interest  re<4ulres  that  the  money  should  l>e  paid  to  him.  While  the 
Injunction  is  inoi»erative  as  against  Col.  Kaston,  I  consider  that  it  hIiouM  not  be 
Tiulated  by  him,  ami  this  for  the  reason  that  the  comity  which  should  exiHt  between 
the  two  grjvernnients — State  and  National — would  require  that  officer*  of  ttio  United 
•States  (><ivemment  shoubl  not  aid  individuals  who  are  amenable  to  the.  State  govern- 
ment In  violating  the  onlers  of  its  courts  unless  public  intereatH  ami  rights  of  tha 
Cnited  States  demand  it. 
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In  the  prcMiit  ai>©,  thci-ofore,  I  nn'ommeiitl  tlmt  the  iiiHtti'i'  l»o  iiriiu;;)it  tn  iheHtt''n- 
tion  of  the  court,  ami  that  a  roquost  for  the  tliMwhition  of  the  injunction,  w)  1»t  a^ 
Col.  Kii9toii  Ih  concorned,  he  prosfnted  to  the  court,  wlilch  soenui  to  iiin  to  have  iin|>n;\- 
Identlj  iwued  the  li^uuction.  Thiii  counto  in  certainly  more  in  itcconlance  with  (!.•■ 
respect  due  betwo<>n  ttie  two  governments  than  a  TioUti<»n  of  tlie  iigiinction  wouM  l>^. 
If  the  court  should  decline  to  dissolrc  it,  and  if  it  nhonld  ho  found  that  tbf  public  in- 
teresta  require  the  payment  to  tlie  conttuctur,  it  will  then  l»e  quite  time  enoui;)i  u> 
consider  wltethcr  or  not  the  {layment  should  not  l>e  made  nutwithdtamliug  the  injuri<- 

tlOB.

Sift:  Tour  atteDtton  is  called  to  the  proTislona  of  Section  2139,  U.  8.  Revised  Statu tei, 
in  relation  to  the  suppreaaioa  of  the  traffic  in  iut^^xicating  Ilquoni.  By  the  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 13.  lxfi2,  it  WM  made  a  crime,  panlshable  by  flue  and  iniprisonmont,  to  sell 
liquors  to  ludiaiM  under  the  care  of  a  ■uporintendent  or  agent,  whether  on  or  off  their 
rfiwrratioiiB ;  and  the  coustitutionality  of  this  law  was  affirmetl  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  1865.  On  the  revision  of  the  laws  in  1873-74  this  law  was  changed  m  that  ita  pen- 
altiM  could  only  apply  to  persons  found  guilty  of  selling  li(|U(>r  to  Indians  on  their 
rwerrations;  but  an  act,  approved  February  27, 1877,  (U.  S.  Statutes,  vol.  19,  page  244,) 
rwtore*  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  1H62  by  striking  out  of  sootion  2139  the  words 
**  except  to  nn  Indian^  in  Ut€  Indian  country,''*  to  Ihni  peraoivt  who  mttc  eiuj'uje  in  the  W/tior 
tragic  Kith  IfulittM,  no  matter  in  lehat  IfKatOy,  or  ttho  give  it  t/)  than,  are  iuihlc  to  a  penalty 
of  three  hnmlred  dollan  and  two  yearn'  impriitonment. 

Having,  therefore,  the  power  to  break  up  to  a  great  extent  this  demoralizing  traffic, 
ton  are  expected  to  use  the  utmost  vigilance  in  enforcing  the  i)oualtie8  of  the  law 
Against  all  pers>jns  who  engage  in  it  with  the  Indiana  undor  your  charge,  whcthor  this 
b  done  on  ur  ojf  the  reservation. 

When  penions  are  detected  in  a  violation  of  the  law  their  ca«os  diiould  be  placed  in 
the  handii  of  the  District  Attorney  for  the  district  w^heretn  the  crime  was  coinmittcl,  in 
»'rder  that  they  may  l>e  promptly  arrested,  tried,  and  punished ;  and  you  will  co-optTate 
vith  that  officer  in  his  efforts  to  convict  the  guilty  parties,  furnishing  him  with  the 
refjaikite  evidence  and  all  the  facts  that  you  may  bo  able  to  obtain  for  the  purpose 
indicated.  You  will  also  o\.>wrre  that  Indians  are  competent  witnesses  in  these  ca.sos. 
(See  {section  2140,  V.  ?.  Revised  Statntwi.)

III. — CONTRACr^. 

1.  The  heads  of  bureaus  of  the  War  Department  having,  under  the 
tlirection  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  control  of  their  departments,  are 
-mpowered  to  supervise  and  regulate  all  mattera  relative  to  procuring 
and  placing  tl»e  military  stores,  nupplies.  materials,  and  services  required 
tor  their  rwpective  departments. 

2,  Contracts  for  such  stores,  8upplie«^  materials,  and  services  if  not 
made  by  the  head  of  the  proper  bureau  of  the  War  Department,  will 
ordinarily  be  made  by  the  chief  of  the  purchasing  department,  at  military 
'liviMon  or  department  headquarters,  to  which  the  contract  appertains — 
in  special  caaes,  if  competent  authority  so  directs,  by  any  other  proper 
officer.  Contracts  for  public  works  under  control  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment or  for  the  service  of  a  depot  will  usually  he  made  by  the  officer  in 
<harge  thereof. 

%  Even'  such  contract  shall  be  made,  as  nearly  as  each  case  will  allow, 
according  to  the  Form  prescribed,  differing  therefrom  only  when  requisite 
to  meet  necessities  of  the  public  service.  All  conditions  of  a  contract 
^hall  be  stated  therein  as  fully  and  clearly  as  may  be  practicable. 

4  Each  contract  sliall  be  made  with  careful  reference  to  the  cheapest 
markets,  the  most  economical  routes  of  transportation,  and  the  particular 
circnmstances  and  necessities  to  be  subserved.  The  chiefs  of  the  purchas- 
ing departments,  at  headquarters  of  military  divisions  or  departments, 
npon  whom  the  direct  control  and  responsibility  of  prompt,  full,  and 
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«c>oiioii)ica]  supply  of  such  commaii(U  devolve,  shall  be  informed,  by  their 
division  or  department  commanders,  through  timely  written  notices,  of 
all  movementR  or  contemplated  changes  of  troopR ;  and  shall  have  afforded 
them,  through  requisite  orders  by  such  commanders,  complete  faciliti*** 
for  estimating  wantfl  of  troops  and  supplies  in  hand  available  theref<tr, 
by  means  of  returns,  accounts,  abstracts,  estimates,  requisitions,  Ax,f  to 
be  rendered  at  regular  intervals  by  the  officers  belonging  to  such  com- 
mands pei-fonning  duty  in  the  purchasing  departments,  and  by  means  of 
special  infonnation  or  assistance  from  them,  to  be  furnished  uj>on  diiHH^i 
call  therefor  by  such  chiefs  of  those  departments. 

5  When  fuel  or  hay  is  not  provided  by  the  labor  of  troops,  division  or 
department  commanders  shall,  by  timely  written  notice  given  to  their 
chief  quartenn asters  or  chief  commissaries,  designate  the  poste  at  which 
those  articles  should  be  procured  by  contract. 

6.  All  contracts  shall  be  in  quintuplicate :  one  copy  for  the  contractor ; 
one  for  the  contracting  otficer  or  inspector  who  receives  the  supplies ;  one 
for  the  proper  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury ;  one  for  the  bead  of  the 
bureau  of  the  War  Departnjent  to  which  the  contract  pertains ;  and  one 
for  the  Returns  Office,  Department  of  the  Interior,  the  latter  copy  of 
contract  to  be  accompanied  by  the  following,  viz :  a  copy  of  the  adver- 
tisement inviting  proposals  and  one  copy  of  all  bids,  offers,  and  proposals 
received  under  it;  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  prescTibe*!  in  section  374'*, 
Revised  Statutes. 

7.  Each  signature  of  the  parties  to  a  contract  shall  be  attested  by  at 
least  one  witness;  when  practicable,  by  a  separate  witness  to  each  signa- 
ture. All  the  signatures  upon  a  contnict  should  appear  in  the  same  order 
on  each  quintuplicate  copy  thereof. 

8.  All  contracts  shall  be  under  seal ;  a  formal  seal  of  wax,  or  othtT 
adhesive  substance,  to  be  attached  to  the  signature  of  each  contracting 
party. 

9.  The  duty  being  Imposed  by  law  upon  the  officers  of  purcbasiniLr 
departments  to  procure,  distribute,  and  issue  the  military  stores  and 
supplies  required  for  the  public  service,  every  officer  of  or  acting  in  any 
such  department  is  directly  responsible  to  the  proper  bureau  of  the  War 
Department  for  the  cornet  discharge  of  such  duties  All  commandini! 
officers  will  see  to  the  prompt  rendering  of  returns,  early  estimates,  ^c 
from  their  respective  commands,  in  order  to  promote,  so  far  as  rests  with 
them,  the  making  of  timely  contracts  for  supplies  or  services. 

10.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  insolvency  of  a  contractor  before  the 
termination  of  his  contract,  its  conditions  on  his  part  may,  for  protection 
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of  the  sureties  thereto,  be  fulfilled  by  them,  in  behalf  of  bis  estate,  until 
hi«  heire,  or  pi'rsonal  representatives,  shall  fulfill  the  same,  or,  in  the 
'•vent  of  the  default  of  such  heirs,  or  representatives,  until  the  termina- 
riun  of  the  contract :  Providedf  That  this  regulation  shall  not  oonflict 
with  any  statutes  in  force  relating  to  the  estates  of  deceased  perH(»ns  or 
in9r»lvents :  And  proridedf  That  no  payments  shall  be  made  under  the 
contract  to  any  person  or  persons  other  than  the  legal  representative  or 
representatives  of  the  deceased  contractor. 

11.  When  more  than  one  contract  is  made  on  one  set  of  pmposals,  one 
c*j\*y  of  each  proposal  will  accompany  one  of  the  contracts  forwarrletl  to 
the  Retiirurt  Office,  and  also  one  of  the  contracts  forwarded  to  the  proper 
i'urean  of  the  War  Department.  A  reference  to  the  contracts  with  which 
the  proposals  are  filed  will  be  note<I  on  the  other  contracts  when 
h»rwanied. 

12.  In  cai«es  where  supplies  or  service  of  a  general  character  are  re- 
'{uired,  as  for  large  quantities  of  stores  to  be  delivered  at  general  depots, 
or  for  the  regular  routes  of  transportation  west  of  the  Mississippi  Rivi*r, 
tin  proposals,  aft«r  l>eiug  indorsed  and  abstracted,  will  be  forwarded 
direct  to  the  proper  bureau  of  the  War  Department  for  instructions,  with 
thf  recommendations  of  the  ofiicer  advertising  for  the  supplies  or  service. 

13.  Except  in  the  rare  cases  where  the  United  States  may  elec*t  to 
^-xiTcise  its  reserved  right  to  reject  proposals,  contracts  will  be  awarded 
U)  the  lowest  responsible  bona  fide  bidder,  who,  when  required,  produces 
a  proper  article,  and  whose  proposal  therefor  is  not  unreasonable  in 
amount. 

14.  A  contract  will  not  be  awarded  to  a  corporation  until  it  shall  fur- 
mh  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  legal  capacity  to  enter  into  the  same.

lo.  Except  as  specified  in  section  ^^32,  Revised  Atatut«s,  no  contract 
or  purchase  can  legally  be  made  unless  expressly  authorized  by  statute, 
or  inferential ly  by  an  appropriation  being  made  which  properly  requires 
tht-  same.     (K.  S.,  sec.  3732;  the  Floyd  Acceptances,  7  Wallace,  iiSi,) 

16.  A  contract  made  under  an  appropriation  for  a  certain  fiscal  year 
cannot  legally  operate  or  ext^^ud  beyond  that  fiscal  year.  (R.  8.,  sec. 
.«r9;  IV  Opinions,  476.) 

17.  A  contract  stipulating  for  the  payment  of  an  amount  beyond  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  under  which  it  is  made  is  void  and  inopera- 
tive as  to  the  payment  of  the  excess  over  the  appn)priation.  (R.  8.,  sec.

commcm  caiTiers  or  others,  by  the  failure  of  contractors,  &c.  {See  11

IV.— Quartermastkr's  Department. 

1.  Contracts  for  transportation  over  routes  which  are  impassable  dur- 
ing a  portion  of  the  year  will  generally  provide  for  the  transportation  of 
supplies  during  that  period  which  is  most  favorable  for  the  service.  Tlie 
months  embracing  such  periods  will  be  named  in  the  contract.  Pro- 
\\»Um  will  also  be  made  in  contracts  for  traunportation,  at  higher  raten  if 
nt^essary,  during  that  period  when  the  service  is  most  difficult  to  per- 
lonn,  in  case  any  public  exigency  requires  it ;  but  the  officer  retjuiring 
{•«rfonnance  of  the  difficult  service  at  higher  rate  niu.st  re]>ort  his  action 
and  the  reason  therefor  to  the  Quarterinaster-Genenil  of  the  Army. 

2.  Whenever  practicable,  contracts  for  supplying  military  poKts  with 
fuel,  forage,  straw,  &c.,  shall  provide  for  delivery,  monthly,  of  the  quan- 
litiwi  re<juired  each  month,  in  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  accumulation 
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of  property  at  poets  and  to  distribute  expenditure  theretur  throughout 
the  year. 

3.  The  following  \»  a  list  of  articles  of  clothing,  camp  and  garrieun 
equipage,  which  should  be  separately  marked  by  contractors,  in  accord- 
ance with  section  3731,  Revised  Statutes  :

VIII. — Sections  of  tiie  Revised  Statutes,  axd  Acts  axd  parts 
OF  Acts  of  Congress,  relating  to  Contracts  under 
THE  War  Department. 

Sec.  220.  The  transportation  of  troop?,  mnnitions  of  war,  equipments, 
military  property,  and  stores,  throughout  the  United  States,  shall  be 
under  the  immediate  control  and  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and 
such  agents  as  he  may  appoint. 

Sec.  229.  The  Secretary  of  War  shall  lay  before  Congress,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  regular  session,  a  statement  of  all  contracts  for  sup- 
plies or  services  which  have  been  made  by  him  or  under  his  direction 
during  the  year  preceding,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
moneys  appropriated  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  military  estab- 
lishment. 
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Sec.  1133.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  oflScera  of  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  under  the  direction  of  tlie  Secretary  of  War,  to  purchase  and 
distribute  to  the  Army  all  military  stores  and  supplieSi  requisite  f(»r  its 
use,  which  other  corps  are  not  directed  by  law  to  provide ;  to  furnish 
means  of  transportation  for  the  Army,  its  military  stores  and  supplies, 
and  to  provide  for  and  pay  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  military  service 
which  other  corps  are  not  directed  to  provide  for  and  pay.

his  own  use  any  gain  or  emolument  for  negotiating  or  transacting  any 
business  connected  with  the  duties  of  his  office,  other  than  that  which 
may  be  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  1141.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  Subsistence  Depart- 
ment, under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  purchase  and  issue 
to  the  Army  such  supplies  as  enter  into  the  composition  of  the  ration. 

Skc.  1150.  No  officer  belonging  to  the  Subsistence  Department,  or 
doing  the  duty  of  a  subsistence  officer,  shall  be  concerned,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  the  purchase  or  sale  of  any  article  entering  into  the  com- 
position of  the  ration  allowed  to  troops  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  article  designated  by  the  inspectors-general  of  the  Anuy, 
and  funiished  for  sale  to  officers  and  enlisted  miBn  at  cost  prices,  or  of 
tobacco  furnished  for  sale  to  enlisteil  men,  except  on  account  of  the  United 
States ;  nor  shall  any  such  officer  take  or  apply  to  his  own  use  any  gain 
or  emolument  for  negotiating  or  transacting  any  business  connected  with 
the  duties  of  his  office,  other  than  that  which  may  be  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  1164.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  to  furnish 
estimates,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  make  con- 
tracts atid  purchases,  for  procuring  tlie  necessary  supplies  of  ordnance 
and  ordnance  stores,  for  the  use  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States;  to 
direct  the  mspection  and  proving  of  the  same,  and  to  direct  the  construc- 
tion of  all  cannon  and  carriages,  ammunition-wagons,  traveling  forges, 
artificers'  wagons,  and  of  every  miplenient  and  apparatus  for  ordnance, 
and  the  preparation  of  all  kinds  of  ammunition  and  onlnance  stores  cou- 
structed  or  prepai-ed  for  said  service. 

Skc.  1358.  No  officer  of  the  prison,  or  other  person  connected  there- 
with, shall  be  concerned  or  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  con- 
tract, purchase,  or  sale  made  on  account  of  the  prison. 
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Sec.  17H1.  Eveiy  member  of  Congresd  or  any  oflScer  or  agent  of  tlie 
Government  wlio,  directly  or  indirectly,  takes,  receivefi,  or  agrees  to 
receive,  any  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  consideration  whatever, 
from  any  person  for  pmcaring,  or  aiding  to  procure,  any  contract,  office, 
or  place,  from  the  Government  or  any  Department  thereof,  or  from  any 
oflficer  of  the  Unile<l  States,  for  any  pereon  whatever,  or  for  giving  any 
such  contract,  office,  or  place  to  any  person  whom"4oever,  and  every  per- 
.»ou  who,  directly  or  indirectly,  offer**  or  agi-ees  to  give,  or  gives;  or 
bestows  any  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  consideration  whatever, 
for  the  pr(»curitig  or  aiding  to  procure  any  such  contract,  office,  or  place, 
aud  every  member  of  Congress  who,  directly  or  indirectly,  takes,  receives, 
oragre«8  to  receive  any  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  consideration 
fvhatever  after  his  election  hs  such  member,  for  bin  attention  to,  services, 
action,  vote,  or  decision  on  any  question,  matter,  cau^e,  or  proceeding 
wlii.'h  may  then  be  pending,  or  may  by  law  or  under  the  Constitution  be 
bmught  before  him  in  his  official  capacity,  or  in  his  place  as  such  member 
uf  CongreMS,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  im- 
prisoned not  more  than  two  years  and  fined  not  more  than  ten  thousand 
dollars.  And  any  such  contract  or  agreement  may,  at  the  option  of  the 
President,  be  declared  absolutely  null  and  void;  and  any  member  of 
Congrehs  or  officer  convicted  of  a  violation  of  this  section,  shall,  more<jver, 
be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of  honor,  profit,  or  trust  under  the 
Government  of  the  United  States. 

SrC.  17d2.  No  Senailor,  Kepresentative,  or  Delegate,  after  his  election 
aod  during  his  continuance  in  office,  and  no  head  of  a  Department,  or 
other  officer  or  clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  Government,  shall  receive  or 
agree  to  receive  any  compensation  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly,  for 
any  services  rendered,  or  U)  be  rendered,  to  any  person,  either  by  himself 
or  another,  in  relation  to  any  procee<Uug.  contract,  claim,  controversy, 
charge,  accusation,  arrest,  or  other  matter  or  thing  in  which  the  United 
States  is  a  party,  or  directly  or  iiulirectly  intereste<i,  before  any  Depart- 
ment, court-martial,  Bureau,  officer,  or  any  civil,  military,  or  naval  com- 
mission whatever.  Every  person  offending  against  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  imprisoned  hot  more  tban 
two  years,  and  fined  not  more  that  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  shall,  more- 
over, by  conviction  therefor,  be  rendered  forever  thereafter  incapable  of 
holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  Government  of  the 
United  States. 

Sbc.  1977.  All  persons  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  shall 
have  the  same  right  in  every  State  and  Temtory  to  make  and  enforce 
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contracts,  to  sue,  be  parties,  give  evidence,  aud  to  the  full  and  eqaal 
benefit  of  all  laws  and  proceedings  for  the  security  of  persons  and  property 
as  18  enjoyed  by  white  citizeuB,  and  shall  be  subject  to  like  punishment, 
pains,  penalties,  taxes,  licenses,  and  exactions  of  every  kind,  and  to  no 
other. 

Sec.  3648.  No  advance  of  public  money  shall  be  made  in  any  case 
whatever.  And  in  all  cases  of  contracts  for  the  performance  of  any  ser- 
vice, or  the  delivery  of  articles  of  any  description,  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States,  payment  shall  not  exceed  the  value  of  the  service  render€*d,  or  of 
the  articles  delivered  previously  to  such  payment.  It  shall,  however,  be 
lawful,  under  the  special  dii*ection  of  the  President,  to  make  such  advances 
to  the  disbursing  officers  of  the  Government  as  may  be  necessary  to  the 
fiiitliful  and  prompt  discharge  of  their  res[)ective  duties,  and  to  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  public  engagements.  The  President  may  also  direct  such 
advances  as  he  may  deem  ueces:$ary  and  proper,  to  persons  in  the 
military  and  naval  service  employed  on  distant  stations,  where  the  dis- 
charge of  the  pay  and  emoluments  to  which  they  may  be  entitled  cannot 
be  regularly  effected. 

Sec.  3678.  All  sums  appropriated  for  the  various  branches  of  expendi- 
ture in  the  public  service  shall  be  applied  solely  to  the  objects  for  which 
they  are  respectively  made,  and  for  no  others. 

Sec.  3679.  No  Department  of  the  Government  shall  expend,  in  any 
one  fiscal  year,  any  sum  in  excess  of  appropriations  made  by  Congress 
for  that  fiscal  year,  or  involve  the  Government  i«  any  contract  for  the 
future  payment  of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropriations. 

Sec.  3690.  All  balances  of  appropriations  contained  in  the  annual 
appropriation  bills  and  made  specifically  for  the  service  of  any  fiscal  year, 
and  i-emaining  unexpeinled  at  the  expiration  of  suc}i  fiscal  year,  shall 
only  be  applied  to  the  ])n yment  of  expenses  properly  incurred  during 
that  year,  or  to  the  fulfillment  of  contracts  properly  made  within  that 
year;  and  balances  not  need e<l  for  such  purposes  shall  be  carried  to  the 
surplus  fund.  This  section,  however,  shall  not  apply  to  appixtpriations 
known  as  permanent  or  indefinite  appropriations. 

Sec.  37(.)9.  All  purchases  and  contracts  fqj*  supplies  or  services,  in  any 
of  the  Departments  of  the  Government,  except  for  personal  services,  shall 
be  made  by  advertLning  a  sufficient  time  previously  for  proposals  respecting 
the  same,  when  the  public  exigencies  do  not  refjuire  the  immediate  delivery 
of  the  articles,  or  performance  of  the  service.  When  immediate  delivery 
or  performance  is  re<}uired  by  the  public  exigency,  the  articles  or  service 
required  may  be  procured  by  open  purchase  or  contract,  at  the  places 
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and  in  the  manner  iu  which  such  articles  are  usually  bought  and  sold,  or 
such  services  engaged,  between  individuals. 

Sbc.  3710.  Whenever  pro^xjsals  for  supplies  have  been  solicited,  the 
parties  responding  to  such  solicitation  shall  be  duly  notified  of  the  time 
and  place  of  opening  the  bids,  and  be  permitted  to  be  present  eiiher  in 
penKiu  or  by  attorney,  iind  u  record  of  each  bid  slmll  then  and  there  be 
made. 

Sec.  3711.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  officer  or  person  in  the  civil, 
military,  or  naval  service  of  the  United  State**  in  the  Dintrict  of  Columbia 
to  purcliase  anthracite  or  bituminous  coal  or  woo<l  for  the  public  service 
except  on  condition  that  the  sauie  shall,  before  delivery,  be  inspected  and 
weighed  or  measured  by  some  c<mipetent  pei*«on  to  be  appointed  by  the 
head  of  the  department  or  chief  of  the  branch  of  the  service  for  which 
the  purchase  is  made.  The  person  so  appointed  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duty  of  inspector,  weigher,  and  measurer,  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  appointing  officer,  give  bonds,  with  not  less  than  two  sureties,  in 
the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  with  condition  that  each  ton 
of  coal  weighe<l  by  him  shall  consist  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty  pounds,  and  that  each  cord  of  wood  to  be  so  measured  shall  be  of 
the  standard  measure  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cubic  feet.  The 
inspector,  weigher,  and  measurer  so  appointed  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  venders  of  fuel  weighed  and  measured  by  him  twenty  cents  for 
each  ton  of  coal  weighed,  and  nine  cents  for  each  cord  of  wood  measured 
by  him.  Each  load  oi*  parcel  of  wood  or  coal  weighed  and  measured  by 
htm  shall  be  accompanied  by  his  certificate  of  the  number  of  tons  or 
pounds  of  coal  and  the  number  of  cords  or  parts  of  cords  of  wood  in  each 
load  or  parcel. 

Sec.  '3713.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  accounting  officer  to  pass  or 
allow  in  ihe  credit  of  any  disbursing  officer  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
any  money  paid  by  him  for  purchase  of  anthracite  or  bituminous  coal  or 
for  wood,  unless  the  voucher  therefor  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the 
proper  inspector,  weigher,  and  measurer  that  the  quantity  paid  for  has 
been  determined  bv  such  officer. 

Sec.  3714.  All  purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies  or  services  for  the 
military  and  naval  service  shall  be  made  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the 
chief  officers  of  the  Departments  of  War  and  of  the  Navy,  respectively. 
Anil  all  agents  or  contractors  for  supplies  or  services  as  aforesaid  shall 
render  their  accounts  for  settlement  to  the  accountant  of  the  proper 
department  for  which  such  supplies  or  services  are  required,  subject, 
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neverthelMS,  to  the  inepection  and  revision  of  the  officers  of  the  Treasarj 
in  the  manner  before  preucribed. 

Sec  3715.  Cuntracts  for  Bub8i«t**nce  supplies  for  the  Armj^  made  bv 
the  ComnuBsary-General.  on  public  notice,  shall  provide  for  a  complete 
delivery  of  such  articles,  on  inspection,  at  such  places  as  shall  be 
stipulated. 

Skc.  3716.  The  Quartermaster's  Department  of  the  Army,  in  obtaining 
supplies  for  the  military  service,  shall  state  in  all  advertisements  for  bids 
for  contracts  that  a  preference  shall  be  given  to  articles  of  domestic  pro- 
duction and  manufacture,  conditions  of  price  and  quality  being  equal, 
and  that  such  preference  shall  be  given  to  articles  of  American  production 
and  manufacture  produced  on  the  Tacific  coast,  to  the  extent  of  the 
consumption  required  by  the  public  service  there.  In  advertising  for 
Army  supplies  the  Quartermaster's  Department  shall  rH]uire  all  articles 
which  are  to  be  used  in  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  Pacific  coast  to 
be  delivered  and  inspected  at  points  designated  in  those  States  and  Terri- 
tories; and  the  advertisements  for  such  supplies  shall  be  published  in 
newspapers  of  the  cities  of  San  Francisco,  in  California,  and  Portland, 
in  Oregon. 

Skc  3717.  Whenever  the  Secretary  of  War  invites  proposals  for  any 
works,  or  for  any  materiaf  or  labor  for  any  works,  there  shall  be  separate 
proposals  and  separate  contracts  for  each  work,  and  also  for  each  class 
of  material  or  labor  for  each  work. 

Skc.  3789.  The  Secretary  of  War,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  enter  into  contract,  in  open  market,  for 
bunting  of  American  manufacture,  as  their  respective  services  require, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  at  a  price  not  exceeding  that  at 
which  an  article  of  equal  quality  can  be  imported. 

Sec.  3731.  Every  person  who  shall  furnish  supplies  of  any  kind  to  the 
Army  or  Navy  shall  be  required  to  mark  and  distinguish  the  same  with 
the  name  of  the  contract<jr  furnishing  such  supplies,  in  such  maimer  as 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may,  respectively, 
direct ;  and  no  supplies  of  any  kind  shall  be  received,  unless  so  marked 
and  distinguished. 

Sec.  3732.  No  contract  or  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  made,  unless  the  same  is  authorized  by  law  or  is  under  an  appropria- 
tion adequate  to  its  fulfillment,  except  in  the  War  and  Navy  Departments, 
for  clothing,  subsistence,  forage,  fuel,  quarters,  or  transportation,  which, 
however,  shall  not  exceed  the  necessities  of  the  current  year. 

Sec.  3733.  No  contract  shall  be  entered  into  for  the  erection,  repair,  or 
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farnishiug  of  anj  public  building,  or  for  any  public  improvement  which 
shall  bind  the  Ooveniment  to  paj  a  larger  sum  of  money  than  the  amount 
in  the  Treasury  appropriated  for  the  specific  purpose. 

Sec.  3735.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  Executive  Departments 
to  make  contracts  for  stationery  or  other  supplies  for  a  longer  term  than 
one  vear  from  the  time  the  contract  is  made. 

Sec.  3737.  No  contract  or  order,  or  any  interest  therein,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  party  to  whom  such  contract  or  order  la  given  to  any 
other  party,  and  any  such  transfer  shall  caune  the  annulment  of  the  con- 
tract or  order  transferred,  so  far  as  the  United  States  are  concerned.  All 
rights  of  action,  however,  for  any  breach  of  such  contract  by  the  contract- 
ing parties,  are  reserved  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3739.  No  member  of  or  delegate  to  Congress  shall  directly  or 
indirectly,  himself,  or  by  any  other  person  in  trust  for  him,  or  for  his  use 
or  benefit,  or  on  his  account,  undertake,  execute,  hold,  or  enjoy,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  any  contract  or  agreement  made  or  entered  into  in  behalf  ot 
the  United  States,  by  any  officer  or  person  authorized  to  make  contracts 
on  behalf  of  the  United  States.  Every  person  who  violates  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  three  thousand 
dollars.  All  contracts  or  agreements  made  in  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  void ;  and  whenever  any  sum  of  money  is  advanced  on  the  part 
of  the  United  States,  in  consideration  of  any  such  contract  or  agreement, 
it  shall  be  forthwith  repaid ;  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  delay  to  repay  the 
same,  when  demanded,  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Department  under 
whose  authority  such  contract  or  agreement  shall  have  been  made  or 
entered  into,  every  person  so  refusing  or  delaying,  together  with  his 
surety  or  sureties,  shall  be  forthwith  prosecuted  at  law  for  the  recovery 
of  any  such  sum  of  money  ao  advance<l. 

Sec.  3740.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  section  shall  extend,  or 
be  construed  to  extend,  to  any  contract  or  agreement,  made  or  entered 
into,  or  accepted,  by  any  incorporated  company,  where  such  contract  or 
agreement  is  made  for  the  general  benefit  of  such  incorporation  or  com- 
pany ;  nor  to  the  purchase  or  sale  of  bills  of  exchange  or  other  property 
by  any  member  of  Congress,  where  the  same  are  ready  for  delivery,  and 
payment  therefor  is  made,  at  the  time  of  making  or  entering  into  the  con- 
tract or  agreement. 

Sec.  3741.  In  every  such  contract  or  agreement  to  be  made  or  entered 
into,  or  accepted  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  there  shall  be  in- 
i^erted  an  express  condition  that  no  member  of  or  delegate  to  Congress 
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shall  be  admiUed  to  hny  share  or  part  of  such  coutract  ur  agreement,  or 
to  any  benefit  to  arise  thereupon. 

Sec.  3742.  Every  officer  wlio,  on  behalf  [of]  the  United  States,  directly 
or  indirectly  makes  or  enters  into  any  contract,  bargain,  or  agreement  in 
writing  or  otherwise,  other  than  such  as  are  hereinbefore  excepted,  with 
any  member  of  or  delegate  to  Congress,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  be  fine<l  three  thoutinnd  dolhire. 

Skc.  3743.  All  contracts  to  be  made,  by  virtue  of  any  law,  and  requir- 
ing the  advance  of  money,  or  in  any  manner  conueotetl  with  the 
settlement  of  public  accounts,  shall  be  depositeil  in  the  office  of  the  First 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Umteil  States,  the  Second  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  or  the  Commissioner  of  Customs, 
respectively,  according  to  the  nature  thereof,  within  ninety  days  after 
their  respective  dates. 

Sec.  3744.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Wap>  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  cause  and 
require  every  contract  made  by  them  severally  on  behalf  of  the  Gkivem- 
ment,  or  by  their  officers  under  them  appointed  to  make  such  contracts, 
to  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  contracting  parties  with  their 
names  at  the  end  thereof;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  officer 
making  and'signing  the  contract  in  the  Returns  Office  of  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  as  soon  after  the  coutract  is  made  as  possible,  and  within 
thirty  days,  together  with  all  bids,  offers,  and  proposals  to  him  made  by 
•persons  to  obtain  the  same,  and  with  a  copy  of  any  advertisement  he  may 
have  published  inviting  bids,  offers,  or  proposals  for  the  same.  All  the 
copies  and  papers  in  relation  to  each  contract  shall  be  attached  together 
by  a  I  ibbon  and  seal,  and  marked  by  number  in  regular  order,  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  papers  composing  the  whole  return. 

Sec.  3745.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  officer,  before  making  his 
return,  according  to  the  preceding  section,  to  affix  to  the  same  his 
affidavit  in  the  following  form,  sworn  to  before  some  magistrate  having 
authority  to  administer  oaths :  "  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  the 
copy  of  contract  hereto  annexed  is  an  exact  copy  of  a  contract  made  by 

me  personally  with ;  that  I  made  the  same  fairly  without  any 

benefit  or  advantage  to  myself,  or  allowing  any  such  benefit  or  advantage 

corruptly  to  the  said ,  or  any  other  person ;  and  that  the  papers 

accompanying  include  all  thuse  relating  to  the  said  contract,  as  required 
by  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided." 

Sec.  3746.  Every  officer  who  makes  any  contract,  and  fails  or  neglects 
to  make  return  of  the  same,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  two  pre- 
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ceding  sections,  unless  from  unavoidable  accident  or  causes  not  within 
his  control,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  live  hundred,  and  im- 
priMined  not  more  than  six  months. 

Sec.  3747.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  and  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  furnish  every  officer 
appointed  by  them  with  authority  to  make  contracts  on  behalf  of  the 
Government,  with  a  printed  letter  of  instructions,  setting  forth  the  duties 
of  such  officer,  under  the  two  preceding  sections,  and  also  to  fumisb 
therewith  forms,  pnnted  in  blank,  of  contracts  to  be  made,  and  the  affidavit 
of  returns  required  to  be  affixed  thereto,  so  that  all  the  instruments  may 
be  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible. 

Sec.  3826.  All  advertisements,  notices,  and  proposals  for  contracts  for 
all  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  Government,  and  the  laws  passed 
by  Congress  and  executive  proclamations  and  treaties  to  be  published  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  shall  hereafter  be- 
advertised  by  publication  in  the  three  daily  papers  published  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  having  the  largest  circulation,  one  of  which  shall 
be  selected  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  in  no 
others.  The  charges  for  such  publications  shall  not  be  higher  than  such 
as  are  paid  by  individuals  for  advertising  in  said  papers,  and  the  same 
publication  shall  be  made  in  each  of  the  said  papers  equally  as  to 
frequency :  Provided,  That  no  advertisement  to  any  State,  district,  or 
Territory,  other  than  the  District  of  Columbia,  Maryland,  or  Virginia, 
iihall  be  published  in  the  papers  designated,  unless  at  the  direction  first 
made  of  the  prriper  head  of  a  Department :  And  provided  further,  That 
this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  allow  a  greater  compensation  for 
the  publication  of  the  laws  passed  by  Congress  and  executive  proclama- 
tions and  treaties  in  the  papers  of  the  District  of  Columbia  than  is  pro- 
vided by  law  for  such  publications  in  other  papers. 

Sbc.  3828.  No  advertisement,  notice,  or  proposal  for  any  Executive 
Department  of  the  Government,  or  for  any  Bureau  thereof,  or  for  any 
office  therewith  connected,  shall  be  published  in  any  newspaper  what- 
ever, except  in  pursuance  of  a  written  antliority  for  such  publication  from 
the  head  of  snch  Department;  and  no  bill  fur  any  such  advertising,  or 
publication,  shall  be  paid,  unless  there  be  presented,  with  such  bill,  a 
«:opy  of  such  written  authority. 

Sec.  5503.  Every  officer  of  the  Government  who  knowingly  contracts 
for  the  erection,  repair,  or  furnishing  of  any  public  building,  or  for  any 
pablic  improvement,  to  pay  a  larger  amount  than  the  specific  sum  ap- 
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propriated  for  such  purpose,  shall  be  punished  bj  imprisonment  not  1ms 
than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  ^eHrs,  and  shall  pay  a  fine  of  two 
thousand  dollars. 

( Extimct  from  Act  »pproT6d  BlArch  3d,  1875.) 

Src.  2.  That  in  all  contracts  for  material  for  anj  public  improvement, 
the  (Secretary  of  War  shall  give  preference  to  American  material ;  and 
all  labor  thereon  shall  be  performed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States. 

( Act  approTed  April  10th,  1878.) 

That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe  rules  and 
regulations  to  be  observed  in  the  preparation  and  submission  and  openini; 
of  bids  for  contracts  under  the  War  Department ;  and  he  may  require 
any  bid  to  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  in  such  penal  sum  as  he  may  deem 
advisable,  with  goml  and  sufficient  security,  conditioned  that  the  bidder 
will  enter  into  a  contract  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  his  bid,  if  the  same 
be  awarded  to  him  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the 
bids,  or  otherwise  pay  the  penalty.  No  bid  shall  be  withdrawn  by  the 
bidder  within  the  sai<l  period  of  sixty  days.

In  no  case  of  advertisement  for  contracts  for  the  public  service  shall 
the  same  be  published  in  any  newspaper  published  and  printed  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  unless  the  supplies  or  labor  covered  by  such  adver- 
tisement are  to  be  furnished  or  performed  in  said  District  of  Columbia. 

( Extnct  trma  Act  approved  June  aoth,  1878.) 

That  hereafter  all  advertisements,  notices,  proposals  for  contracts,  and 
all  forms  of  advertising  required  by  law  for  the  several  departmentt  of 
the  government  may  be  paid  for  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  the  commercial 
rates  charged  to  private  individuals,  with  the  usual  discounts;  such  rates 
to  be  ascertained  from  sworn  statements  to  be  furnished  by  the  proprie- 
tors or  publishers  of  the  newspapers  proposing  so  to  advertise :  Provided, 
That  all  adveitising  in  newspapers  since  the  tenth  day  of  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  shall  be  audited  and  paid  at  like  rates;  bat 
the  heads  of  the  several  departments  may  secure  lower  terms  at  special 
rates  whenever  the  public  interest  requires  it.

from  Andrew  Johnson,  military-governor  of  Tennessee,  to  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  the  date  of  his 
muster  into  the  Fifth  Tennessee  Cavalry,  the  same  being  for  actual 
services  rendered  in  the  field.

The  Stjcivtary  of  War  directs  that  the  following  order  be  issued  to  the 
Armv:

I.-Hereatler  the  ration  of  Halt  be«f  will  be  twenty-two  oiincen;  and 
two  pounds  of  tea  and  four  pounds  of  salt  to  every  one  hundred  rations 
will  Ije  issued  instead  of  the  quantities  heretofore  authorized.  Fourteen 
ounces  of  dried  fish  or  eighteen  ounces  of  pickled  or  fi*esh  fish  may  be 
iaaaed  in  lieu  of  a  ration  of  fresh  beef.  Molasses  or  syrup  may  be  issued 
in  lieu  of  sugar  at  the  rate  of  two  gallons  of  molasses  or  syrup  in  lieu  of 
fifteen  pounds  of  sugar. 

II..  When  troops  are  detached  from  a  post  orconuuand,  the  command- 
ing ofEcer  of  each  company  or  smaller  detachment  will  be  funiished,  by 
the  CommisBary  of  such  post  or  command,  with  a  certificate  setting  forth 
the  date  to  which  rations  were  last  issued  by  him,  and  the  rations  (if  any) 
<iue  but  not  issued,  to  such  company  or  detachment,  which  certificate  will 
be  presented  to  the  Commissary  from  whom  rations  may  next  be  drawn, 
and  transmitted  by  him  with  his  abstract  of  issues  to  the  Commissary 
Gnieral. 

ii^imilar  certificates  will,  under  like  circumstances,  be  given  to  em- 
ployees entitled  to  rations.

ik'^oiid.  About  three  «>r  four  miles  fronj  what  afterwards  was  found  to 
'f'**  til*?  Little  Big  Horu  River,  where  the  fighting  took  place,  Major  Reno 
rvrt^ivetl  orders  to  move  forwanl  as  rapidly  as  he  thouglit  prudent,  until 
"i?iii ng  up  with  the  Indians,  wdio  were  reported  fieeing,  lie  would  charge 
'li^fHi  and  drive  everything  l^efore  him,  and  would  re<'eive  the  support  of 
•l.*-  cohinin  under  Colonel  Custer. 

Third.  In  obe<lience  to  the  orders  given  by  Colonel  Custer,  Captain 
lifutei^n  marched  to  the  left  (south),  at  an  angle  of  about  forty-five  de- 
^\*"t^,  but,  meeting  an  impracticable  country,  was  forced  by  it  to  march 
Ui«>iv  to  his  right  than  the  angle  above  indicated  and  nearer  approaching

Fourth.  Major  Rtno,  in  obe<lience  t(»  the  orders  given  him,  moved  on 
at  a  fast  trot  on  the  main  Indian  trail  until  reaching  the  Little  Big  Horn 
liivfT.  which  he  forded,  and  halted  for  a  few  moments  to  re-form  his 
buTT.'ilion.    Aft ♦T  re- fomiing,  he  marched  the  battalion  forward  towards 


tlie  linliiui  village,  down  stivam  or  in  a  northorly  dirinnion,  two  coiii]u- 
niea  in  line  of  buttle  anil  one  in  hn|iport,  until  about  half  way  to  tbe  i^hu: 
where  he  finally  halted,  wln^n  he  brought  the  company  in  reserve  f'l 
ward  to  the  line  of  battle,  continuing  the  movement  at  a  fast  trot  <ii 
galloj)  until  after  passing  over  a  dintance  of  about  two  miles^  when  li*- 
halted  an<l  dismounted  to  fight  on  foot  at  a  ]>oint  of  timber  u]xm  whii  i 
the  right  Hank  <»f  hi*  battalion  r**8ted.  After  lighting  in  thiis  formati'ii 
for  le.<<s  than  half  an  hour,  the  Indiana  passing  to  his  left  rear  and  ny- 
pearing  in  his  front,  the  hkirmish  line  was  withdrawn  to  the  timl)er.  aiitl 
the  tight  continued  for  a  short  time — half  an  hour  or  foriy-Hve  minu't". 
in  all — when  the  command,  or  nearly  all  of  It,  wa»  mounte<l.  fiinn^l. 
and,  at  a  i*apid  gait,  was  withdrawn  to  a  hill  on  the  oppi>site  s^ide  of  tlit- 
river.  In  this  movement  one  officer  and  abcmt  sixteen  soldiei^  and  fit: 
zena  were  left  in  the  woods :  besides  one  wounded  man  or  more,  tw* 
citizens  and  thirteen  sohliers  rejoining  the  command  af^erwanls.  In  tlii- 
retreat  Major  AVn'/»  battalion  lost  some  twentv-nine  men  in  kille<l  an'i 
wounded,  and  three  officers,  including  Doctor  DeWolf,  killed. 

Fifth.  In  the  mean  time  Captain  Benteen,  having  carried  out,  as  far  a.* 
■was  ])racticable,  tbe  spirit  of  his  orders,  turned  in  the  direction  of  tlu- 
route  taken  by  the  remainder  of  the  regiment,  and  I'eaching  tbe  tniil. 
follrjwed  it  to  near  tbe  crossing  of  the  Little  Big  Horn,  reaching  then- 
about  tbe  same  time  Heno's  ctimmand  was  crossing  tbe  river  in  retrt-at 
lower  down,  antl  finally  joined  his  battalion  with  that  of  ^«no,  on  the  hili. 
Forty  minutes  or  one  hour  later  the  pack-train,  which  had  been  Kft 
behind  on  the  trail  by  the  rapid  movement  of  the  command  and  the  dflav^ 
incident  to  its  march,  joined  the  united  command,  which  then  con*i?'tt'«l 
of  seven  companies,  together  with  about  thirty  (30)  or  thirty-five  (3"^ 
men  belonging  to  tbe  companies  under  Colonel  Custer. 

Sixth.  After  detaching  Benteen's  and  lienors  c(dumns  Ccdouel  Ciis'tf 
m(>ved  with  his  immediate  command,  on  the  trail  followed  bv  Baio.  \>< ;. 
point  within  about  one  mile  of  the  river,  where  he  diverged  to  the  Mi' 
(or  northward),  following  the  general  direction  of  the  river  to  a  |K>i:ii 
about  four  miles  lielow  that  (afterwards  taken  by  Major  Reno)  where  ht 
and  his  connnand  were  de8tn)yed  by  the  hostiles.  The  last  living  wi* 
ness  of  this  man^h.  Trumpeter  Martin,  left  Colonel  Custer's  coniman'l 
when  it  was  about  two  mile»  distant  from  the  field  where  it  afterwanl- 
met  its  fate.

Sertnth.  After  the  distribution  of  ammunition  and  a  pn»per  ]>rovision 
tor  the  wounded  men,  Major  Jieno^t  entire  conmiand  move*!  down  tlie 
river  in  the  direction  it  was  ttiougbt  Custer's  column  bad  taken,  and 
in  which  it  wan  known  General  Terry'e  command  wan  to  be  found.  Tbi!« 
movement  wa»  carried  sufficiently  far  to  discover  that  it*«  continuance 
would  im)>eril  the  entire  command,  upon  w^hich  it  returned  to  the  po>i- 
ti(m  formerly  occupied,  and  made  a  Hucce^iiful  resistance  till  huccoi 
reached  it.  The  defense  of  the  position  on  the  bill  was  a  heroic  one 
against  fearful  mlds. 

The  C4)nduct  of  the  officei>  throughout  was  excellent,  and  wbili*  .^ub- 
onlinates.  in  s^iUie  instances,  did  moiv  for  the  safety  of  the  c<miniand  bv 
brilliant  displays  of  courage  than  did  Major  /iVno,  then*  was  nothinir  in 
hi'i  conduct  which  re<)uires  animadversion  from  this  Court.

I_&.N  ACT  to  authorize  the  reitoration  uf  BUchael  O'Brien  to  the  rank  of  tint  lieo- 

tenant  in  the  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhledf  That  the  President  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  appoint  Michael  O'Brien,  late  first  lieutenant  First  Regi- 
ment of  Artillery,  a  first  lieutenant  of  artillery  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  with  his  original  rank  and  date  of  commission;  and  that  he  shall 
be  assigned  to  the  first  vacancy  occurring  in  his  grade  in  the  artillery  aim 
of  the  service:  Provided,  however,  That  he  shall  receive  no  pay  for  the 
period  he  was  out  of  the  service.

IL-AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Edwin  R.  Clarke. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  Tliat  the  provisions  of  law  regu- 
lating appointments  in  the  Army  by  promotion  in  the  line  ara  hereby 
suspended  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  only  so  far  as  they  affect  Edwin

own  discretion  and  judgment,  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  said  Edwin  R.  Clarke,  late  second  lieu- 
tenant of  the  Tenth  Regiment  of  the  United  States  Infantry,  to  the  same 
grade  and  rank  of  second  lieutenant  held  by  him  on  the  twelfth  day  of 
July,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  in  any  vacancy 
occurring  in  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  in  said  regiment :  Provided, 
however,  That  no  pay,  compensation,  or  allowance  whatever  shall  ever  be 
given  to  said  Clarke  for  the  time  between  said  twelfth  day  of  July,  anno 
Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy -six,  and  the  date  of  the  appoint- 
ment hereunder:  And  provided  further,  That  the  acceptance  of  any  bene- 
fit under  this  act  by  said  Edwin  R.  Clarke  shall  be  taken  and  construed 
to  be,  by  his  election,  a  bar  to  any  claim  for  pay  or  allowances  from  the 
date  of  bis  discharge  to  his  acceptance  of  a  commission,  if  one  be  granted 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

III._AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Second  Lieutenant^Tbomaa  T.  Knox,  regimental  qiur- 

termaater  Fint  Oaralry. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  lUpresentcUives  of  Oie  United 
States  of  America  in  Congreea  eusembUd,  That  the  proper  accountiiig-offi(vre 
in  the  Quartermaster's  Department  of  the  United  Stat««  Army  be,  and 
thej  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  Second  Lieutenant 
Thomas  T.  Knox,  regimental  quartermaster  First  Cavalry  United  Stat^ 
Army,  a  credit  upon  settlement  of  his  accounts  for  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  forty- seven  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents,  the  amount  claimed 
to  have  been  stolen  from  his  safe,  and  being  moneys  received  by  him  for 
sale  of  subsistence  stores.

•-(uinu-ter,  as  manifested  in  the  late  outbreak,  leaves  no  doubt  that  it  is  similar  to,  if 
iM'T  i<l**ntical  with,  the  "plague"  which  devastated  the  old  world  in  pact  centuries. 

B»taas«»,  therefore,  of  the  danger  which  attaches  to  rags,  furs,  Ac,  as  carriers  of 
ifii'*  tion,  the  following  reg^latitms  are  framed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
Tlit>  Tressiiry,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President,  for  the  protection  of  the 
ht'&Ith  of  the  pec^le  of  the  Unite<i  States  against  the  danger  referretl  to: 

t'ntil  further  onlers,  no  vessel  from  any  port  of  the  Bliick  Sea,  ot  the  i^a  of  Azof, 
"OtiTi'Ving  any  rags,  furs,  skin«,  hair,  feathers,  l»oxe<l  or  baled  clothing  or  bedding,  or 
^uy  »iniilar  articles  liable  to  convey  infection,  nor  any  vessel  f^>ni  any  port  of  the 
Me<litemnean  or  Red  Seas  having  on  board  sucli  articles  coming  from  Southern 
Rn»>ja.  Mhall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States  until  such  articles  shall  have  been 
r?Tn..v..d  frrmi  the  vessel  to  open  lighters,  or  to  some  isolated  locality,  and  the  vessel 
'li-iiifected  and  thoroughly  ventilated;  and  the  suspected  articles  shall  be  disinfected, 
«^ith«r  by  chemical  agents  and  exposure  to  free  currents  of  air,  or  by  burning,  m  shall 
l>e  diitermlned  in  each  case  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Marine-IIoepital  Service. 

The  certificate  of  the  State  or  municipal  quarantine  officer  of  health  may  be  accepted 
tt  $atti!f«ctory  evidence  of  compliance  with  these  regulations  on  the  part  of  the  vessel.

Sec.  5.  That  any  bridge  built  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may,  at 
the  option  of  the  company  building  the  same,  be  built  as  a  draw-bridge, 
with  a  pivot,  or  with  unbroken  or  continuous  spans :  Provided,  That  if 
said  bridge  shall  be  made  with  unbroken  or  continuous  spans,  it  shall 
not  be  in  any  case  of  a  less  elevation  than  fifty  feet  above  extreme  high- 
water  mark,  as  understood  at  the  point  of  location,  to  the  bottom  chord  of 
the  bridge,  nor  shall  the  span  over  the  main  channel  of  the  river  be  less 
than  two  hundred  and  fiAy  feet,  nor  shall  there  be  a  greater  number  of 
spans  than  four  crossing  the  remaining  width  of  said  river,  and  the  piers 
of  said  bridge  shall  all  be  parallel  with  the  current  of  said  river ;  And  pro- 
vided also,  That  if  any  bridge  shall  be  constructed  under  this  act  as  a 
draw-bridge,  the  same  shall  be  a  pivot-draw  over  the  main  channel/,  with 
spans  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  in  the  clear  on  each 
side  of  the  center  or  pivot  pier  of  said  bridge,  and  that  there  shall  not  be 
a  greater  number  of  fixed  spans  than  four  crossing  the  remaining  width 
of  said  river,  and  said  bridge  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  feet  above  high- 
water  mark,  as  understood  at  the  location  of  said  bridge,  measuring  to 
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the  bottom  chord  of  paid  bridge,  and  all  the  piers  of  paid  bridge  shall  be 
parallel  with  the  cuiTent  of  Paid  river:  And  proiidfd  aho.  That  paid 
draw  ahall  be  opened  promptly,  upon  reaponable  pigiial,  for  the  papsagp  of 
boats  whose  construction  shall  not  be  such  as  to  admit  of  their  passaee 
under  said  bridge,  except  when  a  railroad  train  is  passing  over  the  same: 
but  in  no  case  shall  any  unnecessaiy  delay  occur  in  opening  the  draw 
after  the  passage  of  said  train. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  bridge  conptruoted  under  this  hct  and  according  to 
its  provisions  shall  be  a  lawful  structure,  and  shall  be  recognized  and 
known  as  a  post-route,  upon  which  no  higher  charge  shall  be  made  for 
the  transmission  over  the  same  of  the  mails,  the  troops,  and  munitions  of 
war  of  the  United  States  than  the  rate  paid  fur  their  transpoiiation  over 
the  railroads  or  public  highways  leading  to  said  bridge;  and  the  United 
States  shall  have  the  right  of  way  for  postal -telegraph  purpi»ses  across 
said  bridge. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  bridge  shall  not  be  built  or  commenced  until  the 
railway  company  aforesaid  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  his 
approval,  a  plan  with  the  necessary  drawings  of  their  bridge,  c4)nfonn- 
ing  to  the  above  requirements,  nor  until  he  shall  approve  the  plan  and 
location  of  said  bridge,  and  uotifv  the  company  of  the  same  in  writing. 
And  should  any  change  be  made  in  the  plan  of  the  bridge  during  the 
progress  of  the  work  thereon,  such  change  shall  be  subject  likewise  to 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War;  and  the  said  structure  shall  be 
at  all  times  so  kept  and  managed  as  to  offer  reasonable  and  proj^er  niefiDS 
for  the  passage  of  vessels  through  or  under  naid  structure;  and  «aid 
structure  shall  be  changed,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  owners  thereof, 
firom  time  to  time,  as  Congress  may  direct,  so  as  to  preserve  the  free  and 
convenient  navigation  of  haid  river;  and  the  authority  to  erect  and  con- 
tinue said  bridge  shall  be  subject  to  revocation  or  modification  by  law, 
whenever  the  public  good  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  Congress,  so  require, 
without  any  expense  or  charge  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  right  to  alter  or  amend  this  act,  so  as  to  prevent  or 
remove  all  material  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  said  river  by  the 
'construction  of  said  bridge,  without  expense  to  the  United  States,  and, 
also  to  repeal  this  act,  is  hereby  expressly  reserved. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  fourth  and  succeeding  sections  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
Act  making:  appropriations  for  the  repair  preservaticni,  and  completion 
of  certain  public  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,  and  for  other  pur]K>ses?." 
approved  March  thinl,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hundi-ed  and  seventv-five, 
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authorizing  James  B.  Eads  and  his  associates  to  create  and  permanentlj 
maintain  a  wide  and  deep  channel  between  the  South  Pass  of  the  Miesis- 
eippi  River  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  amended 
^  as  to  provide  in  lieu  of  the  payments  therein  provided,  that  payment 
of  0aid  Eads  or  his  legal  representatives  shall  be  made  as  follows, 
namely ; 

The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his 
warrant  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  in 
favor  of  said  James  B.  Eads  or  his  legal  representatives  for  the  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollai's,  which  said  sum  is  hereby 
appropriat«d  j  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  pay  to  said  Eads  or  his  legal  representatives,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  for  which 
said  warrant  is  drawn. 

When  a  channel  shall  have  been  obtained  by  the  action  of  the  jetties 
and  auxiliary  works  authorized  by  said  act  twenty-five  feet  in  depth, 
and  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  in  width  at  the  bottom,  through  the 
said  jetties,  there  shall  be  paid  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 

When  a  channel  shall  have  been  obtained  through  the  jetties  twenty- 
six  feet  in  depth,  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  in  width  at  the 
bottom,  there  shall  be  paid  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

When  a  channel  thirty  feet  in  depth,  without  regard  to  width,  shall 
have  been  obtained  through  the  Jetties,  there  shall  be  paid  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars ;  and  the  one  million  dollars  provide<l  by  the  herein- 
before-recited act  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States  in  ten  and  twenty  years 
shall  be  earned  by  sdd  Eads  and  his  associates,  and  the  same,  with  in- 
terest, shall  be  paid  to  said  Eads  or  his  legal  representatives,  at  the  times 
and  in  the  manner  provided  by  said  act. 

The  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum  provided  by  said  re- 
cited act  to  be  paid  to  said  Eads  and  his  associates  during  a  period  of 
twenty  years  shall  be  paid  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  therein  pro- 
vided; upon  the  maintenance  by  said  Eads  and  his  associates  of  a 
channel  through  the  jetties  twenty-six  feet  in  depth,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  feet  in  width  at  the  bottom,  and  having  through  it  a  central 
depth  of  thirty  feet  without  regard  to  width. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  constru6<l  as  to  repeal  or  in  any 
wise  affect  the  provisions  of  the  amendatory  act  approved  June  nine- 
teenth, anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  by  which  said 
Eads  is  entitled  to  receive  certain  moneys  to  pay  for  materials  furnished, 
labor  done,  and  expenditures  incurred  in  the  construction  of  the  work  at 
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the  mouth  of  the  MiMissippi  Eiver;  and  the  whole  of  the  hereinbefore- 
recited  act,  approved  March  third,  anno  Domini  eighteen  hondred  and 
seventj-five,  except  as  the  same  is  hereby  expressly  modified  or  amended; 
or  has  by  act  heretofore  passed  been  modified  or  amended,  shall  be  and 
i-emain  in  full  force,  and  have  the  same  effect  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed.

The  following  Acts  and  Joint  Resolution  of  Congress  are  published  for 
the  information  and  government  of  all  concerned: 
LAN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  the  legal  reproBontatiYes  of  George  Williams  deceased. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepretentatives  of  the  United 
SUUei  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be, 
and  ie  hereby,  authorized  to  adjust  and  settle,  upon  just  and  equitable 
terms,  the  claim  of  George  Williams  for  balance  due  for  building  locks 
two,  three,  and  four  of  Muscle  Shoals  Canal  on  Tennessee  River,  and  on 
a  contract  for  section-work,  done  under  power  of  attorney  from  Matthew 
G.  Kennedy :  Provided,  That  in  making  said  settlement  the  said  Secretary 
of  War  shall  not  allow  the  legal  representatives  of  said  George  Williams, 
deceased,  more  than  his  actual  expenditures,  with  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  the  use  of  t^mls,  and  for  money  advanced  in  the  prosecution  of 
said  work  :  And  provided  farther,  that  no  allowance  or  payment  shall  be 
made  under  this  act  except  in  pursuance  of  a  recommendation  of  a  board 
of  not  less  than  three  engineers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  character  and  value  of  tlie  work  done 
and  the  merits  of  the  claim. 

Approved  January  13,  1879. 

II—AN  ACT  to  preTent  the  introduction  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseattos  into  the 
United  Statee,  and  to  establish  a  National  Board  of  Health. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  shall  be  established  a 
National  Board  of  Health  to  consist  of  seven  members,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  not 
more  than  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  from  any  one  State,  w^hose 
compensation,  during  the  time  when  actually  engaged  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  under  this  act,  shall  be  ten  dollars  per  diem  each  and 
reasonable  expenses,  and  of  one  medical  officer  of  the  Army,  one  medical 
officer  of  the  Navy,  one  medical  officer  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service, 
and  one  officer  from  the  Department  of  Justice,  to  be  detailed  by  the 
Secretaries  of  the  several  Departments  and  the  Attorney  General,  respect- 
ively, and  the  officers  so  detailed  shall  receive  no  compensation.     Said 


board  shall  meet  in  Washington  within  thirty  days  afVer  the  passage  of 
this  act  and  in  Washington  or  elsewhere  Irom  time  to  time  upon  notice 
from  the  president  of  4lie  board,  who  is  to  be  chosen  by  the  members 
thereof,  or  upon  its  own  adjournments,  and  shall  fninie  all  rultai  and 
regulations  authorized  or  required  by  this  act,  and  shall  make  or  cause 
to  be  made  such  special  examinationb  and  investigations  at  any  place  or 
places  within  the  United  States,  or  at  foreign  ports,  as  they  may  deem 
best,  to  aid  in  the  execution  of  this  act  and  the  promotion  of  its  objects. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  National  Board  of  Health  shall  be  to  obtain 
information  upon  all  matters  affecting  the  public  health,  to  advise  tbe 
several  departments  of  the  Government,  the  executives  of  the  several 
States,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  all 
questions  submitted  by  them,  or  whenever  hi  the  opinion  of  the  board 
such  advice  may  tend  to  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the  public 
health. 

Skc.  3.  That  the  Board  of  Health  with  the  assistance  of  the  Academy 
of  Science,  which  is  hereby  requested  and  directed  to  cooperate  with 
them  for  that  purpose,  shall  report  to  Cimgress  at  its  next  session  a  fiill 
statement  of  its  transactions,  together  with  a  plan  for  a  national  public 
health  organization,  which  plan  shall  be  prepared  after  consultation  with 
the  principal  sanitary  organizations  and  the  sanitarians  of  the  several 
States  of  the  United  States,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  subjt^t 
of  quarantine,  both  maritime  and  inland,  and  especially  as  to  regulations 
which  should  be  established  between  State  or  local  systems  of  quarantine 
and  a  national  quarantine  system. 

Sec.  4.  The  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  niav 
be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  and  expenses  <if 
said  board  and  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act.

Ill— AN  ACT  to  amend  the  net  entitled  "Au  act  to  ptx)vide  for  furulahing  tniwM  to 
diiabled  loldiors,'*  approved  May  twenty  •eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eeventy- 
two. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreientativet  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  CongrcM  assembled.  That  section  one  of  the  act 
entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  furnishing  trusses  to  disabled  soldiern", 
approved  May  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy  two,  be,  ami 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

That  every  soldier  of  the  Uni<m  Army,  or  petty-officer,  seaiuaii,  or 
marine  in  the  naval  service,  who  was  ruptured  while  in  the  line  of  duty 


daring  the  late  war  for  tbe  suppresBion  of  the  rebellion,  or  who  shall  be 
80  ruptured  thereafter  in  any  war,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  single  or 
double  truss  of  aach  stjle  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Surgeon-General 
of  the  United  States  Army  as  best  suited  for  such  disability;  and  when- 
ever tbe  said  truss  or  trasses  so  furnished  shall  becotne  useless  from  wear, 
destruction,  or  loss,  such  soldier,  petty-officer,  seaman,  or  marine  shall 
be  supplied  with  another  truss  on  making  a  like  application  as  provided 
for  in  section  two  of  the  original  act  of  which  this  is  an  amendment : 
Provided,  That  such  application  shall  not  be  made  more  than  once  in  two 
years  and  six  months :  And  provided  furiherf  That  sections  two  and  three 
of  the  said  act  of  May  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two, 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  apply  to  petty-officerS;  seamen,  and  marines 
of  the  naval  service,  as  well  as  to  soldiers  of  the  Army.

The  following  Act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned : 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  erect  headstonee  over  the  graves  of  Union 
BoldieiB  who  have  been  interred  in  private,  village,  or  city  cemeteriea. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senaie  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is 
hereby  aathorized  lo  erect  headstones  over  the  graves  of  soldiers  who 
served  in  the  Regular  or  Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States  during  the 
war  for  the  Union,  and  who  have  been  buried  in  private  village  or  city 
cemeteries,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  the  law  of  March  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- three,  for  those  interred  in  national  mili- 
tary cemeteries ;  and  for  this  purpose,  and  for  the  expenses  incident  to 
Huch  work,  so  much  of  the  appropriation  of  one  million  dollars,  made 
in  the  act  above  mentioned,  as  has  not  been  expended,  and  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  made  available. 

Tlie  Secretary  of  War  shall  cause  to  be  preserved  in  the  records  of  hin 
Department  the  names  and  places  of  burial  of  all  soldiers  for  whom 
»uch  headstones  shall  have  been  erected  by  authority  of  this  or  any  for- 
mer acts.

Only  the  articles  and  the  quantities  thereof  that  are  actually  needed  to  . 
be  placed  upon  the  requisition. 

This  table  is  believed  to  be  usually  ample  and  sufficiently  varied  for 
ordinary  practice,  but  in  order  to  provide  for  the  necessities  of  epidemics 
and  to  indulge,  as  far  as  practicable,  individual  preference  and  training, 
a  special  requisition  of  articles  not  on  the  Supply  Table,  with  an  expla- 
nation of  the  nature  of  the  emergency  or  case  rendering  it  necessary, 
may  be  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster  General  for  his  action.  Veteri- 
nary medical  supplies  and  instruments,  for  hospital  use,  to  remain  m  the 
bauds  of  the  Post  Quartermaster,  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time  and  in 
such  quantities  as  are  needed  by  the  Companies.  The  instruments  to  re- 
main in  the  custody  of  the  Post  Quartermaster.  Post  Quartermasters  to 
take  up  all  instruments  and  veterinary  medical  supplies,  and  report, 
when  possible,  to  whose  account  they  are  to  be  credited. 

A  Veterinary  Surgeon  is  to  visit  all  the  Companies  of  Regiments  to 
which  they  belong  from  time  to  time,  to  instruct  the  Farriers  and  en- 
listed men  in  the  proper  and  humane  care  of  the  horse,  in  order  to  the 
prevention  and  treatment  of  diseases ;  especially  to  teach  the  anatomy 
and  pathology  of  the  foot.  He  should  illustrate  his  instructions  by  dis- 
sectiouB  and  specimens,  to  show  the  nature  and  uses  of  all  ports  of  the 
horse's  foot,  and  he  should  also  teach  the  principles  and  practice  of  horse- 
shoeing. It  would  be  economy  to  have  a  Veterinary  Surgeon  at  every 
poet  where  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  public  animals,  say  four 
Companies  of  Cavalry,  or  the  same  number  of  other  public  animals. 

A  room  for  the  safe  storage  of  veterinary  instruments  and  medical 
stores  and  the  compounding  of  medicines  should  be  provided,  and  the 
Veterinary  Surgeons  and  Farriers  should  be  encouraged  to  make  and 
preserve  collections  of  specimens  obtained  from  post  mortem  examina- 
tions, illustrating  the  anatomy  and  pathology  of  the  horse,  in  order  to 
popularize  and  dissemiuate  a  knowledge  of  those  important  subjects  in 
the  Army. 


T^e  Board  has  endeavored  to  keep  the  numbere  and  quantities  of  th« 
articles  in  the  above  table  down  to  the  minimum  requiivd  for  the  proper 
treatment  of  the  difteases  of  the  horse,  and  it  feels  convinced  that  a  more 
limited  supply-table  would  not  enable  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  to  carry 
out  the  practice  indicated  by  the  most  recent  and  advanced  writers  on 
the  principles  and  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery. 

In  order  to  encoiirnge  thoroughness  and  system  in  the  study  and  treat- 
ment of  the  diseases  of  the  horse,  as  well  as  to  furnish  information  re- 
garding the  management  of  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the  Army,  a 
monthly  report  of  sick  and  wounded  for  each  Company  and  Battery, 
similar  to  that  adopted  by  the  Medical  Department,  should  be  forwarded 
by  Veterinary  Surgeons  and  Company  Farriers,  through  the  Company 
and  Po«t  Commanders,  to  the  Quartermaster  General. 

While  the  number  of  instruments  recommended  is  less  than  can  be 
found  at  any  ordinary  veterinary  hospital  in  civil  life  in  this  country, 
still  they  are  believetl  to  be  sutlicient  The  first  cost  for  an  outfit  for  the 
Army  will  be  about  $25,000,  which,  under  ordinary  use  and  wear,  should 
last' for  ten  years. 

It  is  believed  that  a  great  saving  in  the  purchase  of  this  outfit  could 
be  made  if  it  were  done  by  an  officer  familiar  with  the  use^  of  veterinary 
instruments. 

The  panniers  should,  like  those  in  use  by  the  Medical  Department,  be 
so  arranged  as  to  contain  only  articles  that  are  on  the  Supply  Table. 
They  should  contain  the  articles  of  medicines  in  quantities  allowed  for 
100  horses  in  field  service  for  three  months,  and  a  pocket-case,  ball- 
forceps,  cork-sci-ew,  6-oz  graduate  glass,  prescription  scales,  2  spatulas, 
16-ounce  syringe,  memorandum  book,  and  2  lead-pencils. 

Believing  that  a  properly  constructed  and  well  arranged  pannier  would 
be  of  great  service  for  Cavalry  use,  the  Board  will,  if  the  Supply  Table 
is  approved,  supervise  the  construction  of  a  sample  to  guide  the  makers 
in  getting  them  up.  This  can  be  done  at  the  Cavalry  Depot  with  the 
skill  and  material  at  hand.  The  accompanying  form  for  Monthly  Vete^ 
ihary  Report  is  respectfully  submittefl.

amined the  papers  of  the  claim  filed  by  said  Clay  in  the  office  of  the  Second  Auditor, 
and  have  this  day  decided  that  the  claim  for  arrears  of  pay  due  at  date  of  withdrawal 
from  service  should  not  be  disallowed  merely  because  of  conviction  of  crime  by  civil 
anthoritiea.  Questions  as  to  Clay's  right  to  retain  pay  and  traveling  allowances  have 
not  yet  been  considered.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentativea  of  the  United 
8tate$  of  America  in  Cangrtst  assembled,  That  the  following  Kiims  he,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated  for  the  ohjectn  liereinafter  expressed, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hiunlreil  and  eigli:  v, 
namely :

Sec.  2.  That  all  auma  due  upon  ceriificatea  issued,  or  which  may  be

much  thereof  as  ma/  be  iiece»»tiry,  is  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  jemr

covered  by  Treasury  certificates  issued  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
previous  to  July  first,  eight«en  hundred  and  eighty  : 

And  provided  further i  That  the^ura  or  sums  now  held  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States,  turned  over  to  him  under  the  Attorney  General's 
decision  of  December  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  by 
the  chief  disbursing  officer  of  the  Freedmen's  Branch  of  the  Adjutant 
General's  Office,  as  the  balance  in  said  officer's  hands  of  moneys  due  and 
un])aid  on  account  of  adjusted  claims  of  the  class  cont«mplated  in  the 
first  clause  of  this  section,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  paymaster  who

O., 
Vn%  for  keeping  a  record  of  public  property  and  stores  shipped  and 
received  by  ofScei's  of  the  Quartermastei-'s  Department,  and  of  Bills  of 
Lading  to  be  U8e<l  in  making  shipments  of  such  property,  ni*e  modifie<l  so 
at}  to  conform  to  the  Forms  hereto  annexed,  marked  B  and  C,  and  17,  IS, 
and  19,  originals  and  duplicates. 

Hereafter  officers  in  turning  stores  over  to  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment for  transportation  will  plainly  mark  each  package,  box,  bale,  cask, 
Mck,  &c.,  &c„  with  the  name  of  the  officer  or  person  to  whom  it  is  to 
be  forAvarded,  its  contents,  weight  (if  practicable),  and  ultimate  destina- 
tion; also  with  the  letters  U.  S.  thus:  U.  8. ,  that  it  may  be  readily  dis- 
tinguished from  private  property.  Officei-H  or  agents  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  shipping  public  property  or  baggage  will  mark  each 
package,  box,  bale,  cask,  sack,  &c.,  &c.,  w^ith  the  name  and  station  of 
the  officer  to  whom  the  property  is  consigned;  and  when  there  is  more 
than  one  package  to  be  forwarded,  will  number  each  package,  the  num- 
Wiiig  to  be  consecutive,  from  one  upwanl.  Package**  of  Quartermas- 
ter* property  and  stores  should,  so  far  aH  i>raeticaV)le,  bear  consiecutive 
numbers;  the  numbering  of  other  clas!*e.s  of  ])roperty  should  precede  or 
follow  in  regular  order,  and  also  bear  coutseoutive  numbei's  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable; but  no  two  packages  should  l>ear  the  same  number  in  any  one 
shipment,  except  when  re-shipment  of  stones*  i«  made  in  connection  with 
other  shipments  without  breaking  packaires;  in  such  cai»<*s  the  orii,'inal 
shipping  number  should  be  used.

in  transit,  and  of  tracing  and  identifying  the  same. 

Bills  of  Lading  issued  for  the  transportation  of  public  i)roperty  and 
ptores  will  show  the  number  of  each  )>ackagtf  or  article,  marks,  contents, 
and  weight  or  measurement  of  each  package  or  clas»*  of  packages  shipped.

Sir:  With  reference  to  the  oflflcial  circular  ieimed  from  this  ofHce  under  date  of 
March  3,  ultimo,  detiiguating  the  countries  aud  colonies  comprised  in  the  Univenuil 
Postal  Uniun  on  the  lot  instant,  and  prescribing  uniform  rates  of  postage  to  be  levied 
and  collected  in  the  United  States  on  and  after  that  date  on  the  correspondence  ex- 
changed with  said  countries  and  colonies  under  the  provisions  of  the  Universal  Postal 
Vnion  Convention  of  June  1, 1878,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  Postmaster  General, 
luiving  been  officially  notified  that  the  Governments  of  Peru  and  Chili  have  not  ad- 
hered to  the  said  Convention,  and  that  their  adherence  thereto  must  be  postponed  to 
an  indefinite  period,  has  ordered  that  the  correspondence  exchanged  with  those  coun- 
tries shall  cease  to  be  treated  under  Postal  Union  rates  and  regulations. 

The  correspondence  posted  in  the  United  States  aud  addressed  to  Peru  and  Chili  is, 
therefore,  sultject  to  the  following  rates  of  postage,  pre^Miymeut  retiuired : 

Letters^  per  i  ounce,  17  cents. 

Newspapers,  4  cents  each,  if  not  exceeding  4  ounces  in  weight. 

Other  printed  matter  and  samples  of  morchaudirte,  10  tents  for  each  4  ounces  oi 
fraction  thereof. 

Begistration  fee  on  letters,  10  cents.

The  following  Opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  Army, 
liuving  reference  to  one  published  in  General  Orders  No.  82,  of  1872, 
fmm  this  office,  has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  whose 
direction  it  is  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned :

^^i  r:  I  hare  the  honor  to  request  that  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General, 
published,  aa  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  G.  0. 82,  War  Department  (A.  G.  C), 
of  August  29, 1872,  of  which  a  copy  is  enclosed,  may  be  officially  withdrawn  and  the 
appnjT;U  revoked  in  General  Onlers. 

This  opinion  holds  that,  on  a  reconvening,  by  a  reviewing  officer,  of  a  Court-Martial 
for  a  correction  of  its  proceedings,  witnesses  previously  called  may  be  recalled  and  be 
heanl  to  testify  anew. 

This  opinion  is  not  held  by  mc,  but  the  reverse. 

The  opinion  itself  states:  "Thn  adoption  of  the  views  herein  expressed  would  inno- 
^~ate  upon  established  custom ; "  but  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  my  predecessor  could 
hanilr  have  been  aware  how  potiitively  and  almost  uniformly  all  the  authorities  had 
(li'cUu-H  against  the  proceeding.  The  American  writers  were  certainly  unanimous  on 
the  point.  (See  O'Brien,  280 ;  Macomb,  C9 ;  De  Hart,  204 ;  Benet,  171 ;  Coppie,  91 ;  Digest 
of  Opinions  of  J.  A.  G.,  318,  §  9 ;  also  YI  Opinions  of  Attys.  Gen.,  201.)  In  the  English 
wrvice  the  introduction  of  witnesses  on  revision  is  exprenly  forbidden  by  the  Mutiny 
.\ct  and  Articles  of  War,  which  declare,  "  nor  shall  any  additional  evidence  in  respect 
of  any  charge  on  which  the  prisoner  then  stands  arraigned  be  received  by  the  court  on 
any  revision.'* 

In  the  opinion  referred  to,  a  reference  is  indeed  made  to  Pipon's  Manual  (an  English 
compilation  of  not  the  first  authority),  as  stating  that  "former  witnesses  may  be  re- 
called "  upon  a  revision.  But  Simmons  (g  724,  note  3),  a  recognized  high  authority, 
holds  that  this  very  re-examination  of  witnesses  was  prohibited  by  the  provision  cited 
of  tlie  Mutiny  Act  in  1830,  atd  Clode  (Military  Law,  Ac,  p.  167),  a  still  later  writer, 
stated  it  as  the  existing  law  (1874),  that  Couris-Mariial  can  not  '*  recall  evidence.** 

The  object,  in  fact,  of  reconvening  the  court  in  such  a  rase  is  to  afford  it  an  oppor- 
tunity to  reconsider  the  record  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  ur  modifying  any  conclu- 
Aiuns  thereon,  and  also  to  make  any  amendments  of  the  record  necessary  to  perfect  the 
sAme.  Anything  like  a  reopening  of  the  case  is  wholly  foreign  to  the  proceeding,  and 
i»  at  variance  with  the  principle  of  prompt  and  final  deliboration  and  action  which  is 
fundamental  to  the  administration  of  military  justice. 

The  question  of  the  soundness  of  the  opinion  indicated  has  not  Indeed  arisen  in  a 
ep«cific  case  at  present  under  consideration,  but  it  is  from  time  to  time  revived  in  the 
course  of  the  review  of  cases  by  this  Bureau,  and  now,  in  the  recent  publications  of 
Lieuts.  Began  and  Ives,  I  find  the  opinion  and  order  cittMl  and  quoted  as  a  part  of  our 
militarv  law. 


Believing  that  this  opinion  wu  iwued  under  a  misandcntanding,  and  that  the  BUie 
Is  erroneoue  and  cannot  be  maintained  without^  risk  of  detriment  to  the  interwte  uf 
militaiy  Juatice  and  diecipHne,  I  have  the  honor,  if  mj  Tlews  are  accept^  to  reqocet 
that  the  fact  be  published  in  orders,  that  the  said  opinion  ie  not  held  by  the  Judgo 
Advocate  General,  and  that  its  approval  is  revoked.

By  direction  of  the  Seci*etary  of  War,  the  following  Opinion  of  the 
A»»i8tant  Attorney  General  for  the  Post  Office  Department,  on  the  subject 
of  uee  of  ofBcial  postage  stamps,  is  published  for  the  information  of  the 
Army:

Sib:  I  lutTe  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  communication  addressed  to 
you  hy  the  Hon.  John  B.  Hawley,  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  date  of  tlio 
11th  inst.,  and  hy  yoo  referrod  to  this  office.  Said  commuuicatiou  contains  the  follow- 
ing inquiries : 

1st.  Whether  the  official  postage  stamps  can  be  used  to  prepay  postage  on  official 
uiail  matter  after  May  1, 1879. 

2d.  Whether  the  official  postage  stamps  can  be  used  to  prepay  registry  fees  on  official 
mail  matter  after  May  1, 1879. 

3d.  Whether  official  mail  matter  can  be  transmitted  through  the  mails,  under  cover 
of  the  penalty-envelopes,  from  officers  of  the  Government  to  private  parties  after  May 
1, 1879. 

4th.  Whether  Government  officers,  for  the  purpose  of  eliciting  replies  from  private 
and  difintereeted  parties,  on  purely  Government  business,  can  enclose  the  penalty- 
envelopes,  or  an  envelope  with  an  official  postage  thereof  upon  it,  to  said  parties,  eA- 
dressed  to  themselves,  and  the  same  be  returned  to  them  through  the  mails  after  Muy 
1, 1879. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  first,  second,  and  third  interrogatories  must  be  answered 
in  the  affirmative. 

Passing,  therefore,  to  the  fourth  question,  which  propounds  the  inquiry  as  to  whether 
official  postage  and  what  are  termed  the  "  penalty-envelopes "  can  be  used  by  officent 
of  the  Government  to  pay  return  postage  on  answer  to  communications  sent  by  Gov- 
ernment officers  to  private  Individuals,  I  have  to  advise,  that  while  the  former  may, 
the  latter  cannot,  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  reason  for  this  distinction  will  appear  upon  an  examination  of  the  acts  of  Con- 
gress creating  them  and  providing  for  their  use. 

The  act  providing  for  the  use  of  the  official  postage  stamp  places  no  limitation  upon 
its  use,  except  that  **said  stamps  and  stamped  envelopes  shall  be  supplied  by  the  proper 
officer!  of  said  departments  to  all  persons  under  its  direction,  requiring  the  same  for 
official  use,**  while  the  act  making  provision  for  the  use  of  the  penalty-envelope  confines 
tlieir  use  to  officers  of  the  United  States. 

In  order  that  matter  may  pass  free  under  cover  of  those  envelopes,  the  envelope 
"shall  bear  over  the  words  'official  business*  an  endorsement  showing  also  the  name 
of  the  department  and  bureau  or  office,  as  the  case  may  be,  whence  transmitted." 

A  recent  act  of  Congress  extends  the  provision  of  the  act  just  referred  to  "to  all 
officers  of  the  United  States  Government,''  but  this  last  act  continues  the  provision 
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that  "the  envelopes  of  such  matter  in  all  cases  to  Uear  appropriate  endorsements,  con- 
tiiiniug  the  proper  detiit^nation  of  the  office  from  which  the  same  is  tnosmitted." 

It  will  thus  be  perceived  that  while  in  the  main  the  objects  sought  to  be  accomplished 
by  the  use  of  the  penalty-envelope  are  nearly  identical  with  those  sured  by  the  use  of 
the  official  stamps,  yet  the  particular  mode  preecribed  for  their  use  renders  it  improper, 
if  not  unlawful,  that  they  should  be  used  by  other  thau  an  officer  of  the  Government,  even 
tliough  such  persons  should  propose  to  use  the  same  on  business  pertaining  alone  to  tb«* 
interests  of  the  Government  No  such  conditions,  however,  are  attached  to  the  use  of 
the  official  stamp. 

I  am  also  in  receipt  of  the  communication  of  April  10th,  from  the  Honorable  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  covering  somewhat  the  same  ground  as  embraced  in  the  letter 
of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  but  asking,  in  addition,  tlie  following  qnes* 
tiun<): 

1st.  Must  the  endorsements  upon  the  envelopes,  contemplated  by  the  acts  herein  re- 
ferred to,  bo  printed,  or  can  they  be  M'ritten  or  impressed  by  a  stamp? 

2d.  Can  officers  of  the  Navy,  who  have  no  **  office,**  in  the  sense  that  term  is  generally 
UNeii,  send  official  mail  matter,  free  of  postage,  between  themselves,  or  to  the  Executive 
] departments,  by  using  envelopes  bearing  the  endorsement  "official  business,''  with 
their  signature  and  rank,  and  a  statement  of  the  penalty  for  their  misuse— the  endunie- 
nients  to  be  printed,  or  impressed  by  a  stamp,  or  written? 

To  lK>th  of  which  I  answer  in  the  affirmative. 

It  was  clearly  the  intent  of  the  statute  to  cover  tlie  class  of  correspondence  referred 
to  h.v  the  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Ucpresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congrett  assembled,  That  the  ft»l lowing  sums  be,  and 
the  8ame  are  hereby,  appropriated  for  the  objects  hereinafter  expressed, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,

UNDER  THE  WAR  DEPARTMENT. 

SIGNAL  SERVICE. 

Observation  and  report  of  storms:  For  the  expenses  of  the  observation 
and  report  of  storms  by  telegraph  and  signal  for  the  benefit  of  commerce 
and  agricultare  throughout  the  United  States ;  for  manufacture,  purchase, 
and  repair  of  meteorological  and  other  necessary  instruments;  for  tele- 
graphing reports;  for  expenses  of  storm  signals  anuouncing  the  probable 
approach  and  force  of  storms;  for  continuing  the  establishment  and  con- 
nection of  stations  at  life-saving  stations  and  light  houses;  for  instrument 
shelters;  for  hire,  furniture,  and  expenses  of  offices  maintained  for  public 
use  in  cities  or  ports  receiving  reports;  for  river  reports;  for  maps  and 
bulletins  to  be  displayed  in  chambers  of  commerce  and  boards  of  trade 
rooms,  and  for  distribution ;  for  books,  periodicals,  newspapers,  and  sta- 
tionery; and  for  incidental  expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for,  three 
hundred  and  seventy -five  thousand  dollars. 

Construction,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  military  telegraph  lines:  For 
the  construction  and  continuing  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  use  of 
military  tel^o^ph  lines  on  the  Indiati  and  Mexican  frontiers  and  in  the 
northwest,  for  the  connection  of  military  posts  and  stations  and  for  the 
better  protection  of  immigration  and  the  frontier  settlements  from  depre- 
dations, especially  in  the  State  of  Texas  and  the  Territories  of  New  Mex- 
ico, Arizona,  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho,  and  Wyoming,  and  the  Indian 


Territory,  fifty  thoueaiKl  dollars,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved 
March  third,  eight4»eii  hundred  and  seventy-five. 

For  extension  of  the  military  telegraph  lines  from  Fort  Buford  by  way 
of  the  new  post  on  the  Milk  River,  Fort  Benton,  and  Fort  8baw  to 
Helena,  Dakota  Territory,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  extension  of  the  military  telegraph  lines  from  Fort  Elliott, 
Texas,  w^estward,  twenty  thousand  duUam. 

ARMORIES  A^'D  ARSENALS. 

For  repairs  and  preservation  of  grounds,  buildings,  and  macliiiitrr. 
not  used  for  manufacturing  purposes,  of  the  arsenal  at  S{n*ingfield,  MiiHia- 
chusetts,  fifteen  tliousand  dollars. 

Rock  Island  arsenal :  For  shop  G,  an  iron  working  and  finishing  shop 
for  the  arsenal,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  shop  H,  an  iron  finishing  shop  for  the  armory,  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  shop  I,  a  wood  working  and  leather  working  shop  for  the  arseiml, 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  re-covering  Fort  Armstrong  avenue  and  the  cause- %vay  to  the  Rot'k 
Island  wagon  bridge  %vith  macadam,  and  for  putting  a  new  fiooron  the 
Rock  Island  wagon  bridge,  six  thousand  dollars. 

For  care  and  preservation  of  the  Rock  Island  bridge,  and  expense  of 
maintaining  and  operating  the  draw,  nine  thousand  dolhirs. 

For  general  care,  preservation,  and  improvement;  building  new  roads; 
care  and  preservation  of  the  water  power ;  painting  and  care  and  preser- 
vation of  permanent  buildings  and  bridges  and  shores  of  the  ittland; 
building  fences  and  grading  grounds ;  and  repairs  of  aod  extension  of 
ndlroad,  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  lea^e 
the  water  power,  at  Moline,  or  such  portion  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  to 
the  Moline  Water  Power  Company  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and 
for  such  term  of  years  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  if  the  same  can  be  dou« 
consistently  with  the  interests  of  the  Goveinment  of  the  United  Staus 
Said  lease  to  be  made  upon  the  condition  that- the  said  Moline  Water. 
Power  Company  shall  go  on  and  complete  the  development  of  the  water 
power  and  maintain  it  at  its  own  cost  and  expense. 

Benicia  arsenal,  Benicia,  California :  To  rebuild  the  preseftt  wharf,  five 
thousand  dollars. 

Pikesville  arsenal:  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  dispose  of  the  grounds,  buildings,  aiid  appurtenances 
known  as  the  Pikesville  arsenal  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  by  public  sale 
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to  tlie  highest  hidcler,  turning  into  the  Treasury  the  net  proceeds  after 
paying  cost  of  advertisement  sale,  and  so  forth:  ProvicUd,  That  if  the 
State  of  Maryland  shall,  prior  to  the  first  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
Hghty,  accept  the  same,  it  is  hereby  granted  and  donated  to  said  State,  to 
be  used  for  such  militia  or  other  purposes  as  the  necessities  of  the  State 
may  require;  and  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  transfer  said  property  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  be  held  by  it  in 
trust  for  the  use,  benefit,  and  execution  of  the  purposes  of  this  grant. 

For  repairs  of  smaller  arsenals,  and  to  meet  such  unforeseen  expendi- 
tures at  arsenals  as  accident  or  other  contingencies  during  the  year  may 
render  necessary,  thirty  thousand  dollai-s. 

The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  remove  the  remains  of 
the  late  William  E.  English,  first  lieutenant  Seventh  (7th)  United  States 
Infantry,  who  died  at  Deer  Lodge,  Montana,  from  wounds  received  at 
the  battle  of  Big  Hole  Pass,  Bitter  Root  Mountain,  August  seventh, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-sev^en,  to  his  former  home  in  Jacksonville, 
Illinois,  for  final  burial,  three  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS  IN  AND  AROUND  WASHINGTON 

AND  THE  EXECUTIVE  MANSION. 

Improvement  and  care  of  public  grounds:  For  filling  in  and  improving 
grounds  south  of  Executive  Mansion,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  ordinary  care  of  greenhouses  and  the  nursery,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  ordinary  care  of  Lafayette  Square,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  care  and  improvement  of  reservation  number  three  (Monument 
pounds),  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  construction  and  repair  of  iron  fences,  five  hundred  dollan?. 

For  manure,  and  hauling  the  same,  four  thousand  dollars. 

For  painting  iron  fences,  vases,  lamps,  and  lamp  posts,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  repair  of  seats,  five  hundred  dollars.

For  trees,  tree  stakes,  lime,  whitewashing,  and  stock  for  nursery,  three 
thousand  dollars. 

For  removing  snow  and  ice,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  flower  pots,  twine,  baskets,  and  lycopodium,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  care  and  construction  and  repair  of  fountains  in  the  public  grownds, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 


For  abating  nuisances,  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  improving  various  reservations,  ten  thousand  doDars. 

For  filling,  leveling,  and  improving  the  park  in  front  of  the  Treasury 
and  State  Departmentn  and  the  Executive  Mansion,  comprehended 
between  Fifteenth  and  Seventeenth  streets,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Executive  Mansion :  For  care  of  and  I'epairs,  refuniishing,  and  fuel  for 
the  Executive  Mansion,  and  care  of  and  necessary  repair  to  the  green- 
houses, and  fuel  for  the  same,  and  re-covering  the  i*oof  of  the  mausioa 
>vith  tin,  twenty-five  thousand  dollart^;  and  so  much  as  may  be  necef>sanr 
to  re-cover  the  roof,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  is  liereby  mad^ 
available  imme<liatelv. 

Lighting  tlie  Executive  Mansion  and  public  grounds:  For  gas,  pay  of 
lamplighters,  gas  fitters,  plumbers,  plumbing,  lam)>s,  lamp  posts,  matches, 
and  repairs  of  all  kinds;  lamps  for  Anacostia  bridge ;  fuel  for  office,  for 
the  watchmen's  lodges,  and  for  the  greenhouses  in  the  nursery,  fifteen 
thousand  dollara:  Provided,  That  no  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  shall 
lie  paid  per  lamp  fiir  gas  under  any  expenditure  provided  for  in  this  bill: 
and  in  case  a  contract  cannot  be  made  at  that  rate,  the  engineer  in  chaise 
is  hereby  authorized  to  substitute  other  illuminating  marerial,  and  to  use 
so  much  of  the  sum  hereby  a)>propriated  as  may  be  necessary  for  that 
purpose. 

Repair  of  water  pipe**  and  fire  plugs:  For  repairing  and  extending 
water  pipes,  purchase  of  a{>paratii8  to  clean  them,  and  for  cleaiu'ng  the 
springs  and  repairing  and  renewing  the  pipes  of  the  same  that  supply  tlie 
Capitol,  the  Executive  Mansion  and  the  building  for  State,  War,  an«i 
Navy  Departments,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Telegraph  to  connect  the  Capitol  with  the  departments  and  the  Gov- 
eniment  Printing  Office:  For  repair  and  care  of  the  same,  one  thousand 
dollars;  and  the  engineer  in  charge  of  public  buildings  and  grounds  is 
hereby  authorized  to  sell  any  condemned  material  or  lines  not  needed  by 
the  departments,  and  cover  the  proceeds  in  the  Treasury. 

Building  for  State,  War,  and  Navy  Departments :  To  complete  the  east 
wing  and  its  approaches,  and  for  continuation  of  construction  of  the  north 
wing  of  the  building,  five  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which 
shall  be  immediately  available. 

MISCELLANEOUS  OBJECTS  UXDER  WAR  DEPARTMENT. 
For  the  completion  of  the  survey  of  the  Northern  and  Northwestern 
Lakes,  and  to  finish  the  field  work  and  publication  of  maps,  and  all  work 
pertaining  to  said  survey  except  the  preparation  of  the  final  report,  eighty- 
five  thousand  dollars.

For  hay  for  prisoners'  beds ;  for  blank  books  and  stationery ;  for  stoves 
and  stove-pipe  for  use  in  buildings  not  heated  by  steam;  for  mieicel  Ian  eons 
stores,  drainage  of  grounds,  disinfectants,  and  other  general  purposes,  one 
thousand  and  forty  dollars ; 

For  material  for  clothing  for  each  prisoner  on  discharge;  for  paj'ment  of 
five  dollars  to  each  prisoner  on  discharge;  for  expenses  of  pursuing,  and 
payment  of  rewards  for  apprehension  and  delivery,  of  escaped  prisoners, 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;

T.   AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  constructing  Jetties  and  other  works  at  South 

Pass,  MisaiaBippi  River. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  SenoUe  and  House  of  Sepreientaiivet  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  ckssemibled,  That  the  requisite  amount  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  to  be  paid  all 
money  that  may  become  due  and  owing  to  James  B.  Eads  and  his  asso- 
ciates, or  that  may  become  payable  to  said  Eads,  his  assigns  or  legal 
representatives,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  and  to  continue  the  monthly  payments  in  the  manner  and  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  amount  specified  in  the  act  approved  June  nineteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirteen. 
Statutes  at  Large:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
held  or  construed  as  waiving  or  impairing  any  right  which  the  United 
States  may  have  under  the  original  act  hereinbefore  referred  to  or  the 
several  acts  amendatory  thereof :  And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  ae  making  an  appropriation  for  the  payment 
of  the  one  million  of  dollars  which  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  are  to  remain  as  security  in  the 
possession  of  the  United  States  and  only  to  become  payable,  one  half  at 
the  end  of  ten  years  and  the  residue  at  the  end  of  twenty  years  after  the 
completion  of  the  work  provided  for  in  said  acts  as  ascertained  and  de- 
termined by  the  Secretary  of  War.

H.,AN  ACT  to  amend  section  flfty-four  hundred  and  forty  of  the  Beylsed  Statntes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  SencUe  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  fifty-four  hundred 
and  forty  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  thevUnited  States  of  America  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

If  two  or  more  persons  conspire  either  to  commit  any  offense  against 
the  United  States  or  to  defraud  the  United  States  in  any  manner  or  for 


any  purpose,  and  one  or  more  of  Buch  parties  do  any  act  to  effect  the 
object  of  the  conspiracy  all  the  parties  to  such  conspiracy  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  two  years  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  o<»urt.

1019  and  1020  of  the  Regu- 
lations of  1833  will  govern  in  all  cases:  the  approval  or  disajiproval  of 
the  convening  authority  rendering  the  proceetlings  compUte  in  fornix  to 
l>e  submitted  when  necej»8arv  as  vouchers  to  the  responnihle  officer's  pi-op- 
mv  return  or  casli  acctnints. 

Procee<rmgs  of  Boards  of  Survey,  properly  approved,  are  not,  how- 
ever, to  he  considered  Hufficienl  as  voudiers  until  ncrepted  as  sufficient  by 
the  authority  who  is  charged  by  law  witli  the  settlement  of  the  account- 
ability involved.  Till  so  accepted  they  are  to  be  regarded  simply  as  the 
recommendations  of  a  board  of  disinterested  officers  to  aid  in  the  settle- 
ment 4)f  the  accounts  between  the  Government  ami  the  individual. 

n...It  is  required  that  Boards  of  Survey  shall  fully  invtstigate  the  sub- 
ject of  h)sses  submitted  to  them ;  that  they  shall  call  for  all  evidence 
attainable  without  limiting  their  inquiry  to  that  submitted  hy  tlie  party 
or  parties  at  interest ;  that  they  shall  scrutinize  rigidly  the  evidence  in 
the  case,  and  especially  so  hi  the  matter  of  property  alleged  to  have  been 
stolen  or  embezzled  bv  deserters  or  others,  and  that  tliev  shall  recommend 
no  officer  or  soldier  to  be  relieved  from  responsibility  for  property  till  the 
proof  sliall  be  clear  and  conclusive  that  he  has  given  the  property  his 
wateliful  attention,  and  fully  performed  his  duty  in  regard  thereto. 

Proceeilings  of  Boards  of  Survey  recommending  the  relief  of  officers 
or  Koldiei-s  from  property*  responsibility  shouhl  not  rect-ive  the  approval 
of  tlie  convening  authority  in  tlie  absence  of  clear  and  convincing  proof 
that  they  are  not  properly  to  be  held  accountable  tlierefor,  or  until  per- 
fK";tly  satisfied  the  fullest  investigation  practicable  lias  been  made  of  the 
subject. 

III.. .When  proceedings  of  Boards  of  Survey,  submitted  under  this 
order,  are  not  accepteii  as  sufficient  voucliei-s  to  returns  or  accounts,  the 
officer  responsible  for  the  property  will  be  duly  notified,  that  he  may  have 
early  opportunity  to  make  explanations  or  appeal  to  the  Secretary  of 
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War,  by  whose  autljority  ulmie  8toppagei«  can  Iw  iiiaule  agaiiii^t  officer's 
for  projwrty  accountability. 

IV... All  regulations  or  orders  iucoui*is»tent  with  the  foregoing  ai-e  re- 
scinded.

The  following  amended  regulations  in  relation  to  the  use  of  the  tele- 
graph, received  from  the  War  Department,  are  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  guidance  of  the  Army : 

Ths  telegraph  should  be  used  only  in  cases  of  urgent  and  imperative 
necessity,  where  the  delay  of  the  mail  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  publio 
iiiltresi. 

In  framing  telegrams,  all  superfluous  words  not  important  to  the  sense 
of  the  communication  will  be  omitted. 

Copies  of  the  telegrams  must  accompany  vouchei*s  for  their  payment 
when  they  can  be  procureil.  If  the  copies  cannot  be  procured,  the  ac- 
count may  be  paid  by  a  Paymaster,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Com- 
ruauding  General  of  the  Department  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
post,  showing  that  the  telegrams  wei'e  on  public  businens,  and  that  the 
matter  demanded  this  mode  of  communication.  The  officer  presenting  the 
account  must  certify  as  to  each  telegram  that  the  copy  cannot  be  obtained; 
also  the  number  of  words  it  contained,  the  place  from  which  and  the  ad- 
dress to  which  it  was  sent. 

The  disbursing  officer  who  pays  the  cost  of  telegrams  will  refuse  pay- 
ment on  any  that  appear  to  be  on  private  business,  or  that  manifestly 
did  not  require  telegraphic  communication.  In  case  of  such  refusal  ap- 
I»eal  may  be  made  to  the  Department  Commander,  who,  if  he  approve  the 
telegram,  may  order  payment  for  it  t(»  be  made,  and,  in  such  event,  will 
fonvanl  copies  of  tke  papers  and  of  his  decision  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army. 

The  Paymaster  General,  in  his  administrative  action  on  the  accounts 
of  Paymasters,  will  scan  all  telegrams  for  w^hich  payment  has  been  made, 
and  will  submit  for  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of  War  such  as  he  may 
deem  to  be  in  violation  of  this  order.

Swtion  2  of  th*»  act  of  July  24.  1^76,  provided  that  mileage  cannot  be 
allowwl  over  that  j>ortion  of  a  ''railroad  on  which  the  troops  and  supplies 
of  the  United  Mates  are  entitled  to  be  trannported  free.''  The  operation 
•)t'  the  dm*ion  of  the  Supn  nie  Couit  in  October,  1676,  in  the  case  of  Lake 
Siiperi<»r  Railroad  Company  vs.  The  United  States  (  Vol.  93,  page  442, 
Siif-reme  Court  Dfciitiorn))^  recognized  by  the  act  of  March  3.  1879  (sundiy 
civil  appropriations),  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  roads  over  which  said 
pmhibition  operates  to  the  nine  enumerated  below.  This  order  is  issued 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secofid  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  and 
pam^aph  4.  section  2,  of  General  Orders  No.  97,  of  1876,  is  hereby 
modified  accordingly,  to  take  effecf  from  this  date. 

The  laws  require  that  the  companies  owning  or  operating  the  following 
rstilroads  "shall  at  all  times  transport  the  troops  and  property  of  the 
Uiiitwl  States  fi-ee  of  all  cost,  charge,  or  expense  to  the  United  States," 
to  wit :

When,  from  accident  or  other  unavoidable  contingency,  mail-contract- 
on  or  their  carriem,  while  transporting  United  States  midls  to  and  from 
military  posts  in  the  sparsely  populated  Territories,  incur  the  loss  or 
damage  of  their  animals  or  vehicles,  and  are  thus  deprived  of  the  means 
necessary  to  fulfill  their  contracts,  and  when,  in  the  opinion  of  command- 
ers uf  military  posts,  to  whom  application ^may  be  made  for  temporarily 
supplying  the  casualties  thus  created,  it  would  be  impracticable  to  obtain 
the  requisite  transportation  from  civilians  in  the  vicinity,  such  command- 
ers are  authorized,  provided  the  means  of  transportation  can  be  spared 
without  materially  interfering  with  the  current  requirements  of  their 
poet«,  to  furnish  such  animals  or  other  means  of  transportation  as  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  to  transport  the  mails  for  one  trip,  or  until,  by 
the  exercise  of  proper  diligence,  the  casualty  has  otherwise  been  pro- 
vided for  by  the  oontractor^or  carrier. 

Receipts  will  in  all  cases  be  taken  for  the  property  loaned  from  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  turned  over,  and,  in  the  event  of  its  loss  or  damage, 
the  commanding  officer  will  report ^the  fact  to  the  Adjutant  General  and 
to  the  Quartermaster  General,  in  order  that  the  amount  involved  may  be 
deducted  from  the  compensation  of  the  mail  contractor  at  the  Post  Office 
Department,  and  the  Quartermaster's  Department  be  reimbursed  for  the 
same.

The  following  Act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned : 

AN  ACT  nuiking^  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  etuKted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Rep}^gentativeg  of  the  United 
StaUt  of  America  in  Co'tr/rett  astembled,  That  the  following  sums  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  as  follows: 

For  expenses  of  the  commanding  general's  office,  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  recruiting  and  transportation  of  recruits  from  rendez- 
vous to  depot,  seventy- five  thousand  dollars.  And  no  money  appropri- 
ated by  this  act  shall  be  paid  for  recruiting  the  Army  beyond  the  number 
of  twentj^-five  thousand  enlisted  men,  including  Indian  scouts  and  hos- 
pital stewards;  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  no  more  than  twenty-five 
thousand  enlisted  men  in  the  Army  at  any  one  time,  unless  otherwise 
authorized  by  law.  Nothing,  however,  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  enlistments  for  the  Signal  Service,  which  shall  hei-eaft4?r  be  main- 
tained, as  now  organized  and  as  provided  by  law,  with  a  force  of  enlisted 
men  not  exceeding  four  hundred  and  fifty,  after  present  terms  of  enlistment 
have  expired. 

For  contingent  expenses  of  the  Adjutant-General's  Department  at  the 
headquarters  of  military  divisions  and  departments,  three  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  expenses  of  the  Signal  Service  of  the  Army,  purchase,  equipment, 
and  repair  of  elet^tric  field-telegraphs  and  signal  equipments,  ten  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars. 

Pay  Department. — For  pay  of  the  commissioned  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  privates,  (including  those  employed  as  Indian  scouts,) 
storekeepers,  musicians,  and  veterinary  surgeons,  artificers,  farriers,  and 
saddlers,  except  af»  hereinafler  enumerated,  nine  million  eight  hundred 
and  eighty  thousand  dollars. 


MisCKLLANEOL'S. — For  the  pay  of  contract  surgeons,  one  Imiidred  and 
eixty-five  tliousand  dollars. 

For  tlie  pay  of  fifty-four  paymasters'  clerks,  sixty -four  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-jiix  hospital-stewards,  sixty-six 
thousand  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  two  hundred  hospital -matrons,  twenty-four  ihou«m«l 
dollars. 

For  one  hundre<i  and  forty-seven  comniissary-sei^eants,  fifty-nine 
thousand  dollars.  * 

For  messenger  to  paymasters,  fifteen  thousand  dollara. 

For  extra-duty  pay  to  enlisted  men,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  travel-pay  and  commutation  of  subsistence  to  discharged  8(ddier», 
three  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars. 

For  retained  pay  to  discharged  men,  three  hundred  and  forty  thou^od 
dollars. 

For  commutation  of  officers*  quarters  at  places  where  there  are  no 
public  (|uarters,  one  hundre<l  and  fifty  six  thousand  dollars:  Providtd, 
That  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  claims  for  quarters  for  eerraut? 
heretofore  or  hereafter;  and  that  the  i*ate  of  commutation  shall  hereafter 
be  twelve  dollai*  per  n»om  per  month  for  officers'  quarters,  in  lieu  often 
dollai's  as  now  providetl  by  law. 

For  pay  to  soldiere  for  clothing  not  drawn,  four  hundred  and  fiftv 
thousand  dollars. 

For  additional  pay  to  enlisted  men,  four  bundi*ed  and  forty  thouMind 
dollars. 

For  mileage  of  officers  of  the  Army  when  traveling  under  orders,  one 
hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars. 

For  cost  of  telegrams ;  and  telegrams  are  authorized  to  be  transmitted 
by  railroad  companies  which  may  have  telegraph  lines,  and  which  shall 
file  their  written  acceptance  of  the  restrictions  and  obligations  imposed 
on  telegraph  companies  by  title  sixty-five  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  far 
the  government  and  for  the  general  public,  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the 
government,  according  to  the  provisions  of  title  sixty-five  of  the  Revise*! 
Statutes;  and  also  for  compensation  of  citizen  witnesses  attending  upon 
courts- martial,  military  commissions,  courts  of  inquiry:  traveling  ex- 
penses of  paymanters'  clerks,  seventy  thousand  dollars:  Provided, 
That  the  appropriations  under  the  head  of  "Pay  Department"  in  this 
act,  amounting  to  twelve  million  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollare,  shall  be  accounted  for  by  disbursfng  officers  under 
the  title  of  "Pay,  and  so  forth,  of  the  Army,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty." 


SUBSISTENCK  Departmknt.— For  HiibsiptPiice  of  twfiity-five  thoM- 
i^umi  •folisted  men,  one  hundriMl  and  twenty  additional  lialf-rationft  for 
fiergeante  and  corporals  of  ordnance,  women  to  companies  (lanndre8HeH\ 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  Hevenly-five  civilian  eniplciyees,  one 
handred  and  twenty-five  contract  surgeon**,  two  hundrnl  lioHpitul-niat 
rons.  one  liundred  and  ten  military  convicts,  an<l  five  hutidred  prisoners 
of  war  (Indians),  in  all  ten  million  nine  hundred  and  one  tliousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-five  rations,  at  twenty  cents  each ;  for  difference  hetween 
cost  of  rations  and  conunutation  thereof  for  detailed  meti.  and  for  enlisted 
men  and  rei-ruits  at  recruiting  stations,  and  for  co»*t  of  hot  coffee  and

For  incidental  expenses,  to  wit :  For  postage  and  telegrams  or  dis- 
patches*, extra  pay  to  soldiers  employed  luider  the  direction  of  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department  in  the  erection  of  barracks,  quarters,  storehourjes, 
and  hospitals,  in  the  constrncti(m  of  roads,  and  other  constant  labor,  for 
periofls  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  including  those  eini»loyed  as  clerks  at 


divi8i()n  and  department  headquarters  and  siigiial-aenrice  sergeants ;  ex- 
penses of  expresses  to  and  from  the  fnmtier  posts  and  armies  in  the  field; 
of  escorts  to  paymasters  and  other  disbursing  officers,  and  t«i  trains  where 
military  escorts  cannot  he  furnished  ;  expenses  of  the  interment  of  uffi- 
cers  kille<l  in  action,  or  who  die  when  on  duty  in  the  field,  or  at  poets  on 
the  frontiers,  or  when  traveling  on  orders,  and  of  non-comniiesioiiHi 
officers  and  soldiers;  authorized  office  furniture;  hire  of  laborers  in  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  including  the  hire  of  interpreters,  spies,  and 
guides  for  the  Army ;  compensation  cf  clerks  to  officers  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department ;  compensation  of  forage  and  wagon  masters  au- 
thorize<l  by  the  act  of  July  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight:  for 
the  apprehension,  securing,  and  delivering  of  deserters,  and  the  expenses 
incident  to  their  pursuit;  and  for  the  folU»wing  expenditures,  required

For  trani'portation  of  the  Army,  including  baggage  of  the  troops 
when  moving  either  by  land  or  water;  of  clothing  and  camp  and  garri- 
son equipage  from  the  depots  of  Philadelphia  and  Jefferson ville  to  the 
Keverul  posts  and  Army  depots,  and  from  those  depots  to  the  trooj>s  in 
the  field  ;  of  hoi-se  equipments  and  of  subsistence  stores  from  the  place* 
of  purchase  and  from  the  places  of  delivery,  under  contract,  to  tiuch 
places  as  the  circumstances  of  the  service  may  require  them  to  be  sent: 
of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  and  small-atms  from  the  founderies  and 
armories  to  the  arsenals,  fortifications.  fn»niier  posts,  and  Anny  de- 
pots; freights,  whaifage,  tolls  and  ferriages:  ihe  purchase  and  hire  of 
horses,  mules,  oxen,  and  harness,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  wagrmi^. 
carts,  and  drays,  and  of  ships  and  other  8ea-g(»ing  vessels  and  boais  re- 
quired for  the  transportation  of  supplier!,  and  for  ganisou  pur|>o»ei?';  for 
drayage  and  curtHge  at  the  several  i>o8ts;  hii*e  of  teamsters;  transporta- 
tion of  funds  for  the  pay  and  other  disbursing  departments;  the  expense 
of  sailing  public  transports  on  the  vaiicus  rivers,  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific:  for  procuring  water  at  such  posts  as,  from  their 


situation,  nM|uire  it  to  be  brought  from  a  distance;  and  for  clearing  roads 
and  for  removing  obstructions  from  roads,  harbors,  and  rivers,  to  the 
ext«Dt  which  ma^  l>e  required  for  the  actual  operations  of  the  troops  in 
the  field,  four  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  hire  of  quarters  for  troops,  of  storehouses  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
military  stores,  of  offices,  and  of  grounds  for  camp  and  summer  canton- 
ments, and  for  tempfjrary  frontier  stations,  for  the  construction  of  tem)>o- 
rary  huts  and  stables;  and  for  repainng  public  buildings  at  established

For  pay  of  seventy-one  superintendents  of  the  same,  fitU'-nine  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  all  contingent  expenses  of  the  Army  not  provided  for  by  other 
estimates,  and  embracing  all  branches  of  the  military  service,  to  be  ex- 
pended umler  the  immediate  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  forty  thou- 
sand dollars.

Engineer  Department. — For  engineer  depot  at  Willets  Point,  New 
York,  namely:  For  purchase  of  engineering  materials  to  continue  the 
present  course  of  instruction  of  the  engineer  battalion  in  field  engineering, 
one  thousand  dollars. 

For  incidental  expenses  of  the  depot,  remodeling  ponton-trains,  repair- 
ing instruments,  purchasing  fuel,  forage,  stationery,  chemicals,  extra-duty 
pay  to  soldiers  engaged  in  special  skilled  labor,  and  ordinary  i-epairs,  four 
thousand  dollars. 

Ordnance  Department. — For  the  ordnance  service,  required  to

this  restriction  shall  apply  to  the  use  of  public  animals,  forage,  and  ve- 
hicles. 

Fpr  manufacture  of  metallic  ammunition  for  small-anns,  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars. 

For  overhauling,  cleaning,  and  preserving  new  oi-dnance  stores  on 
hand  at  the  arsenals,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  dismounting  guns  and  removing  the  armament  from  forts  being 
modified  or  repaired,  including  heavy  carriages  returned  to  arsenals  for 
alteration  and  repairs,  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  same  char- 
acter, and  for  repairing  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  in  the  hands  of 
troops  and  for  issue  at  the  arsenals  and  depots,  and  for  extra  duty  for 
enlisted  men  detailed  for  ordnance  service,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  manufacture  of  ordnance  stores,  to  fill  requisitions 
of  troops,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 


For  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery  equipments,  consisting  of  clothing- 
bags,  haversacks,  canteens,  and  great-coat  straps,  and  repairing  horse 
equipments  for  cavalry  troops,  seventy-five  thousand  dollara.

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause 
all  the  regulations  of  the  Army  and  general  orders  now  in  force  to  be 
codified  and  published  to  the  Army,  and  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof 
out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Army. 

Skc.  3  And  the  examiner  of  State  claims  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  shall  have,  while  on  such  duty,  the  pay.  emoluments,  and  allow- 
ances of  mounted  officers  one  grade  higher  than  that  held  by  him  in  his 
regiment  or  corps. 

That  when  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  professor  of  the 
French  language  or  in  the  office  of  pi'ofessor  of  the  Spanish  language  in

That  each  member  of  the  graduating  classes  of  the  Military 
Academy,  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty,  af\er  graduation,  may  elect,  with  the  assent  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  to  receive  the  gross  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fif\y  dollars  and 
mileage  to  his  place  of  residence;  and  the  acceptance  of  this  gross  sum 
shall  render  him  ineligible  to  appointment  in  the  Army,  except  in  the 
event  of  war,  until  two  years  after  his  graduation ;  and  the  amount  re- 
quired to  defray  the  expenditure  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appi'opriated. 
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Sec.  6.  Thai  no  money  appropriated  in  this  act  is  appropriated  or 
shall  be  paid  for  the  Hubsistence,  equipment,  transportation,  or  compensa- 
tion of  any  portion  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  t(»  be  used  a«  a 
police  force  to  keep  the  peace  at  the  polls  at  any  election  held  within  any 
State. 

Skc.  7.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  be  authorized  to  detail  an 
officer  of  the  Array,  not  above  the  rank  of  captain,  for  special  duty  with 
reference  to  Indian  education. 

Src.  8.  That  section  six  of  the  act  approved  June  eighteenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-eight,  making  appixipriations  for  the  support  of  the 
Army,  be.  an<l  is  hereby,  repealed:  l*rovided,  That  wlien  the  economy 
of  the  service  requiivs,  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  direct  the  establish- 
ment of  military  head<|UHrter8  at  points  where  suitable  buildings  are 
owned  by  the  government.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be 
Huthorized  to  furnish  to  the  proper  parties,  out  of  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores,  belonging  to  the  United  States,  of  patterns  not  now  in  use,  the 
following  to  be  used  in  the  railing  around  the  public  monument  erected 
to  the  memory  of  Colonel  Robert  L.  McCook,  of  the  Ninth  Regiment 
Ohio  Volunteers,  in  Washington  Park,  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  to  wit: 
One  hundred  and  forty  muskets  and  bayonets;  four  twelve  inch  smooth 
bore  siege  guns,  or  rifles  of  like  size;  four  ten  inch  spherical  shot  or 
shell;  twelve  thirty-two  pound  shot  or  shell.

an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine,  entitled  ''An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  construction,  repair, 
preservation,  and  completion  of  certain  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,  and 
for  other  purposes",  as  were  appropriated  "for  the  protection  of  the

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  BepresentaHves  of  the  United  Staiet 
of  America  in  Congress  assembledf  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  convene  a  board  of  officers  of  the  Corps  ot 
Engineers  of  the  Army,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  and  report 
whether,  for  railroad  purposes,  the  river  Detroit  can  be  bridged  or  tun- 
nelled, at  the  city  of  Detroit,  or  within  one  mile  above  or  below  said  city, 
in  such  manner  as  to  accommodate  the  large  trade  and  commerce  cross- 
ing the  river  at  that  point,  and  without  material  or  undue  injury  to  the 
navigation  of  said  river;  a  good  and  sufficient  tug  being  always  kept  by 
the  bridge  owners  to  assist  any  crafl  when  required.

The  following  Act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned: 

A5  ACT  to  pmTide  for  the  appointment  of  a  "  MIvliBippi  RlTer  Commiasion  '*  for  the 
ImproTement  of  said  river  from  the  Head  of  the  Paasee  near  iti  month  to  iti  head- 
waten. 

Be  it  enaoUd  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United 
Slatet  of  America  in  Contfress  astenUtled,  That  a  commission  is  hereby 
created,  to  be  called  ''The  Mississippi  River  Commission",  to  consist  of 
seven  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  of  the  United  States  shall,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  seven  commissioners,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  selected  from  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Army,  one  from 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  and  three  from  civil  life,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  civil  engineers.  And  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  the  com- 
miasion shall  in  like  manner  be  filled  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States ;  and  he  shall  designate  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed  from 
the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Anny  to  be  president  of  the  commission. 
The  commissionera  appointed  from  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Army  and 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  shall  receive  no  other  pay  or  compen- 
sation than  is  now  allowed  them  by  law,  and  the  other  three  commission- 
ens  shall  receive  as  pay  and  compensation  for  their  services  each  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum^  and  the  commissioners  qp- 
pointed  under  this  act  shall  remain  in  office  subject  to  removal  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  direct  and  complete 
such  surveys  of  said  river,  between  the  Head  of  the  Passes  near  its 
mouth  to  its  headwaters  as  may  now  be  in  progress,  and  to  make  such 
additional  surveys,  ezapainations,  and  investigations,  topographical, 
hydrographical,  and  hydrometric^l,  of  said  river  and  its  tributaries,  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  commission  to  carry  out  the  objects  of 
this  act.  And  to  enable  said  commission  to  complete  such  surveys, 
examinations,  and  investigations,  the  Secretary  of  War  shall,  when  re- 
quested by  said  commission,  detail  from  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  Army 


such  oflicere  and  men  as  may  be  neceasarr,  and  shall  place  in  the  charge 
and  for  the  use  of  said  commisaiou  euch  vessel  or  veasels  and  such 
machinery  and  instruments  as  may  be  under  his  control  and  may  be 
deemed  necessary.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall,  whe^ 
requested  by  sfud  commission  in  like  manner  detail  from  the  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey  such  officers  and  men  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall 
place  in  the  charge  and  for  the  use  of  said  commission  such  vessel  or 
vessels  and  such  machinery  and  instruments  as  may  be  under  his  control 
and  may  be  deemed  necessary.  And  the  said  commission  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretan'  of  War,  employ  such  additional  force  and 
assistants,  and  provide,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  such  vessels  or  boats 
and  such  instruments  and  means  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

8sc.  4.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  said  commission  to  take  into  consider- 

w 

ation  and  mature  such  plan  or  plans  and  estimates  as  will  correct,  per- 
manently locate,  and  deepen  the  channel  and  protect  the  banks  of  the 
Mississippi  River;  improve  and  give  safety  and  ease  to  the  navigation 
thereof;  prevent  destructive  floods;  promote  and  facilitate  commerce, 
trade,  and  the  postal  service;  and  when  so  prepared  and  matured,  to- 
submit  to  the  Secretary  of  War  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings and  actions,  and  of  such  plans,  with  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  be  by  him  transmitted  to  Congress:  Pro- 
vided,  That  the  commission  shall  report  in  full  upon  the  practicability, 
feasibility,  and  probable  cost  of  the  various  plans  known  as  the  jetty 
system,  the  levee  system,  and  the  outlet  system,  as  well  as  upon  such 
others  as  they  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  commission  may,  prior  to  the  completion  of  all  the 
surveys  and  examinations  contemplated  by  this  act,  prepare,  and  submit 
to  the  Secretary  of  War  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  of  costs  fur 
such  immediate  works  as,  in  the  judgment  of  said  commission,  may  con- 
stitute a  part  of  the  geneiiil  system  of  works  herein  contemplated,  to  be 
by  him  transmitted  to  Congress. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  of  War  may  detail  from  the  Engineer  Corps  of 
the  Army  of  the  United  States  an  officer  to  act  as  secretary  of  said  com- 
mission. 

Skc.  7.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  neeessary,  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  herein  provided  for, 
and  of  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  completion  of  such  surveys 
as  may  now  be  in  progress,  and  of  such  additional  surveys,  examinations^ 


and  investigations  as  may  be  deemed  iieceBsary,  reporting  the  plans  an<f 
estimates,  and  the  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  contemplated  bj 
thi«  act,  as  herein  provided  for;  and  said  sum  is  hereby  apf)ropriated  for 
said  purposes  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  odierwise  appro- 
priated.

The  following  Joint  Resolution  and  Acts  of  Congi'ese  are  published  for 
the  information  and  goverument  of  all  concerned  : 

I..JOINT  RESOLUTION  aatborislng  a  surrey  of  the  MlsiiMippi  RlTer  near  Lake 
Concordia,  Louiii&na,  and  Cowpen  Bend,  Minlnlppi. 

JResolvtd  by  the  Senate  and  Houte  of  Repr€»entative$  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congreu  cusembledf  Tliat  the  Secretary  of  War  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  order  a  survey  and  recommendations 
thereon  of  the  Mississippi  River  near  Lake  Concordia,  Louisiana,  and  of 
Cowpen  Bend,  Mississippi,  looking  to  the  protection  of  the  harbors  of 
Natchez  and  Yidalia  by  restraining  the  river  from  cutting  into  Lake 
Concordia,  and  of  the  Cbarenton  Canal  in  St.  Mary's  Parish,  Louisiana, 
out  of  moneys  already  appropriated  for  surveys  and  examinations  by  act 
of  Congress  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- nine. 

Approved  June  2b,  1879. 


II — AN  ACT  to  anthorixe  the  Secretary  of  War  to  releaae  certain  lands  of  the  United 

States  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be 
authorized  and  empowered,  in  his  discretion,  to  release  to  the  people  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  their  successors  and  assigns,  a  right  of  way,  not 
exceeding  six  rods  in  width,  upon  and  across  the  land  owned  and  pos« 
sessed  by  the  United  States,  in  the  town  of  Plattsburgh,  Clinton  County, 
New  York,  for  railroad  purposes,  and  also  a  lot  or  piece  of  land  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  said  land,  owne<l  by  the  United  States,  at  said  Platts- 
burgh, for  depot  and  other  railroad  purposes,  not  to  exceed,  however, 
tvro  acres,  together  with  the  right  to  occupy  the  shore  of  Lake  Cham- 
plain  opposite  said  premises  for  the  purpose  of  discharging,  receiving, 
and  storing  ore  and  other  freights,  subject  to  puch  restrictions  ae  the  Sec- 
retory of  War  may  think  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  United 


States;  the  said  right  of  waj  and  premises  to  be  used  exclusirelj  for 
the  purpose  of  coni>tructing  and  operating  the  nulroad  authorized  to  be 
built  hy  an  act  of  the  If^gislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  entitled  "An 
act  authorizing  the  construction  and  management  of  a  railroad  from 
Lake  Champlain  to  Dannemora  prison",  passed  April  nineteenth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  seventy-eight. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  authorized  and  empowered,  in 
his  discretion,  to  lay  out  and  continue  Hamilton  street,  in  the  said  town 
of  Plattsburgh,  across  the  said  lauds  of  the  United  States,  to  the  lot  or 
piece  of  land  which  the  Secretary  of  War  may  release  to  the  people  of 
the  State  of  New  York  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  to  dedicate  the 
same  to  the  public  use  as  a  public  highway;  and  to  grant,  sell,  and  con- 
vey the  small  tract  and  parcel  of  said  n^ervation,  situate  north  of  said 
Hamilton  street  extended,  for  such  price  and  sum  as  may  be  fair  and 
reasonable.

III. -AN  ACT  providing  for  filling  vacancies  in  tho  Office  of  Chief  of  Kugineeni, 

United  States  Aniiy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hrmae  of  Mepresentativet  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congrete  atafmbled,  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  June 
tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- two,  chapter  four  hundred  and 
twenty-six,  volume  seventeen,  page  three  hundred  and  eighty-two, 
Statutes  at  Large,  as  prohibits  promotion  in  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
above  the  rank  of  colonel,  and  all  other  acts  prohibiting  said  promotion, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

That  the  act  entitled  *'An  Act 
making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses", approved  June  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine, 
be  and  the  same  is  herehv  amended  as  follows :  strike  out  the  word 


"purchase''  where  it  last  occurs  in  the  last  provieo  relatiug  to  the  sum 
appropriated  for  the  conBtruction  of  a  storehouse  and  depot  building  at 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  insert  the  word  ''purpose"  in  lieu  thereof;  and 
strike  out  the  word  "charge"  where  it  occurs  in  the  clause  relating  to 
the  regulation  stone  to  be  used  hy  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  National 
Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers,  and  insert  the  word  '*  change''  in  lieu  thereof.

The  following  revision  of  General  Orders  No.  10,  of  1879,  relative  to 
contracts,  under  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  is,  by  his  direc- 
tion, published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

I.. Purchases  and  Contracts  for  Military  Supplies  and 

Services. 

I.  All  commanding  officers,  and  especially  those  of  Military  Depart- 
ments and  Districts,  will  see  that  early  estimates  and  timely  contracts  are 
made  for  supplies  for  the  several  posts  in  their  respective  commands. 
The  duty  of  advertising  for  proposals  for  supplies^  &c.,  should  be  imposed 
npon  the  Chief  Quart-ermasters  and  Commissaries;  but  commanding 
officers  will  themselves  be  held  responsible  for  its  proper  performance,  or 
for  the  punishment  of  the  officer  who  neglects  it. 

II.  All  purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies  or  services  for  the  Army, 
except  personal  services,  when  the  public  exigencies  do  not  require  the 
immediate  delivery  of  the  article  or  performance  of  the  service,  shall  be 
made  by  advertising  a  sufficient  time  previously  for  proposals  respecting 
the  same. 

III.  Wlien  supplies,  &c  ,  are  required,  advertisements  shall  be  made 
for  a  reasonable  time  to  allow  persons  at  a  distance  to  compete  for  the 
contract,  and  when  the  contract  is  awarded  a  proper  time  will  be  given 
the  contractor  to  make  deliveries  of  the  supplies  or  to  furnish  the  trans- 
portation. The  time  allowed  in  each  case  will  be  set  forth  in  the  adver- 
tisement, which  will  also  state  by  whose  authority  or  by  whose  order  it 
is  published. 

rV*.  Proposals  for  supplies  received  by  officers  of,  or  doing  duty  in, 
the  Quartermaster's  or  Commissary  Department,  in  accordance  with  pre- 
vious advertisements,  will,  after  having  been  carefully  examined,  indorsed, 
and  abstracted,  be  submitted,  with  their  recommendations  as  to  the  proper 
bidder  to  whom  the  contract  should  be  given,  to  the  commanding  officers 
of  the  Departments  in  which  they  are  serving,  upon  whom  will  hereafter 
rest  the  responsibility  of  awarding  the  cotitracts  to  the  proper  persons. 

V.  Slight  informalities  on  the  part  of  the  bidder  in  complying  strictly 
with  the  terms  of  the  advertisement  should  not  necessarily  lead  to  the 
rejection  of  the  bid  made  by  him,  but  the  interests  of  the  Government 
should  be  fully  considered  in  the  final  award  of  the  contract. 


VI.  At  every  po«t  where  it  U  powible,  fuel  and  hajr  shall  "be  procured 
by  the  labor  of  the  troop«,  and  the  Department  Commander  shall  desig- 
nate the  posts  for  which,  iu  default  of  this,  contracts  may  be  made. 

VII.  The  labor  of  troops  or  Government  emploj6jt,  or  public  means 
of  transportation,  shall  not  be  used  to  enable  contractors  to  fulfill  con- 
tracts, unless  in  case  of  manifest  necessity,  when  it  shall  be  done  only  on 
the  written  authority  of  the  Post  Commander,  and  full  deduction  shall 
be  made  for  such  service. 

VIII.  The  Chief  Quartermaster  and  Chief  Commissary  of  each  Mili- 
tary Division  and  Department  will  carefully  supervise  all  estimates  and 
requisitions  for  supplying  Military  Posts  in  their  Departments,  with 
special  reference  to  the  cheapest  markets  and  the  most  economical  routes 
of  transportation. 

IX.  Contracts  will  not  be  made  at  interior  posts  unless  specially  or- 
dered, and  will  not  be  b*»  ordered  unless  the  stores  required  can  be  sup- 
plied at  such  interior  posts  more  economically  than  if  sent  from  other 
markets  or  from  general  depots.  All  contracts  will  be  made  out  in  the 
name  of  and  signed  by  the  Chief  Quartermasters  or  Chief  CommiBsaries 
themselves.  Such  officers  should  receive  from  their  commanders  timely 
notice  of  all  contemplated  movements  of  troops,  and  of  any  probable 
increase  or  diminution  of  force  at  any  particular  post,  with  a  view  to  con- 
trol the  proper  and  economical  distribution  of  supplies. 

X.  No  contract  for  furnishing  supplies  or  transportation  to  the  Army 
will  be  considered  in  force  until  it  has  received  the  approval  of  the  proper 
Department  Commander;  and  when  such  Department  is  located  in  the 
Military  Division  of  the  Missouri  or  Pacific,  until  such  contract  is  ap- 
proved by  the  commanding  officer  of  such  division ;  with  the  exception 
that  where  a  post  is  very  remote  from  Department  Headquarters,  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  district  iu  which  such  post  is  located  will  b« 
required  to  take  this  action.  It  will  therefore  be  inserted,  as  a  conditioQ 
in  cUl  contracts,  that  they  are  made  subject  to  the  approval  of  such  com- 
manding officers. 

XI.  In  cases  where  supplies  or  service  of  a  general  character  are  re- 
quired, as  for  larger  quantities  of  stores  to  be  delivered  at  general  depots, 
or  for  the  regular  routes  of  transportation  west  of  the  Mississippi  Biver, 
the  proposals,  after  being  indorsed  and  abstracted,  will  be  forwarded  di- 
rect to  the  chie&  of  the  respective  bureaus  in  Washington  City  for  their 
action  and  instructions,  with  the  recommendations  of  the  officer  advertis- 
ing for  the  supplies  or  service. 


XII.  Contracts  shall  be  made  in  quintuplicctte,  to  be  disposed  of  as 
follows :  One  to  be  kept  by  the  officer  signing  the  contract ;  one  by  the 
contractor ;  two  to  be  sent  to  the  chief  of  the  proper  bureau  in  Washing- 
ton City  (one  of  these,  with  an  abstract  of  the  bids  and  a  copy  of  each 
bid  and  advertisement,  to  be  retained  in  that  bureau,  and  the  other  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury) ;  and  the  fiilh  to 
be  sent  by  the  officer  making  and  signing  the  same  to  the  Returns  Office 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  within  thirty  days  after  tlie  contract  is 
made,  together  with  bids,  ofiVi's,  and  proposals  connected  therewith,  and 
a  copy  of  any  advertisement  in  the  case,  the  said  copies  or  papers  in  rela- 
tion to  each  contract  to  be  attached  together,  sealed  and  numbered  in 
regular  order,  numerically,  according  to  the  number  of  papers  composing 
the  whole  return. 

XIII.  The  Secretary  of  War  desires  to  impress  upon  all  branches  of 
the  military  service  the  necessity  of  greater  economy  in  public  expend- 
itures, and  of  the  curtailment  in  every  department  of  the  service  of  the 
present  expenses,  wherever  the  requirements  of  the  service  will  permit 
SQch  reduction. 


II.. Advertising  and  Job  Printing. 

NOTB. — Th«  tenn  **  advertising,**  fts  used  herein,  includes  all  publications  in  news  pa- 
pera  Inaertad  for  pay.  The  words  "Job  printing**  coverall  kinds  of  printing  except 
adrertisementfl  Inserted  in  newspapers.  All  communications  relative  to  advertising 
and  printing  will  be  directed  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  War  Department. 

Section  3828  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  relative  to  advertising,  is  as 

follows : 

Aiidhe  U  fvriheT  enactfd,  That  no  aiivertisement,  notice,  or  pruiK>8al  for  any  Execu- 
tive Department  of  the  Government,  or  for  any  Bureau  thereof,  or  for^any  office  there- 
with connected,  shall  be  published  in  any  newspaper  whatever,  except  in  pursuance  of 
a  written  authority  for  such  publication  from  the  Head  of  such  Department;  and  no  bill 
for  any  such  advertising  or  publication  shall  be  paid,  unless  there  be  presented  with 
«uch  bill  a  copy  of  the  written  auUiority  aforesaid. 

The  law  requires  advertising  (Section  3709,  Revised  Statutes)  for  all 
purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies  or  services,  except  personal  services, 
and  also  except  in  cases  when  the  public  exigency  requires  immediate 
delivery  or  perfonnance.  But  the  law  does  not  confine  advertising 
solely  to  newspapers,  and  the  Secretary  <rf  War  is  of  opinion  that  the 
circulation  to  the  principal  dealers,  or  to  the  public,  of  invitations  to  bid, 
either  by  poster  or  circular  letter,  is  as  much  advertising  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law  as  insertion  of  notices  in  newspapers.    Advertising  ia 


newspapers  is  to  be  done  when  there  is  sufficient  time,  as  in  annaal  con- 
tracts, i&c;  but  when  such  advertising  is  done  it  mast  come  under  the 
rules  growing  out  of  Section  3828,  Revised  Statutes. 

Advertisements,  whether  by  newspaper,  circular^  or  poster,  will  ordi- 
narily be  published  by  the  officer  who  is  to  make  the  award  and  contrsct 
upon  the  proposals  received — in  special  cases,  if  competent  authority  so 
directs,  by  any  other  proper  officer ;  and  when  issued  shall  be  promptly 
forwarded  by  him  through  the  proper  bureau  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
War  Department,  with  a  copy  of  any  specifications  or  instructions  to 
bidders,  or  blanks  for  proposals,  therein  referred  to. 

ADVERTISING. 

1.  Whenever  any  officer  of  the  War  Department,  or  any  Bureau 
thereof,  or  of  the  Anny,  or  any  Board  of  Officers,  or  Court-Martial,  shall 
deem  it  necessary  or  advisable  to  advertise  in  any  newspaper  or  neweipa- 
pers  (the  design  being  that  the  advertising  shall  he  paid  for  by  the  Gov- 
ernment), he  or  they  will  cause  a  copy  of  the  pn>po6ed  advertisement  to 
be  made  and  forwarded  directly,  through  the  Head  of  his  or  their  Bu- 
reau, to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  War  Department,  for  the  action  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  with  a  letter  requesting  authority  to  publish  the  same, 
and  stating  in  what  pa)>er  or  papers  among  those  on  the  official  list  of  the 
Department  the  advertisement  should,  in  his  or  their  judgment,  be  in- 
serted, and  for  what  length  of  time. 

If  the  officer  or  officers  consider  that  the  interests  of  the  Government 
require  the  publication  of  an  advertisement  in  any  locality  where  there  is 
no  official  newspaper,  or  in  any  newspaper  not  on  the  official  list,  the 
application  should  set  forth  that  fact. 

2.  The  following  form^of  application  for  authority  to  advertise  will  be 
observed :

Department,  with  their  recommendations  Indorsed  thereon. 


3.  OtBcers  in  adveilisiog  sales  of  property,  or  for  proposals  for  con- 
tracts, or  for  proposals  for  AupplieM,  will,  as  a  general  rule,  allow,  at  least 
t&trty  days  to  intervene  between  the  date  of  the  fini  publicetUon  of  the 
advertisement  and  the  date  designated  in  such  advertisement  for  the  sale  to 
take  place  or  for  the  opening  of  bids;  but,  should  the  exigencies  of  the 
case  not  admit  of  delay,  a  shorter  period  than  thirty  days  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Division  or  Department  Commander  or  Head  of  the 
Bureau. 

Ab  a  general  rule,  authority  will  be  g^ven  for  six  consecutive  insertions 
in  a  daily  newspaper,  or  four  consecutive  insertions  in  a  weekly  news- 
paper; but  authority  will  not  be  given  to  publish  the  same  advertisement 
in  all  the  authorized  newspapers  of  any  locality,  unless  the  interests  of 
the  €k>vemment  seem  to  require  it. 

In  cases  of  emergency,  application  may  be  made  and  authority  granted 
by  telegraph  to  publish  an  advertisement,  in  which  case  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  advertisement  need  only  be  stated.  The  officer  so  author- 
ized should  immediately  transmit  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment twelve  printed  slips  of  such  advertisement,  and  report  the  name  of 
the  newspapers  ordered  to  publish  the  same  with  number  of  insertions  in 
each. 

4.  Officers  of  the  Army  are  required  to  practice  all  possible  economy 
in  advertising  consistent  with  the  necessities  of  the  service,  and  to  avoid 
all  rerbiage  in  the  descriptions  of  supplies  and  property  in  advertise- 
ments, and  in  the  headings  and  titles  attached  thereto;  and  they  are 
especially  cautioned  not  to  prepare  their  advertisements,  or  send  copies 
of  them  to  newspapers,  arranged  in  such  a  manner  as  would  lead  to  a 
▼iolation  of  so  much  of  paragraph  12  as  relates  to  displayed  or  leaded 
advertisements,  &c. 

At  principal  offices  and  depots  where  advertisements  inviting  proposals 
are  frequently  issued,  it  is  not  necessary  to  publish  in  detail  each  time 
the  usual  conditions  unposed  on  bidders  and  contractors.  A  reference  to 
former  advertisements  of  same  conditions,  or  a  notice  that  they  will  be 
furnished  on  application,  will  be  sufficient.

8.  Advertisementii  and  job  printing  mu$t  not  be  submitted  for  audit  in 
the  same  letter  of  transmittal. 

9.  Officers  are  prohibited  from  making  any  alterations  in  the  number 
of  squares  ur  lines,  the  number  of  insertions,  or  the  amount  charged. 
They  will  state  in  the  proper  column  the  number  of  insertions  ordered, 
and  leave  blank  the  column  headed  ''Amount  allowed." 

10.  Accounts  may,  in  some  cases,  be  presented  to  officers  for  advertise- 
ments which  they  did  not  order  published  in  the  newspaper  charging 
for  the  same,  but  which  may  have  been  ordered  to  be  inserted  therein  by 
the  Secretary  of  War;  these,  also,  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  War  De- 
partment for  decision.

11.  In  the  event  of  the  death,  removal,  or  reei^nation  of  any  officer, 
or  of  hi«  heing  transferred  to  another  station,  the  outstanding  bille  for 
advertUemeuts  of  liis  office  will  be  prepared,  certified,  and  forwarded  by 
h\»  8ucce88i»r,  who  \»  authorized  to  vary  the  fonn  to  correspond  with  the 
facts.  Officers  changing  stations  will  leave  with  their  successors  com- 
plete records  relative  to  unsettled  accounts  for  advertising  and  printing. 

12.  Publithert  of  official  newapapert  are  notified  that  claims  for  adver- 
tisements copied  from  other  papers,  without  authority  from  the  Secretary 
of  War,  will  not  be  paid;  nor  will  any  allowance  be  made  for  displaifed 
advertisements,  nor  for  leading.  Advertisements  must  be  aet  up  dote,  and 
in  no  larger  type  than  is  ordinarily  used  in  setting  up  other  advertise- 
ment«.  It  ia  requiretl  of  publishers  that  they  forward  to  the  Chief  Clerk 
of  the  War  Department,  for  file,  a  sche«lule  of  their  commercial  rates 
chained  to  private  individuals,  with  their  usual  discounts,  sworn  to  as 
required  by  law,  such  statement  to  name  the  size  of  type  used  in  adver- 
tisements, and  show  whether  the  charge  is  made  by  the  ''line"  or  by  the 
*' square/'  and  if  by  the  square,  the  number  of  lines  counted  as  such; 
alflo  the  rate  per  line  or  square  for  the  first  and  subsequent  insertions. 
And  when  the  charges  are  varied  in  consideration  of  the  large  amount  of 
space  occupied  by  the  advertisement,  or  the  long  period  of  publication, 
the  publisher  should  furnish  a  plain  schedule  of  prices  showing  the 
charges  from  one  square  inserted  one  time  up  to  thirty  times,  to  any 
number  of  squares  which  may  be  contained  in  the  column  inserted  one 
time  up  to  thirty  times.  Whenever  any  change  is  made  in  the  adver- 
tising rates  of  a  paper,  notice  of  the  change  should  be  immediately  sent 
to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  War  Department. 

13.  The  Heads  of  the  several  Bureaus  of  the  War  Department  will 
furnish,  to  all  officers  charged  with  the  publication  of  advertisements, 
complete  lists  of  newspapers  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  to- 
other with  the  rt^ulations  and  orders  of  the  War  Department  upou  the 
subject,  and  all  necessary  blanks  for  compliance  with  these  Regulations. 

14.  Officers  are  informed  that  the  publication  of  military  orders  and 
circulars  in  newspapers  is  unauthorized.  Paragraph  1134  of  the  Army 
Regulations  does  not  authorize  the  insertion  of  military  orders  in  news- 
papers. 

JOB  PRINTING. 

15.  Officers  are  informed  that,  as  a  general  rule,  all  regular  blanks, 
books,  printed  fonns,  &c.,  are  executed  at  the  Government  Printing 
Office,  at  Washington,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  obtain  them  by  requisitions 
upon  the  Adjutant  General  or  the  Heads  of  their  respective  Corps  when 
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practicable ;  but  the  Commander  of  an  Army,  Department  or  Division, 
whenever  in  his  judgment  it  may  be  conducive  to  the  public  intereet, 
may,  in  addition  to  the  orders  printed  under  the  provieions  of  paragraph 
1134,  Army  Regulations,  order  all  forms  of  printing  and  advertising  for 
supplies  or  services,  except  advertisements  to  be  published  in  newspa- 
pers, which  latter  the  law  requires  shall  first  have  the  written  authority 
of  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  bills  must  firet  be  presented  to  the  officer 
ordering  the  work,  who  will  cause  them  to  be  made  out  and  certilied 
upon  the  official  forms  in  use  for  that  purpose,  the  c<'rtiAcate  to  state  the 
necessity  and  propriety  of  the  work.  A  sample  of  the  printing  mast 
accompany  each  bill.  The  number  of  copies  must  also  be  stated.  When 
the  charge  is  for  book  or  pamphlet  printing  containing  more  than  four 
pages,  the  amount  of  matter,  (number  of  thousand  "ems,")  number 
of  "tokens"  of  pi*ess-work,  and  the  rat«  per  thousand  "ems"  and  per 
"  token  "  must  be  stated.  Vouchers  must  show  the  place  where,  and  the 
date  when,  the  work  was  executed,  and  the  printing  be  so  described  as 
to  class,  amount,  and  rates,  that  the  computations  can  be  readily  reviewed 
according  to  the  customary  methods  in  use  among  book  and  job  printers. 
Where  the  paper  is  furnished  by  the  printer,  the  fact  must  be  stated  in 
the  voucher,  and  the  numl)er  of  quires  or  reams  used,  and  the  price 
charged  per  quire  or  ream.  Unless  so  stated,  it  will  be  presumed  that 
the  paper  was  furnished  by  the  Government  and  the  bills  audited  accord- 
ingly. 

16.  Bills  for  printing  done  under  the  authority  of  the  above  paragraph 
must  be  submitted  to  the  War  Department,  prior  to  payment,  in  the  same 
manner  as  accounts  for  newspaper  advertising. 

17.  Orders  authorizing  advertising  or  printing  to  be  done  will  not  be 
construed  as  authorizing  payment  of  the  bills  until  audited  and  approve*! 
according  to  these  Regulationt*. 


III..  Proposals, 

In  form  ut  ion  in  regard  to  supplies  or  services  for  which  proposals  have 
been  invited  bv  advertisement  will  be  furnished  to  all  p»M"Sons  desiring  it, 
on  application  to  such  sources  as  are  desigriated  in  the  advertisement. 

In  case  of  supplies,  they  will  be  informed  of  the  kind,  quantity,  and 
quality  of  articles  reipiired  ;  })lace,  time,  and  rate  of  deliver^';  condition* 
of  payment ;  furnished,  with  such  wpecifications  as  have  been  adopted, 
and  permitted  to  examine  the  standard  san)[)le&  at  the  places  where  tbey 
are  d**poiiite<l. 
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In  case  of  servicee,  they  will  be  iuformed  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  servicee  required ;  the  place  where  or  places  between  which  they  are 
to  be  performed,  and  the  time  allowed  for  the  performance ;  fumiBhed 
with  or  allowed  to  examine  plans  and  specifications  of  all  buildings,  con- 
structions, and  other  works  in  contemplation,  and  generally  furnished 
with  information  to  aid  them  to  bid  understand ingly. 

No  bidder  will  be  informed,  directly  or  indirectly,  of  the  name  of  any 
person  intending  to  bid  or  not  to  bid,  or  to  whom  information  in  respect 
to  proposals  may  have  been  giren. 

Proposals  should  be  prepared  in  stnct  accordance  with  the  requirements 
made  known  in  the  advertisement,  or  circular  of  instructions  to  bidders; 
and  copies  of  such  advertisement,  circular,  or  letter,  and  of  any  plans  or 
specifications  with  which  the  bidder  may  have  been  furnished,  should  be 
attached  to  the  proposal  and  form  part  of  it. 

Numbers  and  prices  should  be  written  out  in  words  as  well  as  expressed 
in  figures;  but  when  a  great  variety  of  articles  is  required,  as  in  case  of 
stationery,  hardware,  &-c.,  quantities  and  prices  may,  if  the  amounts 
involved  are  inconsiderable,  and  the  forms  of  proposals  so  indicate,  be 
expressed  in  figures  only. 

Specifications  need  not  be  written  out  in  the  body  of  a  proposal.  Their 
attachment  to  the  proposal  and  the  declaration  that  they  form  part  of  it 
will  be  sufficient 

Alterations  by  erasures  or  interlineations  should  be  explained  or  noted 
in  the  proposal  over  the  signature  of  the  bidder. 

Proposals  are  to  be  prepared  without  assistance  from  any  person 
belonging  to,  or  employed  in,  the  military  service  of  the  United  States. 
They  should  be  made  in  duplicate  (or  in  triplicate,  as  may  be  i*equired), 
upon  the  Forms  and  in  the  manner  designated  in  the  advertisement.

Contracts  for  transportation  over  routes  wliich  are  inipassaMe  diirinu  a 
portion  of  the  year  will  generally  provide  for  the  transportation  of  sup- 
plies during  that  period  which  is  most  favorable  for  the  service.  The 
inontl):^  embracing  such  periods  will  he  named  in  the  conti-act.  Provision 
will  also  be  made  in  coniracta  for  transportation,  at  higher  raWs  if  neces- 
sary, during  that  peri(»d  when  the  service  is  most  difficult  to  perform,  m 
case  any  public  exigency  reijuires  it ;  but  the  officer  requiring  perlonu- 
ance  of  the  ditiicult  service  at  higher  rate  must  report  his  action  and  the 
reason  therefor  to  tlie  Quartennaster  General  of  the  Army. 

Whenever  practicable,  contracts  for  supplying  military  posts  with  fuel, 
forage,  straw,  &c.,  sitall  provide  for  delivery,  montbly,  of  the  quantititr^ 
required  each  month,  in  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  accumulation  of 
property  at  posts,  and  to  distribute  expenditure  therefor  throughout  the 
year,  and  to  prevent  risk  of  great  loss  by  fire  or  other  cause. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  articles  of  clothing,  camp,  and  garrison 
equipage,  which  should  he  separately  marked  by  contractors,  in  accord- 
ance with  section  3731,  Revised  Statutes : 

Helmets,  uniform  dress-caps,  campaign-hats,  forage-cape,  great-coats, 
(.oats,  blouses,  trousers,  shirts,  drawers,  overalls,  stable-frocks,  stockings, 
Berlin  gloves,  woolen  mittens,  boots,  shoes,  buftal(»  overshoes,  arctic 
overshoes,  woolen  blankets,  ponchos,  rubber  blankets,  iron  bunks,  be<l- 
sacks,  pillow-sacks,  mosquito-bars,  ii*on  pots,  camp-kettles,  uiess-pau?. 
axes,  hatchets,  spades,  shovels,  pickaxes,  drums,  trumpets,  bugles,  fifes, 
books,  tents,  tent-poles^  flags,  colors — national  and  regimental,  standard^, 
guidons,  color  belts  and  slings,  camp-colors,  scrubbing- brushes,  and  each 
roll  of  cloth  or  flannel. 

Packages  of  the  following  to  be  marked : 

Axe,  hatchet,  and  pickaxe, handles^  tent-pins,  stencil-plates,  halliards, 
buttons,  thread,  hat  and  cap  trimmings,  letters,  numbers,  wrapping- 
paper,  petroleum  paper,  twine,  baling-rope,  laoing-cord,  needles,  hooks 
and  eyes,  buckles,  cord,  cotton- wadding,  black  Silesia,  bleached  muslin, 
unbleached  muslin,  cotton  drilling,  Russia  sheeting,  black  alpaca,  brown 
linen,  buckram,  canvas  padding,  colored  jeans,  white  jeans^  white  senr^, 
black  Italian  cloth. 

Articles  of  quartermaster's  stores  to  be  marked  separately  will  be  such 
as  from  their  size  or  character  it  is  advantageous  to  so  distinguish.  It 
being  impracticable  to  designate  a  complete  list  of  such  articles  to  be 
marked  separately  or  in  packages,  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  the 
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purchasing-ofiicer  raust  be  exercised,  having  in  view  the  requirements  of 

the  law. 
The  following  articles  will  always  be  marked  separately: 
Wagons,  ambulances,  carts,  portable  forges  and  bellows,  machines, 

wagon-corers,   paulins;    wagon,  cart,   and   ambulance  timbers,  except 

s{M>kes,  felloes,  and  other  small  parts ;  barrels,  casks  and  kegs,  plows, 

stoves,  chairs,  desks.

Skc.220.  The  traiuportation  of  troops,  munitions  of  war,  equipments,  military  prop- 
erty, and  itores,  throughout  the  United  States,  shall  be  under  the  immediate  control 
and  superrision  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  snch  agents  as  he  may  appoint. 

Skc.  229.  The  Secretary  of  War  shall  lay  before  Congress,  at  the  commencement  of 
each  regular  session,  a  statement  of  all  contracts  for  supplies  or  services  which  hare 
been  made  by  him  or  under  his  direction  during  the  year  preceding,  and  also  a  state- 
ment of  the  expenditure  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  military  establishment. 

Skc.  1133.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  offlcers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,

transacting  any  business  connected  with  the  duties  of  his  office,  other  than  that  which 
naay  be  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  1164.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  to  furnish  estimates,  and, 
nnder  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  make  contracts  and  purchases,  for  pro- 
earing  the  necessary  supplies  of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  for  the  use  of  the  armies 
of  the  United  States;  to  direct  the  inspection  and  proving  of  the  same,  and  to  direct 
the  construction  of  all  cannon  and  carriagM,  ammunition-wagons,  traveling  forges, 
aitiilcerB*  wagons,  and  of  every  implement  and  apparatus  for  ordnance,  and  the  prepa- 
ration of  all  kinds  of  ammunition  and  ordnance  stores  constructed  or  prepared  for  said 
service.

reccivea,  or  agrees  to  receive  any  money,  property,  or  other  valuable  consideration 
whatever  after  his  election  as  such  memlier,  for  his  attention  to,  serTicea,  action,  vote, 
or  decision  on  any  question,  matter,  cause,  or  proceeding  which  may  then  be  pending, 
or  may  by  law  or  tinder  the  Coustltntion  be  brought  before  him  (n  hisofllcial  capacity, 
or  In  his  place  as  such  member  of  Congrees,  shall  Ite  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  be  Imprisoned  not  more  than  two  yean  and  lined  not  more  than  ten  thonssnd 
dollara.  And  any  such  contract  or  agreement  may,  at  the  option  of  the  President,  be 
declared  absolutely  null  and  void ;  and  any  member  of  Congrees  or  officer  convicted  of 
a  violation  of  this  se<'tlon  shall,  moreover,  be  disqualified  fh>m  holding  any  ofllce  of 
honor,  profit,  or  trust  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1782.  No  Senator,  Representative,  or  Delegate,  after  his  election  and  during  hli 
continuance  in  ofllce,  and  no  he«d  of  a  Department,  or  other  officer  or  clerk  in  the 
employ  of  the  Government,  shall  receive  or  agree  to  receive  any  O(»mpensation  what- 
ever, directly  nr  indirectly,  for  any  services  rendered,  or  to  be  rendered,  to  any  penon, 
either  by  himself  or  another,  in  relation  to  any  proceeding,  contract,  claim,  contro- 
veray,  charge,  aivusatlon,  arrest,  or  other  matter  or  thing  In  which  the  United  States 
Is  a  party,  or  directly  or  Indirectly  interested,  before  any  Department,  court-martial, 
Bureau,  officer,  or  any  civil,  military,  or  naval  commission  whatever.  Every  penon 
offending  against  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  and  fined  not  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
•hall,  moreover,  by  conviction  therefor,  be  rendered  forever  thereafter  Incapable  of 
holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 
Sbc.  1977.  All  persons  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  shall  have  the  same 
right  In  every  State  and  Territory  to  malce  and  enforce  contracts,  to  sue,  be  parties^ 
give  evidence,  and  to  the  fbll  and  equal  benefit  of  all  laws  and  proceedings  ibr  the 
security  of  persons  and  property  as  is  eujoyed  by  white  cltisens,  and  shall  be  snhject  to 
like  punishment,  pains,  (tenaltles,  taxes,  licenses,  and  exactions  of  every  kind,  and  fo 
no  other. 

Skc.  3648.  No  advance  of  public  money  shall  be  made  in  any  case  whatever.  And  in 
all  casev  of  contracts  for  the  performance  of  any  service,  or  the  delivery  of  articles  of 
any  description,  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  payment  shall  not  exceed  the  value 
of  the  service  rendered,  or  of  the  articles  delivered  previously  to  such 'payment.

SBC.3r>90.  All  beJances  of  appropriations  contained  in  the  annual  appropriation  bills 
and  made  specifically  for  the  service  of  any  fiscal  year,  and  remaining  unexpended  at 
the  expiration  of  such  fiscal  year,  shall  only  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  expenses 
properly  incurred  during  that  year,  or  to  the  fulfillment  of  contracts  properly  made 
within  that  year ;  and  balances  not  needed  for  such  purposes  shall  be  carried  to  the 
snrplas  ftind.  This  section,  however,  shall  not  apply  to  appropriations  known  as  per- 
manent or  indefinite  appropriations. 

Ssc.  3709.  All  purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies  or  services,  In  any  of  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  OoTernment,  except  for  personal  services,  shall  be  made  by  advertising  a 
sofiBcient  time  previously  for  proposals  respecting  the  same,  when  the  public  exigencies 
do  not  require  the  immediate  delivery  of  the  articles,  or  performance  of  the  service.

The 
inspector,  weigher,  and  measurer  so  appointed  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  fh>m  the 
venders  of  fuel  weighed  and  measured  by  him  twenty  cents  for  each  ton  of  coal  weighed, 
and  nine  cents  for  each  cord  of  wood  measure<l  by  him.  Each  load  or  parcel  of  wood 
or  coal  weighed  and  measured  by  him  shall  be  accompanied  by  his  certificate  of  the 
nomber  of  tons  or  pounds  of  coal  and  the  number  of  cords  or  parts  of  cords  of  wood  in 
each  load  or.parcel. 

Sac  3713.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  accounting  officer  to  pass  or  allow  to  the 
credit  of  any  disbursing  officer  in  the  District  of  Columbia  any  money  paid  by  him  for 
purchase  of  anthracite  or  bituminous  coal  or  for  wood,  unless  the  Toucher  therefor  is 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  proper  Inspector,  weigher,  and  measurer  that  the 
quantity  paid  fur  has  been  determined  by  such  officer.

Contrmcts  for  raMtfteoce  >app)i«e  for  the  Army,  made  bj  the  Conauauy- 
General,  on  pablic  notice,  ehall  proTide  for  a  complete  dellTOfy  of  each  artidca,  on  io- 
iqMctfon,  at  each  i^aces  aa  dtall  be  ttipalaled. 

Bmc.  371ft.  The  Qoartermaeter'i  Department  of  the  Amy,  in  obtaining sopplieB  for  the 
military  Mrrice,  ahall  state  in  all  adTertisementsfor  bids  for  contracts  that  a  preference 
shall  be  giTen  to  articles  of  domestic  prodoction  and  mannfoctare,  conditions  of  pric« 
and  qnallty  being  equal,  and  that  snch  preference  shall  be  given  to  articles  of  Amwicsn 
production  and  mannfactnre  produced  on  the  Pacific  coast,  to  the  extent  of  the  con- 
sumption required  by  the  public  senice  there.

unless  so  marked  and  distinguished. 

Skc.3732.  No  contract  or  purchasie  on  l>ehalf  <»f  the  Cnited  -States  nhall  be  maJ^. 
unless  the  same  is  anthorized  by  law  or  is  under  an  appropriation  odequatv  to  its  fulfill- 
ment, except  in  the  War  and  Navy  Deiiarinients.  for  clotliing,  subsistence,  forage,  faei> 
quarters,  or  tiansportation,  which,  howt^ver,  ;«hall  not  exceed  the  necessities  of  the  cur- 
rent year. 

Sbc.  3733.  No  contract  shall  be  eutereil  into  for  the  erection,  repair,  or  furDi6hingv.>f 
any  public  building,  or  for  any  public  improvement  wliicli  ^liall  bind  the  6overnni«  ni 
to  pay  a  larger  sum  of  money  than  the  amount  in  tlie  Treasury  appropriated  for  the 
specific  purpose. 

Sbc.  3735.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  Executive  Departments  to  make  cos- 
tracts  for  stationery  or  other  supplies  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year  from  the  time  the 
contract  is  made. 

Sbc.  3737.  No  contract  or  onler,  or  any  interest  therein,  ahall  be  tranaferrsd  bv  the 
party  to  whom  such  contract  or  order  is  given  to  any  other  party,  and  any  such  tranifer 
shall  cause  the  annulment  of  the  contract  or  order  transferred,  so  far  as  the  United 
States  are  concerned.  All  rights  of  action,  however,  for  any  breach  of  such  contract  b? 
the  contracting  parties,  are  reserved  to  the  United  States. 

Sbc.  3739.  No  member  of  or  delegate  to  Congress  shall  directly  or  indirectiy,  himgelC 
or  by  any  other  person  In  trust  for  him,  or  for  his  use  or  benefit,  or  on  his  account, 
undertake,  execute,  hold,  or  enjoy,  in  whole  or  In  part,  any  contract  or  agreement  made 
or  entered  into  in  behalf  of  Uie  United  States,  by  any  officer  or  person  authorised  to 
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make  oontractA  on  behalf  of  tlio  United  States.  Every  penton  who  violatee  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  iniitdemeanor,  and  shall  be  Hned  three  thousand  dollars. 
All  contractu  or  agri<enieiiti>  made  in  violation  of  this  section  ithall  be  vuid;  and  when- 
ever  any  stim  of  money  is  advanced  on  the  |Hirt  of  the  rnite<I  States,  in  consideration 
of  any  soch  contract  or  agroement,  it  shall  bo  forthwith  repaid ;  and  in  case  of  refusal

Hbc.3740.  Nothing  contained  in  the  preceding  section  shall  extend,  or  be  construed 
to  extend,  to  any  contract  or  agreement,  made  or  entered  into,  or  accepted,  by  any 
incorporated  company,  where  such  contract  or  agreement  is  made  for  the  general  benefit 
of  such  incorporation  or  company:  nor  to  the  purchase  or  sale  of  bills  of  exchange  or 
other  property  by  any  member  of  Congress,  where  the  Hamo  are  ready  for  delivery, 
and  payment  therefor  is  made,  at  the  time  of  making  or  entering  into  the  contract  or 
agreement. 

Sac.  3741.  In  every  such  contract  or  agreement  to  be  made  or  entered  into,  or  accepted 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  there  shall  be  inserted  an  express  condition  that 
no  member  of  or  delegate  to  Congress  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  of  such 
contract  or  agreement,  or  to  any  benefit  to  arise  thereupon.

Toldable  accident  or  caniies  not  within  hia  control,  ehall  be  deemed  gnllty  of  a  miade- 
neanor,  and  shall  be  fliiod  not  lew  tlian  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  flre  haodredg 
•and  Imprisoned  not  more  than  six  montha. 

8bc.  3747.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Secretaiy  of  War,  of  the  Secretair  of  the  Kairy, 
■and  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  fumlah  every  officer  appointed  by  them  with

tising,  or  puMicatiou,  shall  be  paid,  unlew  there  be  presented,  with  snch  Mil,  a  oof^ 
of  such  written  authority. 

Sbc.  r)503.  Every  officer  of  the  Government  who  knowingly  contracts  for  the  ereetion, 
repair,  or  furnishing  of  any  public  building,  or  for  any  public  improvement,  to  psij  a 
larger  amount  tlian  the  s]>eciflc  sum  appropriated  for  such  purpose,  shall  be  punidiad  by 
imprisonment  not  Icks  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  yeara,  and  shall  pi^  a  flae 
of  two  thousand  dollars.

Sbc.  2.  That  in  all  contracts  for  material, for  any  public  Improvement,  the  Secretary 
of  War  shall  give  preference  to  American  material ;  and  all  labor  thereon  shall  be 
performed  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  StatM.

That  hereafter  all  adTertisements,  notices,  proposals  for  contracts,  and  all  forms  of 
adrartifling  rsquired  by  law  for  the  sereral  departments  of  the  GoTernment  may  be 
paid  for  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  the  commercial  rates  charged  to  private  indiyidnali, 
with  the  usual  discounts ;  such  rates  to  be  ascertained  fh>m  sworn  statements  to  be 
fturniflbed  by  the  proprietors  or  publishers  of  the  newspapers  proposing  so  to  advertise: 
FnmdM,  That  all  advertising  in  newspapers  since  the  tenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eeven,  shall  be  audited  and  paid  at  like  rates;  but  the  heads  of  the 
w&wmnl  departments  may  secure  lower  terms  at  special  rates  whenever  the  public  in- 
terest req;uires  it.

A  contract  will  not  be  awarded  to  a  corporation  until  it  shall  furnish  satisfactory 
evidence  of  its  legal  capacity  to  enter  into  the  same.  {6n  XI  Opinions  of  Attorneys 
General,  247.) 

Except  as  specified  in  section  3732,  Revised  Statutes,  no  contract  or  purchase  can 
legally  be  made  unless  expressly  authorised  by  statute,  or  Inferentially  by  an  appropri- 
ation being  made  which  properly  requires  the  same.  (R.8.,  sec.  3732;  the  Floyd  Ac* 
eeptonces,  7  Wallace,  684.) 

A  contract  made  under  an  appropriation  for  a  certain  fiscal  year  cannot  legally 
operate  or  extend  beyond  that  fiscal  year.    (R.  8.,  sec.  3679 ;  IV  Opinions,  476.) 

A  contract  stipulating  for  the  payment  of  an  amount  beyond  the  amount  of  the  ap- 
propriation under  which  it  is  made  is  void  and  inoperative  as  to  tlie  payment  of  the 
excess  over  the  appropriation.  (R.  8.,  sec.  3732 ;  IX  Opinions,  18 ;  IV  ib.,  600;  Curtis  «. 
United  States,  2  Ct.  CI.,  151.) 

All  oontracts  must  be  in  writing,  and  an  unwritten  contract  is,  as  such,  void  and  in-- 
operative.  (Clark  v.  United  States,  6  Otto,  639 ;  Henderson  r.  United  States,  4  Ct.  CI.,  76; 
liiidsley  v.  United  States,  »&.,  359;  Donalds  v.  United  States,  5  a>.,  70;  Grant  v.  United 
States,  ib^  83;  Lender  v.  United  States,  7  ib.,630;  Jones  v.  United  States,  11  ib.,  741; 
XEY  Opinions,  227.)    But  to  this  general  rule  an  exception  exists  in  a  case  of  a  contract 
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made  without  advertising,  because  of  a  public  oxifrency  such  a»  coDtrmplatod  fn  Re* 
▼i»e«I  Statutes,  section  3709.  Such  a  oontrart  iH  not  required  to  be  in  writing.  (Ctobl>  r. 
United  SUte«,  7  Ot.  CI.,  470;  Thoni)Mon  v.  United  Stateii,  9  ft.,  187.) 

After  a  contract  lias  been  duly  executed,  the  United  States  can  impoM  no  condition 
upon  tlie  contractor  furtlier  or  otlier  than  as  Mti|iulated  in  the  contract.  (X  <>|iiniona, 
371;  and  see  V.  ib.,296;  IX  ib.,  »42;  Xil  tb.,  5^2.) 

A  contract  once  duly  executed  cannot  be  rescinded,  extended,  or  in  any  respect 
modified,  except,  in  a  proper  ca.10,  by  the  authority  of  the  Se<*retary  of  War,  {See  IV 
Opinions,  334 ;  IX  t6.,  342 ;  X  ib.,  424,  4tH).) 

A  contract  transferred,  urany  interest  In  which  is  transferred,  in  Tiolation  of  aection 
S737,>ReTised  Statutes,  is  wholly  annulled  aa  fo  any  rights  or  remedies  of  the  contractor 
under  it.  The  assignment  ptwses  no  title,  legal  or  equitable;  neither  assignor  nor 
assignee  can  enforce  It  as  against  the  United  States;  and  no  action  of  an  officer  of  the 
United  States  can  restore  validity  or  efficacy  to  it.  (Wheeler  v.  United  States,  5  Ct.  d^ 
604;  WanleM  r.  United  States,  6  ft  ,  123 ;  MrCord  r.  United  States,  9  ft.,  1.^ ;  Francis  v. 
United  SUtes,  It  ft.,  638 ;  X  Opinions,  523.) 

The  term  **p¥blie  exigtncjf,^'  employed  in  section  3709,  Revised  Statutes,  refers  to  aa 
exceptional  and  urgent  necessity,  requiring  an  immediate  supply  of  articles  for  military 
use,  or  the  Immediate  performance  of  work  or  service,  such  as  may  grow  out  of  tfa« 
pressure  of  an  existing  state  of  war,  rebellion,  or  insurrection,  or  of  some  particular  act 
of  warfare  on  the  part  of  an  enemy,  or  may  be  occasioned  by  any  unexpected  movement 
of  troups ;  or  such  as  may  consist  in  the  destruction  or  loss  of  supplies,  structures,  Ac, 
by  ftre  or  the  violence  of  the  elements,  by  acts  of  rioters  or  trespassers,  by  theft  or 
waste,  by  the  negligence  of  common  carriers  or  others,  by  the  failure  of  eontractora, 
*c.    (Sss  II  Opinions,  257 ;  III  ft.,  437 ;  X  ft.,  28.) 

Exigencies  are  sometimes  assumed  to  exist  where  none  have  legitimately  occurred. 
By  carefully  observing  the  laws  regulating  contracts,  and  making  prompt  provision  for 
the  future  supplies,  Ac.,  of  the  command,  recourse  to  purchases  in  open  market  to  me«t 
■npposel  emwgencies  may  ordinarily  be  avoided.  Information  can  generally  be  de- 
rived from  the  proper  records  as  to  the  average  quantity  of  supplies  required  in  yesirs 
past,  which  will  provide  against  the  happening  of  such  emergencies ;  and  timely  adver- 
tisements should  be  made  aecordiugly. 

In  the  absence  of  a  tnie  public  exigency,  a  contract  entered  into  without  advertia- 
lug,  as  required  by  section  3709,  Revised  Statutes,  being  without  validity,  d^tes  not  bind 
the  United  States,  and  may  be  rescinded.    ( VI  Opinions,  406 ;  X  ft.,  28,  422.) 

The  term  **  penonal  services,"  employed  in  section  3709,  Revised  Statutes,  means  serv- 
ices w'.iich  are  contracted  for  because  of  some  special  Confidence  reposed  in  the  peraon 
who  is  tt>  render  them,  ba^ed  upon  his  supposed  peculiar  fitness  as  an  expert,  and  irre- 
spective generally  of  his  pecuniary  resources ;  such,  for  instance,  as  the  services  of  a 
civil  engineer  or  surveyor,  a  lawyer  or  surgeon,  a  telegraph  operator,  Stc.  (Set  X  Opin- 
ions, 5,  261.) 

No  person  belonging  to,  or  employed  in,  the  military  service  of  the  United  Statee 
■hall,  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  pnrohaite  from  any  other  such  person,  or  make  any 
contract  with  such  perN'>n  to  furnish  supplies  or  services;  nor  makeany  pnrchaaeorcol>' 
tract  in  which  such  per8<>n  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part,  or  to  any  beneftt  to 
arise  therefrom.    (Se«  BurnM's  Case,  4  Ct.  01.,  113 ;  ft.,  12  Wallace,  246.) 

No  iRTHOu  belonging  to,  or  employed  in,  the  military  service  of  the  United  State* 
•hall  be  pecuniarily  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  In  the  purchase  or  sale, on  behalf 
of  th(>  United  States,  of  any  article  appertaining  to  such  service;  nor  shall  take. 
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ceiTe,  or  apply  to  hit  own  ufie,  anj  gain  or  emolument,  under  the  guise  of  presents  or 
otb«r«ri«e,  for  negotiating  or  transacting  any  public  businees,  other  than  what  is  or 
may  be  allowed  by  law. 

All  provisions  contained  in  regulations  or  orders  inconsistent  with  this 
regulation  are  superseded  and  revoked.

Wheekas,  by  the  act  of  Congrov  approTed  July  twenty-fourth,  A.  D.  eighteen  hun- 
dred  and  dxty-six,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  telegraph  lines,  and 
to  s«4*ure  to  the  Government  the  uiie  of  the  same  for  postal,  military,  and  other  pur- 
poses,"  in  section  second  it  is  enacted:  that  telegraphic  communications  between  the 
aereral  Departments  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  their  officers  and 
sgents  shall,  in  their  transmission  over  the  lines  of  said  companies,  have  priority  over 
all  other  bosineas,  and  shall  be  sent  at  rates  to  be  annually  fixed  by  the  Postmaster 
Geoeral: 

Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  on  me  by  said  act  con- 
ferred, I,  DAVID  M.  KEY,  Postmaster  General  of  the  United  {«tatcs.  do  hereby  fix  the 
rates  at  which  the  telegraphic  communications  aforesaid  shall  be  sent  for  the  year 
^jmnienclng  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  as 
follows,  namely : 

The  rate  for  all  telegraphic  communications,  sent  otherwise  than  over  circuits  estab- 
lished by  the  Chief  Signal  Oflicer  of  the  Army  for  the  transmisKion  of  enciphered 
weather  reports,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz : 

One  cent  per  word  for  each  circuit  through  which  it  shall  be  transmitted,  said  rate 
to  be  computed  subject  to  the  following  conditions,  viz : 

A  distance  of  five  hundred  miles,  as  computed  by  the  Topographer  of  the  Post  Office 
Department,  shall  be  deemed  a  circuit,  and  the  shortest  practicuble  route  of  the  com- 
pany transmitting  the  message  shall  in  all  cases  be  the  basis  of  computation. 

If,  in  computing  circuits,  there  shall  be  found  one  or  more  circuits  and  a  fraction  of 
a  circuit,  such  fraction  shall  be  deemed  a  circuit. 

If  a  communication  shall  l»e  sent  a  distance  less  than  five  hundred  miles,  that  dls- 
tance  shall  be  deemed  a  circuit. 

All  words  of  the  communioation  transmitted  are  to  be  counted,  excepting  the  date 
and  place  at  which  such  communication  is  filed. 

All  messages  of  less  than  twenty-five  words,  address  and  signature  included,  shall 
be  rated  ss  if  containing  twenty-five  words,  and  all  messages  exceeding  twenty-five 
^onls  shall  be  rated  by  the  exact  number  of  words  they  contain,  address  and  signature 
included. 


lach  company  will  he  allowed  to  charge  for  meMaget  reoeWed  from  another  line  at 
the  same  rates  as  if  received  from  the  CioTemmont  direct  for  tntnemissfon  onr  ita  own 
line. 

Companies  forwarding  meawges  to  another  line  will  be  entitled  to  compensation  at 
established  rates  to  the  terminus  of  their  lines,  at  the  same  rates  as  if  for  mwagrn 
transmitted  excloslTel  j  over  their  own  lines. 

The  rate  for  all  telegraphic  communications  known  as  the  Signal  Serrice  weather 
reports  shall  not  exceed  three  cents  for  each  word  of  said  report  for  each  droait  OTer 
which  they  may  pass,  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  circuits  and  plans  of  the  Chief 
Signal  OfRcer  of  the  Army,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by  him  for 
transmitting  these  reports,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  ho  may  designate.  In  such  words 
or  ciphers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  directed  by  him.  The  amount  thus  estimated 
is  to  be  taken  in  ftiU  payment  for  said  re|)orts;  no  additional  allowance  to  be  made  fbr 
drops,  office  messages,  or  other  services  or  special  facilities  required  by  the  Oilaf  Signal 
Officer  for  the  correct  and  prompt  trannmimion  of  said  Signal  Service  reports. 

If,  at  any  time,  fh>m  competition  or  other  cause,  telegraph  rates  should  bo  reduced 
so  that  a  message  pT  ten  words  may  be  sent  for  the  public  at  a  less  rate  than  that  above 
mentioned  for  a  twenty-five>word  message,  then,  and  in  that  cace,  this  order  shall  he 
changed  to  meet  such  lower  public  rate;  It  being  intended  by  this  proviso  that  in  no 
case  shall  the  Government  be  compelled  to  pay  more  for  a  twenty-five-word  message, 
including  address  and  signature,  than  the  public  is  required  to  pay  for  a  ten-word 
meraage,  exclusive  of  such  addrens  and  signature.

I..B7  direction  of  the  Seoretnry  of  War,  the  following  extract  from 
the  proceedings*,  embodying  the  cunchiitioiiH,  of  the  Board  of  Otficere  cou- 
vvriwi  in  this  city  by  Special  Orders  of  Xoveniber  11,  1^78,  from  this 
offire,  "for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  whcde  subject  of  intrenching 
kniv*'*,  intrenching  bayonets,  trowel  bayonets,  and  intrenching  tools  for 
Ann)'  use,  and  also  the  equipment  of  troops  generally,"  together  with  the 
Cdinmeiits  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  tlie  Quartermaster  General,  and  the 
Genend  of  the  Army,  and  the  indoreement  of  the  Secretary  tliereon,  is 
published  for  the  information  of  all  concerne<l : — 

The  following  are  the  ccmclusions  of  the  Hoard  on  the  various  subjei'ts 
prei*enle<l  to  and  considei^ed  by  it : 

I.. SMALL  ARMS. 

THE   IIAYONKT  AND   SABER. 

The  que0ti<m  of  the  utility  of  the  bayonet  and  the  saber  has  received  the 
careful  consideration  of  the  Board.  Since  the  adoption  of  these  weapons 
in  civilised  warfare  they  have  had  great  influence  in  battle,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  neither  of  them  should  be  wholly  discarded  until  it  shall  have 
been  fiiliy  demonstratecl  that  they  are  no  longer  required.  In  the  most 
recent  European  wars  the  bayonet  has  been  retained  and  used  with  effect. 

The  introduction  of  breech* loading  anns  of  long  range  has  rendered 
the  bayonet  practically  useless  on  open  ground,  yet  hi  broken  country, 
intrenched  works,  and  in  timber,  as  well  as  in  the  fighting  that  is  done 
under  cover  of  night,  the  bayonet  up  to  the  present  time  has  proved  a 
useful  weapon.  In  the  presence  of  mobs  and  in  the  performance  of 
V'uard  duty  the  bayonet  is  still  effective,  and  without  it  a  command  mo- 
mentarily out  of  ammunition  would  be  defenseless.  For  these  reasons 
the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  bayonet  in  Home  form  and  for  certain 
purposes  is  still  an  auxiliary  which  it  would  not  be  prudent  to  dit^card. 
But  while  recommending  that  it  be  retained,  the  Board  has  sought  to  add 
to  its  value,  and  bearing  this  in  mind  has  selected  as  a  model  the  Rice 
intrenching  knife- bayonet,  which,  as  its  name  indicates,  has  a  variety  of 
uses.  During  our  civil  war  intrenching  tools  were  found  to  be  necessary, 
but  were  for  the  moi^t  part  picks  and  shovels  carried  in  ^vngons  and  not 
by  the  soldier.  Since  that  time  inventors  have  endeavored  to  produce  a 
portable  intrenching  tool  which,  combining  the  greatest  serviceability  with 
the  least  weight,  would  be  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and  in  the  matter  of 
cover  render  the  soldier  independent. 


The  Board  hnn  bad  under  consideration  many  forms  of  intrenching 
tooln,  knivee,  and  bayonets.  Some  of  these  combined  the  uses  of  the  baj- 
onet  with  those  of  the  rammer  or  wiping-rod,  and  others  the  uses  of  the 
intrenching  tool  and  knife-bayonet.  Several  were  intrenching  tools  sim- 
ply, carried  in  scabbards  and  used  in  the  hand,  or  carried  in  a  receptacle 
cut  in  the  butt  of  the  piece  and  attached  to  the  riHe  or  bayonet  and  worked 
as  a  trowel  or  small  spade.  Among  them  the  trowel -bayonet  and  Id- 
trenching-trowel  were  the  only  ones  which  had  been  used  in  the  field. 
and  the  majority  of  official  reports  of  officers  who  have  tried  them  altesl 
the  value  of  both,  but  particularly  the  value  of  the  trowel-bayonet.  In 
fact,  a  portable  intrenching  tool  may  be  considered  a  necessary  part  of  the 
soldier's  equipment.  A  ktiife  has  also  been  found  valuable,  and  as  the 
Board  has  recommended  that  the  buvonet  be  retained,  it  has  been  the  en- 
deavor  to  combine  the  advantages  of  the  bayonet,  the  knife,  and  the  in- 
trenching tool  in  one  wea])on,  thus  simplifying  the  equipment  nini 
diminishing  the  weight  without  impairing  efficiency. 

In  reconimendinir  the  Kice  intn^nchinir  knife-bavonet.  the  Board  ha* 
made  a  selecliou  which  it  is  believed  will  njeet  the  above  requirenieiiis. 
Used  as  an  intrenching  to<»l  it  will  afford  sufficient  cover  to  a  line  of 
troops  in  five  minutes ;  an  a  knife  it  is  all  thai  is  needed  in  prejmring  a 
bivouac,  cutring  binisli  and  small  trees  for  fascines  and  gabions,  and  build- 
ing huts,  and  for  the  various  puq>o8e8  for  which  a  soldier  requires  a  knife. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  mi  shaped  that  when  fixed  to  a  riHe  it  become?  « 
formidable  wea[>on  for  oftensive  or  defensive  fighting.  It  is  light  and 
strong,  and  with  its  scabbard  weighs  about  17  ounces,  less  than  the  trian- 
gular bayonet  and  intrenching  tool  together.  The  Board  has  therefore 
unanimously  recommended  its  adoption,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  bayonets 
or  intrenching  tools,  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  soldier's  equipment.  The 
bayonet  issued  to  the  sergeants  of  a  company  should  have  a  saw-back. 

TIIE  8ABER. 

In  regard  to  the  Use  of  the  saber  the  Board  has  already  submitted  a 
report,  to  which  attention  is  respectfully  invited. 

Notwithstanding  the  variance  of  opinion  among  officers  generally  on 
this  subject,  and  the  fact  that  a  number  propose  to  abolish  tlie  saber  alto- 
gether, many  European  and  American  cavalry  officers  of  experience  still 
regard  the  saber  as  n  valuable  weapon  in  civilized  warfare. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  this  question,  like  every  other  respecting 
small  arms,  must  find  its  solution  at  the  hands  of  those  who  are  required 
to  use  them;  and  while  believing  that  the  saber  is  practically  useless  in 


ludlaii  campaign:*,  the  Board  liaa  thuugbt  be8t  to  recommend  itn  retention 
in  the  service,  and  that  the  edge  be  sharpened  and  a  suitable  Rcabbanl 
made  to  protect  and  preserve  it,  and  arranged  so  as  to  be  attaclied  to  the 
left  side  of  the  saddle.  In  this  condition  it  should  be  continued  in  the 
lierrice,  at  least  so  long  as  the  cavalry  reganl  it  as  a  necessary  part  of 
their  equi pine. its. 

"multidall"  or  buckshot  cautridgb. 

As  likely  to  affect  the  question  of  the  saber,  the  use  of  niultiball  car- 
tridges by  the  cavalry  is  one  of  great  interest,  and  it  is  in  that  light  that 
the  Board  lias  investigated  the  subject. 

Two  patterns  of  smooth-bore  revolvei*»  for  firing  niultiball  or  buckshot 
cartridges  have  b<*en  examined  by  the  Board;  one  self-cocking,  presenteil 
by  Messrs.  Kemington  &  Co.,  New  York,  and  the  other  by  Mr.  W.  C. 
Dodge,  of  Washington.  While  the  niechanisni  of  these  jHstols  seems  to 
be  good,  their  general  merits  were  not  fully  tei«ted  by  the  Board. 

They  were  the  means  of  demonstrating,  howt^'er,  that  at  all  ellective 
distances  the  destructive  jMnver  of  the  pistol  was  greatly  iucreaswl  by 
''multiball"  or  buckshot  cartridges,  and  the  Jioard  is  so  much  impressed 
with  the  value  of  this  kind  of  ammunition  that  it  recommeiuls  that  it  be 
manufactured  and  adapted  to  the  Army  revolver. 

THE  I.KK  MAGAZINE  GUN. 

This  gun.  which  was  referred  to  the  Board  by  tin*  Honorable  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  may  be  briefly  described  as  belonging  to  the  class  of  breech- 
loading  bolt  gun.^.  The  peculiarity  consists  in  tin'  application  of  the 
magazine  principle. 

In  other  breech-loaders  the  magazine  is  pennunently  attached  and 
placed  under  the  barrel,  over  the  barrel,  or  in  the  butt  or  stock.  These 
magazines  are  all  tubular,  the  cartridges  being  [)laced  one  behind  the 
other,  so  as  to  be  in  dangerous  contact  when  the  gun  is  fired. 

The  magazine  of  the  Lee  gun  is  a  small  metallic  case  containing  five 
cartridges,  which  can  be  attached  or  removtHl  at  pleasure,  and  in  the  time 
required  to  load  a  single  cartridge.  The  cartridges  are  .<ide  by  side,  and 
the  miigazine  when  in  position  is  just  below  the  receiver  in  front  of  the 
guard,  and  the  weight  of  the  cartridges  is,  therefore,  in  the  center  of  the 
piece. 

When  detached  the  gun  may  be  used  as  a  hingle  loader.  In  the  breech 
mechanism  there  are  but  22  parts;  the  recoil  is  taken  upon  both  sides  of 
the  bolt,  and  the  gun  can  be  fired  with  accuracy  20  times  in  30  seconds.

The  comparative  Biuipiicity  of  the  mechanism  and  the  ease  with  which 
the  ma^>u(ine  can  be  applied  make  it  a  valuable  and  destructive  weapt»ii. 
The  trialu  made  with  this  rifle  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  were  most 
satisfactory. 

II  .CAVALRY  EQIIPMENTS. 

The  Boanl  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  rei^ular  eijuipnient  of  a  cavalry 
soldier  should  be  as  follows:

THE  SAI>DLK. 

In  taking  up  this  subject  the  Board,  while  remembering  that  the  Mo- 
del Ian  tree  has  been'of  great  service,  is  satisfied  that  a  change  is  now 
necessary.  This  conclusion  is  due  in  a  measure  to  the  experience  of  the 
Board,  but  chiefly  to  the  opinions  of  a  great  number  of  officers  who  are 
riding  saddles  of  various  kinds,  many  favoring  the  different  fonns  of  tht 


CaUfornia  or  Mexican  tree,  some  the  English  tree,  otheiis  the  Grimeilej 
or  the  Jenifer.  These  discriminations  against  the  McClellan  saddle  can- 
not be  groundless,  and  are  no  doubt  due  to  the  shape  of  the  tree  and  the 
uncomfortable  ''forked"  seat  which  it  occasions. 

In  seeking  to  obviate  this  and  other  objections  the  Board  ban  endeav- 
ored to  find  a  saddle  combining  the  merits  of  the  various  tree^  now  in 
use. 

This,  it  is  believed,  has  been  done  in  the  selection  of  the  Whitman 
tree,  which  the  Board  feels  quite  confident  will  meet  with  general  favor 
in  the  Army.  It  is  known  that  a  large  number  of  otBcers,  more  especi- 
ally those  who  have  served  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  &re  strongly  in  favor  of 
a  bom  in  the  pommel  of  the  saddle.  The  Board,  therefore,  recommends 
that  of  the  first  1,000  saddles  manufactured  5<>0  be  made  with  and  500 
-without  horns — service  in  the  field  to  detenuine  the  final  adoption  or 
i-ejection  of  the  horn  as  a  part  of  the  tree. 

While  retaining  the  carbine  socket  the  Board  ha^  placed  a  carbine  loop 
in  the  pommel,  believing  that  to  be  the  most  convenient  place  to  carry 
the  carbine  on  scouts  and  long  marches.  In  fact,  this  is  the  nni vernal 
custom  of  horsemen  on  the  frontier,  both  white  and  Indian,  and  in  many 
cavalry  regiments  company  officei's  permit  their  men  to  carry  their  car- 
bines in  a  similar  way.  The  Hoard  still  deemn  it  beet,  however,  to  I'etain 
the  carbine  sling  and  swivel  for  use  on  foot.  The  Board  reconimendtt 
the  carbine  socket  designed  by  Sergeant  Henry  Hartnuin,  Fir»l  Cavalry, 
believing  that  it  f>OHses8ei»  decided  advantages  over  the  present  ]>atterns 
in  the  facility  with  which  the  carbine  can  be  liberated  by  simply  press- 
ing the  carbine  outward,  a  great  safeguard  were  a  rider  to  be  thrown 
with  hii*  carbine  slung. 

The  Board  reconimends  the  adoption  of  the  hair  girth,  believing  it 
safer,  more  duRible,  and  lest*  expensive  than  the  web  girth.  The  letter 
of  Lieutenant  Colonel  J.  McAlliHter,  of  the  Ordnance  Department  (see 
docket),  in  regard  to  the  practieal)ility  of  supplying  the  Army  with  the 
hair  cincha.  and  its  merits  as  compared  with  web  girths,  has  convinced 
the  Board  that  the  objecliouH  made  to  the  hair  girths  by  the  Board  of 
which  Colonel  I.  N.  Palmer,  Second  Cavalry,  wa*5  President,  were  l»a*ed 
on  erroneous  impressions ;  and  as  this  change,  aside  from  the  reasons 
already  given,  is  considered  desirable  by  a  large  majority  of  officers,  it  is 
recommended. 

It  is  believeil  that  the  cincha-strap  fastening  is  better  and  more  secure 
in  every  respect  than  buckle  fastenings,  and  as  its  use  requires  but  littls 
more  experience  and  instruction,  it  is  also  recommended. 


The  Boani  ha^  considered  it  advisable  to  c^niit  the  stirrup-hootU.  be- 
lieving them  to  be  on  the  whole  unnecet»i»ary  and  at  times  dangerous  to 
the  rider.  The  dinienBioiii*  of  the  t<tirrup  have  been  increased  to  give 
better  protection  to  the  foot,  to  enable  the  rider  to  wear  overshoes  in  cold 
weather,  and  to  give  increaj«ecl  strength  to  the  stirrup* 

Dfsn^iption, 

The  Whitman  tree,  acconling  to  the  pat teniK submitted:  The  parts  to 
be  ttmooiii  and  well  painted  with  white  lead;  the  pommel  and  cantle- 
ai*cs  and  Btraps  for  stirrup-loops  to  \ye  of  wrought  >irou  let  into  the  wood, 
and  to  be  fastenwl  thereto  by  iron  rivetK.  Tlie  tree  to  be  covered  with 
black  leather ;  to  be  without  skirts ;  one  brass  oval  to  be  attached  to 
center  of  cantle  by  brass  screw-pins  not  less  than  f  inch  in  length. 
All  buckles,  rings,  and  loops  to  bo  of  brass,  and  disperse<l  asfoIloTTs: 
Two  loops  on  front  and  rear  ends  of  saddle-bars ;  two  loops  on  under 
side  of  cantle.  the  loops  in  front  and  underneath  the  cantle  to  have  loose 
rings  If  inches  in  diameter. 

Girth-strajw  1^  inches  wide,  to  besecui'etl  in  slots  by  five  screws  each; 
length  of  front  strap,  from  head  of  slot  to  fold  in  ring,  lOf  inches;  back 
strap,  ditto,  l'.\i  inches ;  these  straps  to  be  attache<i  on  hoxh  sides  to  cir- 
cular rings  2^  inches  in  <liameter ;  safes  of  stout  leather,  of  the  pattern 
8ubmitte<l,  5 J  by  5  inches,  to  be  placed  under  the  rings  and  to  be  w;we<l 
to  the  girth-straps  on  both  sides;  two  cincha-sti*aps  to  be  sewed  to  rings 
and  to  be  5^  feet  in  length.  1^  inches  in  width  for  four  feet  from  rings, 
thence  tapering  to  ends  ^  inch  wide. 

The  girth  to  be  of  hair,  7  inches  wide  at  center,  5  inches  at  end?,  and 
22  inches  in  length,  with  circular  3-inch  rings  (in  place  of  D  rings) 
guarded  by  stout  leather  safes.  Safety-straps  1^  inches  wide,  with 
buckle  at  center.  Coat-straps,  to  be  five  in  number,  and  placed  ajB  fol- 
lows :  four  to  be  of  present  pattern,  attached  to  front  loops  antl  cantle 
loops ;  the  fifth  to  be  double,  to  pass  thn)ugh  center  of  cantle,  and  to 
buckle  on  each  side  of  cantle  projections.  Stirrup  leathers  to  be  as  at 
present. 

Stirrups  to  he  of  wood,  of  the  present  pattern,  without  hoods,  the  eole 
5^  inches  wide  and  4^  inches  in  depth. 

The  carbine  loop,  of  the  pattern  submitted,  to  be  attached  by  buckle 
and  stud  to  pommel. 

Carbine  sinrket,  of  the  pattern  submitted,  to  be  of  spring  steel,  t^  of  an 
inch  thick  and  2  inches  wide,  covered  with  leather,  with  two  straps 
and  buckles. 
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THE  CURB  BRIDLE  AND  BIT. 


The  Board  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  Whitman  halter  bridle 
and  curb  bit,  believing  them  to  have  advantages  over  those  now  in  use. 
While  excellent  for  its  own  purposes  the  bridle,  can  also  be  used  as  a 
halter  by  simply  detaching  the  bits,  thus  reducing  the  weight  and  simpli- 
iying  the  field  equipments.  By  attaching  the  halter  strap  to  the  safety 
strap  of  the  girth  it  may  be  used,  when  desirable,  as  a  standing  martin- 
gale. The  bit,  while  having  sufficient  strength,  is  six  ounces  lighter 
than  that  now  in  use,  and  by  means  of  the  swivel  snap-hooks  can  be 
removed  or  attache<l  to  the  bridle  with  the  least  possible  delay.  In  adopt- 
ing the  Whitman  halter  bridle  the  Board  desires  to  call  attention  to  the 
following  facts,  viz :  That  the  headstall  is  simply  a  combination  of  the 
bridle  and  halter  heretofore  in  use  in  the  Army ;  that  in  the  arrangement 
and  the  assembling  of  the  parts  Lieutenant  Whitman  has  made  improve- 
ments, on  account  of  which  he  claims  patents  which  may  increase  the 
expense  of  manufacture  beyond  necessary  limits. 

Should  this  prove  to  be  the  case,  the  ]$oard  recommends  that  a  halter 
bridle  be  adopted  similar  to  that  presented  by  Lieutenant  WhitmaD, 
divested  of  those  parts  for  which  patents  have  been  secured  by  him ; 
thus  modified  the  bridle  herein  recommended  will  be  similar  to  the  old 
Army  halter  made  of  bridle  leather  with  brass  buckles  and  rings. 

Description. 

Tlie  headstall  to  be  the  Whitman  bridle  halter,  of  the  pattern  submitted, 
to  be  of  black  bridle  leather,  with  brass  buckles  and  rings;  and  to  be 
composed  of  one  crown-piece  1^  inches  wide,  having  a  buckle  and  strap 
sewed  on  each  si<le  .5  inches  from  the  pendant  ends ;  tlie^e  straps  each  to 
support  a  brass  rosette  with  the  leltens  U.  8.  raised  on  the  center,  and  of 
the  patterns  submitted.  To  the  rosettes  the  brow  band  and  throat-latch 
are  sewed ;  the  check  pieces,  nose-band,  and  chin-strap  to  be  sewed  to 
two  bit-rings  1^  inches  in  diameter;  one  double  gullet-strap  stitched  on 
both  sides  8^  inches  in  length  to  be  attache<l  to  throat-latch  by  standing 
loop,  and  to  chin-strap  by  bar  an<l  ring  1^  inches  in  diameter.  The 
width  of  all  straps  except  the  crown-piece  to  be  f  inch  wide.  The  reins 
to  be  as  at  present. 

An  examination  of  this  bridle  shows  that  the  crown-piece  is  used  to 
support  the  bridle  by  means  of  the  two  rosettes,  which,  with  the  ends  of  the 
straps  to  which  they  are  buckled,  are  prevented  from  chafing  or  rubbing 
the  horse  by  the  intervening   pendant  ends  of  the  crown-piece  which 
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extends  below  them  and  hangB  free.  The  relative  position  of  the  bit-ring* 
below  can  be  adjusted  hy  the  straps  sewed  to  the  cruwn-pieoe  and  the 
bridle  quickly  shortened  or  lengthened. 

THE  CURB   BIT  AND  CURB  8TRAP. 

The  bit  to  be  of  good  »>hear-8teel.  bratui  finished,  and  of  the  pattern  sub- 
mitted ;  to  consist  of  two  branclu*s  having  eyes  at  upper  ends  for  curb 
straps  and  at  lower  end  loose  rings  for  reins ;  one  mouth-piece  securely 
riveted  to  branches,  and  having  two  swivel  suap-supporting  hooks.  All 
bits  to  be  of  same  size  with  mouth-pieces,  ^%  inch  in  diameter,  and  5 
inches  between  the  branches  ;  the  height  of  arch  to  be  1  inch.  Tlie  carl* 
strap  to  l>e  19  inches  in  length  and  f  inch  wide. 

THE  SADDLR-BAUS. 

Owing  to  their  shape  and  position  on  the  saddle  the  present  saddle- 
bags are  objectionable  and  the  subject  of  much  ciiticism.  The  complaint 
is  that  when  packed  they  chafe  the  legs  of  the  rider,  that  they  areheavv. 
expi'usive,  and  unsuitable.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  California 
saddle-bags  overcome  these  objections  and  meet  with  more  favor  Uianaor 
other,  and  they  are  accordingly,  in  a  modified  form,  recommended  fur 
adoption. 

iJetcription. 

To  be  fonipoMt'd  of  two  pouches  with  flaps  and  one  seat.  Pouche*^  U» 
have  detachable  canvas  linings  and  to  b<»  11x16  inches  in  the  clear.  Tlit^ 
off-side  pouch  for  clotliing,  the  near-side  pouch  for  rations,  with  xwiAv^ 
pocket  for  knife,  fork,  and  spm^n.  and  also  three  small  canvas  bag;*  for 
coffee,  sugar,  and  salt,  respwtively.  l{<»th  pouches  to  have  pcK*kets  6x74 
inches  in  the  clear,  sewed  to  the  outside — the  off-pocket  for  the  curry- 
c<»mb  and  brush,  and  the  near  for  the-meat  iati<in  can,  which  should  be 
put  in  an  oil -silk  bag  close<l  with  gathering  string. 

The  flaps  of  the  jxmches  to  cover  the  cuitsi«le]>ocket8  and  to  be  securwi 
by  three  buckles  and  straps,  the  Haps  to  be  IGxiU  inches  in  the  clear,  and 
to  have  the  letters  U.  S.  stamped  on  the  front. 

The  seat  of  the  bags  to  be  17  inches  h)ng  at  back  and  2^  inclu»e  wide  at 
middle,  to  fit  smoothly  over  the  ivar  saddle-bars,  to  have  one  hole  aud 
oval  for  saddle-bag  shed  and  two  slits  with  ovals  for  rear  ItJope.  To 
steady  the  bags,  a  sti-ap  f  inch  wide  and  6  feet  long  to  buckle  to  two 
small  rings  riveted  to  bottom  of  the  bags  and  passing  under  the  horac 

The  Boai-d  makes  the  following  recommendations  in  i-egard  to  other 
articles : 


THE  H ALTER. 

To  he  of  tbt*  prest* iit  pattern  ami  chiefly  for  use  in  garriHoii. 

WATKIUNG   BRIDLE. 
To  be  of  the  present  pattern. 

WATERING   BIT. 

To  be  a  linked  bit  4^  inches  between  rings,  with  Hwivel  fdiap-suppoliing 
hooks  according  to  patterns  submitted.  This  hit  is  believed  to  he  superior 
to  that  now  in  service,  and  by  means  of  the  snap-hooks  can  he  used  with 
the  halter  bridle;  by  attaching  the  lariat  to  the  rings  of  tlie  watering  bit 
the  horse  can  be  easily  managed  when  fighting  on  foot. 

8AI>DLE-CLOTH. 

To  be  of  the  present  pattern  but  3  inches  longer  and  broader,  and  of 
the  material  of  the  samples  submitted,  manufactured  by  Mr.  L.  B.  Roberts, 
of  Milton  Mills,  N.  H. 

61 DK  LINKS. 

The  Boanl  has  examined  and  experimented  with  a  variety  of  side  lines 
in  order  to  determine  their  weight,  strength,  and  general  adaptation,  and 
recommends  for  adoption  the  side  lines  <»f  the  pattern  submitted  and  de- 
vised by  Captains  Butler  and  Varney  of  the  Ordnance  Department. 

LAHIAIS. 

The  Board  baa  also  tested  various  lariats.  Sti-engtb  and  durability 
combined  with  the  least  weiL'ht  or  bulk  are  the  re<juisite8  wbii'li  the 
Board  had  in  view  in  selecting  the  lariat.  The  Board  has  had  before  it 
a  number  of  letters  and  re]>ort8  of  officers  who  have  been  experimenting 
with  lariat*  during  the  |)ust  year. 

These  i-eports  cover  lariats  of  linen,  hemp,  ro])e,  and  raw-hide,  and  of 
various  sizes.  At\er  considering  all  the  evidence  which  bears  on  this 
important  subject,  the  Board  recommends  that  the  lariats  be  of  cable- 
laid  manilla  rope,  30  feet  in  length  and  ^  inch  in  diameter,  the  rope  to  l)e 
of  4  *»trands,  lef^-hand  laid,  one  end  to  have  wire  fastening  and  the  other 
an  iron  ring  2|  inches  in  diameter.  The  Board  reconmiends  that  a  double 
snap-hook  of  the  pattern  submitted  be  issued  with  this  lariat. 

CURRY-COMB. 

The  Board  recommends  that,  for  convenience  in  packing,  the  handle  of 
the  currv-comb  he  placed  on  the  back.  This  involves  the  shifting  of  the 
hoof-hook  to  the  end  of  the  handle. 
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8PUR8  AND  STRAPS. 

The  Boanl  recommends  fur  adoption  the  spurs  and  straps  of  the  pattern 
designeil  by  Major  Anson  Mills,  Tenth  Cavalry.  They  consist  of  three 
leather  straps  rivetetl  together  with  copper  rivets ;  the  spnr  riveted  to 
the  heel -St  rap,  and  all  as  i>er  pattern  submitted. 

POUCH  FOR  CARBINE  CARTRIDGES.— POUCU  FOR  PISTOL  CARTRIDGES. 
TWO  LOOPS  FOR  CARBINE  CARTRIDGES. 

The  Board  recommends  that  these  articles  be  replaced  by  the  McKeever 
cartridge-box  for  use  in  the  garrisons,  and  by  the  double  cartridge-belt 
for  field  service. 

Description, 

For  description  of  the  cartridge-box  see  Ordnance  Mem.  19.  The  cart- 
ridge-belt  is  of  canvas,  double,  with  brass  loops  fur  saber  sliugs.  one  ^^tKlp 
for  intrenching  knife,  and  is  capable  of  carrying  100  rounds  of  cartridges; 
pattern  submitted. 

PISTOL  HOLSTER 

of  the  present  pattern  without  the  swivel  attachment,  which  allows  the 
holster  to  move  on  the  belt  through  an  arc  of  45  degree*. 

The  Board  recommends  that  all  other  articles  of  the  troopere  equip- 
ment remain  as  now  prescribed. 

OFFICERS*  IIOHSE  EQUIPMENT. 

The  Board  i-ecommends  that  the  saddle  for  oflicers  be  same  as  that  pre- 
scribed for  enlisted  men,  except  that  there  shall  be  no  overcoat  stnip-hole 
in  the  cantle,  the  stirrups  to  be  metal  with  rubber  soles,  and  together 
with  all  loops,  ovals,  and  rings,  to  be  nickel  plated. 

BRIDLE  AND  CURB  BIT. 

The  bridle  to  be  according  to  the  pattern  submitted.  The  bit  to  be  the 
same  as  for  enlisted  men,  nickle  plate<l. 

III... OFFICERS^  EQUIPMENTS. 

This  subject,  although  disposed  of  in  the  early  proceeclings  of  the 
Board,  was  again  resumed  toward  the  close.  It  is  believed  that  certain 
articles  of  equipment  are  essential  to  the  proper  performance  of  duty  in 
the  field,  and  the  Board  recunmiends  that  each  field  and  company  officer 
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be  furniehed  by  the  Government  with  the  following  artidep,  to  be  cou- 
sld«re<l  as  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  said  officers,  and  to  be  accounted  for 
the  same  as  other  public  property:  A  case  containing  a  map  of  the 
military  department  in  which  he  is  serving ;  a  field-glat*ft,  compass,  and 

revolver. 

OFFICERS'  SWORDS. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  pre«*ent  straight  sword  is  not  suitable 
for  mounted  officers  serving  with  troops,  and  the  Board  therefore  recom- 
mends for  mounted  officers  of  Infantry  and  Artillery,  the  adoption  of  a 
sword  of  the  pattern  now  issued  to  Cavalry  officers  to  weigh  2^  lbs., 
and  to  be  nickel  plated  throughout. 

IV. .INFANTRY   EQUIPMENTS. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  important  subject  the  most  difficult  ques- 
tion before  the  Board  has  been  the  selectiim  of  a  knapnack,  or  the  bet*t 
niethwl  of  carrying  the  soldier's  kit. 

A  number  of  moilels  have  been  under  examination,  many  of  them  the 
results  of  the  inventive  genius  and  experience  of  officere  and  soldiers  who 
have  seen  long  service  in  the  field.  As  far  as  practicable  these  inventions 
were  subjected  to  experimental  testH, — that  is  to  say,  they  were  packed 
with  one  change  of  under-clothing,  a  blanket,  overcoat,  and  shelter-tent, 
and  8trappe<l  to  the  back.  A  knapsack  in  which  the  weights  should  be 
placed  as  near  as  the  conformation  of  the  man  will  permit,  on  the  i<houl<ler, 
in  a  vertical  line  passing  through  the  center  of  gravity  of  the  body,  freed 
from  cross-straps  and  braces,  which  compress  the  lungs  and  blood-vessels, 
has  always  been  a  great  desideratum  in  Army  er{uipments.  To  effect  this 
many  devices  have  been  invented  by  means  of  which  the  weight  borne  in 
front  of  the  body  balances  that  behin<l,  ctr  the  knapsack  is  held  in  place  by 
a  system  of  braces  and  cross-straps,  or  the  soldier's  kit  has  been  packed  in 
bags  suspended  from  the  shouldera  or  rolled  in  a  blanket  and  thrown 
across  the  body.  All  these  systems  have  been  represented  by  the  models 
before  the  Board,  and  all  are  objectionable;  the  first  two  because  they 
interfere  with  respiration  and  the  circMilation ;  the  third  because  the  weight 
is  distributed  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  free  movement  of  the  soldier; 
and  the  last  because  of  the  insecurity  of  the  soldier's  kit  and  the  weight 
across  the  chest,  which  compresses  the  lungs  and  heats  the  body. 

The  blanket-roll,  during  our  wars,  has  supersednl  all  knapsacks,  and 
is  strongly  advocated  by  officers  of  high  rank  and  great  experience;  but 
it  is  believed  by  the  Board  that  the  blanket-roll  is  in  favor  among  soldiers 
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not  8o  much  btnsauBe  it  in  the  best  way  of  carrying  the  kit,  as  because  all 
other  devices  thun  far  adopted  or  tried  have  been  comparatively  so  much 
inferior. 

In  the  experimental  testis  made  by  the  Board  it  has  had  conf^taDtly  in 
view  a  desire  to  obviate  the  objections  to  wliich  i*eference  has  been  made. 

The  Boai*d  has  to  some  extent  experimented  with  a  light  yoke,  a  model 
of  which  is  submitted,  and  finds  it  to  possess  many  advantages  over  any- 
thing that  has  thus  far  been  under  examination.  It  consists  sinipl?  of 
two  pieces  of  thin  steel,  united  with  a  stop  joint,  to  form  a  yoke,  and 
curved  to  fit  the  back  and  shoulders,  to  which  they  adjust  themselvw. 
It  is  leather>covered  and  padded,  and  the  ends  of  the  branches  are  con- 
nected by  straps  to  the  bottom  of  the  clothing-hag  in  such  manner  at)  to 
avoid  all  compression  of  the  chest  or  axillary  vessels.  This  yoke  ha$ 
been  tried  in  connection  with  a  modified  clothing-bag  designed  by  Colonel 
P.  V.  Hagner,  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  which  is  intended  to  carry 
a  change  of  under-clothing  and  the  blanket  and  hold-all.  This  bag  is 
supported  by  a  hook  at  the  stop  joint  and  secured  at  top  by  means  of  the 
overcoat  straps,  which  also  fastens  the  overcoat  rolled  in  the  shelier-t«it. 

The  limited  time  of  the  Board  and  the  many  subjects  under  considera- 
tion made  it  impossible  to  fully  test  the  yoke  system,  but  the  Board  is 
confident  that,  although  perhaps  impei-fect,  it  possesses  advantages  over 
everv  other  thus  far  examined,  and  therefore  rt»c«mniiends  that  one  bun- 
dred  yokes  be  made  at  ilieWatervliet  Ai'senal  on  the  principle  of  the  one 
Bubniitled  by  the  Boanl,  to  be  worn  in  connection  with  the  clothing-bag 
dehijfned  by  Colonel  I*.  V.  Hngner,  Ordnance  Department,  and  subjects! 
to  trial  in  the  field  with  a  view  to  adoption  of  the  i*y6tem  should  such 
trial  prove  satisfactory.  The  clothing-bag  will  be  one  inch  shorter  and 
one  inch  broader  than  now  issued. 

THE   CARTRIDGE-BOX  AND  CARTRIDGE-BELT. 

A  great  many  communications  have  be(*n  received  fiimi  officers  of  the 
Army  of  every  grade  in  relation  to  the  cartridge  box.  With  few  excep- 
tions, they  rec<mnnend  the  cartridge-belt  for  field  service;  and  basing  it« 
action  on  the  ex))erience  of  its  members,  and  what  seems  to  be  an  aluiosi 
universal  demand  of  officers  serving  on  the  frontier,  the  Board  unani- 
mously recommends  this  belt  for  use  in  active  service.  Many  patteni^ 
varying,  however,  very  little  in  their  general  design,  were  presented  toth« 
Board,  and  from  these  the  Boanl  selected  the  pattern  presented  by  First 
Sergeant  J.  F.  Unger,  Fif^h  Infantry, — sample  submitted.  This  belt  u* 
made  of  strong  canvas,  with  double  flapw  and  strap  for  intrenching  knife- 
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bayunet.  and  can  carry  frc»in  one  to  one  hundred  rounds  of  ammunition, 
at  the  option  of  the  wearer.  The  eaae  with  which  this  belt  is  worn  on 
the  person  and  the  facility  with  which  the  cartridges  can  be  taken  from 
it  are  advantages  which  have  not  e8cai>ed  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

Tlie  Board  reconjmends  the  retention  in  service,  for  use  in  garrisons, 
of  the  McKeever  cartridge- box,  pattern  1874.  This  box  is  neat  in  ap- 
peanince  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  is  better  adapted  to  garrison 
service  than  the  belt.  Experience  has  shown  that  it  is  necensary  for  sol- 
diers, in  onler  to  present  a  clean  and  soldierly  appearance  at  parades  and 
in«pe<;tions,  to  have  two  sets  of  accouterrnents,  one  for  service  in  the  field 
and  one  for  service  in  garrison,  and  the  Board  has,  therefore,  recommended 
the  McKeever  cartridge-box  for  garrison  use. 

In  this  connection,  the  Board  is  vvry  favorably  impressed  with  the 
means  devised  hy  Major  Anson  Mills,  Tenth  Cavalry,  for  wearing  the 
looped  cartridge-belt,  and  recommends  it  for  adoption  by  the  Oi*dnance 
Department  in  their  manufacture. 

No  other  changes  in  Infantry  Equipments  are  considered  necessary, 
although  a  lighter  canteen  for  foot  troops  would  be  desirable. 

The  following  table  shows  the  articles  of  soldier's  field-kit,  their  weight 
and  distribution :

OVEHCOATS. 

Hie  officer's  overcoat,  prescribed  in  General  OrdeK  92,  of  1872,  baa  not 
given  i^atiMfaction,  either  in  appearance  or  att  &  comfortable  garment,  and 
fur  theiMf  reafionfi  it  i»  seldom  worn  wlieu  anything  else  can  be  subatitutt^. 
The  Boani,  therefore,  feeU  that  a  change  \»  desirable,  and  recoiiimeudii  an 
oven'oat  shown  in  the  accompanying  plate,  and  proposed  some  time  u£;o 
by  Major  General  Schofield,  U.  S.  A.,  ot  which  the  following  are  the  speci* 
ficationH : 

Overcoat  for  field  and  company  officers  shall  be  an  ''  ulster  coat,''  with 
ca]H*and  hood  of  dark-blue  beaver,  kersey,  or  pilot  cloth;  double  breasted, 
with  two  rowi*  of  black  bone  buttons,  five  in  each  row,  placed  at  eqaal 
dii»taiice!*,  {h*i  dititance  l»etween  each  row  to  be  seven  inches  from  center 
to  center  of  the  buttons.  To  have  a  standing  collar  three  inches  h'lgii. 
with  straight  ends,  to  hook  in  front.  Coat  to  extend  down  the  leg  from 
six  to  eight  inches  below  the  knee,  acconling  to  the  height  of  wearer, 
for  di>«mounte<l  officers  ;  and  to  two-thinls  the  distance  bHween  the  solf 
of  the  foot  and  the  knee,  for  mounted  officers.  Back  of  the  coat  to  be  &]it 
up  from  the  bottom  twenty-five  inches  or  more,  according  to  height  ot* 
weaivr,  and  closing  at  will  by  buttons  and  button  holes  cut  in  a  concealed 
fly-flap.  A  l>elt  of  same  material  to  be  inserted  in  the  side  seams  at  th«' 
waist,  and  fastened  in  the  back  by  a  button  and  button-hole.  Sword  to 
be  worn  underneath,  and  a  slit  six  inches  long  cut  on  the  left  side  for  the 
uwortl  hilt  to  come  thn^ugh.  Slt^ves  to  be  plain  without  cuffi$,  :uid  to 
have  rank  indicated  on  them  in  black  braid,  one-quarter  of  an  inch  wide, 
composed  as  follows:  For  a  Colonel,  a  single  knot  of  four  braids;  fur  a 
Major,  a  single  knot  of  three  braids ;  for  a  Captain,  a  single  knot  of  two 
braids ;  fur  a  Fii-st  Lieutenant,  a  single  knot  of  one  braid,  and  for  a  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant,  without  knot  or  ornament ;  to  be  lined  with  black  mohair 
serge  or  fanner's  satin.  The  cape  to  be  removable,  and  to  reach  to  the 
ends  of  the  fingers  when  the  ann  is  extended;  lining  to  be  flannel,  aud 
in  col(»r  as  follows:  For  cavalry,  orange;  artillery,  scarlet;  inSintry. 
white  ;  staf}'.  same  color  as  cape.  Hood  to  be  removable,  and  large  enough 
to  cover  head  ;  lining  of  hood  to  be  the  same  color  and  material  as  the 
lining  in  the  cape. 

The  Board  further  recommends  that  the  cape  of  the  soldier's  overw»ai 
be  lined  with  flannel  of  the  color  of  the  facings  of  the  corps.  Although 
not  now  authorized,  it  is  the  prevailing  custom  for  the  men  to  have  their 
capes  lined,  and  this  is  done  at  their  own  expense,  on  the  ground,  uo 
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doubt,  of  the  incrvtwed  comfort  and  better  appearance  of  the  coatn.  This 
i^ecommendation,  if  adopted^  will  add  but  little  to  the  original  cost  of  the 
overcoat,  and  will  save  the  enlisted  men  an  expense  which  they  are  not 
well  able  to  bear  and  to  which  they  should  not  be  subjected. 

CANVAS  OVERCOATS. 

In  extremely  cold  or  rainy  climates,  and  particularly  for  winter  cam- 
paigpB,  it  is  thought  that  canvas  overcoats,  lined  with  cloth,  will  furnish 
great  protection,  and  their  issue  on  requisition  is  therefore  recommended. 
They  should  be  like  the  sample  herewith  submitted,  which  was  manu- 
factured at  the  Schuylkill  Arsenal,  by  Captain  J.  F.  Rodgers,  at  the 
request  uf  the  Board,  and  is  of  heavy  cotton  duck,  lined  with  blue  cloth. 
Its  pecoHanty  is  the  drawing  string,  by  which  it  is  secured  at  the  thi*oat; 
a  similar  conl  following  the  outer  edge  of  the  cape  converts  that  into  a 
hood.  By  substituting  drawing  stringn  for  the  usual  collar  and  buttons 
the  coat  answers  both  the  purposes  of  an  overcoat  and  a  blanket  and 
completely  envelopes  the  form.  When  worn  by  mounted  troops  the  skirt 
should  be  open  behind,  so  as  nut  to  interfere  with  the  motion  of  mounting 
or  (Unmounting. 

DKRSS    COATS. 

The  principal  objection  to  the  dress  coat  now  worn  by  field  or  company 
officers  is  believed  by  the  Board  to  be  due  to  its  ornamentation.  The 
small  strips  of  gold  lace  on  the  sleeves,  the  bare  appearance  of  the  collar, 
axid  the  arrangement  of  the  shoulder  knot  give  rather  an  insignificant 
appearance  to  the  entire  full-dress  uniform. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Boanl  that  the  sleeves  and  collar  should  be  more 
haadsoinely  ornamented,  or  that  they  be  left  |)eifectly  plain.  The  Board, 
therefore,  proposes  a  re-arrangement  of  the  ornaments  rather  than  a  rad- 
ical change,  and  makes  the  following  recommendations : 

The  unifonn  dress  coat  shall  be  the  same  as  now  worn,  except  that  the 
collar  and  cuSs  be  made  as  follows  :  The  collar  for  all  officera  below  the  rank 
of  General  shall  be  made  to  hook  in  front  at  bottom,  and  to  slope  thence 
upward  and  backward  at  an  angle  of  *2b  degrees  on  each  side,  and  to  be 
X^  inches  wide,  to  have  a  strip  of  gold  lace  ^  inch  wide  around  the  bot- 
tom ;  the  ends  of  collar  to  be  ornamented  with  the  insignia  of  rank,  as 
shown  in  the  accompanying  plates. 

The  cuff,  buttons,  and  lace  on  the  sleeves  will  not  be  worn,  but  in  lieu 
thereof  the  sleeves  of  the  coat  of  all  field  officers  shall  have  two  strips 
of  gold  lace,  ^  inch  wide,  placed  triangularly,  and  a  single  knot  of  Russian 
gold  braid  above  the  lace,  the  top  of  the  knot  12^  inches  from  the  bottom 
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edge  of  ihe  sleeve;  the  top  niigle  of  ilie  upper  ?frip  of  lace  to  be  8  incW 
from  the  bottom  edge  of  tlie  deeve.  The  sleeve*  of  all  officers  below  the 
rank  of  field  officers  to  have  the  two  sti  ipj*  o(  gold  lace  similwly  place<i 
without  the  knolB,  as  s*hown  on  the  acconipanjiug  platet*. 

In  thi«  connection  attention  has  h«*en  directed  to  the  dress  coats  of  the 
enlisted  men,  whit-h  are  too  j<hort  in  the  waists,  and  the  Boartl  recom- 
mends that  they  h*»  made  1  inch  longer  for  all  j^izes. 

THE  PANTALOONS. 

It  is  alHO  reconmiended  that  the  color  of  pantaloons  of  commiKsionwl 
officers  of  Infantry,  Cavalry,  and  Artillery  be  dark  blue  instead  of  light 
blue,  the  «tripe  to  be  of  the  width  now  worn  and  of  the  color  of  the  fac- 
ings of  the  corps.  This  change,  if  ado))ted,  will  it  is  thought  add  to  the 
appearance  <if  the  dret'S  uniform,  and,  it  is  believed,  will  be  geueraMT 
acceptable  to  the  officei's  concerned. 

officers'  sack  coat. 

The  Board  further  recommends  that  shoulder-straps  as  a  part  of  the 
uniform  be  discarded,  and  that  the  slwves  of  the  sack  coat  for  officers  be 
ornamented  with  heavy  black  silk  braid  ^  inch  in  width,  as  herein  pre 
scribed  for  the  dress  coats,  and  that  the  insignia  of  rank  as  in  the  present 
shoulder-strap  be  worn  on  each  end  of  the  coliar,  as  shown  on  the  accom- 
panying plate.  Shoulder-straps  are  exf)ensive,  tarnish  <juickly,  and  are 
generally  abolished  when  troops  take  the  field. 

The  designs  above  suggested  for  indicating  the  rank  ai-e  sufficiently 
distinct  and  ornamental  for  a  fatigue  dress,  and  it  is  believed  will  be  a 
desirable  substitute. 

COLOR  OF  FACINGS. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  facings  of  the  various  corps  and  anus 
of  the  service  be  the  same  as  now  prescribed,  except  that  the  Cavalry  be 
orange,  the  Infantry  white,  and  the  Signal  Corps  yellow. 

It  is  thought  that  these  changes  will  prove  highly  gratifying  to  officers? 
of  the  Cavalry  and  Infantry,  and  will  add  to  the  appearance  of  their 
dress  uniforms. 

As  no  officers  and  but  few  soldiei*8  will  be  affected  by  changing  the 
facings  of  the  Signal  Corps,  tlie  Boartl  has  felt  no  great  reluctance  in 
recommending  an  interchange  of  their  facings  with  the  Cavalry,  to  which 
the  orange  at  one  time  l)elonged,  and  with  which  it  was  for  many  years 
identified. 
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THE  DRESS   HATS. 

Tlie  pre8t»nt  !»]iako  and  lielmet  of  the  Infantry,  Cavalry,  ami  Artillery 
are  objt'ctionable  and  cause  grtat  dis^tjatisfaction.  Tliey  are  of  poor  nia- 
torial  (felt)  and  badly  »liape<l.  and  the  Board  acct^rdingly  recommends 
the  adoption  for  all  otHcers  and  men  of  the  line  of  the  Army  of  hehutta 
of  the  patterns  herewith  suhmilted.  and  which  may  be  generally  described 
as  follow  8 : 

For  all  mounted  officers  of  the  line,  a  cork  helmet  covered  with  black 
cloth,  with  eagle  and  chin-chain  of  the  pattern  submitted,  further  trimmed 
and  ornamented  with  hat  cord  and  braid  arranged  as  now  prescribed  for 
the  helmets  of  officers  of  Cavalry  and  Light  Artillery;  the  plume  to  be 
detachable,  of  buffalo  hair,  and  (»f  the  color  of  the  facings  of  the  cory)s. 

For  all  dismounteil  officers  of  the  line,  a  cork  helmet  covered  with 
blark  cloth,  with  spike  and  eagle  and  cliin-chain  of  the  pattern  submit- 
ted. The  chin-cliains  rif  fof»t  officers  will  not  be  worn  down  habitually; 
it  will  be  attached  to  the  left  side.  ]>ass  diagonally  uy  across  the  front  of 
the  helmet  and  be  secured  at  the  back. 

For  all  enli-sted  men  of  Cavalry  and  liiirht  Artillerv  a  helmet  of  the 
pattern  submitted,  ornamented  and  trimmed  the  "^ame  as  ]>rei?cribe<l  for 
mouniiHl  officers,  except  that  the  eagle  shall  be  as  now  worn,  the  chin- 
?trap  shall  be  of  leather,  tlie  braid  and  hatcord  of  worsted,  and  the  plume 
of  horse-hair,  to  be  detachable. 

Fop  all  other  enlisted  men,  a  helmet  of  the  pattern  submitted,  to  be 
ornamented  with  spike,  eagle,  and  black  chin-strap,  as  ])er  pattern  sub- 
mitted. 

This  change  of  hats,  if  approved,  will  reduce  the  first  cost  of  the  dress 
hat  five  dollars  (»r  more,  and  the  weight  of  the  hat  for  mounted  troops  six 
ounces. 

SUMMER    UNIFORM. 

Throughout  the  corresjiondence  on  the  subject  of  clothing  submitted 
to  the  Board  appeal's  a  general  desire  on  the  part  of  officers  for  a  cooler 
uniform  during  summer,  and  this  wish  is  naturally  more  strongly  ex- 
pressed by  those  who  serve  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country,  where 
the  heat  is  long-continued  and  excessive. 

It  is  also  within  the  knowledge  ot  the  Board  that  when  allowed  by 
those  in  command  officers  ai'e  generally  glad  to  wear  wliite  duck  or  linen 
coats  and  pants  in  Bummer,  and  that  in  warm  climates,  when  campaign- 
ing, Cavalry  soldiers  wear  their  overalls  and  stable  frocks  whenever 
permitted.  Comfort  and  economy  have  no  doubt  suggested  these  de- 
G.  0.  76—2 
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parturH)  fruiii  the  pretM'ribnl  unifui'iu,  which,  however  eerviceaUe  and 
appropriate  it  may  b«*,  i«  the  eame  at  all  seasonn  and  in  all  climates. 

The  ex|>erieiice  of  forvi^u  armies,  aiul  notablj  of  the  Britifth,  vthoKsr 
forces  are  eo  widely  8cattereil,  hat*  let!  them  to  adopt  a  uuifbmi  of  whitf 
for  warm  climatefi. 

Careful  meteorological  ohservatiouet,  extendiog  throughout  auumberof 
yearn,  f»liow  that  our  Army  is  subjecte<l  to  climatic  extremes  a^  great  if 
not  greater  than  that  of  any  other  army,  not  excepting  the  British,  wlm 
are  dintrihuted  to  nearly  every  part  of  the  world. 

White  cotton  duck  is  generally  worn,  and  is  no  doubt  the  most  econom 
ical  material,  because  it  costs  but  little,  and,  if  adopted,  could  be  worn 
for  a  great  part  of  the  year  at  many  of  our  statitms.  It  is  comfortable 
l>ecause  it  absorbs  but  little  heat,  and  when  worn  over  suitable  undtr- 
clothiiig  is  H  suilicient  pn>teetion  against  any  changes  of  temperature  to 
which  oflScei-s  and  men  are  ordinarily  siibjecte<i  in  summer.  In  the  eou- 
sideraliou  of  this  subject  the  Boaixl  has  noted  the  favor  with  which  the 
white  cork  helmet  is  rej^arded  an<l  the  wish  of  many  officei-s  for  il? 
adoption. 

The  campaign  hat  issued  some  years  ago  proved  a  failure,  even  it- 
frontier  service,  and  it  is  well  kn<»wn  that  neither  the  shako,  the  pre^'iit 
helmet,  nor  the  forage-cap  are  suitable  in  warm  weather  for  duty  »)f  any 
kind,  while  the  cork  helmet,  token  properly  made^  has  been  fouud  verr 
c(^mfortable,  even  in  the  field. 

For  these  reasons,  and  after  a  careful  discussion  of  the  wliole  subji»ct. 
the  Hoard  recommends  a  summer  uniform  for  all  officers  and  ewlislnl 
men  to  consist  of  a  white  c<irk  helmet,  a  white  sack  coat,  and  ftania- 
loons,  which  may  be  respectively  described  as  follows  :  Helmet  for  otfi- 
cera  to  be  of  the  pattern  submitted,  to  have  u  ventilator- button  and  ^pik<* 
(both  detachable),  and  chin-chain  to  be  attached  to  the  left  side  and  lo 
pass  diagonally  up  across  the  fnuit  of  the  helmet  and  be  secuj-e*l  attbf 
back. 

The  helmet  of  the  enlisted  men  to  be  the  same  as  tliat  prescribeil  for 
officers,  without  the  spike  and  chin-chain,  which  may  be  replaced  bj  .1 
strap  of  russet  leather — all  according  to  pattern  submitted. 

Sack  coat  and  pantaloons  for  officera  to  be  of  the  pattern  now  woni 
and  of  white  linen  or  cotton  duck.  Tlie  insignia  of  rank  in  white  braid 
on  the  sleeve,  and  on  the  ends  of  the  collar  in  gold  or  silver,  as  herein 
recommended  for  the  present  cloth  sack  coat.  The  buttons  of  the  cost 
and  the  insignia  of  rank  upon  the  collar  to  be  detachable.  The  pantii- 
loons  to  be  of  the  patteni  now  worn,  without  stripes. 
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For  eiiliHteii  men  the  Mack  cuat  and  pautaloons  will  be  of  the  pattern 
now  worn,  the  buttuud  of  the  coat  to  be  detachable;  the  chevrons  of  non- 
com  iuis0ione«l  officers  on  the  sleeve  in  white  braid.  The  pautaloons  for 
enlisted  men  to  be  without  stripe. 

A  suit  of  thiri  clothing,  made  of  the  cotton  duck  now  on  hand  at  the 
clothing  de)M)t,  Piiiladelphia,  will  cost  from  ninety  to  ninety-five  cents, 
exchwive  of  material. 

Care  8hould  bt»  taken  to  obliterate  the  niarki^  of  the  nianufacturei's, 
which  now  deface  the  overalls  and  are  common  on  this  class  of  goods. 

This  uniform  should  be  worn  as-  fur  as  practicable  diu'ing  warm 
weather  in  the  performance  of  all  military  duties  and  fatigues.  It  is 
believe<l  by  the  Board  thai  if  these  recommendations  are  c(«icurred  in  a 
considerable  saving  will  be  made  in  the  annual  cost  of  the  clotiiing  of 
botii  officers  and  men,  and  that  their  comfort  and  appearance  vvill  be 
greatly  improved. 

LKGGINGS. 

The  univei-sal  custom  on  marches  of  tying  the  pantaloons  at  the  bot- 
tom and  pulling  the  socks  over  them  to  save  the  feet  and  ankles  from 
diiMt,  which  chafes  them,  and  to  prevent  the  pnntalooiis  fruui  flapping 
about  the  legs  when  saturated  with  mud,  has,  together  with  many  com- 
umnications  to  the  Board,  suggested  leggings  im  a  necessary  part  of  the 
uniform  of  foot-soldiers  for  field  service.  The  Board,  therefore,  recom- 
mends brown  canvas  leggings,  in  four  sizes,  to  cori-espond  with  shoes,  of 
the  pattern  submitted,  to  be  secured  by  n  strap  under  the  instep,  to 
extend  up  the  leg  to  the  bend  of  the  knee  and  to  be  fastened  by  buckles 
and  straps. 

8HOK3. 

In  discussing  this  subject  the  Board  has  had  in  view  the  experience  of 
the  Anny,  as  set  forth  in  the  great  number  of  letters  and  reports  before 
the  Boaitl.  The.'se  show  that  the  shoes  now  issued  are  the  cause  of  fre- 
quent, and,  it  is  believed,  well-founded  complaints.  These  complaints 
are  due  in  a  measure  to  the  pattern  of  the  shoe,  which  is  made  on  incor- 
rect principles,  and  is  such  as  to  contract  the  foot  and  compress  the  toes 
to  the  screw  fastenings,  which  frequently  wound  the  feet,  and,  as  con- 
ductors of  heat  and  cold,  subject  the  wearer  to  annoyance  and  at  times 
great  suffering. 

The  present  shoes  are  no  doubt  the  most  durable  that  have  been  issued 
f()r  many  years,  but  they  are  objectionable  for  the  reasons  herein  given, 
and  the  Board  therefore  recommends  that  the  shoes  be  of  the  pattern 
known  as  the  English  Waukenphast  shoe,  to  be  sewed  and  of  black 
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l«*ailifr.  wiili  b«»Il<>w«t  Tf»M<rit*>.  an«l  ♦'y»*'»*t8  and  book?  for  lanni: :  ^K- 
lit'iirlit  of  th*'  slioo  to  ho  6  inclje*  and  of  the  lieel  f  inch,  acconiiiiir  \" 
patt»Tii  »iubmitte<l. 

BOOTS'. 

The  lM>i>t8  to  Vh*  of  b)ac'k  leather  of  8anie  paltcrn  as  slioe.  the  leg  '•" 
MXtenil  w'vW  up  and  cover  the  kne«*  in  front,  the  top  of  the  leg  ?1uj«irtkr 
<io\vn\vard  an<]  backward  fo  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  motion  '.•:

Ti)  overcome  in  a  mea.«m*e  the  inconvenience  of  wet  boot;*,  it  is  Miii- 
^'<'»<ted  that  the  fn»nt  of  the  lMK)t-lejr  have  a  jrus!»et  of  soft  leather  to  ex!en  I 
from  the  inntej)  to  a  point  f)  inches  above ;  this  part  of  the  boot  to  W.acfil 
by  means  of  evelets. 

UNDER-  CL<  )THING. 

The  considerations  which  ^'ovenied  the  selection  of  a  unifomi  for  wan: 
weather  have  alpo  induced  the  Boaixl  torecoraniend  two  grades  of  draw*  i> 
and  socks,  and  the  adoption  of  suitable  undershirts  to  convspoiul  wiiii 
differences  of  climate.  In  no  other  way  can  changes  of  tem{»erature '.♦». 
properly  met.  ■ 

Two  grades  of  gray  luiderfs-hirts  are  now  manufactured,  but  neither  oi 
them  are  well  adapted  to  their  purpose,  for  whereas  one  is  not  iIi'.ij 
enough  for  a  warm  climate,  the  other  is  not  heavy  euougli  for  the  winter 
clinuite  of  the  extreme  north.  The  material  of  which  these  shirts  anf 
made  is  coarse,  and  worn  next  to  the  skin  is  harsh  and  irritating. 

A  great  number  of  letters  antl  rejwrts  in  regard  to  these  shirts  as  com- 
pared with  the  blue  Manuel  or  navy  shirt  have  been  under  exaraiiiatin:; 
by  the  Board  ;  and  the  very  general  and  favorable  mention  made  of  tliv 
bhie  flannel  shirts  bv  officers,  and  the  fact  that  thev  are  almost  univeivallv 

•  •  • 

preferred  by  enlisted  men,  have  decided  the  Board  to  recommend  thai  tl:^ 
blue  flannel  shirts  be  substituted  for  the  gray  flannel  shirts  now  issued. 

The  Board  desires  to  add  the  following  recommendations  in  regard  tt^ 
the  underclothing,  viz:  tliat  the  overshirts  be  made  three  inches  longer: 
that  the  material  of  shirts  and  drawers  be  shrunk  before  thev  are  ni-u^ 
up;  that  the  "  raise"  of  the  drawers  be  increased  in  all  the  sizes  1  i>icl.. 
and  that  they  be  made  fuller  and  stronger  in  the  crotch. 

CLOTHING  ALLOWANCES. 

This  matter  lias  been  the  subject  of  many  communications  before  ili*^' 
Board,  and  the  following  changes  in  the  present  allowances  are  reooni- 
meuded  in  accordance  therewith  and  the  experience  of  the  Board. 
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At  all  Btations  or  posts  north  of  the  hititude  of  Washington,  D.  C:

As  Mnni  ft»»  the  white  clothing  is  ready  for  issue  it  is  recommended  tliat 
stable  frocks  and  overalls  he  aholislietl. 

In  the  warmer  climateH  a  greater  luimber  of  wliile  coats  and  pant8 
than  is  specified  in  the  foregoing  table  will  no  doubt  he  reijuiretl,  and  the 
Board  rec^ommends  that  such  excesn  be  provided  when  specially  requested. 
Finally,  the  Board  recommends  that  all  coats  and  pantaloons  be  issued 
cut  and  made  up,  or  cut  and  unmade,  as  may  be  s{)ecified  in  the  requisi- 
tions for  clothing.  The  rule  is  now  to  issue  a  certain  proportion,  about 
one-quarter,  cut  but  unmade,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why 
this  should  not  be  increased  to  the  entire  amount  of  such  clothing  issued 
lo  troops  in  garnson,  thereby  reducing  both  the  labor  and  expense  of 
necessarv'  alterations. 
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VI.. CAMP  EQUIPAGE. 

I'liiler  ihi«  head* are  cla^Mfied  tents,  tent-pins,  leut -stores,  and  j»*»'\« 
for  field  cooking,  and  the  subjnrt  of  transportation.  Br  referring  to  tbe 
proceedings  it  will  be  olis^Tred  that  the  Board  has  had  under  examina- 
tion a  number  of  nnKiel  tents,  a  model  iron  tent-pin,  a  model  travels. 
designed  by  8urj:eon  Greenleaf ,  V.  S.  A.,  and  the  drawings  and  spwifi- 
cations  of  a  mule  litter,  various  tent-stoves,  wagons  and  carts;  also. 
letters  on  the  general  subject  of  transportation,  which,  however,  came  ap 
for  discussion  too  late  for  action  and  are  therefore  recommended  to  Uie 
consideration  of  the  Quartermaster  General. 

Tlie  action  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  Doane  Centennial  tent  and 
the  Grevnleaf  travois  has  been  already  communicated  to  the  War  De|»rt- 
ment,  and  was  in  effect  a  favorable  recommendation  of  those  inventions. 
Tlie  models  and  papers  describing  the  travois  were  submitted  with  tbe 
report  of  the  Board  and  the  device  therefore  needs  no  description. 

The  Doane  Centennial  tent  is  the  invention  of  Lieutenant  G.  C.  Doane, 
Second  Cavalry*,  and  may  be  briefly  described  as  a  conical  roof  with  a 
wall  4i  feet  liigh,  supported  by  a  single  [>ole  ir  the  center.  It  has  a  ven- 
tilator regulated  from  the  inside,  and  is  designed  to  accommoclate  t^  men. 

By  actual  measurement  it  appears  that  this  tent  has  4|  times  the  area 
of  an  "A"  tent  and  that  its  capacity  is  fully  six  times  greater;  that  v 
compared  with  six  "A"  tents  it  hns  hut  115  square  feet  more  canvas, 
weighs  44  lbs.  less,  and  has  34  pins  less. 

Lieutenant  Doane  claims  for  this  tent  'Mhat  it  gives  givater  and  better 
pi*otection  to  the  men  ;  that  it  is  wanner  in  cool  weather  and  cooler  m 
warm  weather  than  any  other,  and  that  it  is  more  easily  pitched  than  anjr 
other." 

Complete  drawings  and  specifications  of  this  tent  are  submitted,  which, 
together  with  the  model  already  exhibited  by  Lieutenant  Doane,  will 
fullv  describe  the  invention. 

The  Board  recommends  that  this  tent  be  adopted  in  addition  to  tbe 
tents  now  in  service,  and  be  issued  .when  specially  called  for  by  troops  in 
the  field  or  cantonments. 

SHELTER  TEKTS. 

As  appears  from  the  proceedings  a  number  of  model  shelter  tents  were 
submitted  to  the  Board  for  examination.  Some  were  intended  to  combine 
the  uses  of  the  talma  or  watei^proof  cape  with  those  of  the  tents,  acd 
were  shaped  accordingly,  while  the  purpose  for  which  others  wers  de- 
signed were  more  limited.  Cach  had  some  meritorious  quality  peculiar 
to  itself,  and  all  were  compared  with  the  present  regulation  shelter  tent. 
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The  Board  adopted  the  following  resolution :     "Tliat  the  present  pat- 
tern of  shelter  tent  is  satisfactory,  but  could  be  greatly  improved  by 
adding  12  inches  to  tlie  length,  and  the  Board  therefore  recommends' 
that  the  shelter  tent  be  6x5,  instead  of  5x5,  as  at  present  issued/' 

IRON  TENT-riNS. 

This  subject  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  by  a  model 
submitted  by  Captain  A.  8.  Dsggett,  Second  Infantry. 

Experience  on  the  frontier  and  in  the  winter  season  has  fully  established 
the  advantages  of  iron  tent-pins,  which  have  been  in  use  for  a  number  of 
years,  although  not  recognized  as  an  authorized  article  of  camp  equipage. 
Aft  the  cost  of  iron  over  wooden  tent-pins  is  but  trifling,  the  Board  recom 
mends  that  they  be  manufactured  and  issued  when  specially  called  for. 

VII . .  M ISCELLANEOUS. 

Under  this  head  are  classified  a  number  of  articles  which  were  referred 
and  submitted  to  the  Board  from  time  to  time,  as  appears  from  the  ])ro- 
ceedings,  and  in  reganl  to  which  the  Board  took  the  following  action  : 

WAGON  WHBKLS. 

Of  tliese  two  patterns  were  submitted.  The  first  had  malleable  iron  fel- 
loes, the  invention  of  H,  E.  Lambert  &,  Son,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  was 
submitted  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  Crawford  of  the  Crawford  Manufacturing 
Company  of  that  city. 

Two  model  wheels  are  submitted  with  this  report.  When  in  the 
wheels  the  iron  felloe  closely  resembles  the  wooden  felloe.     It  is  made 
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in  hollow  sections,  nearly  as  light  as  wood,  and  strengthened  in  the  center 
and  at  the  ends  by  cross  pieces.  Each  section  receives  two  spokes  and 
has  a  dowel  at  one  end  and  a  corresponding  opening  at  the  other,  by  means 
of  which  two  sections  are  fitted  together.  In  putting  the  sections  to«^ether 
two  or  more  washers  are  used ;  by  taking  these  out  the  circle  can  be 
reduced  in  size  in  case  the  hub  should  ever  ^ive  so  as  to  require  a  short- 
ening of  the  spokes.  It  is  claimed  for  the  malleable  iron  felloes  that 
for  all  purposes  of  road  transport  they  are  six  times  as  strong  as  wooden 
felloes ;  that  in  hot  dry  climate  there  is  no  loosening  of  the  tire ;  that  the 
wheel  will  not  gather  mud  between  the  spokes  as  do  wooden  wheels ; 
that  as  there  are  no  tire  bolts,  rivets,  or  felloe  plates  to  adjust,  and  as  each 
set  of  felloes  is  finished  perfectly  for  a  wheel,  and  the  size  is  stamped  on 
the  felloes,  any  ordinary  mechanic  can  put  the  felloes  on  the  spokes  and 
set  the  tire ;    that  as  compared  with  ordinary  wooden  wheels  of  equal 
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diameter  and  fur  equal  \vsn\n  t)ie  weight  of  a  wheel  with  nialleahle  iron 
felloes  19  from  5  to  10  Iht*.  more,  and  the  cost  from  $3  to  $5  more  per 
Vftf^on. 

The  second  wheel  is  known  as  "Sterrick's  Metallic  Huh  Wheel,  with 
diamond  lip  attachment,"  and  was  pn»sente<l  hy  Mr  Wigjurin,  of  Wash- 
ington. D.  C,  in  hehalf  of  Mr.  8terrick,  who  suhsequently  appeared  be- 
fore the  Board.  A  model  huh  i^  suhi.iitted,  which  with  the  following 
brief  dc>*cnption  will,  it  is  believed,  sufficiently  explain  the  invention : 

Its  peculiarity  is  the  manner  of  assembling  the  s|>okes  to  form  the  hub. 
This  is  done  by  an  outer  and  inner  metallic  disk.  The  outer  is  provided 
on  one  k'hIp  with  diamond-phaped  wedtrcs,  having  screw  lugs  or  exten- 
sions; the  inner  disk  is  p4»rfectly  smooth  on  Iwth  sides  and  is  perforated 
with  hole>  corresponding  in  number  with  the  diamond  wedges  of  the 
outer  disk.  Each  spoke  has  u  groove  cut  in  one  side  to  correspond  in 
outline  witli  the  form  of  the  wedges.  To  put  thn  wheel  together  the 
spokes  arc  placed  ^o  that  the  grooves  of  two  adjacent  spokes  will  come 
together,  thus  forming  a  diamoiul-phaped  aperture  through  which  the 
\^edge^*  of  the  outtr  disk  are  inseited;  the  inner  disk  is  then  put  on,  The 
screw  lugs  or  extensions  of  the  diamond  wedges  passing  thix>ugh  the 
oj)eniugs,  and  tlie  two  disks  and  the  spokes  are  then  firmly  screwed  to- 
gether by  nuts  adjusted  to  ibe  lugs.  The  axle  box  is  then  put  on,  over 
which  the  front  cap  is  placed  and  the  whole  secured  by  means  of  an  octag- 
onal nut,  which  is  .screwed  on  the  outer  eml  of  the  axle  box,  and  covered 
bv  a  combined  nut  and  hub  band. 

The  diamond-shaped  wedges  form  the  essential  feature  of  this  inven- 
tion. By  using  them  it  is  claimed  "  that  the  spokes  a!*e  placed  in  an 
easy,  reliable,  and  true  position  in  respect  to  the  other  parts  of  the 
wheel,  and  that  their  bearing  surfaces  prevent  all  movement  inward  and 
outward,  and  thus  render  the  dishing  of  the  wheel  unnecessfiry." 

Many  other  im|)ortant  advantages  are  claimeil  for  this  wheel;  for  in- 
stance, "that  it  makes  the  best  and  cheapest  wheel  in  use;  that  it  does 
not  check,  split,  or  shrink  so  Jis  to  loosen  the  spokes;  that  the  latter  can 
he  removed  and  replaced  without  cutting  and  resetting  the  tire,  and  that 
the  box  can  be  removed  without  taking  the  wheel  apart." 

In  the  consideration  of  these  wheels  the  Boanl  has  had  befoi*e  it  numer- 
ous affidavits  and  reports  of  persons  who  have  used  the  Lambert  and 
Sterrick  wheels,  together  with  the  certificates  of  Major  A.  R.  Buffiugton 
and  Lieutenant  M.  W.  Lyon,  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  of  the  n«ult8 
of  an  artificial  heat  test  of  the  Lambert  felloe  in  comparison  with  the 
ordinary  wooden  felloe. 
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ASteirick  wheel  which  had  been  m  use  in  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment for  upwards  of  a  year  was  taken  apart  and  examined  hy  the  Board. 
Both  of  these  wlieels  neem  to  possess  advantages  over  the  vvlieel  now  in 
use  in  the  Army,  and  it  is  believed  tliat  wheels  combining  the  Lambert 
felloe  and  the  8terrick  hub  would  be  valuable,  and  the  Hoard  therefore 
recommends  that  a  number  be  thus  manufactured  and  tested  by  the  Ord- 
uaiice  and  Quartermaster's  Departments,  with  a  view  to  their  adoption 
should  such  trials  prove  satisfactory. 

THREK-TOXGUED  BUCKLE. 
This  is  the  invention  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Carnes,  jr.,  of  Gonzales,  Texjia, 
and  its  object  is  to  cheapen  and  simplify  the  manufacture  of  liorse  equip- 
ments by  dispensing  with  pad<ling  and  stitchiuif  and  the  thread,  tools,  and 
skilled  workmen  in  harness  making.  A  model  liridle  put  together  with 
this  buckle  is  submitted.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  bu<-kle  h;is  three 
tongues,  one  of  which  answers  the  ordinary  purjjose  of  a  buckle  tongue, 
and  the  other  two  as  the  means  of  securing  the  buckle  to  the  strap. 
Thetse  tongues  are  so  arranged  on  the  bar  that  they  cannot  nui  together, 
or  to  one  side.  Mr.  Cariu»s  claims  **  tliat  his  buckle  will  save  in  the  con- 
struction of  harness  one-twelfth  of  the  leather,  because  no  lopping  around 
bars  is  necessary:  that  the  leather  will  last  lo.iger,  because  there  are  no 
places  around  the  buckle.-*  for  rust  to  accumulate,  and,  that  for  the  same 
reason,  when  wet  the  straps  will  dry  freely  on  both  si<le?» ;  that  in  con" 
sequence  of  the  extra  bar  this  buckle  is  the  strongest  now  made,  and 
that  as  it  lies  flat  and  smooth  on  the  under  side  it  will  not  chafe  the  skin." 
Although  the  Board  has  had  no  opportunity  of  testing  the  merits  claimed 
for  this  buckle,  it  has  obvious  advantages  and  is  thereftU'e  recommended 
for  trial  in  the  Ordnance  J)epartment. 

COMPANY   HOOKS. 

These  were  designed  by  Captain  II.  C.  Cifshing,  Fourth  Artillery,  and 
came  before  the  Board  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  by 
whom  they  were  submitted,  together  with  the  proceedings  of  a  board  of 
officei"8,  convened  at  the  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  California,  October  4, 
187 !i,  to  exanune  and  report  on  their  merits.  In  the  preparation  of 
these  books  Captain  Cushing  has  endeavored  to  embrace  in  a  condensed 
foi*ni  all  records  explanatory  of  the  status  of  each  sohlier,  and  every- 
thing pertaining  to  the  accountability  of  the  company  connnander.  The 
books  are  three  in  number,  and  are  described  as  ''The  Company  Book/' 
"The  Company  and  Letter  Book,"  and  "The  Company  Morning  Report 
Book."  They  are  all  8^^  inches  in  width  and  Hi  inches  in  length,  and 
of  different  thicknesses. 
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The  Company  Book. 

Tlii8  has  Hiifficient  space  for  65  men  for  5  years,  and  is  about  H  inch«i 
in  thickness.  It  has  tlie  following  blank  fonns:  Index;  Roster  of  Offi- 
cei*s  and  Non-commissioned  Officers ;  List  of  Men  DischargiKi  and  Trans- 
ferred ;  Register  of  Deaths :  Blanks  for  Company  F;ind,  Ordnance  and 
Quartermaster  Stores,  Clothing,  Camp  and  Gairison  K(|uipage;  Cbai-ges* 
against  Soldiers;  Descriptire  Lists;  Clothing  Accounts,  and  Amounts  of 
Money  Deposited  with  Paymaster  of  each  Soldier;  also  blanks  for  the 
recapitulation  of  final  statements  and  space  to  n»cord  the  complete  n)ili- 
tary  history  of  each  soldier. 

This  book  replaces  in  compact  and  portable  form  the  present  company 
descriptive  book,  clothing  book,  fund  account  bo«;k,  and  all  retained  prop- 
erty returns,  and  besides  possesses  much  information  necessary  to  the  set- 
tlement of  the  soldier's  accounts  and  those  of  the  company  commander. 

Chmpany  Letter  and  Order  Book, 

This  is  a  simple  blank  book  about  f  inch  in  thickness,  in  which  the 
letters  begin  at  one  end  and  the  orders  at  the  other,  proceeding  toward 
the  middle  until  the  book  is  filled. 

Company  Morning  Report  Book. 

.  This  book  is  ^  inch  in  thickness,  and  is  ruled  like  the  present  morning 
report  book,  except  that  each  page  has  the  reports  for  Imlf  a  mouth. 
There  is  also  a  blank  roster  in  it,  showing  all  details  for  the  month. 

These  books  were  highly  recommended  by  the  board  of  officers  convened 
to  examine  them.  It  appears  from  the  records  of  that  Board  that  books 
of  the  same  description  have  been  in  use  and  have  prove<i  most  satisfac- 
tory, fully  answering  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  designed.  This 
Board,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  hooks  be  adopted  for  use  in  the 
Army. 

THE  WHISTLE. 

The  idea  of  using  the  whistle  was  su^ested  to  the  Board  by  Lieuten- 
ant E.  Rice,  Fifth  Infantry,  who  submitted  a  small  pamphlet  of  instruc- 
tions prepared  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Twenty  man,  of  the  XIX  Huzzare. 
British  Army.  The  pamphlet  is  submitted  herewith,  and  the  Board  makes 
the  following  recommendation : 

"  That  as  the  whistle  is  in  use  in  foreign  armies  and  has  been  proved 
to  be  a  valuable  substitute  for  the  bugle  or  trumpet  in  giving  signals  at 
out- posts,  bivouacks,  and  marches  in  close  proximity  to  the  enemy  when 
it  would  be  undesirable  to  use  either  of  the  above  instruments,  the  Board 
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recommends  that  a  system  of  whistle-calls  be  adopted  for  use  in  the  Army 
somewhat  similar  to  that  prepared  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Twentyman, 
submitted  lierewith." 

TABLE  CUTLERY  FOR  60LDIERS'  MESSES. 

Sampleiit  of  table  cutlery  were  submitted  by  Mr.  T.  S.  Stewart,  of  Spring- 
field, Massacliusetts,  who  claims  "  that  this  cutlery  is  light,  durable,  and 
of  the  best  material,  and  that,  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  the  metallic 
parts  are  secured  to  the  handles,  are  absolutely  uninjured  by  the  use  of 
hot  water  in  cleansing." 

Samples  are  submitted  herewith  cut  in  sections,  showing  the  method  of 
fastening.  The  Board  was  unable  to  test  this  invention,  but  recommends 
it  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Ordnance  Department  for  trial. 

THE  PRESERVATION  OF  CLOTHING  AND  TENTS. 

Tliia  subject  was  presented  to  the  Board  by  Messrs.  Scott  &,  Bartlett, 
of  New  York.  By  referring  to  the  proceedings  of  March  iiO,  it  will  be 
observed  that  those  gentlemen  appeared  before  the  Board  and  submitted 
extracts  from  letters  and  reports  of  Army  and  Navy  officers,  as  well  as 
of  persons  in  civil  life,  testifying  to  the  merits  of  their  inventions. 

Tliey  claim  for  the  invention  '*  that  it  renders  all  clothing,  blankets, 
&c.,  moth  and  water-proof,  and  cotton  and  linen  goods  mildew-proof; 
that  cloth  subjected  to  tlieir  process  will  wear  twice  as  long  as  cloth  of 
any  other  grade,  and  that  cotton  and  linen  goods  are  made  from  20  to  30 
per  cent.,  and  woolen  goods  about  18  per  cent,  stronger." 

Submitted  with  [his  I'eport  is  a  horse  blanket  with  which  the  Board  has 
made  some  experiments.  It  appeal's  to  be  entirely  water  repellant,  though 
seemingly  as  porous  as  any  ordinary  blanket.  The  Board  is  aware  that 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  has  had  experience  in  matters  of  this 
kind,  and  probably  understands  what  advantages,  if  any,  are  to  be  derived 
therefrom.  The  Board  has  had  no  opportunity  of  determining  fully  the 
merits  of  this  particular  process,  but  as  the  evidence  before  the  Board 
seems  to  confirm  the  claims  of  Messrs.  Scott  and  Bartlett,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  their  process  receive  a  trial,  and  that  the  Quartennaster^s 
Department  be  instructed  to  conduct  experiments,  if  necessary,  with  a 
view  to  its  adoption  and  application  to  clothing,  tents,  blankets,  etc.,  if 
such  tests  prove  satisfactory.

1  have  the  lioiior  to  rtturii  tlie  Report  of  the  Board  on  Army  E*juif>- 
uientfi,  convened  December  16,  l*i7ri,  with  my  i-emarks  and  reconinienda- 
tioijj*  on  the  several  mattei-s  whicli  fieiiain  to  the  Ordnance  Department, 
at*  follows : 

BAYONET. 

Tiie  Board  unanimouj«ly  nn'onimentU  the  adoption  of  the  "Rice  in- 
trenching knife- bayonet,"  **to  the  exchisiouof  all  bayonets  or  intrenchini? 
tooK'*,  at*  a  necej*!»ary  part  of  the  soldier's  e«juipnient.'' 

U>inf?  a  knife  &>>.  a  ba)'onet  is  no  new  thing.  Our  Navy  adopted  the 
''Duhlgren  bowie-knife  bayonet"  in  iS'S,  and  it  has  been  in  uj*e  in  that 
Hervice  ever  since.  The  blade  is  straight,  12  inches  long  and  1|  inches 
wi<le,  and  is  attached  to  the  muzzle  of  the  gun  in  the  same  maimer  as  the 
(nif  ubi)ve  recommended,  which  differs  from  it  in  having  a  curved  blade 
one  inch  shorter  and  half  inch  wider. 

On  the  3>Kh  of  January,  18TH,  I  liad  the  honor  to  addre^n  a  coumiuni- 
catlon  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  strongly  suggesting  the  total  alK)lilion  of 
the  saber  and  bayonet,  and  giving  my  reat^oub  therefor.  On  the  20th  of 
February,  IBr?^,  the  General  of  the  Army,  in  a  letter  to  the  Lieutenant 
General,  expressed  the  conviction  that  **  we  should  jump  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  bayonet  and  non-commissioned  otticer's  swords  are  simply  useless 
as  weapons  of  war."  He  farther  stattnl,  "  1  think  our  infantry  soldier 
shiuild  be  armed  with  the  best  rifle,  a  Colt's  revolver,  and  a  knife  habit- 
ually carried  in  a  sheath  attached  to  the  waist-belt.''  In  reply,  on  the  5th 
of  April,  1878.  the  Lieutenant  General  remarked,  *'  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
a  ]>istol  for  infantry,"  *  *  a  g^j^^  ^ly  experience  teaches  me  that 
one  side  or  the  other  runs  away  before  arm's  length  is  rejiched."  "The 
knife  will  be  a  good  resource  when  troops  are  liard  pressed,"  etc.  In 
regard  to  wa.sting  ammunition  he  very  pertinently  says  "  that  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  gun,  but  of  the  man  who  fires  it  ;*'  an  unanswerable  i*eplj  to 
the  reason  given  that  the  bayonet  is  necessary  because  men  get  out  of 
anuuunition. 

These  three  communications  were,  by  the  General  of  the  Anny,  pub- 
lished in  the  Army  and  Xavy  Joumalp  and  discussion  was  invited  in  the 
hope  that  it  would  elicit  '^  the  opinions  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
matter."  As  a  result,  many  valuable  papers  have,  fi*om  time  to  time^ 
.appeared  in  that  journal  and  in  other  peiiodicals,  and  a  full  and  free  inter- 
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change  of  sentiment  has  taken  place.  After  a  careful  perii!i»al  and  study 
of  everything  that  has  heeii  publiglied  pro  and  con,  I  am  still  decidedly 
of  the  opinion  that  the  bayonet  ought  to  be  aboliehetl. 

The  pike  was  a  weapon  for  close  combat,  and  was  superseded  by  a 
shorter  pike — the  musket  and  bayonet — one  hundred  and  8event\'-five 
years  ago.  During  tliat  long  period  tlie  bayonet  lias  played  a  most  im- 
portant part  in  all  the  struggles  and  skirmishes  and  grand  battles  that 
have  beHi  fought  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe.  But,  with  the  steady 
progress  of  invention,  its  field  (tf  usefulness  has  been  gradually  encroached 
upon,  its  necessity  diminished,  until,  at  the  present  time,  it  has  little 
besides  the  vivid  recollection  of  its  past  triumphs  to  uphold  it.  As  long 
as  the  loading  of  a  musket  was  a  question  of  time,  enabling  even  a  foot- 
man to  traverse  much  distance  in  the  interval  of  firing,  so  long  was  a 
bayonet  necessary  as  a  protection  during  said  interval,  l)ut  now  that 
bTew?h  loaders,  and,  more  notably,  maga;jine  guns,  have  by  their  rapidity 
of  fire  practically  closed  the  interval  between  Kuccessive  shots,  the  bayo- 
net has  become  useless.  The  infantry  soldier  recpiires  a  rijle  and  an 
inirenchiny  tool.  Modern  wars  have  proved  their  necessity.  All  the 
expenditures  for  organizing,  equipping,  transporting,  feeding  and  arming 
troops,  all  the  drilling,  marching  and  hardening  of  the  individual  soldier, 
all  the  strategy  and  tactics  of  the  cymmander,  end  in  placing  the  soldier 
in  position  to  use  his  rifle  with  deadly  effect.  Tliere  should  then  be 
nothing  to  turn  the  soldier  from  that  al>solute  and  implicit  faith  and  de- 
pendence on  his  rifle  that  will  induce  him  to  keep  it  in  perfect  order, 
acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  its  management  and  handling,  and 
learn  how  to  husband  and  use  his  ammunition  so  that  every  bullet  will 
find  its  billet. 

The  use  of  the  knife  attached  to  the  muzzle,  whether  for  ornament  or 
use,  as  bayonet  or  intrenching  tool,  with  possibilities  of  injury  to  the  ann 
from  bending  the  barrel  or  getting  dirt  in  the  bore,  ought  n<>t  to  be  per- 
mitte<l.  Frequent  reports  from  the  field  show  that  during  the  past  three 
years  151  rifles  and  53  carbines  have  been  rendered  worthless  by  obstruc- 
tions in  the  bore.  Attaching  a  knife  weighing  over  one  pound  to  tlie 
muzzle  on  the  bare  jiossibility  that  it  may  be  needed  as  a  bayonet  once  in 
the  next  ten  years,  but  with  the  not  unlikely  probability  that  it  will  be 
used  for  intrenching— the  rifle  as  a  liandle — notwithstanding  the  most 
Btringent  orders  to  the  contrary,  thus  largely  increasing  the  chances  of 
getting  obstructions  in  the  bore  and  ruining  the  arm,  is  conclusive  to  my 
mind  that  no  provision  should  be  made  for  fixing  the  knife  on  the  muzzle 
as  a  bayonet. 

I  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  bayonet  he  aholUlied,  and  that 
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<i  knife  be  provided  for  intrenching,  cutting,  and  the  many  purpoeee  to 
which  the  sohiier  can  apply  it. 

6ABER. 

The  Board  recommends  *'  its  retention  in  the  service,  and  that  its  edge 
he  sharpened/'  etc. 

In  the  letter  of  the  General  of  the  Army,  above  quoteil,  he  said  :  "I 
would  dispense  with  the  present  cartridge-box,  belts,  and  sabers,  and  all 
plates,"  etc.;  ''with  breech- loading  arms  the  'bold  sabreur'  must  disap- 
pear," etc.  '^Even  a  charge,  when  possible,  will  do  more  execution  by 
the  momentum  of  the  horse  and  the  use  of  the  revolver  than  with  the 
saber."'  The  Lieutenant  General  in  his  reply,  also  quoted  above,  remarked 
that  the  cavalryman  wants  ''a  good  horse,  a  good  rifle.''  "Then  agooil 
revolving  pistol,  and  a  knife  similar  to  the  model  inclosed." 

As  indicated  in  my  reply  to  the  bayonet  recommendation  of  the  Board, 
and  supported  by  these  decided  expressions  of  the  General  and  Lieuten- 
ant General,  I  adhere  to  the  opinion  stated  in  my  letter  of  January  ^, 
1^78,  r«ferre<l  to,  and  recommend  that  the  saber  be  abolished. 

OFFICEU'S  8 WORD  AND  SABER. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  say  that  in  the  equipment  of  offi/cers  & 
useless  and  most  inconvenient  weapon  like  the  swonl  or  saber  ought  no 
longer  to  be  prescribetl.  I  respectfully  recf)mmen<l  that  they  be  abolished, 
and  that  in  their  stead  an  officer  shall  loear  a  revolver  attache<l  to  the 
waist-belt,  behind  the  right  hip,  even  on  occasions  of  mere  ceremony. 

MULTIBALL  AND  BUCKSHOT  CARTRIDGES. 

The  Board  ''is  so  much  impressed  with  the  value  of  this  kind  of  am- 
munition that  it  recommends  that  it  be  manufactui'ed  and  adapte<i  to  the 
army  revolver." 

Some  months  since  this  Department  issued  the  "muUiball  cartridge" 
for  use  in  the  rifle  and  carbine.  The  raports  from  the  field  thas  far  re- 
ceived are  unfavorable  to  its  adoption.  Out  of  thirty-one  reports,  twenty- 
seven  are  against  it  as  being  unreliable  even  at  short  ranges.  This  Depart- 
ment will  make  further  experiments  in  this  direction,  and  endeavor  to 
carry  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner  the  adaptation  of  the  multiball  or  back- 
shot  cartridge  to  the  revolver. 

THE  LEB  MAGAZINE  GUN. 

The  Board  speaks  in  commendation  of  the  Lee  gun  without  making 
any  recommendation.  This  gun  has,  on  the  application  of  the  inventor, 
been  ordered  to  be  tested  at  the  National  Armory,  where  a  more  exhaust- 
ive trial  of  its  merits  will  be  made  than  was  possible  in  the  limited  time 
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and  with  the  lack  of  facilities  at  the  commaud  of  the  Board.     A  report 
will  be  made  of  the  results  of  the  trial. 

SADDLE. 

The  Board  recominends  the  Whitman  tree  for  adoption,  to  replace  the 
McCIellau.  As  this  action  is  hase^l  on  'Uhe  opinions  of  a  great  number 
of  officers,"  etc.,  and  the  Board  is  ''quite  confident  that  it  will  meet  with 
geueral  favor  in  the  Array,"  its  recommendation  deserves  con.sideration. 

The  adoption  of  the  Whitman  tree  is  not,  however,  recommended, — 
l8t,  because  no  reports  condemning  the  McClellan  saddle  have  reached 
this  office ;  2d,  because  this  Department  has  on  hand  42,000  neie  McCIel- 
lau saddles,  lef^  from  the  war  supplies.  Nothing  short  of  the  utter  con- 
demnation of  the  McClellan  saddle  would  justify  the  Government  in  mak- 
iDg  such  a  change  at  such  great  loss  to  the  Treasury.  There  is  no  objec- 
tion to  the  issue  of  a  limited  number  of  the  Whitman  for  trial  whenever 
fands  are  available  for  the  purpose. 

HALTKR   BRIDLE. 

Tlie  Board  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  Whitman  halter  bridle  and 
curb  bit.  There  are  71,000  new  curb  bridles  on  hand,  \et\  over  from  the 
war,  and,  for  the  reascms  given  above  in  case  of  the  saddle,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  halter  bridle  be  not  adopted,  but  that  when  funds  are 
available  a  limitwl  number  of  the»e,  or  of  the  modified  form  suggested  by 
the  Hoard,  be  provided  and  sent  into  the  field  for  trial. 

INFANTRY   EQUIPMENTS. 

The  Boanl  recommends  that  one  hundred  sted  yokes  and  clothing-bags 
be  made  and  issued  for  trial,  which  is  approved. 

Cartridge-box  and  Cartridge  Belt. — The  Board  recommends  Sergeant 
linger 's  cartridge  beU  with  double  fiap^  for  use  in  the  field,  to  carry  a  total 
of  one  hundred  rounds  if  required.  It  also  recommends  the  retention  of 
the  McKeever  cartridge-box  for  garrison  duty. 

It  ia  proper  to  state  that  the  Infantry  Boai*d  of  1874  recommended  the 
McKeever  box  for  adoption,  but  did  not  recommend  the  use  of  the  belt. 
Keports,  which  reached  this  office  subsequently,  showing  very  conclu- 
sively  that  the  soldier  did  not  use  the  cartridge-box  for  field  service,  but 
with  the  means  at  hand  improvised  a  cartridge  belt,  this  Department,  on 
its  own  responsibility,  made  and  issued  a  supply  of  belts  to  the  Ai*my, 
which,  it  is  believed,  have  given  satisfaction.  The  one  recommended  by 
this  Board  is,  no  doubt,  an  improvement,  and  $hould  be  adopted, 

I  do  not  see  the  necessity  for  the  retention  of  the  cartridge-box.  The 
soldier  should  be  habituated  to  the  constant  use  of  the  cartridge  belt, 
which  is  to  be  his  dependence  when  he  takes  the  field.    Without  consid-

The  Board  r«H.Mimmendi<  that  wheels  "combining  the  Latnliert  Mh^es 
and  the  Sti^rrick  huli"  be  tcs*te4l  by  the  Ordnance  and  Quartermaster's 
DepartmcntH.  Am  lhi»  Department  has  all  the  wlieeU  that  it  will  proba- 
bly need  for  many  yearn,  when,  in  all  probability,  invention  in  that  direc- 
tion will  have  wttb'd  cm  something  even  belter  than  this,  the  trial  at 
prenent  of  thitt  cond)ination  by  the  Ordnance  Department  is  not  n*ooni- 

mended. 

TABLE   CUTLERY. 

Thft  cutlery  now  iM.nued  to  the  Army  m  cheap  and  made  of  !*olid  metal 
and  no  change  in  this  repjject  is  recommended. 

I  approve  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  respecting  rar&wi /ocjw, 
Hartman*s  carbine  socket,  hair  cinrhas,  gaddU-bar/s,  gaddh-cloths,  iide  linn, 
lariats,  curry-combs^  holsters,  and  three-tongued  buckles. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  stirrups,  vateringhri- 

dies,  spurs,  and  canteens  are  disapproved,  there  being  f>n  hand,  left  fi^oni 

the  war,  the  following  number:  5^3,000  stirrups.  19,000  watering  bridles. 

92,000  spurs  and  straps,  267.000  canteens.     These  supplies  ought  to  be 

used  up  before  others  are  provided.

$525,670.64,  making  the  next  necessary  appropriation  $1,425,670.64.

Sir: 

I  now  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  voluminous  proceedings  of 
the  Equipment  Board,  assembled  in  this  city  on  the  16th  of  December, 
1878.  by  virtue  of  Special  Orders  No.  244,  of  November  H^  1878,  and 
Special  Ordera  No.  266,  of  December  11,  1878. 

The  Board  was  composed  of  five  officers,  selected  by  reason  of  their 
special  fitness  and  their  large  experience  with  the  wants  of  tl»e  trdopa  in 
actual  service  on  the  plains  and  in  the  mountains  of  the  interior  of  the 
continent,  viz:  Colonel  N.  A.  Miles,  FifUi  Jufuntry  ;  Colonel  R.  S. 
Mackenzie,  Fourth  Cavalry  ;  Lieutenant  Colonel  H.  A.  Morrow,  Thir- 
teenth Infantry ;  Major  G.  B.  Sanfonl,  First  Cavalry,  and  Captain  D. 
\V.  Beiihara,  Seventh  Infantrv. 

The  B(»anl  had  also  the  advantage  of  the  special  expewence  and  tituesn 
<jf  their  Kecurder,  Captain  J.  P.  Sanger,  First  Arlillerj*. 

G.  O  76-3 
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The  Board  Bat  continuously  from  its  organization  till  tbe  Ifit  of  April, 
1879,  when  it  wajs  dissolved  because  the  services  of  these  officers  were 
necessary  with  their  respective  commands  in  the  Reld. 

Tlieir  report  is  verj  full  and  complete,  has  been  submitted  to  tbe  in- 
spection of  the  Chief  of  Onlnance  and  Quartermaster  General,  whose 
opinions  thereof  are  shown  by  their  letters  of  May  3,  1879,  and  of  July 
12,  lb79,  herewith  ;  and  it  only  remains  for  me  to  add  such  further  com- 
ments as  appear  necessary.  The  objections  raised  by  the  Quartermaster 
General  to  the  adoption  of  the  many  changes  recommended  by  this  Board 
are  very  eeriou8,  viz :  that  they  would  impose  on  his  department  the 
expenditure  during  the  fiscal  year  for  army  equipments  the  sum  of 
$1,425,()70.64,  whereas  ("ongi'csfi  has  only  appropriated  for  this  purpose 
$900,000,  thus  creating  a  deficiency  of  $;>2j,670.64. 

Again,  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  reports  as  on  hand  for  issue  42,000  new 
McClellan  saddles,  enough  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  present  Army  for 
ten  years. 

Nevertheless,  it  seems  to  me  some  of  the  changes  recommended  by 
this  Board  may  be  made  at  once  without  loss  to  the  Government  and  vet 
add  to  the  general  efficiency  of  the  Army,  whilnt  others  can  be  "  ap- 
proved" and  the  changes  can  afterward  be  made  gradually  as  the  exist- 
ing stores  on  hand  are  consumed. 

I  will,  therefore,  review  the  whole  report,  item  by  item,  with  specific 
recommendations  in  each  case. 

The  Board  makes  62  distinct  recommendations. 

SMALL  ARMS. 

1.  That  the  Rice  intrenching  knife-bayonet  be  adopted;  those  sup- 
plied the  sergeants  to  have  a  saw-back. 

Duapprowd. 

2.  That  the  edge  of  the  saber  be  sharpened  and  a  scabbard  suited  to 
it  supplied.  The  saber  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of  its  being  at- 
tached to  the  left  side  of  the  saddle. 

Approved, 

3.  The  adoption  of  the  multiball  or  buckshot  cartridge. 
Approved. 

4.  The  adoption  of  the  Lee  magazine  rifle. 
Approved  for  experiment. 

CAVALRY  EQUIPMENTS. 

5.  The  adoption  of  the  Whitman  saddle,  some  witli  horns  and  some 
without. 

Recommend  t'te  adoption  for  experiment ^  and  for  general  lue  tehen  ike 
present  stock  of  " McCUllan't"  is  reduced  below  20,000. 
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6.  That  the  carbine  Bocket  be  retained  but  changed  to  the  form  pre- 
pared by  Sergeant  Hartman,  First  Cavalrj,  with  a  carbine  loop  attached 
to  the  pommel  of  the  saddle. 

Approved. 

7.  That  the  carbine  sling  and  swivel  be  retained  for  use  when  dis- 
mounted. 

Approved. 

8.  The  adoption  of  the  hair  girth  with  the  cincha-strap  fastening. 
Approved. 

9.  The  stiiTup  hoods  to  be  dispensed  with. 
Approved. 

10.  That  the  dimensions  of  the  stirrup  be  increased. 
Approved. 

11.  The  adoption  of  the  Whitman  halter  bridle.  If  the  cost  of  the 
patented  parts  makes  the  bridle  too  expensive,  then  a  modification  which 
will  avoid  tl^. 

Approved. 

12.  The  adoption,  in  a  modiiied  form,  of  the  California  saddle-bags 
in  place  of  those  now  in  use. 

Approved. 

13.  The  retention  of  the  halter  now  used. 
Approved. 

14.  A  new  watering  bridle  according  to  a  pattern  submitted. 
Approved. 

15.  A  saddle-cloth,  of  present  form  but  increased  dimensions,  of  ma- 
terial  according  to  sample  deposited. 

Approved. 

16.  Side-lines  as  devised  by  Captains  Butler  and  Vamey,  of  the  Ord- 
nance Department. 

Approved. 

17.  Lariats  of  cable- laid  manilla,  as  described  in  report. 
Approved. 

18.  The  curry-comb  with  handle  on  the  back. 
Approved, 

19.  Spurs  and  stiaps  of  pattern  designed  by  Major  Anson  Mills,  Tenth 
Cavalry. 

Approved. 

20.  The  McKeever  cartridge-box  tor  use  in  garrison,  and  the  double 
cartridge-belt  for  use  in  the  field. 

Approved. 
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21.  The  pistol  holater  of  present  pattern  without  the  swivel  attach- 
ment. 

Approved, 

22.  That  all  other  a,^icle8  of  the  trooper's  equipment  remain  as  at 
present. 

Approved, 

OFFICBR8'  HOR8V  EQUIPMENTS. 

23.  The  saddle  to  be  essentially  the  same  as  that  for  enlisted  men. 
Approved. 

24.  The  bridle  according  to  a  pattern  submitted. 
Approved. 

INFANTRY  EQUIPMENTS. 

25.  That  a  hundred  knapsacks  upon  the  "joke  system/'  with  Ban- 
ner's clothing-bag  attaclied,  be  made  for  use  in  practical  experiments. 

Approved. 

26.  Tlie  McKeever  cartridge-box  for  use  in  garrison,  and  the  belt  of 
pattern  submitted  by  First  Sergeant  J.  F.  linger,  Fifth  Infantry,  for  us« 
in  the  field. 

Approved, 

27.  The  adoption  of  the  method  devised  by  Major  Anson  Mills,  TenUi 
Cavalry,  for  wearing  the  looped  cartridge  belt. 

Approved. 

28.  That  no  other  change  be  made  in  the  present  Infantry  equipments, 
though  a  lighter  canteen  would  be  desirable. 

Approve. 

29.  As  provided  above,  the  weight  to  be  carried  by  the  Infantry  soldier 
with  fifty  rounds  of  ammunition  would  be  44  pounds  2  ounces,  or  by  dis- 
pensing with  the  clothing-bag  and  yoke  or  knapsack  would  be  41  pounda 
14  ounces. 

Approved. 

CLOTHING  AND  UNIFORM. 

30.  The  Schofield  ulster  overcoat,  according  to  specifications  and 
plates. 

Disapproved, 

31.  That  the  capes  of  the  soldier's  overcoat  be  lined  with  flannel  of  the 
color  of  the  facings  of  the  corps. 

Approved, 
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39.  The  a<1opiion  of  a  canvas  overcoat  lined  with  cloth  for  iasue  to 
troops  in  extremeljr  cold  and  wet  climates. 

Approved. 

33.  A  rearrangement  of  the  ornaments  on  the  sleeves  and  collar  of  the 
dress  coat,  according  to  plates. 

ZHsappraved. — Changes  in  uniform  should  be  very  rare,  because  the 
ornaments  are  solely  designed  to  indicate  the  corps  and  rank  of  the  wearer. 
The  uniform  worn  during  the  civil  war  became  familiar  to  every  man, 
woman, and  child  in  the  country,  and  should  never  have  been  changed; 
and  if  any  change  is  now  to  be  attempted  it  should  be  back  toward  that 
then  worn  and  made  historic. 

The  sleeve  ornaments,  except  soldier's  chevrons,  might  be  removed  at 
once  without  cost  or  detriment,  as  superfluous.  No  collar  ornaments  are 
advisable  at  all.  The  shoulder-strap  is  distinctive,  and  should  remain 
unchanged  and  alwaya  worn.  I  further  prefer  that  '*  Captains  and  under" 
should  wear  the  single-breasted  coat,  '' Majors  and  over''  the  double- 
breasted  ;  but  as  this  change  was  made  against  my  advice  I  will  not 
renew  it. 

The  shoulder-strap  as  now  universally  understood  shows  the  rank  and 
corps  of  the  wearer  and  should  remain  unchanged.  Brevet  rank  might 
be  indicated  by  a  badge,  worn  w^hen  exercising  brevet  rank  and  removed 
when  the  lineal  or  exact  rank  only  is  claimed. 

31.  That  the  dress  coats  for  enlisted  men  be  made  one  inch  longer  in 
the  waist  than  at  present  for  all  sizes. 

Approved. 

35  That  shoulder-straps  on  the  officer's  sack  coat  be  abolished ;  that 
the  sleeves  be  ornamented  with  black  silk  braid,  and  that  the  insignia  of 
jrank  be  worn  on  each  end  of  the  collar. 

Disapproved. — ^The  shoulder-strap  should  never  be  omitted  on  any  kind 
of  ''uniform."    Collar  ornaments  are  historically  offensive. 

36.  That  the  color  of  pantaloons  of  all  commissioned  officers  be  dark 
blue. 

Ditapproved, — Officers  in  line  of  battle  should  have  the  same  color  of 
pantaloons  as  the  troops.  Especially  should  this  be  so  when  the  troops 
-wear  white  pants,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets. 

37.  That  the  facings  of  the  Cavalry  be  orange,  the  Infantry  white,  and 
the  Signal  Corps  yellow. 

DUapproved. — ^The  present  ''facings"  of  all  the  arms  of  service  are 
now  well  understood  and  are  sufficiently  distinctive. 
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38.  The  adoption  of  helmets  of  pattern  submitted  for  all  persons  in  the 
line  of  the  Army. 

Dtaapproved. — The  present  uniforms  are  good  enough — ^helmets  for 
mounted  tr<H)p8,  hats  for  foot  troops. 

39.  A  Hummt^r  uniform  for  all  officei's  and  euliste<l  men,  to  consist  of  a 
white  cork  helmet,  a  white  sack  coat  and  pantaloons. 

Diiapproved.—l  prefer  that  commanding  officers  of  posts  be  authorised 
to  allow,  in  hot  weather,  their  officers  and  men  to  buy  white  pants,  using 
their  present  uniform  blue  flannel  sack  coat  and  a  straw  hat.  These  can 
be  universally  procured  at  cheap  rates. 

40.  Brown  canvas  It^ggings. 

Ditapproved. — It  is  belter  for  troops  to  ^iprovtse  these  out  of  old  can- 
vas and  tents  than  to  make  them  an  article  of  manufacture  and  issue  by 
the  quartermaster. 

41.  8hoes  of  a  prescribed  pattern. 

Recommeniled  for  manufacture  at  the  Leavenworth  prison  and  experi- 
mental trial  by  marching  ti*oops.  There  is  no  article  of  drees  so  Taluable 
and  material  to  the  soldier  as  the  shoe  or  boot,  and  it  is  not  deemed  wise 
to  prescribe  any  fixed  pattenis,  but  to  allow  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment to  manufacture  the  shoes  for  the  Army  of  the  very  best  materials 
and  of  the  best  patterns  possible,  almost  regardless  of  cost.  There  is  no 
necessity  of  adop*  ing  any  shoe  as  uniform.  Soldiers  should  be  permitted 
to  buy  any  kind  of  shoe  they  please  with  their  own  money. 

42.  Boots  of  pattern  prescribed. 
Same  remarks  as  for  ''shoes." 

43.  Two  grades  of  under-clothing,  to  suit  varied  climates. 
Approved  as  to  shirts  and  socks,  but  not  as  to  drawers. 

44.  Substitution  of  blue  flannel  shirts  for  the  gray  ones  now  in  use. 
Approved, 

45.  Changes  in  the  patterns  of  under-clothing. 
Approved. 

46.  Changes  recommended  in  the  allowance  of  clothing. 

This  is  already  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  who 
must  be  guided  by  the  annual  appropriation  bill. 

47.  That  coats  and  pantaloons  be  issued  "cut  and  made  up,"  or  "cut 
and  unmade,"  as  called  for  by  the  requisitions. 

This  is  already  done,  and  can  be  increased  in  practice  if  the  experience 
of  the  Clothing  Bureau  warrants  it.  It  is  a  question  of  economy 
alone. 
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CAMP  EQUIPAGE. 

i8s  The  adoption  of  the  Doane  Centennial  tent  in  addition  to  those 
now  in  use.

49.  That  the  present  shelter  tent  be  lengthened  one  foot.

53.  The  issue  of  targets  by  the  Ordnance  Department. 
Habitually  the  troops  can  prepare  their  own  targets  at  little  or  no  cost, 

but  there  are  places  where  rtiaterials  cannot  be  had.  A  limited  number 
of  targets  might  be  deposited  by  the  Ordnance  Department  at  the  depots, 
subject  to  the  orders  of  department  commanders,  increasing  or  diminish- 
ing the  number  according  to  experience  and  the  frmdn  available  for  such 
use. 

54.  That  prizes  be  awarded  the  best  marksmen. 
Approved,  provided  Confjresa  will  provide  the  means. 

OFFICERS'  EQUIPMENT. 

55.  That  there  be  issued  to  each  field  and  company  officer  a  case  con- 
taining a  map  of  the  military  department,  a  field-glass,  compass,  and 
revolver. 

This  is  impracticable.  There  is  no  appropriation  for  such  object,  how- 
ever desirable.  Officers  generally,  by  applying,  can  procure  copies  of 
all  maps  issued  by  the  Kngineer  Department,  and  a  small  supply  of  com- 
)>af(ee8  and  field-glasses  will  be  issued  to  ))ost8  from  time  to  time.  Every 
officer  should  procure  ai  his  own  expense  a  pocket  compass  and  a  re- 
volver, but  each  company  officer  will  be  allowed  to  draw  from  the  com- 
)iany  stores  a  revolver  and  belt,  to  be  returned  when  he  leaves  the  com- 
pany. 

56.  That  mounted  officers  of  Infantry  and  Artillery  wear  a  sword  of  the 
same  pattei*n  now  supplied  to  Cavalry  officers.

57.  That  a  combination  of  the  Lambert  felloes  and  the  Sterrick  bob 
be  tested  hy  the  Quartermaster's  and  Ordnance  Departments.

60.  The  adoption  of  a  system  of  whistle  calls  for  giving  signals  at  out- 
posts, bivouacs,  and  on  marches  in  close  proximity  to  the  enemy.

61.  The  table  cutlery  of  T.  S.  Stewart  for  trial  by  the  Ordnanct^  De- 
partment. 

Disapproved. 

62.  That  the  Quart ennaster^s  Department  be  instnicted  to  conduct  ex- 
periments with  the  process  of  Messrs.  Scott  &,  Bart  let  t  for  rendering 
clothing,  blankets,  &c.,  moth  and  water  proof,  and  cotton  and  linen  mil- 
dew pnM)f. 

Disapproved. 

I  have  thus  endeavored  to  expiess  my  judgment  on  every  point  touched 
by  the  Board,  many  of  which  lianlly  fell  inside  the  province  of  their  io- 
quiry.  But  in  the  Anuy ,  as  elsewhere,  changes  are  necestiary  and  inevit- 
able and  can  only  be  met  as  they  arit^e.  Fashiuui»,  too,  :ire  arbitrary  mid 
coni|)«'l  clianjfea  of  dret^s  and  equipment,  and  ilu»se  can  be  made  gradually. 
The  cliJiuges  wlucli  I  have  approved  can  be  made  gradtnilly  by  the  s«ev- 
eral  staff  bureaus,  with  due  regard  to  economy ;  and  by  publishing  the 
flill  rt'poit  of  the  Boartl,  with  Generals  B»- net's  and  Meij^s's  letters,  niA 
my  own  conelunione,  w  ith  such  decisions  thereon  us  you  may  stv  Ht  to 
make,  the  Army  can  prepaie  j*lowly  and  gradually  to  urake  the  ueci»f.-arv 
changes  without  exi>en8e  and  without  confusion.  The  old  pattern  arli<  l*-:' 
can  be  issued  till  i-xhausted,  and  the  new  ones  will  then  follow  naiiira!} 
and  without  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  Ignited  States,  or  of  the  offiiti* 
an<l  men  who  compose  the  Army.

II.. To  carry  out  the  recomme^idations  of  the  General  of  the  Army  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  indorsement  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the 
follovring  orders  and  instructions  are,  with  his  approval,  promulgated  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Army  : 

Ist.  Small  Arms. — No  immediate  change  is  practicable  in  the  musket, 
carbine,  and  pistol,  but  the  Ordnance  Department  is  ordered  to  continue 
to  experiment,  and  private  parties  are  requested  to  experiment  toward 
a  more  perfect  rifling  and  sighting  of  the  barrels;  adapting  to  the  usual 
musket  a  magazine  for  five  or  seven  extra  cartridges  in  the  breech; 
shaping  and  strengthening  the  present  ram  or  cleaning  rod  to  the  uses  of 
a  bayonet  or  foil  af^er  the  manner  of  Lieutenant  Zalinski,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  a  light  but  efficient  knife  or  trowel  for  digging  ground  or  other 
manifest  uses.     In  due  season  the  best  conclusions  will  be  reached. 

The  Ordnance  Department  will  also  cause  to  be  prepared  a  small  supply 
of  the  multiball  or  buckshot  cartridge  for  all  arms,  for  use  and  further 
trial,  and  the  saber  will  be  sharpened  before  issue  and  the  scabbard  modi- 
fied accordingly. 

2d.  Cavalry  Equipmentt, — As  the  supply  of  equipments  on  hand  be- 
comes reduced,  the  Ordnance  Department  will  conform  to  the  several 
recommendations  of  the  Board,  to  which  end  the  samples  selected  will  be 
deposited  with  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  in  Washington.  The  "  McKeever  " 
cartridge-box  will  be  habitually  worn  in  garrison,  and  the  "Unger''  belt 
for  field  service. 

3d.  Hone  EquifmienU. — Tlie  large  supply  on  hand  will  necessitate 
their  use  for  some  time  to  come ;  but  the  Whitman  saddle-tree  will  be  de- 
posited with  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  and  in  future  manufacture  will  be 
adopted  as  the  model,  'With  the  hair  girth  and  cincha- strap.  Bridle  accord- 
ing to  pattern. 

4th.  Infantry  Equipments, — No  material  change  at  present.    The  "Mc- 
Keever'' cartridge-box  will  be  habitually  worn   in  garrison,  and  the 
G.  O.  76—4 
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''linger"  belt  in  the  field.     Experiments  will  continue  in  the  direction 
of  the  Hagner  yoke  and  clothing  bag. 

5th.  Chtkinff  and  Uniform. — No  marked  change  in  existing  patterns 
will  now  be  sanctioned.  The  distinctive  colon  of  cloth  and  fiuniliar orna- 
ments to  distinguish  the  arm  of  service  and  the  rank  of  the  wearer  must 
not  be  altered.  The  linings  and  facings  of  the  overcoats  will  be  made 
to  conform  to  the  trimmings  of  the  uniform.  Helmets  will  be  worn  for 
all  mounted  troops  and  hats  for  foot  troops.  The  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment will  provide  a  reasonable  quantity  of  fur  coats  and  over^hoeSf 
and  of  the  canvas  overcoat  described  by  the  Board,  the  pattern  of  which 
will  be  deposited  with  the  Quartermaster  General;  for  issue  to  troops  in 
actual  service  at  the  extreme  northern  latitudes ;  and  in  extreme  southern 
latitudes  in  summer  commanding  officers  are  authorized  to  sanction,  on 
duty,  the  blue  flannel  sack  coat,  white  pants,  and  a  straw  hat ;  the  two 
latter  must  l>e  bought  out  of  the  pay  of  the  soldier  of  the  local  merchant 
or  trader.  Whenever  the  enlisted  men  wear  such  summer  clothing  the 
officers  must  in  like  manner  conform.  The  distinctive  shoulder-strap 
must  always  be  worn  on  duty.  After  January  1, 1880,  the  cuff  orna- 
ments prescribed  in  General  Orders  No.  92,  of  1872,  will  be  discontinued. 

6th.  Target  Practice. — l*he  Secretary  of  War  has  authorized  the  com- 
pilation by  Colonel  T.  T,  S.  Laidley,  of  the  Ordnance,  of  a  system  which 
will  embrace  all  instructions  on  this  subject,  with  much  additional  in- 
formation, which  will  in  a  short  time  be  published  for  the  use  of  the  Army. 
Every  possible  encouragement  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  extended 
to  officers  and  soldiers  to  attain  excellence  in  the  care  and  use  of  the 
rifle,  especially  to  become  skillful  marksmen,  and  to  this  end  command- 
ing officers  of  troops  at  posts,  in  the  field,  and  on  scouts  are  authorized 
to  extend  to  their  command  the  most  liberal  terms  as  to  hunting,  fishing, 
and  field  sports  generally. 

All  matters  herein  treated  of  which  are  not  ''ordered*'  will  be  con- 
strued as  advisory,  subject  to  future  orders  and  instructions.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  additional  ingtruc- 
tioDS  with  regard  to  the  examination  of  the  ejes  of  recruits  are  published 
for  the  guidance  of  Recruiting  and  Medical  Officers  and  Boards  of  Inspec- 
tion, in  lieu  of  the  paragraphs  headed  Myopia  and  Presbyopia  in  TripIer^B 
Manual  (pp.  46  and  47) : 

1.  Range  of  vinon  neeeuary  in  recruUt. — Hereafter  no  recruit  shall  be 
enlisted  who  cannot  see  well,  at  six  hundred  yards  distance,  a  black  cen- 
tre three  feet  in  diameter  on  a  white  ground.  This  test  will  be  made  by 
means  of  cards,  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Surgeon  Qeneral  of 
the  Army.  The  black  spots  on  the  cards  will  be  circular,  four-tenths  of 
an  inch  in  diameter,  and  the  r(K;ruit  must  be  able  to  count  them  with 
facility  at  twenty  feet  distance. 

2.  Anomalies  in  the  refra^^Hon  of  the  eye. — The  principal  anomalies  in 
the  refraction  of  the  eye  are  myopia,  hypermetropia,  and  astigmatism. 
These  anomalies,  if  unaccompanied  by  disease  of  the  eye,  are  not  to  be 
regarded  as  a  cause  for  the  rejection  of  a  recruit,  unless  they  impair  the 
vision  to  such  a  degree  as  to  prevent  him  from  counting  the  test-spots 
described  in  the  last  paragraph  at  the  distance  named. 

Myopia  (near-sightedness)  is  a  refractive  defect  of  the  eye  in  which 
parallel  rays  falling  upon  the  coniea  are  brought  to  a  focus  before  they 
reach  the  retina. 

Hypermetropia  (over-eightedness)  is  a  refractive  defect  of  the  eye  in 
which  parallel  rays  falling  upon  the  coniea  are  not  yet  brought  to  a  focus 
when  they  reach  the  retina. 

AsHgmiUUm  is  a  refractive  defect  in  which  when  parallel  rays  fall  upon 
the  cornea  they  are  not  brought  to  a  focus  in  the  same  plane  for  all  the  me- 
ridians of  the  eye.  The  character  and  approximately  the  degree  of  these 
defects  can  be  ascertained  by  tlie  spectacles  and  test-types  which  will  be 
i{«t(ued  for  this  purpose,  on  retjuisition  to  the  medical  officers,  by  the  Sur- 
geon General  of  the  Army. 

3.  Presbyopia  is  not  a  refractive  anomaly,  but  a  condition  due  to  a 
diminution  in  the  accommodation  of  the  eye,  resulting  from  advancing 
age.  Vision  for  distant  objects  remains  normal,  while  that  for  near 
objects  is  impaired.  This  defect  is  not  of  itself  a  cause  for  the  rejection 
of  a  recruit,  but  those  in  whom  it  exists  are  usually  over  age.  The  ex- 
istence of  the  defect  can  be  ascertained  by  the  test-types  referred  to  in  the 
last  pai*agraph. 


4.  Cdor-hlindnest, — At  the  principal  recruiting  depots  all  accepted 
recruita  wiU  be  examined  for  color-blindneaa  by  the  medical  officers  on 
duty.  Anj  defect  obeerved  will  be  noted  on  the  descriptive  list  of  the 
soldier,  but  will  not  of  itself  constitute  a  cause  of  rejection,  except  in  th« 
case  of  enlistments  for  the  Signal  Corps.  The  examination  for  this  defect 
will  be  made  hy  the  method  of  Holmgren.  Test-wools  for  the  purpoie, 
accompanied  with  printed  directions  for  their  use,  will  be  issued  to  the 
principal  recruiting  depots  bj  the  Surgeon  General.

With  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  followiDg  is  published 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Army : 

Excepting  when  otherwise  specially  provided  for  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  or  the  General  of  the  Army,  every  military  poet,  station,  and  com- 
mand in  the  Army  will  hereafter  be  inspected  at  least  once  every  year  by 
Division  or  Department  Inspectors,  under  the  direction  of  their  respective 
commanders. 

In  addition  to  these  inspections,  post,  station,  and  other  permanent 
commanders  will,  between  the  1st  and  5th  days  of  September  in  each 
year,  make  thorough  inspections  of  their  respective  commands,  and  for- 
ward reports  thereof,  through  the  proper  military  channels,  to  the  In- 
spector Qeneral's  Office,  at  the  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  as  required  by 
Paragraph  2,  General  Orders  No.  45,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  series  of 
1876,  so  as  to  reach  that  office  not  later  than  October  1st. 

The  reports  will  embrace  information  as  follows,  viz : 

1.  When  and  by  whom  the  post  was  last  inspected;  its  general  con- 
dition, defects,  and  remedies  suggested;  strength  of  the  garrison  and 
armament. 

2.  Whether  proper  attention  is  paid  to  drills;  extent  of  instruction 
and  efficiency  in  target  practice. 

3.  The  QuartennoiUr^t  Department:  Storehouses,  tents,  dec,  in  which 
stores  and  property  may  be  placed ;  when  unfit  in  what  respect.  Animals, 
whether  in  good  condition  and  well  cared  for;  whether  used  for  other 
than  authorized  purposes ;  the  number,  If  any,  unserviceable.  Forage, 
whether  according  to  contract.  Wagons  and  harness,  whether  in  good 
condition  for  service.  Wood,  whether  carefully  piled  and  protected; 
furnished  by  contract  or  cut  by  troops  from  reservations;  the  extent  of 
supply  on  such  reservations,  with  distance  of  haul,  &c.  Tools  and  ma- 
chinery, if  properly  cared  for  and  in  good  order.  Clothing,  camp  and 
garrison  equipage,  if  properly  packed  and  stored. 

4.  The  Subeistence  Department:  The  condition  of  storehouses,  tents, 
Ac,,  in  which  stores  and  property  may  be  placed ;  the  verification  of  the 
supplies  on  hand  when  practicable,  and  especially  when  the  annual  in- 
spection is  made ;  the  quality  of  the  stores  and  their  condition  for  Army 
uses;  whether  those  longest  on  hand  have  been  issued  first;  whether 
sales  have  been  made  for  the  benefit  of  enlisted  men  (through  the  com- 
manding officer),  under  Paragraph  1229,  Army  Regulations  of  1863; 
whether  there  are  any  bad  or  damaged  stores  on  hand,  specifying  the 
articles  and  quantities,  if  any,  and  the  cause  thereof;  the  condition  of 


CommiBsary  gtorehouses  in  respect  to  dryness  and  general  fitness  for  the 
purpose.  Whether  the  forage  and  subsistence  supplies  are  kept  aoder 
•entinels. 

6.  The  Ordnance  Department :  Of  all  relating  to  its  stores,  the  supply 
on  hand,  care  and  shelter  afforded. 

6.  The  Medical  Department:  Condition  of  hospitals;  supply  of  medical 
and  hospital  stores;  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  post,  including  bar- 
racks and  quarters. 

7.  In  general,  whether  the  public  buildings  and  property  are  proper! j 
secured  against  fire,  theft,  exposure,  and  damage. 

8.  Condition  of  barracks  and  quarters,  guard- house,  and  other  build- 
ings; whether  insufficient  in  capacity  or  requiring  repairs. 

9.  Police  of  the  post,  buildings,  and  grounds;  water  supply,  how  ob- 
tained and  if  sufficient;  conveniences  for  bathing;  kitchens,  whether 
ranges,  ovens,  and  cooking  facilities  are  in  good  order. 

10.  Post  schools,  condition  and  adaptability  of  the  building  used  for  the 
purpose,  and  attendance  and  interest  manifested  therein.  Post  garden, 
size  of  and  success  attained  in  cultivating. 

11.  The  general  di^pofiition  of  Indian  tribes  in  the  vicinity  of  frontier 
posts. 

The  reports  herein  required  from  commanders  of  posts,  &«.,  will  be 
prepared  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Inspector  General  of  the  Anuy, 
and  win  not  dispense  nor  interfere  with  those  of  the  Inspectors  or  Acting 
Inspectors  General,  but  will  furnish  the  data  and  information  called  for 
in  this  order. 

Officers  making  these  inspections  will  note  upon  their  reports  the  reme- 
dies, if  any,  that  have  been  applied  for  correcting  irregularities,  and  all 
superior  commanders  through  whose  offices  these  reports  have  to  paw 
will  endorse  their  acUon  thereon,  with  such  other  remarks  as  they  may 
deem  of  importance  for  the  information  of  the  General  of  the  Army.

By  direction  of  the  Secretaiy  of  War,  the  following  orders  are  published 
for  the  information  of  the  Army : 

I.. The  printed  "Course  of  Instruction  in  Rifle  Firing,"  prepared  by 
Colonel  T.  T.  S.  Laidley,  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  will  be  distributed 
to  the  Army,  and,  after  its  receipt,  will  be  the  approved  system  allowed 
in  the  service  for  the  instruction  of  the  Army  in  the  use  of  the  rifle. 

II.. Hereafter  the  Ordnance  Department  will  provide  the  necessary 
targets,  aiming  stands,  &.c.,  required,  to  permanent  posts  garrisoned  by 
more  than  one  company,  and  where  the  proper  ranges  can  be  had  with 
permanent  targets,  and  to  all  other  posts  with  temporary  targets.  The 
labor  and  expense  of  setting  them  up  and  preparing  the  sheltei's  for  the 
markers,  &c.,  will  be  borne  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

III.. Monthly  reports  of  all  flrings  at  targets  will  be  made  by  company 
commanders  to  Department  Headquarters,  through  regimental  headquar- 
ters, and  an  annual  consolidated  report  will  be  made  by  Department  Com- 
manders October  Ist,  of  each  year,  to  the  General  of  the  Army ;  the 
necessary  books  and  blanks  to  be  supplied  by  the  Ordnance  Department. 

I  v..  Bi-monthly  reports  upon  small-arm  ammunition  and  equipments, 
as  prescribed  by  War  Department  Orders  No.  92,  of  1874  (Ordnance 
Office  Forms  Nos.  28  and  29),  will  be  sent  by  company  commanders  direct 
by  mail  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance ;  duplicate  copies  being  furnished  to 
Department  Commanders  if  they  so  require. 

v.. Until  there  shall  be  provided  by  proper  legislation  a  system  of  re- 
wards involving  the  expenditure  of  money  to  encourage  good  marksman- 
ship, Department  Commanders  will  grant  such  indulgences  to  the  best 
marksmen  in  their  conmiands  as  they  may  think  proper.

Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5,  of  the  act  entitled  *'An  act  granting  lands  to 
the  State  of  Kansas  to  fud  in  the  construction  of  the  Kansas  and  Neosho 
Valley  Railroad  and  its  extension  to  Red  River"  (now  the  Missouri  River, 
Fort  Scott  and  Gulf  Railroad),  approved  July  25,  1666  (14  Stat.,  236), 
having  been  repealed  by  the  act  of  March  3, 1877(19  Stat.,  404),  and  the 
Missouri  River,  Fort  Scott  aild  Gulf  Railroad  Company  having  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  the  last-named  act,  and  being  no  longer  a  land- 
grant  railroad,  as  is  fully  shown  by  the  letter  from  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  OfHce  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  dated  January  31, 
1879  [copy  appended,  marked  A],  the  name  of  that  railroad  will  be 
stricken  from  the  list  of  land-grant  railroads  heretofore  published  in 
General  Orders,  and  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  all 
others  interested,  are  instructed  that  under  the  decision  of  the  Second 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  of  July  7,  1879,  payment  may  be  made  for 
all  transportation  furnished  by  said  railroad  company  from  and  after 
May  25, 1877.

Gknkral:  Rt'terring  to  your  letUr  of  September  22,  \^T,  requesting 
that  you  be  ititormeil  if  the  Kani<(us  and  NeoHhu  Valley  Itailroad  Compaoy, 
now  the  Missouri  River,  Fort  Scott  and  Gulf  Railroad  Company,  had 
complied  with  the  act  of  March  3,  1^77,  by  conveying  to  the  United 
States  all  unsold  lands  patented  to  it  under  the  act  of  July  iJ'),  186H,  and 
by  payment  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  of  the  amount  received 
from  lands  sold  by  said  company;  and  if  so,  whether  the  saiil  company's 
road  should  longer  be  treated  as  a  lauil-grant  railroad,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions of  section  3  of  the  said  act  of  Jidy  5^5,  1866,  or  from  what  date 
said  i'nilro:ul  ceased  to  be  a  laud-grant  road,  subject  to  the  said  conditions ; 
and  which  letter  has  remained  unanswered  for  the  reason  that,  as  you 
were  verbally  informed,  the  status  of  the  grant  was  in  process  of  settle- 
ment at  the  time  of  its  receipt,  I  have  to  state — 

Fii-st.  The  company  on  May  25,  1877,  filed  with  the  Honorable  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  its  written  acceptance  of  the  terms,  conditions,  and 
impositions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  lb77,  with  a  deed  reconveying  to  the 
United  States  all  the  unsold  lands  which  liad  been  patetited  to  it. 

Secoiul.  The  company  on  August  29,  1877,  deposited  with  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States,  as  evidenced  by  his  certificate  of  that  date,  on 
Hie,  the  full  amount  of  money  receive<l  on  account  of  lands  sold  by  the 
company,  as  fully  shown  by  the  papers  filed  in  the  premises. 

Under  date  July  3,  1878,  the  Secretary  returned  to  this  office  certain 
papers  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  reciting  that  it  appearing  that  the 
company  had,  in  1869,  executed  a  certain  mortgage  purporting  to  embrace 
the  lands  enuring  to  it  under  its  grant,  winch  mortgage  remained  unsatis- 
fied, he  had  declined  to  certify  that  the  company  had  complied  with  the 
law;  that  he  sulwequently  submitted  the  question  to  the  Honorable  At- 
torney General,  "  Is  the  mortgage  executed  by  the  said  company  as  afore- 
said now  a  lien,  legal  or  eijuitahle,  upon  the  lauds  granted  to  the  State  of 


Kan^UH  for  it  by  the  act  of  July  25,  18661"    Tlie  Secretary  further 
said: 

"  I  herewith  traiismit  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  let  instant,  in  wliich  lie  holds  in  substance  as  follows :  First,  that 
said  mortgage  did  not  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  lands  enuring  to  said 
company  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  July  25,  1866,  which  were  unpatented; 
second,  that  it  did  constitute  a  lien  upon  all  lands  enuring  to  sud  company, 
under  said  act,  which  hatl  been  patented  prior  to  March  3,  1877. 

''  Pending  the  consideration,  however,  of  the  question  as  submitted  to 
him,  a  deed  executed  by  George  H.  Nettletou,  receiver  of  said  company, 
and  executed  in  pursuance  of  a  decree  made  by  the  United  States  circuit 
court  for  the  district  of  Kansas,  in  equity,  dated  May  27,  1878,  in  a  cast- 
entitled  Nathaniel  Thayer,  et  a/.,  complainants,  vs.  The  Missouri  River. 
Fort  Scott  and  Gulf  Riiilroad  Company,  defendant,  quitclaiming  and  re 
leasing  to  the  United  States  all  right,  title,  and  interest  which  said  com- 
pany had  in  or  to  the  lands  therein  det^cribed. 

"In  relation  to  the  effect  of  this  deed  the  Attorney  General  states:  'The 
above  oitler  having  been  regularly  issueil,  by  consent  of  both  parties,  in 
the  United  Stat**s  circuit  court  for  Kansas,  which  it  seems  to  me  hatl  jari»- 
diction  of  the  matter,  and  both  parties,  or  their  legal  representatives, 
having  ]n'(>))er]y  appeared  in  the  case,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  etfect 
of  such  proceedings  would  be  to  enable  the  receiver  thus  apjKiinted  l" 
execute  and  deliver  a  quitclaim  deed  to  the  United  States  which  wwild 
relen>*e  the  lien  ci'ealed  by  the  mortgage  which  had  theretofore  been  exe- 
cuted by  said  company,  and  the  validity  of  which  lien,  to  a  certain  extent. 
I  have  liei'etofore  recognized  in  the  early  ))art  of  this  opinion  ' 

"Concurring  in  the  views  thus  expressed  by  the  Attorney  General  as 
to  the  effect  of  said  deed,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  said  company  has  now 
fully  complied  with  the  terms,  conditions,  and  impositions  of  the  act  of 
Muix'h  3,  1877,  and  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  showing  that  fact." 

Upon  the  authority  thus  given  by  the  Secretary,  this  office  has  uotetl 
upon  the  records  the  fiujt  of  the  reconveyance  by  the  company  of  the  till** 
to  the  various  tracts  heretofore  patented  to  it  and  remaining  unsold,  and 
.the  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  grant  undisposed  Nif  have  been  desig- 
nated for  restoration  to  homestead  entry,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of 
March  3,  1877. 

Concerning  the  date  on  which  the  company's  road  censetl  to  be«  land- 
grant  railroad,  and  subsequent  to  which  the  company  should  not  be  con- 
sidered as  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  3d  section  of  the  act  of  July 
25, 18t)(),  this  office  is  governed  by  a  ruling  of  the  Secretaiy  of  the  Interior, 


contained  in  a  communication  dated  July  2, 1878,  addressed  to  Hon.  D.  M. 
Key,  Postmaster  General,  in  reference  to  a  claim  of  the  company  for  com- 
pensation for  carrying  the  United  States  mails  since  March  3, 1877.  After 
reviewing  the  proceedings  in  reference  to  its  land  grant,  the  Secretary 
said: 

''As  before  stated,  the  acceptance  of  said  company,  in  writing,  of  the 
terms,  conditions,  and  impositions  of  said  act,  under  the  corporate  seal  of 
said  company,  together  with  the  deed  or  deeds  mentioned,  were  filed  in 
this  Department  on  the  25th  day  of  May,  1877,  and  although  the  act  in 
express  terms  repeals  the  first  five  sections  of  the  act  of  July  25,  1866, 
which  sections  provided  for  the  carrying  of  mails,  transportation  of  troops 
and  Government  supplies,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  day  on  which  said 
acceptance  and  deeds  were  filed  in  this  Department,  May  25, 1877,  should 
be  taken  and  held  to  be  the  date  of  the  company's  compliance  with  the 
terms  of  said  act.  The  further  steps  to  be  taken  by  said  company,  as 
provided  in  section  5,  were  supplementary  in  character,  although  neces- 
sary to  the  complete  reluiquishment  to  the  Government  of  all  rights  and 
interest  which  the  company  had  in  the  lands  and  the  proceeds  arising  from 
sales  already  made  and  enuring  to  it  under  the  act  of  July  25,  1866."

of  the  Army,  was  tried,  and  to  annul  and  set  aside  the  findings  and  sentence  of  said 
court-martial,  approved  by  the  President,  August  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  &nd 
sixty-four,  and  published  in  general  court-martial  orders  numbered  two  hundred  and 
flfty-one,  dated  War  Itopartment,  Ac^utant-General's  OCBce,  Washington,  August  twen- 
tieth, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  if,  after  such  review,  he  shall  deem  it  right  and 
proper  so  to  do.

I..  All  officers  of  the  Army  who  shall  make  deposits  of  Army  funds  to 
the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  will  file  with  the  original 
certificate  of  deposit  (to  be  forwarde<l  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
in  compliance  with  existing  orders)  a  statement  showing  distinctly  from 
what  source  the  money  was  derived,  that  is  to  say: 

1st.  If  a  balance  of  funds  for  disbursement,  it  should  be  so  stated,  and 
the  appropriation  and  fiscal  year  correctly  named. 

2d.  If  a  refundment  of  an  overpayment,  it  should  be  stated  when,  by 
whom,  and  definitely  upon  what  money  voucher  the  said  overpayment  was 
made. 

3d.  If  from  stoppages  on  pay-rolls  on  account  of  loss,  damage,  &rC., 
of  property  by  employes,  or  of  sales  to  them,  for  which  property  the 
depositing  oflScer  is  himself  responsible,  the  character  of  the  property 
should  be  mentioned,  the  date  of  loss,  «&c.,  given,  and  a  reference  made, 
as  definite  as  practicable,  to  the  officer's  property  voucher  accounting  for 
the  stores  involved. 

4th.  If  from  stoppages  on  account  of  loss,  damage,  sale,  &c.,  of  prop- 
erty for  which  some  other  than  the  depositing  officer  is  responsible,  the 
name  of  the  responsible  officer  should  be  given,  together  with  a  list  of  the 
persons  from  whom  deductions  were  made,  stating  the  character  of  the 
property  and  the  amount  deducted  in  each  individual  case. 

II.. In  like  manner,  deposits  of  funds  received  from  other  collections, 
from  sales  of  supplies  to  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Army,  or  on  account 
of  losses,  forfeitures,  &c.,  will  be  specifically  and  fully  explaiue<l. 

III.. A  disbursing  officer  of  one  staff  department  or  bureau  making 
stoppagf^  from  pay-rolls  and  vouchers  on  account  of  the  funds  or  prop- 
erty of  another  staff  department  or  bureau,  will,  in  the  absence  of  special 
instructions  to  the  contrary,  deposit  the  funds  so  received,  and  not  leave 
them  to  he  transferred  upon  settlement  of  his  accounts  at  the  Treasury. 


I  v..  Deposits  of  proceeds  of  sales  of  public  property  will  be  governed 
by  circular  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  of  April  12,  1873. 

v.. Nothing  in  this  order  contained  will  be  construed  to  affect  the 
present  system  of  deposits  of  collections  by  Paymasters  of  the  Army.

The  death  of  Major  General  Joteph  Hooker,  U.  S.  Army,  retired,  which 
took  place  at  Garden  City,  Long  Island,  on  the  3l8t  ultimo,  is  announced 
to  the  Army. 

In  announcing  the  decease  of  this  gallant  veteran,  honored  with  thanks 
of  Congress  for  ''  skill,  energy,  and  endurance,"  the  General  takes  occa- 
sion to  recall  to  the  memory  ot  the  Army  the  distinguished  services  ren- 
dered by  Genei'al  Hooker  through  the  war  with  Mexico,  as  well  as  in  the 
late  war.  His  gallantry  in  the  former  gave  promise  of  that  superior 
courage,  vigor,  and  skill  in  action  which  has  since  characterized  him. 

It  is  not  necessary  here  to  narrate  his  achievements ;  they  are  matters 
ot  familiar  history,  and  his  soldierly  deeds  may  well  excite  the  admiration 
and  emulation  of  bis  surviving  comrades. 

In  honor  to  bis  memory,  the  Commanding  General  Military  Division  of 
the  Atlantic  will  cause  minute-guns  to  be  fired  at  Fort  Columbus  and  the 
flag  to  be  displayed  at  half-staff  during  the  funeral  ceremonies  in  New 
York  City.  The  like  honors  will  be  paid  at  Newport  Barracks,  Kentucky, 
on  the  day  of  interment  in  Cincinnati.  The  officers  of  the  retired  list  are 
requested  to  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for  thirty  days.

Section  II,  page  3,  last  line,  and  page  4,  first  two  lines,  strike  out  the 
'words  "AdvertiDing  in  newspapers  is  to  be  done  when  there  is  sufficient 
time,  as  in  annual  contracts,  &c."  and  substitute,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Advertising,  whether  in  newspapers  or  by  posters  or  circulars,  contem- 
plates public  notice,  and,  under  the  law,  is  to  be  followed  by  an  opening 
of  bids  at  which  all  competitors  have  the  light  to  be  present. 

Advertising  in  newspapers  is  to  be  done  when  there  is  sufficient  time; 
but  when  such  advertising  is  done  it  must  come  under  the  rules  growing 
out  of  section  3828,  Revised  Statutes. 

In  all  cases  where  there  has  not  been  public  notice  and  an  opening  of 
bids,  as  provided  in  section  3710  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  officer 
ordering  the  purchase  must  transmit  with  the  contract  or  the  account 
his  certificate  to  the  efl^ect  that  a  public  exigency  requii'ed  immediate 
delivery.

Ssc.  1225.  The  President  may,  upon  the  application  of  any  estAbllshed  college  or 
nnlTersity  within  the  United  States,  having  capacity  to  edacate,  at  the  same  time,  not 
leas  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  male  students,  detail  an  officer  of  the  Army  to  act  as 
president,  superintendent,  or  proferaor  thereof;  but  the  number  of  officers  so  detailed 
shall  not  exceed  *  *  *  [thirty]  at  any  time,  and  they  shall  be  ap])ortioned  throughout 
the  United  States,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  according  to  population.  Officers 
so  detailed  shall  be  goTerned  by  general  rules  prescribed,  from  time  to  time,  by  tlic 
President. '  The  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to  issue  at  his  discretion  and  under 
proper  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  him,  out  of  any  smali-armb  or  piecos  of  field- 
artillery  belonging  to  the  Government  and  which  can  be  spared  for  that  purpose,  Hurh 
number  of  the  same  as  may  appear  to  be  required  for  military  instruction  and  practice 
by  the  students  of  any  college  or  university  under  the  provisions  of  this  section;  and 
the  Secretary  shall  require  a  bond  in  each  case,  in  double  the  value  of  the  proi)erty, 
for  the  care  and  safe-keeping  thereof,  and  for  the  return  of  the  same  when  required. 

Sec.  1260.  Any  retired  officer  may,  on  his  own  application,  be  detailed  to  serve  as 
professor  in  any  college.  [But  while  so  serving,  such  officer  shall  be  allowed  no  a<ldi- 
tional  compensation.] 

I.  .Tlie  following  regulations,  in  regard  to  detail  of  officera  of  the  Array 
at  established  colleges  and  univeraities  within  the  United  States,  are  pre- 
scribed by  the  President,  under  the  above  lawH  : 

1.  Details  ''shall  be  apportioned  throughout  the  Unitnl  States  as 
nearly  as  may  be  practicable  according  to  population;"  such  States  as  do 
not  contain  sufficient  population  to  entitle  them  to  one  officer  will  be 
grouped  with  one  or  more  contiguous  Stales  or  Territories,  so  that  the 
combined  population  of  the  group  will  allow  the  detail  of  one  or  more 
officers,  to  the  extent  of  thirty  officersf  in  all. 

2.  As  a  rule.  Captains  of  companies,  regimental  staff  officers,  or  officers 
^vho  have  served  less  than  three  years  with  their  regiments  or  corps,  or 
who  have  recently  completed  a  tour  of  detached  duty,  will  not  be  eligible. 
No  details  will  be  made  that  will  leave  a  battery,  troop,  or  company  with- 
out two  officers  for  duty  with  it.  The  period  of  detail  will  not  be  longer 
than  three  years. 

3.  Retired  officers,  if  acceptable  to  any  institution,  may,  on  their  own 
request,  be  detfdled  on  this  duty  among  the  thirty  authorized.  Besides 
this  number,  any  retired  officer  may  arrange  to  serve  at  a  college  or  uni- 
versity without  detail  from  or  reference  to  the  War  Department ;  but 
unless  detailed  under  Section  12S5,  Revised  Statutes,  such  service  will 
not  entitle  the  institution  to  the  arms,  &c.,  provided  by  that  section. 

4.  No  detail  will  be  made  for  any  institution  except  upon  an  applica- 
tion fit>m  its  proper  representatives,  nor  will  any  officer  be  so  detailed

unleee  acceptable  to  the  authorities  of  the  iusUtution,  who  should  make 
their  8el«>ction  from  the  officers  available  for  this  duty. 

5.  Applications  for  officers  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
and  should  duly  certify  the  number  of  male  students  the  college  or  uni* 
versity  has  the  capacity  to  educate,  and  should  also  be  accompanied  by 
the  last  printed  catalogue. 

6.  Officers  of  the  Army  desiring  a  detail  at  collies  or  universities 
may  make  application  to  the  Adjutant  General,  through  the  usual  military 
channels  for  such  details ;  their  applications  and  the  recommendations 
forwarded  therewith  will,  if  the  officers  are  available,  be  famished  to 
such  institutions  as  may  desire  to  make  a  selection. 

II.. The  following  are  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretaiy  of 
War  for  the  issue  of  arms,  dsc,  required  for  military  instruction  and 
practice  at  colleges  and  universities,  under  section  1225,  Revised  Statutes: 

1.  The  number  of  pieces  of  field  artillery,  with  necessary  implements, 
and  of  small-urms  and  aooouterments,  which  may  be  issued  for  the  pur- 
pose of  military  instruction  to  each  selected  college  and  university  having 
an  officer  of  the  Army  stationed  thereat,  is  limited  to  the  following,  viz  :

5.  For  practice-firing,  the  following  allowances  of  aminimitioii  will  be 
made  annually  to  each  of  the  various  institutions,  viz : 

1,000  carbine  metallic  ball-cartridges,  cal.  .45. 
1,000  metallic  blank  cartridges,  cal.  .45. 
100  rounds  blank  cartridges  for  3-inch  gun. 
300  friction  primers. 

This  ammunition  will  be  issued  upon  requisitions  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Chief  of  Ordnance  bj  the  presidents  or  superintendents  of  the  insti- 
tutions ;  and  as  annual  allowances  date  in  all  cases  from  July  1  of  each 
rear,  requisitions  should  be  forwarded  before  or  as  soon  after  that  date 
as  practicable  for  the  prospective  year's  supply.

7.  Whenever  any  institution  shall  fail  to  return  the  public  property  in 
its  charge  within  thirty  days  after  demand  made  by  the  Secretary  of  War, 
the  delinquency  will  be  promptly  referred  to  the  Attorney  General,  that 
the  bond  of  the  institution  may  forthwith  be  put  in  suit. 

8.  All  expense  of  repairs  of  stores  are  to  be  borne  by  the  institution 
using  the  same,  the  Ordnance  Department  supplying  spare  parts  for 
repairs  at  cost  price.

Six-pound  cans  of  beef,  and  gallon  or  three-pound  cans  of  beans,  should 
be  issued  in  all  cases  when  convenient;  one  and  two-pound  cans  of  beans, 
and  two  and  four-pound  cans  of  beef,  to  be  issued  only  when  it  is  incon- 
venient to  issue  the  larger  cans  or  but  small  amounts  are  to  be  issued. 

Issues  authorized  by  this  order  w^ill,  cu  a  ruU,  be  made  only  to  troops 
traveling  or  in  the  field,  when  it  is  impracticable  to  cook  rations;  but  they 
may  be  made  when  in  the  interest  of  economy,  or  a  supply  of  the  articles 
is  on  hand  in  excess  of  the  probable  wants  of  troops  traveling  or  in  the 
field. 

None  of  the  stores  issued  will  under  any  circumstances  be  sold  as 
savings.

At  military  posts  where  cigars  cannot  be  purchased  at  reasonable 
prices,  otherwise  than  through  the  Subsistence  Department,  they  may  be 
furnished  by  that  Department  to  commissioned  officers,  upon  the  same 
requisitions  and  purchased  and  accounted  for  in  the  same  manner  as  has 
been  prescribed  by  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  under  the 
authority  conferred  in  General  Onlers  No.  79,  Adjutant  General's  Office, 
series  of  1868,  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  other  Subsistence  stores  to 
officers  and  troops;  excepting  that  the  officers  applying  for  cigars  will  be 
required  to  state,  over  their  signatures,  the  qualities  and  quantities  they 
desire,  that  they  are  for  their  own  personal  use,  and  pledge  themselves 
to  receive  and  pay  for  them  on  their  arrival  at  the  posts. 

Should  the  cost  of  the  cigars  applied  for  at  any  time  exceed  the 
amount  of  funds  available  for  their  purchase,  they  will  not  be  furnished 
until  money  applicable  to  the  object  can  be  procured,  and  no  special 
appropriation  will  be  asked  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  order.

The  telegraph  will  }iave  carried  the  sad  news  of  the  death  of  Colonel 
and  Brevet  Major  General  Jeffertmi  C.  Davis  to  all  parts  of  our  country 
long  before  these  orders  can  even  be  penned;  yet  the  General  deems  it 
his  duty,  in  pursuance  of  a  time-honored  custom,  to  pay  this  tribute  to 
one  of  the  historic  characters  of  our  day. 

General  Davis  began  his  military  career  June  19,  1846,  when  a  mere 
boy,  as  a  private  soldier  in  the  3d  Indiana  Volunteers,  which  Imd  the 
honor  to  share  in  the  glorious  campaign  of  Buena  Vista,  under  General 
Taylor.  He  attracted  the  notice  of  his  officers,  and,  influenced  alone  by 
an  ardent  zeal  and  love  of  country,  he  sought  and  obtained  his  first  com- 
mission as  2d  Lieutenant  in  the  Ut  Artillery  on  the  17th  of  June,  1848. 
In  this  most  excellent  regiment  he  served  faithfully  thirteen  years,  mas- 
tering his  profession,  and  storing  his  mind  with  knowledge  for  use  in  the 
great  day  of  trial  which  he  was  destined  to  share  with  the  comrades  be 
loved  so  well.  He  was  promoted  let  Lieutenant  on  the  29th  of  February, 
1852,  and  Captain  May  14,  l^^tll.  But,  when  the  great  civil  war  of  1861 
burst  on  this  country,  he  knew  that  the  little  Regular  Anny  was  entirely 
inadequate  to  the  occasion,  and  he  turned  at  once  to  his  friends  in  Indiana, 
and  was  elected  Colonel  of  the  22d  Indiana  Infantry  August  15,  IHfil. 
His  was  no  uncertain  action,  but,  with  all  the  ardor  of  his  nature,  he 
threw  his  whole  soul  into  the  contest,  and  wherever  fighting  was  hardest 
for  four  years  we  find  him  at  the  very  front.  To  recount  his  deeds  would 
wHjuire  a  volume,  and  the  General  will  only  venture  to  speak  of  him  as 
a  Corps  Commander  in  war  and  a  De[)artnient  Commander  in  peace. 

On  the  5th  day  of  August,  1864,  General  Davis  commanded  a  division 
in  the  Fourteenth  Corps  (General  Thomas'  old  coi-ps),  and  was  in  front 
of  Atlanta.  A  vacanoy  occurring,  on  General  Thomas'  recommendation, 
he  was  duly  appointed  to  command  that  corps.  He  had  risen  to  it  fiiirly, 
through  all  the  grades,  by  honorable  service,  and  at  once  gave  ii  all  liis 
native  ardor  and  approved  skill,  and  achieved  for  that  corps  amlitional 
fame — especially  at  Jones}>orough,  where,  under  the  eyes  of  his  com- 
mander, he  led  his  line  of  battle  across  fields  swept  1^'  musketry  and 
artillery,  till  the  parapets  were  carrie<l  and  the  enemy  were  buing  for 
quarter. 


He  and  liis  corps  borv  a  most  promineut  part  in  the  capture  of  AtlantA, 
in  the  march  to  the  eea,  in  the  campaign  of  the  Carolina^ — never  a  daj 
nor  an  hour  absent  from  hi«  command  till  the  war  was  over,  and  until 
his  Government  disbanded  the  great  army  of  which  he  formed  so  honored 
a  part. 

Tlien  came  the  harder  and  more  thankless  task  of  reduction.  Though 
by  merit  and  hard  service  he  had  risen  to  the  high  rank  of  Corps  Com- 
mander, universally  that  of  Lieutenant  Genera),  he,  in  common  with 
many  of  his  comrad««,  had  to  be  content  with  a  n-giment ;  and,  by  the 
reorganization,  he  fell  to  the  23d  Infantry,  serving  on  the  Pacific  coast. 
Like  the  patriot  and  soldier  he  was,  he  went  cheerfully  to  his  new  postr 
and  for  a  time  commanded  the  Department  of  Alaska,  taking  a  deep 
interest  in  the  affairs  and  inhabitants  of  that  remote  territory ;  but,  as 
reduction  went  on,  that  Department  also  had  to  he  broken  up,  and  his 
regiment  was  bn>ught  down  to  Oregon,  then  commanded  by  General  £. 
R.  S.  Canby. 

In  the  spring  of  1873,  General  Canby,  whilst  negotiating  with  the 
Modoc  Indians  as  a  Peace  Commissioner,  was  murdered,  and  the  com* 
mand  of  the  Department  devolved,  temporarily,  on  General  Davis. 
Witii  a  courage  and  skil)  which  entitles  his  memory  to  special  honor,  he 
so  conducted  matters  that  the  treacherous  Modocs  were  severely  pun- 
ished, and  the  remnant  of  the  tribe  removed  to  a  place  where  they  are 
powerless  for  mischief. 

In  the  ordinary  routine  of  service,  since  that  time,  General  Darit  has 
rendered  gotnl  service  in  almost  every  quarter  of  the  Great  West ;  and 
for  the  sake  of  rest,  as  his  health  began  to  show^  the  effects  of  hard  ser- 
vice and  disappointments,  his  regiment  was  brought  to  Omaha,  and  then 
to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  where  he  at  once  set  about  establishing — 
what  he  knew  the  Armv  wanted  so  much — u  scho<il  of  instruction  fur 
Infantry;  but  the  exigHicy  of  aittual  service  again  called  his  regiment  to 
the  Indian  frontier,  and  his  health  being  more  infirm,  he  was  advised  to 
try  to  re-establifth  it  by  rest  and  by  travel. 

His  last  military  duty  was  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  at  Chicago, 
appointed  to  reconcile  and  determine  certmn  conflicts  of  opinion  as  to  the 
battles  of  Stone  Kiver  and  Cbickamau^a,  in  which  he  bore  a  most  honor^ 
able  part. 

Very  recently  he  attende<l  here  in  Washington  the  ceremonies  of  un- 
veiling the  equestrian  statue  of  his  late  commander,  Greneral  Thomas, 
"••\  as  the  senior  Vice  President,  he  presided  at  several  of  the  meetings 
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of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  CumherlaDd,  on  the  19th  and  20tb  of 
November. 

The  telegraph  now  anuoancee  that  he  died  at  Chicago  yesterday, 
November  30,  1879,  of  a  severe  cold,  followed  by  pneumonia,  which, 
added  to  his  already  weakened  condition,  tenninated  his  life.  At  the 
request  of  his  wife,  his  body  will  be  intended  at  Indianapolis. 

Though  only  the  Colonel  of  the  23d  Infantry  at  the  time  of  death-,  his 
fame  and  history  belong  to  the  whole  Army,  and  the  flags  of  cUl  military 
poflts  will  be  displayed  at  half-mast  the  day  after  the  receipt  of  this  order. 

Qeneral  Sheridan  will  give  all  orders  necessary  to  mark  the  respect  in 
which  this  honored  soldier  is  universally  held  by  the  Army,  and,  if  the 
family  request  it,  he  may  order  a  guard  of  honor  to  participate  in  the 
funeral  ceremonies.

There  is  no  monthly  allowance ;  the  allowance  is  a  yearly  one,  and 
the  table  gives  the  daily  proportion  thereof,  estimating  !)65  days  to  the 
year.

There  will  be  issued,  when  the  necessity  of  such  issue  is  certified  by  the  Department 
Commander,  an  orercoat  lined  with  blanket  or  cloth,  according  to  the  established 
allowance ;  one  pair  of  arctic  overshoes  in  the  first  and  third  years,  and  two  pairs  of 
good  woolen  mittens  in  each  year.  These  articles,  when  issued,  will  be  charged  to 
the  soldier  at  cost  price.— 6.  0.,  A.  G.  0.,  No9, 10, 1875,  and  41, 1876. 

Fur  caps  and  gauntlets  and  buffalo  overcoats  will  not  be  returned  as  issued  to  troops, 
but  will  be  borne  on  the  return  of  the  officer  accountable,  while  fit  for  service.  They 
will  be  charged  to  the  soldier  in  whose  use  they  are  when  lost  or  destroyed  by  hiJ» 
fault,  and  will  be  dropped  from  the  return  on  "statement  of  charges*'  in  the  same 
manner  that  camp  and  garrison  equipage  lost  by  soldiers  is  charged  and  dropped. 
When  worn  out  in  service  they  will  be  presented  for  inspection. 

Company  officers  who  have  issued  such  caps  and  gauntlets  to  their  men  will  take 
them  up  again  on  their  returns,  and  enter  the  amounts  to  the  credit  of  the  soldiers- on 
their  clothing  acoonnts.— &.  0.,  A.  O.  0.,  No.  31, 1877. 

Campaign  hats  are  issued  only  to  troops  on  the  frontier  or  in  active  campaign,  at  the 
rate  of  one  per  year.— Cr.

Any  compensation  greater  than  the  above  must  receive  the  special  ap- 
proval and  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  War ;  but  nothing  in  this  ortler 
shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  payment  of  smaller  salaries  than 
the  above  for  such  lower  grades  of  clerkships  as  the  wants  of  the  service 
may  require. 

Superintendents,  tran.«tportation  agents,  storekeepers,  inspectors,  and 
All  other  employes  now  receiving  not  less  than  the  lowest  grade  herein 
■authorized,  will  be  rated  for  pay  according  to  the  above  classification  by 
the  officer  employing  them,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  or  Di. 
vision  Commander  or  Head  of  Bureau. 

The  number  of  clerks  and  other  employes  as  aforesaid  required  by  the 
needs  of  the  service  shall  be  hired  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Paragraph  1010,  Revised  Regulations  of  1863,  and  the  regulations  pub- 
lished in  General  Orders  No.  96,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  18(>7 ;  pro- 
vided, the  aggregate  sums  paid  monthly  shall  not  exceed  the  allotments 


therefor  now  or  hereafter  made,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  hy  the  Head»  of  Bureaus  under  whom  the  appropriations  are 
accounted  for,  and  to  the  extent  only  that  those  allotments  will  permit. 
If  any  employes  are  nt^edwl  whose  services  would  require  an  expenditure 
heyond  the  amount  of  said  allotments,  special  application  will  l>e  made 
therefor,  through  the  proper  channels,  for  the  action  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  stating  the  necessity. 

Paragraph  2  of  General  Orders  No.  96,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  1867, 
should  he  strictly  observed ;  hut  at  depots,  arsenals,  postM,  and  stations 
not  under  the  immediate  control  of  Division  or  Depanmeut  Commanders, 
the  officer  in  charge  or  command  shall  fix  the  number  and  grade  of  the 
employ6s  within  the  allotments  allowed,  under  the  direction  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  pi-oper  Heads  of  Military  Bureaus,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  clasni  Heat  ion  herein  authorized. 

Inspectors  and  other  classes  of  employes  within  the  purview  of  this 
order  may  still  he  designated  upon  the  riills  as  at  present,  but  shall  be 
paid  at  tbe  rates  herein  established. 

Division  and  Department  Commanders  shall  cause  their  Inspector  or 
Acting  Inspector  Generals  to  make  special  report,  from  time  to  time,  as 
to  the  number  and  duties  of  civilians  employed  within  their  commands, 
and  when,  in  the  opinion  of  such  conmiander,  any  perstms  are  fomid  em- 
ployed beyond  the  number  required  for  an  ectmomical  administration  of 
their  respective  commands,  report  will  be  made  at  once  to  the  Secretary 
of  War.

No  {xsrson  entitled 
to  transportation  at  the  public  exitense  will  incur  exjtenditure  therefor  over  any  of 
these  roads  with  a  view  of  being  reimbursed  for  the  amount,  but  should  secure  from 
tJie  proper  authority  an  order  for  such  transtxirtatiou ;  and  the  Accounting  Offlcers  of 
this  Department  will  allow  any  road  pref«enting  such  order,  duly  receipted,  credit  for 
the  amount  found  due,  to  \te  applied  as  required  by  law. 

In  ca«e  the  expense  of  such  transportation  is  properly  payable  from  any  appropria- 
tion under  the  control  of  the  Treasury  Department,  the  necessary  order  will  be  fur- 
ni8he<l  only  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

Ode  private  of  the  higher  class  and  one  private  of  the  lower  class  of 
the  Genera]  Service  Detachment  shall  be  designated  and  assigned  as 
topographical  assistants. 
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II.. There  may  be  stationed  at  each  headquarters,  where  the  attending 
Surgeon  has  a  dispensary,  one  Hospital  8t«ward,  to  be  employed  not  as 
u  clerk  but  as  an  apothecary,  who  shall  receive  the  allowances  of  a 
Sergeant  of  the  General  Service  Detachment,  with  the  exception  of  com- 
mutation of  fuel,  which  shall  be  issued  to  him  in  kind. 

ConiniisBury  Sergeants  will  not  be  detailed  for  clerical  duty  at  Division 
or  Department  Headquarters ;  but-,  when  necessary,  civilians  only  may 
be  employed  for  such  duty  by  officers  of  the  Subsistence  Department. 

III.  .AH  orders  or  special  authority  heretofore  given  which  may  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  order  are  hereby  revoked.

The  following  regulatioiiB,  Bubmltted  by  the  Board  of  CommiBsioners 
on  tlie  Militarj  Prison,  in  relation  to  estimates,  requisitions,  disburse- 
meuts,  and  accounts  pertaining  to  appropriations  and  funds  for  the  Leav- 
enworth Military  Prison,  have  been  approved  hy  the  Secretary  of  War, 
and  are,  by  his  direction,  published  to  take  effect  from  and  after  Decem- 
ber I,  1879 : 

The  annual  estimates  for  appropriations  for  the  support  and  improve- 
ment of  the  Leavenworth  Military  Prii»on  will  not  be  included  with  any 
of  the  estimates  for  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army,  but  will 
be  made  by  the  Commandant  <»f  the  prison.  They  will  be  in  detail  for 
all  supplies  required  for  the  use  and  sustenance  of  the  prisoners,  and  for 
the  expenses  incident  to  the  management  and  maintenance  of  tlie  insti- 
tution. 

The  disbursing  officer  of  the  prison  will  obtain  funds  from  the  appro- 
priation made  tor  the  prison,  by  monthly  estimates  for  such  funds  alone, 
appn)ved  by  the  Commandant.  Ttie  estimates  will  be  sent,  through  the 
Commandant  of  the  prison,  direct  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army, 
to  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  whose  office 
the  requisition  for  funds  will  be  drawn  upon  the  Treasury. 

The  prison- accounts  of  funds  and  property  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  for  examination  and  transmission  to  the 
proper  accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury.  Duplicates  of  these  accounts 
and  the  proper  account-books  will  be  kept  at  the  office  of  the  Com- 
mandant or  Governor,  and  examined  at  tlie  quarterly  inspection  required 
by  Section  1348,  Revised  Statutes. 

Requisitions  for  funds  irom  other  appmpriations  for  any  purpose  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  authorized  in  connection  with  the  prison,  will  be  made 
and  the  funds  accounted  for  under  existing  regulations  governing  the 
department  to  which  they  may  pertain. 

Supplies  required  for  the  prison  may  be  purchased  out  of  its  special 
appropriation,  ft<om  the  Army  supply  departments,  under  the  regulations 
governing  sales  therein,  or  under  contract,  or  in  open  market,  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  'regulations  as  similar  supplies  are 
obtained  for  the  Army.  Contracts  for  and  purchases  of  supplies  must 
be  approved  by  the  Commandant. 


All  mattei-a  of  admin iBtration  pertainitig  to  the  funds  or  pr>ipt;inv,  under 
the  regulations  of  the  prison  which  require  special  authorirv.  will  be 
submitted  by  the  Commandant,  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army,  for  the  approval  of  the  Secrelai-y  of  War. 

The  officer  who  may  be  charged  with  the  management  of  the  subsist- 
ence for  the  prisoners  is  not  entitled  to  extra  pay  as  ''Acting  Assistant 
Commissary.*' 

Army  rations  are  not  to  be  issued  to  the  prisoners,  but  subnistence 
stores  will  be  purchased  from  the  prison  appropriation.

In  my  opinion  *  *  a  pott  trader  at  Fort  Cuiter,  in  the  Indian  country,  has  no 
right  to  maintain  a  traffic  In  goods  with  the  Indians,  unless  he  be  properly  licensed  for 
such  trade.    •    •    • 

Post  traders  can  he  authorised  only  for  the  military  forces,  or  when  needed  "for  the 
accommodation  of  emigrants,  ft-eighters,  or  other  citiiens.*^    I  know  of  no  authority 
which  permits  the  military  authorities  to  allow  a  trade  at  such  establishments  with  the 
Indians.

The  following  order  is,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  published 
for  the  information  and  government  of  all  concerned  : 

I.. The  old-pattern  clothing  having  become  unsuitable  for  issue,  only 
new  clothing  will  hereafter  be  issued  to  the  troops ;  any  old-pattern  cloth- 
ing still  remaining  at  military  posts  will  be  sent  hi  to  the  nearest  depots 
at  San  Francisco,  St.  Louis,  Jefferson ville,  San  Antonio,  and  Philadel- 
phia, and  reported  to  the  Quartermaster  General  to  be  set  aside  as  a 
reserve,  and  placed  upon  special  returns  and  held  for  issue  to  the  National 
Home  for  Disabled  Volunteers,  under  the  act  of  January  23,  1873.  The 
surplus  hat-cords  and  old-pattem  cap-covers,  drawers,  and  shirts  will  be 
disposed  of  by  sale  at  public  auction. 

II.. Hereafter  all  estimates  or  I'equisitions for  clothing,  whether  special 
or  annual,  must  conform  strictly  to  the  regulations  to  far  as  the  allowance 
and  sizes  are  concerned,  and  the  practice,  heretofora  too  common,  of  ask- 
ing for  sizes  larger  than  men  wear,  must  be  discontinued ;  far  neither  the 
supply  on  hand  nor  the  appropriation  for  clothing,  camp  and  garrison 
equipage  will  adroit  of  the  issue  exclusively  of  large  sizes.  The  atten- 
tion of  poet  and  other  commanded  is  called  to  this  matter,  and,  in  receiv- 
ing and  approving  estimates  for  clothing,  they  will  see  that  this  order  is 
strictly  complied  with.

A  Joint  Resolution  of  Congress,  approved  December  19,  1879,  entitled 
"  Joint  Resolution  to  transfer  the  Arsenal  property  in  the  city  of  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  to  the  trustees  of  the  Holy  Communion  Church 
Institute,  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  said  school,"  requires — 

That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorlied  and  directed  to  leaee  and 
deliver  poawMion,  upon  roch  terms  and  conditions  as  to  him  may  seem  best,  for  tht 
nse  of  or  in  the  interest  of  the  GoTemment,  to  the  tmstaes  of  the  Holy  Oommanlon 
Chnrch  Institute,  the  property  known  as  the  "Arsenal**  situated  in  the  city  of  Charles- 
ton, State  of  South  Carolina,  together  with  all  the  buildings,  rights  and  appurtenances 
thereto  belonging,  to  be  had  and  held  by  nid  trustees  for  the  use  and  accommodation 
of  said  school  for  such  time  as  nid  lease  nuty  run,  if  not  theretofore  required  by  tht 
Secretary  of  War. 

Svc.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he'  is  hereby,  authorized  to  make  such 
terms  and  arrangements  with  said  trustees  for  the  care  and  protection  of  nid  property 
during  its  occupancy  by  mid  school,  and  for  the  redelivery  ci  possession  to  the  Got- 
emment  when  thereto  required,  as  will  best  subserve  the  interests  of  the  Government : 
Providtdf  That  the  Government  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  for  any  improvements 
that  may  be  placed  on  nid  grounds  during  the  continuance  of  mid  lease. 

Accordingly  the  Secretary  of  War  directs  that  the  United  States  prop- 
erty known  as  the  ''Arsenal "  [Charleston  Barracks],  situated  in  the  city 
of  Charleston,  State  of  South  Carolina,  together  with  all  the  buildings, 
rights,  and  appurtenances,  and  the  United  States  flag  thereto  belonging, 
be  transferred  to  the  Reverend  A.  Toomer  Porter,  D.  D.,  to  hold  until  a 
lease  of  said  property  is  duly  executed  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  Quartermaster's,  Ordnance,  and  other  property  in  store  at  the 
Arsenal  will  be  properly  disposed  of  under  the  direction  of  the  Depart- 
ments concerned.

The  following  oiiler,  moditying  Paragraph  6  of  General  Orders  No.  38, 
of  1873,  from  the  War  Department,  is,  bjr  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  published  for  the  information  and  government  of  all  concerned: 

8.  Commissary  Sergeants  are  to  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  non- 
commissioned staff  of  the  post.  They  are  to  wear  the  uniform  that  may 
be  prescribed  for  them,  and  are  to  appear  under  arms  at  all  reviews  and 
inspections,  monthly  and  weekly.  They  are  not  to  be  detailed  for  any 
other  duties  which  would  interfere  with  their  subsistence  duties  ;  and  in 
case  a  due  regard  to  economy  and  the  public  interest  should  seem  to 
require  them  to  do  other  duty,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post  in  for- 
warding the  monthly  report  of  the  Sergeant  will  endorse  thereon  the 
substance  and  reason  for  the  order,  which  must  have  the  approval  of  the 
Department  Commander. 

Commissary  Sergeants  will  rank  with  Ordnance  Sergeants,  according 
to  the  dates  of  their  warrants,  respectively.
